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PREFACE. 



I HAVE hCTe adventured to prefent unto 
puUick view, the beginnings and firft 
progrefs of the Rebellion lately raifed 
vithin this kingdopi of Ireland^ And al« 
t|iough I cannot but take notice of ipch a 
snultitude of imperfections in my felf as ren* 
j^cr me very unfit for the performance of this 
fcrvice: as alfo, that I fliall thereby raife up 
much malice, and private difpleaiiire, as well 
againft myperfoo, as my undertakings here-' 
in: yet fuch is my zeal and moft earned de« 
fire to appear in this caufe, as being now laid- 
^fide, and for the prefent difabled in any 
Qther way. to be further ufeful to this unhap- 
py kingdom, I refolved to deny myfelf, and 
wholly departing from my own ijiterefts, to 
f inploy my weak endeavQvira, in fetting down 
the fad ftory of o^r mifcries, I might, per- 
adventure, with much more advantage to 
my own particular have looked back, (as far 
wifer men have done in their troubles) an4 
paiTed my time in foreign colledions, or pen- 
ning fome ftory of times long £nce pai):* 
where the chief a^ors are at reft, and their 
unquiet fpirits fo furely laid, as they are not 
to be moved with the iharpeft charge that 
can be laid on their xpemories ; Nulh gravis 
4ft fercuffus Achilles. Moft ip^n are great lo- 
vers of themfelves, and fuch conftant admi** 
rers of their own actions, as they think they 
4o well t9 be ^pgry at any thin^ (Hat ihall 
b 3 though 
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(though never fo tridy) be reported to their 
difadvantage. They condder not their own 
natural imbecillities^ their paifions, diftem* 
perSy or ill afie^tiohs, ^hich I(^d thetxf on m 
advife or afl: things of ^ ill flme; but are 
ready to fly in the fjices of thofe who fliajl 
even in the fairefl; characters reprefent or leave 
any impreffiops of them. Hence it is tha^' 
the truth of things comes quite to be over^ 
fluadowed with falfe colours, and fb to remain 
as it were buried alive, or otherwise to ap- 
pear extremely disfigured through gtx^ 
errors, bale flattery, or wilful miftlket. For 
moft men that are prefcnt adventurers in this 
kind, are wife enough to apprdieAd thdr 
own dinger; and thereupon departing from 
^e common intcrefl: that every other mxa 
j^ath in their ftorf, reflcft only upon th^H^ 
own particular, and fiiflier themfelvei- to be 
over-awed with the humour of iht prefettt 
fiiritsa; or fb far trairfported, either wrtb the 
benefit^^r private injuries rttw^itxm par- 
ticular perfons,Wth%' tranfinit very fanper- 
ttO: and weaker relations, or otBcrWife fflf 
them up with fuch counterfeit ftuflF, as poftcr 
rity will owe little to their information. 
Memoim Monfieur dti f*IefEs„ a perfon of extraordi- 
fi^du" ^^ abilities and learning, a great minifter 
picffis, of ftate tinder that glorious kin^ Henry the 
. ^ ^^' 4th o( France, undertook, as it appears by a 
letter of his to monfieur Languet, to\*rritc a 
ftory of thofe times wherein ne lived. But 
J cannot find that he ever fuffered that work 
to come to the prefs; whether by juft appre^ 
Kenflons difcoura^d from publication, of 
wheth&r it othciwife mifcarricd, I cannot fey. 
Eut lure I am, in the fame letter he bitterly 
decl^ips againit the humour of the tmies^ 
and thtre plainly telb ^S", that after one hath 

writ 
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!9B(^t an.faiilioiyt he icUres not adventure the. 
ppjfaliihi&g of it. iSi noji qiiil allegue four caufe 
gCjm effe£l^ fceaui rfapas tfii^ ctmme une caufe 
^eneret^e^^ au ueu de P amour cTune femnUj & 
^une quertlle de bordeau. Such was then the 
iniquity of thofe times^ fo abominable and 
jQuQiefiil the true caufes of the imbroilments 
IB that Jkingdom, that thofe wars (as the 
€;oiirt was dien governed) had for the moft 
pfls^ their firft begjmniags from fome ill pla- 
ced affedion^ or a private qu^^rel in an infa- 
9ails j^ace. And further faking on this 
f^bjedt he intimates how dangerous it is to 
jf«C locUi the. aftidns of men in their true co- 
loim; aod how bitter and oorroding to the 
cpafcicacijK o^/MS hifioriaA to difguife or make 
jfchcu» agipev. otherwife tb the world, than 
they were in. their firft oiJi^naL 

To ^^e^^TQ&K exa^y^ is highly com!d^en- 
4lbleinai^p<^li9 efpeci^ly in one that tak^s 
upon him t)0 bfS a pubUck. informer: to raze^ 
to corropt.a i^eQord is a qrime of a very hi^ 
n^ure, and by the jbiws of the land moft fe^ 
yerely puniihable;. Hiftories are called "Tefies cicoode 
t^mforum^kiu.veritatUy vita memma: and cer-.^^*'- 
tainly he doth offend in an high de^ee, who 
-fhsSl either negligently fuffer qr wilfully pro* 
.^ore theia 1^ bring falfe evidence; that fliall 
jfisJte ^tikem^dsftk lanthoms to ^ive light but 
. oa thc/Ope Sde^ or a€f Tgms fdtuty to caufe the 
. Mader to wand^ from the truth, and vainly 
• .lk> follow falfe ftadows, or the fadious hu«*^ 
xionrs of the wjiter'^ brain. To be falfe, to' 
deceive, to lie,: jCV^n kk ordinary difcourfe,' 
are vioes.coQimonly branded with much in- 
faaaj^ and held in great deteftation . by all 
good mea* And therefore certainly thofe 
i^bialt jfssiy^ at fjich a, height .Qjf impudency, a» 
i> ^ ... , magiftcrially 
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magifterially to take upon them, not only ta 
abufe the prefent but future ages, muft needs 
render themfclves juftly odious. They iland 
refponfible for other mens errors; and where- . 
as in ' all other notorious pfTenders, their fin 
and their life determines atfartheft together: 
the fin of thefe men is perpetuated after their 
deceafe, they fpeak when they are dead, make 
falfe infufions into every age, and court every 
new perfon that Ihall many years after caft 
his eyes upon their ftory to give belief to 
their lies. Therefore for my own part when 
I firft undertook this talk, I took up with it 
a refolution moll clearly to declare the tixith« 
I have caft up my accounts, I have fet up my 
reft, and determine rather to difpleafe any 
other man than offend my own' confcience. 
I have neither private reflexions, nor foreign 
ends; I am now as it were reduced into my 
firft principles, and have taken this work 
upon me, meerly out of publick confiderati- 
ons. All that I aim at is, that there may re- 
main for the benefit of this prefent age, as 
well as of pofterity, fome c^tain records and " 
monuments^^uof the firft beginnings and fatal 
progrefs of 'IKis^ rebellion, together with the 
horrid cruelties moft unmercifully exercifed: 
by the Irilh rebels upon the Biitilh and pro*'* 
teftants within this kingdom of Ireland/ 
That when God's time is come of returning' 
it into the bofoms of thofe who havie been 
the firft plotters or prefent .actors therein, and » 
that kingdom comes to be re-plahted with 
Britiih, and fettled in peace againr, Twhich I 
have even in our loweft condition, with great 
confidence attended, and do now moft un«. 
doubtedly believe will e're long be brought 
to pafs) there may be fuch a courfe taken,, 
fuch provifions made, and fuch a wall of £e- 

paration 
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piration fet up betwixt the Irifli and tHo Bri-» 
tkh, • as it fcajl not be in their power to rife 
up (as now and in all former ages they have ; 
done) to deftroy and. root them out in amo^, • 
mentf before they be able to put then[ifelyes 
in a pofture of drfence, or, to gather together' 
to make any coufiderable reuftance againft 
their bloody attempts. 
: I ihall iiot pretend to entertain the reader 
with political madams, grave fentences, or 
flourifliiag orations: that which I hope will 
cover over a multitude of imperfedions, is 
the tmqueftionable truth of what I ihall fet 
down in a plain and brief narration of all the 
caaifes and proceedings held in the railing, as 
^o in die firft counfels and undertakings for 
the.fuppi^on of this hideous rebellion* 

And that I might in fome meafure com*, 
pafs xny defigp herein, and nve fatisfadion 
even to the moft curious inquifitors after 
truth, I did with great care and diligence turn 
over the very originals or authentical copies 
of the voluminous examinations remaining 
with the public regifter, and taken upon oath, 
by virtue of two:feveral commiffions iflued 
out under the great feal of this kingdom to 
examtte the lo£^s of* the Britiih, the cruel- 
ties and horrid murders committed by the 
Irifh in the deftrudion of them. I have peru-» 
fed the public difpatches, ads, and relations, 
as likewife the private letters and particular 
difcourfes fent by the chief gentlemen out 
of feveral parts of the kingdom, to prefent 
xmto the lords juftices and council uie fad 
condition of their affairs. And having been 
made acquainted with all the mofi fecret paf* 
fages and councils of the flate, I have, as far 
as I could, without breach of truft, and as 
the duty of a privy counfellor would ad^ 

mit 
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Ttnt^ Communiicated fof mock of them afis I 
cOncdT^d neceflkiy and proper for pnbliciop 
formatidn. And fetttng afide the partkidass 
contailied within th^ firft p^g«»9 leading oo 
by way of in^odudion to die eixfiiii^ troti^ 
bles^ Which Ihave taken ftpoft tnift oat of 
the mofi approved mithors bcttfa ancient and 
modern^ who have written the ftory of Ire*, 
lani^ I may c6iUB^&tly atow» that I hairo 
been fo curiotteM gadiering up my materia 
s^$, atfd & earefiii in putting t&em tc^ether^ 
as veiy few paflkgtei wiH be found here inr 
ferted which have n6t either feSen widnn . 
the compafe of my own ' knowledge^ or that 
I histt not received from thoie wIki were 
diiefiy intiiifted in matters bf adibn abi^ad; 
or ^at came not to my hands att^ed wi^ 
. der thd oaths of credible witoefle^ or deaorly 
^flbted in the i^otuota^y <;di|fti|oiis of die 
fetels themfelveS. — * r 

" %r€rf man^ I believ^i H^Sk eafiiy afient 
t^tefihe, thi^'ont Of diefefo^rotain^wemay 
pttfame with moft cettainfty to draw tnith,r 
and that if we bound our enquiries :^thtfi 
this circuit, we ihiy weti b^ to arrive at 
fhetrde fcaowledgc of Sie maikx particulate 
pa^ges of this late rebellion. And there-' 
fore though Iffiall not dbtrtido every thkig 
as infalfibky Which by a ftria and moft fe^ 
verc inqtrifition, I have takesi iipdn the 
0round^ before mentioned (coflfidering how 
lubjeft rten are through fbrgetftllnefe wd hu* 
mane iioabeciffity to err in the ordinary couifo 
of their rcTatioiis) yet thus milch I- fuppoftf 
I may confidently fey, thsft no man could 
f Maglne how to make colleftions with ^reatey 
certainty, and mbfe cleaSr unquefbonsAIe 
probaiBilities of trutji than I havp here' fet 
down. Now 
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' No^ aft'for the exanuaations here jnenti* 
mied^ heW&}€vcr they were taken with all 
the care »id drcumfpedion that could pof* 
fibly be ufed m fo great a work, yet are they 
moft commonly decried, and held by the 
IrHh as very injurioug to their country-men.

f£t of the evidence brought in by them ; 
Firft* That as the commiifions for taking 

I thofe e?taminatioBS were after mature delibe- 

tUicaEt ifiued out by fpecial order from the 
. lords jilftices and council ; fo they were in 
great wifdom defigned by them for no other 
Md9 than to have Jfome general account of 
the loflfes fu^rsd by the B^tiih, and the cm- 
dties exeraifed by the Iriih i^n them in the 

I feveial part$ of Che kingdom. And this 

I eaarfc was firfi fet on. foot in the very height 

, of our troubles, when the fury of the rebels 

£odtfyentetv raged, as thej were in no con^ 

^tion. t^ttimk of the attaming of their per- 

I Ibns^ mid therefof e only aimed at the difco- 

very of th^ treaibn* Out of which refocft 

: chiefly the conamiffioAers made choice of for 

I the perfovmance of this iervice, were fix of 

the ctet^, all porfons of known integrity; 
and filch as by reafon pf . their profeflions 
would in all probability gently proceed on 

' m their inqwutions, and truly iet down the 

Uoody rebdons given in unto them : tlie 
perfcms exaii^ned were.of ieveral conditions, 

I moft 0f .them Britiih, fome of Iriih birth and 

Extraction, very many of good quality, and 

' iuch as- wwe or inferior, rank were not ye- 

jeded if they were known j&ifiTerers, t\,nd came 
freely in to declare what they could fpeak 
pf their orwn knowledge. Few came but 
JBf civ as had been ia th^ hands of the rebels^ , 

. afld 
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and could with forrowful hearts make the fi4 
relation of their own njiferies : and fo they 
having been eye-witneffes, their depoiitions 
are for the moft part out of their own known 
ledge; and what is given in by them upon 
/hear-fay, they for the moft part dcpofe, that 
they received it out of the rebels own niouth^ 
while they were in reftraint among them. 
Laftly, many of thefe miferable perfons thus 
examined, came up wounded, others even 
almoft famiflied; or fo worn out with their 
fuflferings, as they did not long out-live'the 
date of their examinations : fo as thefe tefti- 
monies being delivered in their laft agonies, 
we are in charity to believe that they would 
leave behind them with all due circumftances,^ 
a clear atteftation of fuch cruelties as they thcQ- 
bequeathed unto iis with their laft breath; 

* But it is not much to be wondred, if thfey 
who had it in defign to deftroy all the public 
records and ancient monuments. in the king« 
dom, to banifh both the Englifh law, and go- 
vernment, do fo bitterly declaim againft: 
thefe evidences of their cruelty, and Uvely 
atteftatiohs given in to perpetuate the memoir 
ry of them to their eternal infamy. 

If they could imagine which way to filence, 
or by what means to blaft the credit of thefe 
examinations thus folemnly taken, and pre- 
vail according to their moft impetuorus de^ 
fires upon the late treaty of peace, to have 
an the indiftmei^s legally put in againft the 
principal rebels and their adhcrcnts> taken off 

the 

* Mr. Creighton in his examination depofeth, diat 
he heard many bitter words caft out againft the ciky of 
Dublin, that they would bum and ruin it, deftroy aU 
records and monuments of the £ndi(h government j mak( 
laws againft fpeakiag Englifh, and that all names givei^ 
l>y {he Englifli to places, Siould be ^Hfhed, and the aixi 
(lent names r^red. 
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iht file and cancelled^ they: would not 06 
out of hopC) as thefe times now are, to pal-' 
liatc their rebellion with fuch fpecious pre- 
tencesy as that their barbarous a uelties, aA- 
ed b^ond all parallel, being forgotten, it 
ihould A^th great applanfe pais down to pof« 
terity, under the name of a holy and juft war 
for 016 defence of the cathoUe^caufe. 

And now in Order to this defign, tl^cy have 
taken all occafioils to proclaim the huge 
J)reffures which they pretend to have fuffered 
under the late government in this kingdom, 
and fpare not to tttm it tyrannical: thev 
fpeak as if their oppreffions might be paral- 
lelled with thelfraelitiih Envai&Iage in the 
land of ^iElgypt, and their perfecutions, foi? 
religion eqtulled to thofe of the primative 
times : and then they further fay, that there- 
Upon only fome cathblicks, confidering the 
deplorable and defperate condition they were 
in, and apprehending the plots laid to ex* 
tinguiih their religion, and nation, did taiko 
arms in the North in maintenance of thek 
religion, and for the prefervation of life, li- 
berty, and eftate ; together with his majef- 
ty*s rights; and that the lords and gentlemen 
dwelling within the Englifhi Pale, were like- 
wife by th/j great rigour and feverity ufed 
by the ftate towards them, enforced to take ^^^^^

totw fiiafiirian caufes (if I may io term them) 
which induced the Irifli to lay ^e jplot of thif 
i^belUon, and were indeed really firf): in their 
thou^ts, they win fu^ciently appear isrthia 
cnfuing ftory. And for the juftifidal reafous 

' pf their rifing la anns» if any one hath a mind 
to take them up on trull 6-qqi themfelves, 
let him iSad; no further than the remonftrangs 
before-mentioned y whereof much niQre is to 
be fm^ than I iball give myfelf liberty to fpeak 
isH^is place i we)l knowing that thofc noto- 
rious untruths and wicked impoliures 'con-^ 
tsdned in it when £hey come to the teft, wi}l 
be quickly diicovered, and the varjiiih they 
liave put upon themipon fyHH away of itfelf. 
If any one hath been ignorantly delude4 
hereby^ and defires to be redified in his ow)i 
judgment, let hiq^ be pleafed to turn over 
this enfuing ftoiy*.

and will be peradventure looked tif)dn with 
a multiplying glafs, by thofe who ire not , 
pleafed with what fhavc Here cxpofed to pub- 
lic view* I do not at all pretend to filence the 
bitter expreffions of malevolent ^irits : aj I 
'fliall with great patience coiiipofe myfelf to 
; bear the Utmoft.that their malice can put upon 
me : fo I fliall be always i;eady with much 
meeknefs to fubmitto be reformed by any 
perfbn whatfoevci^- who can make it appear, ^. 
that I have either through ignorance or neg-: " 
ligence (for I am fure vnlful miftakes they 
will findnon^. jiufcarried in the relation of 
any particular here fet down : fins of igno- 
rance found a very eafy expiation under the 
old law, I will not fay they had a pardon df 
courfe. But if I have io carried myfelf, as 
that no greater tranfgreffions can be laid .to 
my charge, I fliall be much fatisfied, and may 
peradventure be further encouraged to pro- 
ceed on to a continuation of this ftory, and 
therein to tranfinit down to pofterity the no- 
ble atchieveraents and great viftories already 
obtained by fmall numbers of the Engliih

** kin^ and ftates, fo even in the midft of 
•* his juflice he was gracioufly pleafed ta <:x- 
** tend mercy to his majefty and to this his 
•* kingdom, and good lubjefts therein^ not 
** only in merciful difcovering to the then 
** lords juftices T)y one Owen O Conncly a 
*^ meer Irifli man, but trained up in the pro- 
•« teftant relirion, who out of a fenfc of his 
^ duty and loyalty to his majefty, and for 
"the prefervation of his good people, and 
** as an efFed of that religion he was trained 
** up in, revealed that hideous and bloody 
" treafon, not many hours before the ap-* 
" pointed time for the execution thereof, but 
" alfo in prefcrving the faid caftle and city of 
" Dublin, and fome other cities, towns and 
•< caftles in the kingdom from the bloody 
" hands of the barbarous confpirators, as alfo 
«* in thereby rendring deliverance of the lives 
" of the faid lords juftices and council, and 
*« of all the Britifli and proteftants in Dublin, 
^ and in the faid other titles, * towns and 

<* caftles 
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•* caftles preferved, and of fundry other Bri- 
^ tiih and proteftants fallen into the handg 
^< of thofe rebellious confpirators, and like- 
** wife in iiendingus fuccours out of England 
^ hither^ by the piety, care and wifdom of 
** our late fovereign lord king Charles the 
** firft, whereby with God's bleiSng the good 
** fubjeds of this kingdom have hitherto con- 
** tinued fafe under his mighty protection, 
♦* notwit^ftanding the unexampled rage and 
^ implacable malice of thofe nierci}efs rebds. 
** Wherefore as we do moft humbly andjuft- 
^ ly acknowledge Gk)d's juftice in our deferv- 
^ ed puniihments in thofe calamities, which 
** from the councels and actions of thofe con- 
^ ipirators and their adherents have fallen 
^ upon us, in this kingdom in general, fo we 
" do in like manner acknowledge, that even 
** in cxercifing of that his juftice he remem- 
^ bered mercy alfo, and magnified his mer- 
« dcs to us in thofe great bleilings which we ' 
« humbly confe& to nave pr&ceeded meerly 
« from his infinite goodnefs and mtrcy. And 
«* therefore to his moft holy name we do af- 
^ cribe all honour, elory and.praife, and to 
^ the end this unfeigned thankfulneis may 
« never be forgotten, but may be had in a 
^ perpetual remembrance, that all ages to 
<* come may yield praifes to his divine majefty 
« for the £ime, and have in memory that 
« joyful day of deliverance. Be it therefore 
« enaded by the king^s moft excellent ma- 
« jefty, with the affent of the lords fpiritual 
** and temporal, and commons in this prefent 
** parliament affembled, and by authority of 
** the fame, that the three and twentietli day

• forbear aU bodily labour, and the exerciie 
^ of their trades, and that all and fin^Iar 
•• misifters in every cathedral and parifh

•* prayer within this realm of Ireland^ ihall 
•• always upon the three and twentieth day 
^ of Oftober, fay morning prayer, and give 
^ thanks to Almighty God for that moft nap- 

* py and miraculous deliverance and prefer- 
^ vation, far above the expefbdons or thofe 
^ wretched confpirators. And that all and 
^ every perfon and perfons inhabiting within 
^ this realm of Ireland, fliall yeariy upon the 
*« three and twentieth day of Oaober dili- 
^ gently and faithfuHy rcfort to the pariih 
« church or chapel accuftomed, or to ibme 
** ufual church or chapel where the faid mom^ 
*« ing prayer, preaching, or other fervicc of 
^ God ihaH be ufed, and then and there abide 

orderly and foberly during tibe tiifae of the 
laid prayers, preaching or other fervice of 
G^d there to be ufed and miniftred, and 
bfetaufe all and every perfon may be put in 
mind of his duty, and be then the better 
prepared to the hid holy fervice : Be it 
enaded by the authority aforefaid^ that 
every miniiler fliall give warning to his pa- 
rifliioners publickly m the churdi at morn- 
ing prayer the Lord's day next before 
every fuch three and twentieth day of Oc- 
tober, for the due obfervation of the £iid 
day; and that after morning prayer of 
prc?u:hing upon every fuch three and twen-» . 
tieth day of Oftober, they read puHickly, 
diftindly jnd plainly this prcfcnt aft.

History of the Beginnings, 

4 N D FIRST 

Relied vithin the 

King DOA^of Ikeland, in the Yean 641, 



TH E kingdom of Ireland (which hath »^*»- 
for almoft five hundred years conti-» ^"^^^^ 
nued under the fovereignty of the 
crown of England) .was prefently after the firft 
conqueft of it, planted with Englifh colonies, 
long fince worn out, or for the moft part be- 
come Irilh. And therefore it hath again in 
this laA age been fupplied with great num- 
bers of people drawn out of England and ' 
Scotland,* to fettle their habitations in that 
country. Now the moft execrable plot laid 
by the Iriih, for the univerfal extirpation of 
aU thefe britifh and proteftants, the bloody 
B progrefs 
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i«4». progrefs of their rebellion within the com- 
^"^"^'^^ pafs of the firft two months ; their horrid 
cruelties, in moft barbaroully murdering, or 
othcrwife deftroying many thoufands of men, 
women and children, peaceably fettled, and 
fecureiy intermixed amongfl them, and that 
without any provocation, or coniiderable re- 
fiftance at firii made, I intend iliall be the 
prefent fubjed of f he firft part of this enfuing 
iiory. 
The oTigi- The Irifh want not ttiany fabulous inventi- 
jMi^of fehe Qns iQ magnifie the very firft beginnings of 
' their nation. Whether the Scythians, Gauls, 
Africans, Goths, or fome other more caft- 
cm nation that anciently inhabited Spain, 
came and fate down firft in Ireland, I fhall 
not much trouble myfelf here to enquire. If 
we fhould give credit to tlae Irifli chronicles 
or their bards Twho deliver no certain truths) 
we might fina ftuflF enough for an ancient 
pedigree, made up out of a moft various 
ftrange compofure of the Irilb Nation : But 
to let them pais, there are certainly a concur- 
rence of divers manners and cuftoms, fuch 
affinity of feveral of their words and names, 
and fo great refemblance of many long ufed 
rites, and ftill retained ceremonies as do give, 
us fome ground to believe that they do not 
* improbably deduce their firft original froqi 
fome of thofe people. ; It may very well be 
conjeftured (for infallible records I find none) 
that as the eaftem parts of Ireland, bordering 
Upon England were firft planted by the old 
Britains : * Toole, Bime and Cauvenagh the 
ancient fepts, and ftUl inhabitants of that part

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of the country, being old Britifli words. And »<^4^- 
as the northren parts of Ireland were firft in- 
habited by the Scythians, from whom it was 
called § Scytenland, or Scotland : fo the 
fouthem and more weftern parts thereof were 
peopled ftx>m the maritime parts of Spain, 
being the next continent, not by the now Spa- 
nilh nation, who are ftrangely compounded 
of a different mixture of feveral people : But 
as 1 faid, peradventure by the Gauls, who an- 
ciently inhabited all the fea-coafls of Spain 
the Syrians, or fome other of thofe more eaft- 
cm nations, who intermixing with the natu- 
ral inhabitants of that country, made a tranf- 
migration into Ireland, and fo fettled fome 
colonies there. 

The whole kingdom of Irelaftid was di- ifciand an- 
vided into divers petty principalities, of later Sd^^imo 
times there were five principal chieftains, viz. diycnpctty 
Mac-Morough of Leinfter, Mac-Cartye of Mun- ^°P*^" 
ftcr, O Neal of Ulfter, O Connor of Conaght, 
and O Malaghlin of Meath. For fuch were 
the Iriih denominations, and I do not find 
they were called kings till about the time of 
the coming over of the Englifh ; Giraldus Cam- 
brenfis who came into Ireland in the time of 
Henry IL of England, being the firft writer 
that gives them that title. Befides, as they 
came not in either by j hereditary right or law- 
ful eledtion, fo their inveftiture was folemni- 
B 2 zed,

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sed neither by unction, or coronation, they 
made their way by the fword, had certain 
kinds of barbarous ceremonies ufed at their 
inauguration, kept up their power with a hi^ii 
hand^ and held the people mod monftroully 
enflaved to all the lavage cuftoms praAifed 
under their dominion. And thus they conti- 
nued until the reign of Henry U. king of Eng- 
land^ in whofe time the undertakings for the 
•cenqueft of Ireland were fuccefsfally made 
by moft powerful, though private, adventures 
upon this occafion. 
Thefirft f Dermott Mac-Morough king of Lein- 
^ dl?£^ fter rbeing by the kings of Conaght and 
hih ^upon Meath enforced to fly his country) made his 
^^^^h ^^P^^^ direftly to Henry II. king of England, 
ptvatc ad- then perfonaUy attending his wars in France, 
ycomrw. and with much earneftnefs implored his aid 
for the recovery of his territories in Ireland, 
moft injurioufly, as he pretended, wrefted 
out of his hands. The king refufed to im- 
barque himfelf in this quarrel : yet gracioufly 
recommended the Jufiice of his caufe to all 
his loving fubjecls, and by his letters patent 
afiured them that whofoever would aflford the 
faid Mac-Merough affiftance towards his re- 
iettlement, (houid not only have free liberty 
to tranfport their -forces, but be held to do 
very acceptable fervice, therein. { Here- 
upon eari Strangebow firil engaging himfeli^ 
deteimined as a private adventurer to endea-

at Briftol) where Mac-Morough came unto 
i ^ him, in his paflage back from the kitig into 
Ireland; there were certain conditions agreed 
upon between them, and a tranfaction' mad6 
by Mac-MoroHgh of his. kingdom of Lein« 
fter unto the earl^ upon his marriage with his 
only daughter Eva. And fo he being defir^ 
ous to return fpeedily into his own country, 
paffed to St. Davids, in South-Wales, from ^^^^^ 
whence is the ihorteft paflage out of England 
into Ireland; and there he further engaged 
Fitz-Stephen and Fitz-iGerald, private gen-f 
tlemeuy in this fervice : thefe by their power 
among their cotintrymen in thofe parts^ hav*^ 
ing gotten together a party of 490 men, traft-» 
iported them in three ihips into Ireland, land- 
ing at the Banne, a little creek near Featherd^ 
in the cQunty of Wexford, and there joyning 
with fome forces brought unto them by Mac-i 
Morough, made thfeir firft attempt upon th6 
town of Wexford, they were gallantly fe- 
conded by earl Strangebow, who followed 
jMnefently after with no very confiderable for- 
ces; and yet by the power of their arms,* 
within a very fliort tirfie prevailed fo far in 
the country, as they made themfclves matters 
thereof, and fo gained the pofieffion of all the 
toafitime parts of Leintter. 

King Henry lipon the news of their profr k. Hcmy^ 
perous fuccefs in the fudden rfcducement of pcditloiT" 
fo large a territory by fvtth inconfiderable for- mw irc- 
tes as they carried with them ; dcfirous to i*,"'^*. ^^ 
fliare with his fubjeds ia the rich fruits, as 
well as in the glory of fo great an action, un- 
dertook an expedition in his own perfon into 
Ireland the yeat following. And fo ftrange 

B 3 aft 
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yjft^ an influence had the very prefence of this 
great prince upon the minds of the rude favage 
natives, as partly by the power of his arms, 
partly by his grace and favour in receiving of 
them . in upon their faine4 fubmiifions moft 
humbly tendred unto him, he eafily fubdued 
a barbarous divided people. 

The firft beginnings of the conqueft of this 
kingdom were thus glorioufly laid by this 
king, in the year of our lord 1 1 72. Now for 
the land itfelf, he found it good and flouriih- 
ing, with many excellent commodities, plen- 
tiful in all kinds of provilion, the foil rich and- 
fertile, the air fweet and temperate, the ha- 
vens very fafe -and commodious, feveral 
towns and little villages fcattered up and 
down in the feveral parts of the country; . but 
the buildings fo poor and contemptible, as 
when that iSng arrived at Dublin their chief 
city, and finding there neither place fit for 
receipt or entertainment, * he fet up a long 
houfe made of fmoothed wattles after the 
manner of the country, and therein kept his 
chriftmas. All their forts, caftles, ftately 
buildings and other edifices were afterwards 
erefted by the Engliih, except fome of their 
maritime towns wnich were built by the Oft- 
manni or Efterlings who anciently came and 
inhabited in Ireland. 

Moreover he found likewife by fcfveral 
monuments of piety, and other remarkable 
Zn^^h^. teftimonies, that the chrifiian religion had been 
on fettled in long fiucc introduced and planted among the 
sSbui,^^ inhabitants of the land. It is not certainly 
Paiiadiui without fomc good grounds affirmed by an-

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cient writers, that in the fourth age after the »*4i. 
incarnation of our blefled lord and faviour^ ^-">r^ 
fome holy and learned men came over out of 
foreign parts into Ireland, out of their pious 
deiires to propagate the blefled gofpel through- 
out the kingdom, as Sedulius, Palladius, and 
befides feveral others, Patricius the famous 
Irifli faint^ (a Britain born at a place now call- 
ed Kirk-Patrick near Glafcow in Scotland, 
then the utmoft boundary of the britains do- 
minions in thofe parts,) who out of meer de- 
votion came and (pent much of their time 
among the Irifh, and out of their zealous af- 
fections for the converfion of a barbarous 
people, applied themfelves with great care and. 
induftry to the inftructing of them in the true 
grounds and principles of the chriftian religion. 
And with fo great fuccefs, and fuch unwea- 
ried endeavours did St. Patrick travel in this 
work, as (if we will give credit to fome wri- 
ters) we muft believe that the church of Ar- 
magh was by him erefted into an Archiepif- 
eopal fee, three hundred and fifty bifliops 
confecrated, great numbers of clergymen in- 
ftituted, who (notwithftanding the notorious 
impiety and continued prophanenefs of the. 
common fort of people) being moft of them 
Monks by vow and profeffion, of great learn- 
ing, very auftere and ftrift in their difcipline, 
were fo much taken notice of in thofe rude 
ignorant times, by other tiatioris, as in refpeft 
of them fome gave unto the ifland the deno- 
miriatien of InMa Sanftorum. But fo quick- 
ly did the* power of holinefs decay in the land, 
as the name was foon loft, and even the very 
prints and charafters thereof among the very 
clergy themfelves obliterated; the life of the 
people fo beaftly, their manners fo depraved 
B 4 and^ 
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^4t^ and barbarous, as that king Henry, when he 
^ ' entertained the jSrft thoughts of transfcrriiig 
his arms over into Ireland, * mslde fuit un- 
to the pope, that he would give him leave to 
go and conquer Ireland, and reduce thole 
bcaftly men unto the way of truth. - Anfwcr- 
ible whereunto was the tenor of pope Adrian's 
bull, as appears at latge in Parifienfis, where- 
by h^ gave him liberty to go over and fubdue 
the Irim nation. A fufficient demonfiration 
of the condition of that people, and what o- 
](iiinion was held of them, as well by the holy 
father the pope as other princts. And the 
king at his arrival found them no other than 
a beaftly people indeed : for the inhabitants 
wetp generally devoid of all manner of civi- 
lity, governed by no fettled law, living like 
beafts, biting and devouring one another, 
without all rules, cuftoms, or reafonable con- 
ftitutions, either for regulation of property, 
or againft open force and violence, moft noto- 
rious murthers, rapes, robberies, and all other 
acts of inhumanity and barbarifih, raging 
without controul or due courfe of punifli- 
ihent Whereupon, he, without any manner 
of fcruple, or farther inquifition into particu- 
l4r titles, refdlving as it feems to make good 
by the fword the pope's donation, made a 
general feizure of all the lands of the whole 
kingdom, and fo without other ceremony 
took them all into hid own hands. 

And that he might the more f^eedily 
introduce religion and civility, and fo draw

on towards the accompliihinent of that great "^ 
-work which he had fo rforioufly begUDj h^ 
firft, in a great council neld at * Liffemore^ 
eaufed the laws of England to be received 
ind fettled in Ireland, then he afterwards uni-- 
ted it to the imperial Crown of England, irtbiiddt- 
making large diftnbutions to hi» followers by ^^}\^ 
particular grants, allotting out in great pto* imon^hb 
portions the whole land of Ireland among ^^J^^JJ^ 
the Englifh commanders, who made eftates, advc&ciiKt. 
and gave feveral fhares to their friends and 
commilitants that came over private adven- 
tures with them. But before I pafi further, 
I IhaH take the liberty here to inftrt one ob^ 
fervation out of Giraldus Cambreiifis, con- 
cerning the caufe and reafons of the profpe^ 
tity of the Englifli undcrtakeings in Ireland. 
He faith, that a fynod or council of the cler- 
gy, being there aflembled at Amiagh, and 
that point fully debated, it was unanimoufly 
agreed by them all, that the fins of the peo- 
ple were the occafion of that heavy judgment 
then fallen upon their nation, and that efye^ 
cially their buying of Engliflimen from 
merchants and pirates, and detaining them 
^nder a moft miferable hard bondage, had 
caufbd the Lord by way of juft retaliation, to 
leave them to be reduced by the Englifli to 
the fame flavery.' f Where upon they made 
a public z& in that council, that all the En^

If fo heavy a judgment fell 
then upon the Iriih for their hard ufage of 
of fome few Englifh^ what are they now to^ 
expe& ? or what expiation can they now^ 
pretend to make for the late efiufion of fo 
much innocent Engliih blood, after fo horrid, 
Themnti. difpitcful and execrable a manner P There 
Sflb^^Ld"' ^^^g ^^ce the rebellion firft broke out, unto 
jcotcftants the time of the ceifation made Sept. 15, 1643, 
fi^the w^^^^ ^'2is not fiiU two years after, above 
Rcbdiioiu 300000 Britifli and Protefiants cruelly mur* 
dered in cold blood, deftroyed fome other 
way, or expelled out of their habitations, ac- 
cording to the ftricteft conjedhire and compu- 
tation, of thofe who feemed beft to underftand 
the numbers of Engliili planted in Ireland, 
befides thofe few which perilhed in the heat 
of fight, during the war. 
Tiieftttif Kin^ John came into Ireland during his 
kfrei^- minority, though to little purpofe, but after, 
johll^^and about the twelfth year of his reign, upon the 
K.Rkii.11. general defeftion of the Irifh, he made a fe- 
£S. ^^ ^^^d expedition, and during his flay there, 
built feveral forts and ftrong cafUes, many of 
which remain unto this day ; he ereft^d all 
the courts of judicature, and contributed very 
much towards the .fettlement of the Englifh 
colonies, as alfo of the civil government. King 
Richard IL made likewife in the time of his 
reign, upon the fame occafion, two other ex- 
peditions into Ireland in his own perfbn. But 
both thofe princes out of a defire to fpare the 
d&fion of £ngli£h blood, as alfo the expence 
of treafure, being likewife haftened back by 
the diftempcrs of their own fubjecls in Eng- 
land, were both content to faSa: themifelves 

to 
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to be a^n abufed by the fained fubmiflions of v«4«- 
the Ii ilh, who finding their own weaknefs, ^--v-^^ 
and utter difability to refift the power of thofe 
two mighty monarchsy came with all humi- 
lity even from the fartheft parts of the king- 
dom, to fubmit to their mercy : and yet it is 
"well obferved by Ibme that fay they returned 
back, not leaving one true fubjed more behind 
them, than they found at their firft arrival. 
Howfoever by the very. prefence of thefe 
princes, and by the careful endeavours of the 
governors fent over by other of the Kings of. 
England, thofe that were adventurers in the 
firft conqueft, and fuch others of the Englilh 
nation as came over afterwards, took pofleffi- 
on by virtue of the former grants of the whole 
kingdom, drove the Irilh in a manner out of 
all the habitable parts of it, and fettled them- 
felves in all the plains and fertile places of the 
country, efpecially in the chief towns, ports and , 
upon the fea-coafts. And to fuch a height of 
power and greatnefs had fome of thofe firft ad- 
venturing commanders raifed themfelves here 
hy reafon of the addition of new titles of hon- 
our, the unlimited jurifdictions and privileges: 
enjoyed by them, the great rents they^receiv-. 
edi, the numerous dependance they had, as 
that they began to look upon their own pof- 
feffions as circmnfcribed within too narrow 
limits, to entertain private animofities againft 
each other, to draw in the Irifli (whom they 
had driven up into the mountains, and ever 
efteemed as their moft deadly enemies) to take 
part in their quarrels, being not afhamed ta 
ufe their affiftaiu:e for th6,enlarg^ment pf their: 
own private territories, as alfo to curb the too 
exorbitant power, as they thought, of their 
oppofitey, though their own compatriots and 

joint-[ 
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»^i- joint'tenants in the pofleffion of that good land. 
^51^^^^ The Irilh were very glad to entertain this 
iSeatmzUcc 6c(^iion, and did ever foment by their utmoft 
to A^^ power and artifice thefe unnatural broils and 
cKOu diffentions amonft the Englifli, whom they 
moft mortally hated : for they living in a man* 
lier out of the reach, as weU as out of the pro* 
tection of all the Englifh laws and govern- 
ment^ were always accounted not only as a- 
liensy but meer enemies } and befides thofe 
Septs of Irilh which were termed the f •%'«- 
^ue/amila (who notwithftanding the great pri<* 
vileges they enjoyed by the protedion of the 
Engliih laws, ever ihewed much averfenefs 
both to the Englifh and their laws) no other 
perfons of any Irifli families, from the very 
fiHl conqueft of Ireland in the time of Henry 
n. until the reira of King Henry VIII. were 
admitted into the condition of fubjeds, or re«* 
ceived any benefit by the Engliib laws, but 
fuch as purchafed charters of denization. It 
was no capital offence to kill any of them, the 
law did neither proteft their life, nor revenge 
their death. And fo they living upon the 
mountains, in the boggs, and woods, though 
at firft after ifome fort divided from the Eng- 
lifh, did ts(ke aQ occafions to declare their ma* 
Hce and hatred againfl the Englifh colonies 
planted near unto them. 

But howfoever the Englifh Were in all ages 
infefted with their Irifh enemies, yet were 
they certainly in point of intereft anduniverfal 
poffeffion, owfiefs and proprietors of the 
whole kingdom of Ireland. They kept them- 
felves in entire bodies almoft for the firft 

hundred 

t Qainqne famUs. O Neale. de Ulconia. O Ma- . 
laiiglin de Melin. O Connor de Conacio. O Brien dc 
Tbom6ndia. Mac-Morough de Lagenia. . 
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Irandred years aftdr their arrival, not fuffer- 
ing the Irifli to live promifcuoufly among 
theiDf by which means they failed not to 
make good their footing, and by a high hand 
to keep them under in due obedience and 
fubjedicm to the crovm of England. And 
"when afterwards they began to be more car&- 
leis of their habitation, and to fufFer the Iriik 
to intermingle with them, and their Englifli 
followers to familiarize themfelves into their 
beaftly manners and cuftoms (for prevention 
of which mifchief, * many fevere Laws werp 
ena6):ed in after ages,) yet for fome time they 
made good the rights and pofleffions they 
had gotten by conqueft, and went on, en- 
deavouring to civilize the people, introducing 
the Eneliih laws, language, habit and cufioms 
long u&d among them. Now although thefe^ 
and all other courfes were taken by them, 
which might reclaim fiich as feemed any ways 
inclinable to civility, or would take out char- 
ters af denization ; yet fuch ever was, and 
fiill is the rough rebellious difpofition of the 
people^ their hatred fo implacable, their malice 
fo unappeafable to all the Englifli nation, as 
no laMfs or gentle conftitutions would work, 
no publick benefits, temper, or any traci of 
time reconcile and draw them to any tolera- 
ble patience of cohabitation : but they have 
m sdl times continued to take all advantages

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««4'- as wdl fince they were admitted into the con- 
"^ '^"'^ dition of fubjefts, as while they wei^ efteemed 
and treated as enemies^ mofi: perfidiouily, to 
rife up and imbrue their hands in the blood 
of their Engliih neighbours : fo as Iieland 
hath long remained a true Aceldama, a field 
of blood, an unfatiated fepulcher of the Eng- 
lifh nation. * For what by reafon of their 
own inteftine broils, after they had (as foon 
they did, when they began to admit the in- 
termixture of the Irifli) moft barbarouUy de- 
generate into all their manners and cuftoms ; 
and what by reafon of the cruel hatred and 
mifchievous attempts of the Irifli upon them : 
we fliall not find that the Englifli, from the 
firft accefs into Ireland, unto the beginning 
of the reign of queen Elizabeth, (a trad of 
time containing above ggp years) had any 
fettled peace or comfortable fubfiftence, but 
were in moft perpetual ,combuftions and 
troubles, fo extremely harraffed and over- 
worn with mifery, as they were not long 
likely to furvive the univer&l calamity that 
had overfpread thc-feice of the whole king- 
dom. 
«dL^o^i^ Whereupon thatbleffed queen, out of her 
of queen pious inteotions, and good affedions to her 
ti^'tldL people, applied herfelf with great care to re- 
jiog of drefs the diforders of her fubjects in Ireland. 
.And in the very beginning of her reign, fend- 
ing over prudent and religious governors, the

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work of rcfonnation was much advanced, by i«4«. 
many wholfome laws enacted againil the bar- . ^— v^- 
barous cuftoms of the Irifh ; and the execu- 
tion of juitice (which a long time continued 
within the limits of the pale) began now to 
be extended into Connaught, Uliier, and 
othar remote parts of the land at fome inter- 
vals of cpiiet times* The Irifli countries were 
reduced into Ihires ; and iherifis, with fome ^ 
othet miniilers of juftice placed in them : the 
pretended captainihips, and thofe high powers 
ufurped by the Irim, together with aU the 
extortions, and other fearful exorbitancies 
incident to them, were now put into fuch a 
w^ay of declination, as. they could not long 
continue. Seignories and pofleffions were fet« 
dcd in a due courfe of inheritance ; thofe' 
moft defirudive cuftonis of * Taneftry and 
'^^ Gavelkind 

* The lands belonging tothelriih, were divided into 
fiveral territories, and the inliabitants in every Irifh eoun- 

' try were divided into fcveral fepts or lineages.— In every 
Irilh country, there was a lord or chieftain, and a tanifl, ■

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^641. Gavelkiiid began to be depreffed; tlie trviro 
^-^-^ prefidential courts of Munfter and Connaught 
were then inftituted, and fpecial order taken 
that free*fchoQls might be crcfted in tjie feve- 
ral diocefies throughout the kingdom, for the 
better training up of youth. But thefe acbs, 
and other counes tending to the advancement 
of true religion, and civuity, were highly dit* 
pleafing, and moft incompatible with the loofe 
humours of the natives, who apprehended 
even the mofi gentle means of reformation^ 
as iharp corroding medicines ; and thereupon 
pretending the burthen of the EngUfh govern- 
ment mou infupportable, began defperately 
to firugele for their liberty. * Several plots 
were bud, fome even by thoie who were them-^ 
fdves of the old Englim by extra^on : divers 
rebellions and petty revolts raifed during her 
majeft/s mod happy reign : that of Shan 
O'Neal, the earl of Defmond, vifcount Baltin- 
gtas, O'Burke, and feveral others at other 
times, were all fet on foot for this very end, 
and all timely fuppreffed, partly by th? power 
, of the queen^s forces, partly by her gracious 
favour in receiving the chieftaiiis to mercy. 
And fhe, as mofi unwearied with their never 
ccafing provocations, ftill went on with all 
gentle applications z^d lenitives, for the with- 
drawing of the people Irom their bajrbarpui^ 

cuftoms :

And being very BnwiUing to put the king- 
dom of England to fuch an exceflive charges 
as the full conqueft of Ireland would moft 
neceffarily require ; no fair means were left 
untried, that could minifter any hopes of 
civilizing the people, or fettlidg the prefent 
diftracfcions of the kingdom. 

But all was in vain ; the matter then The inik 
wrought npoA was not fufceptiblc of any ^;^^ 
fach noble forms, thofe ways were heteroge* hf gentle 
neal, and had no manner of influence upon ^^^*^ 
the preverfe di4>ofition of the Iriih : the ma« 
lignant impreffions of irreligion and barba- 
nSn, tranfinitted dowA, whether by infufion 
from their ajiceftorB, or natural generation, 
had irreftagbbly ftiffened their necks^ and hard-^ 
ned their hearts ajEj^nft all the moil powerful 
endeavours of reformation: they continued 
one and th€ fame in all their wicked cuftoms 
^d inclinations, without change in their z£^ 
felons or mannersf having ueir eyes en*^ 
ffamed, their hearts em:ag6cf with malice and 
hatred againfl all of ue Englilh nation, 
breathing foith nothiAg but their ruin, de* 
fimction, and utter extirpation. 

And that they might at once dif-iiSipefter ^^I^n' 
thcmfelves of tneir unpleafing c6ni|^ariy, and ** 
difburthen the whole kinedom of them and 
thtk pofterity, they ftifl entertained new 
thoughts, ana had nofW brotighc Uiitor ptr^ 
^eftion a defign long medit&ted in th^SfbPftifls^ 
whereby they rtfohred at oncer desrty » ref- 
cue and deliver theffifelves froffl <hdr fttbjec- 
C tion 
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'^4»- tion to the crown of England. And this was- 
^-"^^•r^ tliat defperate rebellion raifed almoft through 
the whole kingdom, by Hugh earl of Tyrone, 
who after titles of honour, received a com- 
mand given by the queen unto him both of 
horfe and foot in her pay, great proportions 
of land, and other princely favours confer- 
rfed upon him ; refolving at once to cancel all 
thofe rbyal obligations of gratitude and fide- 
lity, broke out and drew along witl\ him 
moft of all the Irilh fepts and families, toge- 
ther with many degenerate Englifh through- 
out the kingdom, into rebellion againft his 
moft gi;acic>us undoubted fovereign. And 
thefe allj as being iiniverfally achiated with 
the venemous infufions of his malevolent 
fpirit, uniting their whole interefts and for- 
ces into a 'firm conjunfture with him, raifed 
all their dependants, and moved in feveral 
places according to the feveral orders and di- 
rcftions they received from him ; and to fill 
up the full meafurc of his iniquity, he drew 
in foreign nations at the fame time with con- 
fiderable forces to invade the land. 
The m €f. So as the queen now found by woeful ex- 
fcdUofihc perience that Ireland was no longer to be 
# ofti^irSi! dallied with, one rebellipn ftill begot ano- 
ther, and this laft was more dangerous than 
any of the former it being \nore deeply 
rooted, more generally fpread within the 
kingdom, more powerfully fomented from 
, without. She well difcemed how much her 

great clemency had been abufed in fuiFering 
former rebellions to be fmothered over and 
loofely pieced up with proteftions and par- 
dons^ that the receiying of the Irifh upon 
their fubmiffions, to avoid the charge of a 
war, did inevitably redouble tlie charge, and 

per- 
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perpetuate the miferies of war: therefore flie «*♦»• 
now refolved no longer to trifle with them, ^-"v-*^ 
butvigoroufly to fet to the work, and mak- 
ing choice of fome of hex* moft renowned 
Engh'fli commanders, cbminitted to their 
charge the conduft of an army royal, compleat- 
ly armed, and well paid, wherewith they be- 
gan the profecution of that arch-traitor Ty- 
rone, and with great fuccefs in a ihort time, 
though not without the expence of much 
tnglifli blood, and above a million of mo- 
ney, brought him upon his knee^. And 
howfoever before this glorious work \V'as. 
fiilly accompliflied, it pleafed God to put a 
period to her days, yet ihe lived long enough 
, to fee' jiift veiigeance brought down upon 

[ - the head of that ilnattiral difturber of the^ 
peace of the kiilgdom, hiihfelf in a manner • 
wholly deferted, his country moft miferably 
Wafted, and a general defolation and famine 
I . brought in, mightily confuming what was 
I left undevourcd by tne fword.

ple : and conceiving that the powerful conjunc- 
tion of England and Scotland would now over-

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s«4!- aw the Irifh^ and contain them in their duQ 
^^^^ obedi^ence, he refolved not to take any advan- 
towardftthe tage of thofc forfeitures and great confifcati- 
^?hi!^' ons vhich he w^s xnoft juftly intituled unto by 
deavtmri Tyrpnc's rebellion ; but but of his royal bounty 
fMmj^onT ^^ princely magnificence, reftored all the na- 
tives to the entire pofleffion of their own lands, 
A work moil munificent in itfelf, and ibch as 
he had reafon to believe would for the time 
to come perpetually oblige their obedience to 
the Crown of England. And in this ftate, th& 
l|f:ingdom continued under foixie indifferent 
terms of peace and tranquility, until the fixth 
year of his reign: then did the earl of Tyrone 
take up new thoughts of rifing in arms, and 
into his rebellious defign he eafily drew the 
whole province of Ulfter, then entirely at his 
devotion; but his plot failed; and he finding 
liimfelf not able to get together any confi*' 
durable forces, he with the principal of his 
adherents, quitting the kingdom, fled into 
Spain, leaving fome bufy incendiaries to fo- 
ment thpfe beginnings he had laid for a new 
rebellion in Ireland, and promifing ^edily 
to return well attended with foreienri fuccours 
to their aid : but by the ^eat blelfing of Al- 
mighty Qod upon the wife counfels of that 
king, and the careful endeavours of his vigi- 
lant ininifters, the diftempers occafioned by 
the noife of tTiat commotion were foon al- 
layed, and Tyrone never returning, the peace 
of the kingdom much confirmed and fettled. 
King James hereupon bein^ now fo juftly 
provoked by the high inmtitude of thofe re- 
bellious traitors, caufed weir perfons to be at- 
tainted, their lands to be feized,and Aofe fix 
counties within the province of Ulfter which 
belonged unto them, to be furveyed, and all 

(except 
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(except fome fmall parts of them refcrved to »*4«* 
gratify the well affefted natives) to be diflxi- ^^'"^^'^ 
buted in certain proportions among Britiih 
undertakers, who came over and fettled them- 
felves, and many other Britifli famiUes,in thofc 
parts 7 By this means the foundations of fome 
ood towns, foon after ^ncompaffcd with 
ione-walls, were prefently laid, feveral caftles 
and houfes of ftrength built in feveral parts 
of the country, great numbers of Britim in- 
habitants there fettled, to the great comfort 
and fecurity of the whole kingdom. And the 
fame eourfe was taken likewife for the better 
aflurauce of the peace in the country in the 
plantation of feveral parts of Leinfter, where 
ike Irifli had made incuriions, and violently 
expelled the old Englilh out of their poiTef- 
lions. But howfoever the king was by due 
eourfe of law juftly intitled to all their whole 
eftates there; yet he was gracioufly pleafed tp 
take but one fourth part of their lands, which 
was delivered over likewife into the hands of 
Britifli undertakers, who with great coft a|id 
much induftry planted themfelves fo firmly, 
as they became of great fecurity to the coun- 
try, and were a moft fpecial means to intro- 
duce civility in thofe parts : fo as now the • 
whole kiilgdom began exceedingly to flourifli 
in coftly buildings, and all manner of improve- 
ments; the people to multiply find ihcreafe, 
and the very Irifli fecm'd to be much fatisfied 
^ith the benefits of that peaceable govern- ^^ 
ment, and general tranquility which they fo onx^fs 
happily enjoyed. ^^f*\'o*rc- 

And now of late fuch was the ^reat in- Sreft a/^ 
dulgence of king Charles our fovereign that ^^*i^*"^"

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»<^4i- plaints, and a general remonftrance fent over 
^"^^'^'^ unto him from both houfes of parliament^ 
then fitting at Dublin, by a committee of four 
temporal * lords of the upper houfe, ancj 
twelve members of the houfe of commons, 
with inftruftions to reprefent the heavy pref- 
fures they had for fomc time fufFered under 
the government of the earl of Strafford. He 
took their grievances into his royal confidera- 
tion, defcehdfd fo far to their fatisfacHpn, as 
that he hearcTaiem himfelf, and made prcfent 
provifions for their redrefs : and upon the de*- 
ceafe of Mr. Wandsford, maflter of the rolls in 
Ireland, and then lord deputy here under the 
faid earl of Straflford, who flill continued lord 
lieutenant of this kingdom (though then ac- 
cufcd of high-treafon, and imprifoned in the 
tower of London, by the parliament of Eng- . 
land) his majefty fent a commiffion of govern- 
ment to the lord Dillon of Kilkenny-weft, and 
; fir William Parfons, knight and baronet, ma- 
tter of the wards in Ireland, y^t foon after 
finding the choice of the lord Dillon to be 
much difgufted by the committee, he did, at 
their motion, caufe the faid commiflion to be 
cancelled, and with their confent and appro- 
sir Will, bation, placed the government upop fir Wil-

againft all fuch proceedings lately ufed, as 
they found any ways varying from the com- 
mon law; they gave all due encouragement 
to the parliament then fitting, to encfeavour 
the reafonable eafe and contentment of the 
people, freely aflentin^ to all fuch ads as really 
tended to a legal reformation: they betook 
themfelves wholly to the advice of the coun- 
cil, and caufed all matters, as well of thu 
crown, as popular intereft, to be' handled in 
his majefty's courts of juftice, no ways admit- 
ing the late exorbitances (fo bitterly decried 
in parlian»ent) of paper-petitions, or bills in 
civU caofes, to be brought before them at the 
council-board, or before any other by their 
authority : they, by his majefty's gracious di- 
* redions, gave way to the parliament to abate 
the fubfidies (there given in the earl of Straf- 
ford's time, and then in coUeftion) from 
40000 1. each fubfidy^ to 12000I. a-piece, fo 
low did they think fit to reduce them: and 
they were further content (becaufe theyHTaw 
his m^efty moft abfblutely refolved to give 
the Irim agents full fatisfadion) to draw up 
two afts to be pafled in the parliament, nxoft 
impetuoufly defibred by the natives: the one 
was the aft of Limitations, which unqueftion- 
ably fettled all eftates of land in the kingdom, 
quietly enjoyed without claim or interruption 
fpj: the fpace of fixty years immediately pre- 
C 4 ceding? 
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^^^^ ceding: the other wa^ for the re!uiqin(h- 
ment of the right and tide which his majefly 
had to the four counties in Ck^naught^ legally 
found for him by feveral inquiAdons taken 
in them, and ready to be difpofed of^ upon a 
due furvey, to Britiih undertakers ; as aUb to 
fome temtories of good extent in Munfter, 
and the county of Clare, upon the fame title. 

Thus was the prefent government moft 
fweetly tempered, and earned on with great 
lenity and moderation j the lords jufticea and 
council wholly departing from the rigour of 
former courfes, did genuy unbend themfdves 
into a happy and juft compliance with the 
feafonable defires of the people* And his 
majefly, that he might furdier teiiify bia own 
fettled refolution for the continuation there- 
of with the fame tender hand over them* hav- 
ing firft given full fatisfa^on in all things to 
the (aid committee of parliament, itill attend* 
ing their difpatch, did about the latter end 
n^cS^ of May, 1 641, declare Robert earl of Leicefter, 
declared lord lieutenant general of the kingdom of 
ll^t of iJ^ Ireland. He was heir to fir Phillip Sidney his 
ilmd.Majr uncle, as well as to fir Henry Sidney, his 
«^4i. grandfather, who with great honour and 
much integrity long contmued chief, gover- 
nour of Ireland during the reign of queen 
Elizabeth ; and being a perfon of excellent 
abilities by nature, great acquifitions from 
his own private induftry and publick imploy- 
ment abroad, of exceeding great temper and 
moderation, was never engaged in any pub- 
Uck preiTures of the comndon-wealth^ and 
therefore moft likely to prqvc a juft and gen- 
tle governour, moft gleafing and acceptabk 
tp the people.

Moreavef the romifii catholicks now pri- ^J!^^ 
vzttly enjoyed the free exerdfe of their reli- The p*. 
gion throughout the whole kingdom^ accord- p^(Jvp^. 
iiig to the docbrine of the church of Rome. ^^^ ^ 
They had by the over great indulgence of the enjoy the 
late govemours, their titular arch-blfhops^bi- ^5Sdr 
fiiops, vicars-general, provincial confiftories, adiKJw. 
deans, abbots, priors, nuns, who all lived 
fredy, tho* fomewhat covertly amonc; them^ 
and without controul, exerdfed a voluntary 
jttrifiiiftion over them ; they had their prieft$» 
Jefuits, and fiyars, who were of late years 
exceedingly multiplied, and in great num- 
bers returned out of Spaifii, Italy, and other 
i. foreign parts, where the children of the na- 
tives of Ireland that way devoted, were fent 
ufually to receive their education. And thefe 
without any manner of reftraint, had quietlr 
fetded themfelves in all the chief town&, vil- 
lages, noblemen and private gentlemen^ 
houfes throughout the lungdom. So as the 
1 private exerafe of all their religious rites and 
I ceremonies were freely enjoved by them, 
I without any manner of difturnance, and not 
^ any of the laws put in execution,, whereby 
heavy penalties were to be inflided upon 
tran^eflbrs in that kind. 

And for the ancient animofities and hatred 
Whkh the Irifti had been ever obferved to bear ^^J^L^ 
j unto theEnglifh nation, they feemed now to wcot b^ 
he nxxitt depofited and buried in a firm con- ^^^^ 
\ fiiutination <tf their affedions and national ob- Engiiih in 
ttgations paffcd between them. The two na- ^^""^ 
tiont had now lived together forty years in awm. 
peace, with great fecurity and comfort, which 
nad in a manner confblidated them into one - 
body, knit and compared together with all 
thofe bonds and ligatures of niendihip, alli- 
ance. 
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1^4'. ance and confanguinity, as might make up a 
^ '~^~'~' conftant and perpetual union betwixt them. 
Their intermarriages were frequent, goffipred> 
foftering (relations of much deamefs among 
the Irifli) together with all others of tenancy, 
neighbourhood, and fervice interchangeably 
palled among them. Nay, they had made as 
it were a kind of mutual tranfmigration into 
each others manners, many Englifh beine 
firangely degenerated into Irifli a£be6lions and 
cufioms ; and many Iriih efpecially of the bet- 
ter fort, having taken up the Engliih language, 
apparel, and decent manner of living in their 
private houfes. And fo great an advantage 
did they find by the Englifli commerce and co- 
habitation in the profits and high improve- 
ments of their lands and native commodities, 
fo incomparably beyond what they ever for- 
merly enjoyed, or could expeft to raife by 
their own proper induftry, as fir Phelim O 
Neal, and many others of the prime leaders 
in this rebellion, had not long before turned 
their Irifli. tenants oiF their lands, as fome of 
them faid to me (when I enquired the reafon 
of their fo doing) even to ftarve upon the 
mountains, while they took in Englifli, who 
were able to give them much greater rents, 
and more certainly pay;^ the fame, A matter 
that was much taken notice of, and efteemed 
by many, as moft highly conducing to the fe-p 
curity. of the Englifli interefls, and plantation 
among them. So as all thefe circumftances 
duly weighed together with the removal of 
the late obftrucUons, the great increafe of 
trade, and many other evident fymptoms of 
a flourifliing common-wealth, it was believed 
even by the wifeft and beft efxperienced in the 
afiairs of Ireland, that the peace and tranquil 
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lity of the kingdom was now fully fettled, 
and moft Kkely in all humane probability to 
continue, without any confiderable inter- 
ruption, in the prefent felicity and great 
profperity it now enjoyed under the govern- 
ment of his majefty that now reigneth. 

In Auguft 1 64 1, the lords juftices and J^^ 
council finding the popifli party in both hou- adjourned, 
fcs of parliament to be grown to fo great a ^^^' '^*'* 
height, as was fcarcely compatible with the 
prefent government, were veiy defirous to 
have an adjournment made for three months, 
which wa^ readily aflented unto, and perform- 
ed by the njembers of both houfes. And 
this was done not many days before the re- 
turn of the committee formerly mentioned, The 
out of England : they arrived at Dublin ^"JlJJon"^ 
about the latter end of Auguft, and prefcntly return out 
after their return they applied thcmfelves to o^i^"gi«"«^ 
the lords juftices and council, dciirmg to have at jOubUa. 
all thofe afts and other graces granted by his 
majefty, made known unto the people by 
proclamations, to be fent down into feveral 
parts of the country ; which while the lords 
juftices took into their .confideration, and fat 
daily compofing of afts to be paffed the next 
feifion of parliament, for the benefit of his 
majefty, and the good of his fubjefts, they 
fceraed with great contentment and fatis- 
faciion to retire into the country to their 
feveral habitations, that they might there rc- 
frefli thcmfelves in the mean fcafon.

OiUCH was now the ftatc and prefent con- 
1^ dition of the kingdom of Ireland, fuch 
the great ferenity throiigh the gentle and 

^ happy tranfaftion of the publidc afiairs here; 

fc«*kiM IS that the late Irifli army raifed for the in- 
^iLo, vaiion of the king4Qm of Scotland, bein^ 
peaceably diibanded, their arms and mum- 
tion, by the lingular care of the Lords Jufti- 
ces and Council brought into his Majefty*s 
ftores within the city of Dublin ; there was 
no manner of warlike" preparations, no re- 
liques of any kind of diforders proceeding 
from the late levies, nor indeed any noife of 
war remaining within thefe coafts. Now 
while in this great calm the Britifh continue 
cd in a moft deep fecurity, under the affu- 
ranee of the bleffed peace of this land ; while 
al} things were carried on with great temper 
and moderation in the prefent government^ 
and all men fat.pleafantly enjoying the com- 
fortable fruits of their own labours, with- 
out the leaft thoughts or apprehenfion of ci- 
ther tumults or other troubles, the differences 
between his Majefty and his fubjecls of Scot- 
land being about this time fairly compofed 
and fettled : There broke out upon the 23d 
of Oftober, 1641, a moft defperate and for- 
midable rebellion, and univerfkldefeftion and 
generaJ revolt; wherein not only all the meet 
^ Irifli, but almoft all the old Englifli that ad- 
hered to the church of Rome, were totally in^ 
volved. And becaufe it will be neceffary to 

leave 
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leave feme monuments hereof to pofterity, I J^J^ 
fliall obferve the beginnings and firft motions^ 
as well as trace out the proereis, of a Rebel*- 
lion fo execrable in itfelf» to odious to God 
and the whole World, as no age, no king* 
domino people can parallel th^liorrid cruel- 
ties, the abominable murders that have been 
without number, as well as without mercy, 
committed up theBritiih inhabitants through-* 
out the land, of what age or fex, of what qua^ 
Kty or condition foever they were. 

And firft I muft needs fay, howfoever I have ??1^^ 
obferved in the nature of the Irifh, fuch a kind rebciuoa 
of dull and deep refervednefs, as makes them^ ^^o^* 
with much filence and fecrecy to cary on their gt^t feae. 
bufinefc : yet I cannot but confider with great ^'^^^l^ 
admiration, how this mifchievous plot which ^ had* 
was to be fo generally at the lame time, and ^^^* 
at fo many feveral places aded, afxd therefore was w^ 
neccffarily known to fo many feveral perfons, ^be putia 
fiiould without any noife be brought to fuch 
maturity, as to arrive at the very' point of exe- 
cution, without any noife or intimation given 
to any two of that huge multitude of perfons 
who were generally defigned (as moft of them 
did) to perim in it. For befides the uncertain 
prefumptions that Sir William Cole had of a 
commotion to be raifed by the Irifli in the. 
province of Ulfter about a fortnight before 
this rebellion broke openly out, and fome 
certain intelligence which he received of the 
lame two days before the Irifli rofe ; I could 
aever hear that any Englifh man received any 
notice of this confpiracy, before the very 
evening that it was to be generally put in 
aecutioiu It is true. Sir William Cole, upon 
the very firft 2^prehenfions of fomething 
that he conceived to be hatching among the 

Irifli 
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tiifli, did write a letter to the lords juftices 
and council, dated the nth of Oftober, 
1 64 1, wherein he gave them notice of 
the great refort made to fir Phelim O Neal, in . 
the county of Tyrone, as alfo to the houfe of 
the lord Mac-Guire, in the county of J'erma- 
nagh, and tliat by fevei^al fufpeded perfons, 
fit infttuments for mifchief. As alfo, that the 
faid lord Mac-Guire had of late made feveral 
journies into the Pale, and other places, and 
Iiad fpent his time much in writing letters, 
and fending difpatches abroad. Thefe letters 
were received by the lords juftices and coun- 
cil; and they, in anfwer to them, required 
him to be very vigilant and indUfttious to 
find out what fliould be the occ^afion of thofe 
feveral meetings, and fpeedily to advertife 
them thereof, or of any other particular that 
he conceived might tend to the publick fer- 
vice of the ftate* And for that which was 
revealed to fir William Cole upon the 21ft of 
October, the fame month, by John Cormackc, 
and Flarty Mac-Hugh, from Brian Mac-Coha- 
hauffht, Mac-Guire, touching the rcfolutions 
of the Irifli, to feize upon his majefty's caftlc 
and* city of Dublin, to murder the lords' 
juftices and council of Ireland, and the reft of 
the proteftants there, and to feize upon all the 
caftles, forts, fea-ports, and holds that were 
in poffeflion of the proteftants within the 
kingdom of Ireland, I find by the examinJi- 
tion of John Cormacke, taken upon oath at 
Weftminfter, Nov. 1 8, 1 644, That the faid fir 
William Cole did difpatch letters to the lords 
juftices and council the fame day to give them 
notice thereof. But I can alfo teftify that 
thofc letters (whether they were intercepted, 
or that they otherways mifcarried, 1 can- 
not 
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not fay) came not unto their hands; as 
alfo that they had not any certain notice 
of this general confpiracy of the Irifliy un- 
until the 2 2d of Oftober, in the very even- 
ing before the day appointed for the furprize 
of the city and caftle of Dublin. Then the 
confpirators being many of them arrived with- 
in the city, and having that day met at the 
lion tavern near Copper-alky, and there turn- 
ing the drawer out of the room, ordered their 
affairs together, drunk healths upon: their 
knees to the happy fuccefs of the next morn- 
ing's work : Owen O ConaJly a gentleman of owcn o 
a meer Lriih family, but one that had long conaiiy 
lived among the Englilh, and been trained up th/con-' 
in the true proteftant religion, came unto the ¥^*7?*^ 
f lord juftice Paribus, about nine of the clock the bid 
that evening, and made him a broken relajtion P*rfon» ^^ 
of a great confpiracy for the feizing upon his i^^^b^' 
majefty's caftle of Dublin : he gave him the it '^a* to be 
. names of fome of the chief confpirators, af- "^^ ^ 
fured him they were come up exprefly to the 
town for the fame purpofe, and that next 
morning they would undoubtedly attempt, 
and furely effeA it, if their defign was not 
fpcedily prevented, and that he had under-. 
Hood all this from Hugh Mac-Mahon, one of 
the chief confpirators, who was then in the 
town, and came up but the very, fame after- 
noon for the execution of the plot ; and with 
whom indeed he had been drinking fomewhat 
Kberally, and as the truth is, did then make 
filch a broken relation of a matter that feemed 
fo incredible in itfelf, as that his lordlhip gave 
very Uttle beKef to it at firft, in regard it came 
from an obfcure perfon, and one as he con- 
ceived fomewhat diftempered at that time* 
But howfoever the lord Paribus gave him or- 
der 
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j^M'^ dtr to go again to Mac^Mah^^ and get out 
^"' of him as much certainty o# the plot, i»ith 
as many particular circumftance^, as he could^ 
ftraitly charging him to return back unto him 
the Uxnc evenmg» And in the mean .time, 
having by ftrif): command given to the confta^ 
htc of the caftle, taken order to have the gate^ 
thereof well guarded,^ as alfo with the mayor 
and iherifik of the dty to have firong watches 
&t upon an the parts of the fame, and to make 
ftay of all firanger?, he w^ent privately about 
ten of the clock that night to the lord Bor* 
lace's houle without the town, and there ac« 
quainted him with what he underftood from 
GonaHy. They fent for fuch a council as they 
knew then to be in town. But there came 
only unto them that night Sir Thomas Rothe- 
ram^ and Shr Robert Meredith, chancellor of 
the exchequer, with thefe they fell into con- 
^fiiltation what was fit to be done, attending 
the return of Conally. And finding that he 
ftaid Ibmewhat longer then the time prefixed, 
they fent out in fe^ch after him, and found 
him feised on by the watch^ and fo he hacf 
been carried away to prifon, and the difcovery 
that night difappointed^ had not one of the 
lordPkrfbn^s fervants exprefly fent amongft 
others to walk the ftreets, and attend the 
motion of the laid Conally, come in and ref- 
cued him» and brought him to the lord Bor* 
kce's houfe. ConaUy having fomewhat re* 
covered himfelf firom his diftemper, occafioned 
partly, as he faid him^, by the horror of the 
{dot revealedto him, partif by his too liberal 
drinking with Mac*Mahon, that he mi^ht die 
more eafily get away from him (he beginning 
much to fulpeA and fear his difcovering of 
^the plot) confirmed what he had formerly^ re^ 

lated, 
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latedy and added tbefe £utlier paiticulars £tt 
down in his examination, as foIioweth«

Oftob, 22, 1641. 

Who being duly fworn, and examined^ 
faith, that he being at Monimore, in the 
county of London-deny on Tuefday laft, he 
received a letter from colonel Hugh Oge Mac* 
Mahon, defiring him to come to Conaught 
in the county of Monaghan, and to be with 
him on Wednefday and Thurfday laft, where* 
upon he, this examinate came to Conaught, 
on Wednefday night laft, and finding the 
iaid Hugh come to Dublin, followed him hi* 
ther .• he came hither about fix of the clock 
this evening) and forthwith went to the lodg- 
ing of the {aid Hugh, to the houfe near the 
boat in Oxmautown, and there he found the 
faid Hugh, and came with the faid Hugh into 
the town, near the pillory, to the lodging of 
the lord Mac-Guire, where they found not 
the lord within, and there they drank a cup 
of beer, and then went back aeain to the faid 
Hugh his lod^ng« He faith, that at the lord 
Mac-Guire his lodging, the faid Hugh told 
him that there were, and would be this night 
great numbers of noblemen, and gentlemen 
of the Iriih papifts from all the parts of t}ie 
kingdom in this town, who with himfi:lf had 
determined to take the caftle of Dublin, and 
poffefs themfelves of all his majefty^s ammu« 
nition there to-morrow morning, being Sa- 
turday, and that they intended nrft to batter 
the chimnies of the faid town, and if the ci- 
ty would not yield, then to batter down the 
houfes, and fo to cut off all the protefiants that 
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would not join with them. He further faith, 
that the faid Hugh then told hioi, that the 
Iiiih had prepared men in all parts of the king- 
dom, to deftroy all the Englifh in*habiting 
there to-morrow morning by ten of the clocl!^ 
and that in all the fea-ports, and other towns 
in the kingdom, all the proteftants fhould be 
killed this night, and that all the polls that 
could be, could not prevent it : and further 
faith, that he moved the faid Hugh to for- 
bear executing of that bufinefs, and to dif- 
cover it to the ftate, for the faving of his 
own eftate ; who faid he could not help it, 
but faid, that they did owe their allegiance 
to the king, and would pay him all his rights, 
but that they did this for the tyrannical go- 
vernment was over them, and to imitate Scot- 
land, who got a privilege by that courfe. 
And he further faith, that when he was with 
th^ faid Hugh in his lodging the fecond time, 
the faid Hugh, fwore that he fhould not go 
out of his lodging that night, but told him 
that he Ihould go with him the next morn- 
ing to the caftle, and faid, if this matter were 
diicovered, fome body fhould die for it, 
whereupon this examinate feigned fome ne- 
ceffity for his eafement, went down out of 
the cnamber, and left his fword in pawn, suid 
the faid Hugh fent his man down with him, 
and when this examinate came down into 
Ihc yard, and finding an opportunity, he, 
this examinate leaped over a wall, and two 
pales, and fo came to the lord juftice Parfons.

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' Hereupon the lords took prefent order to »<^4«. 
have a watch privately fet upon the lodging """""^^^ 
of Mac-Mahon, zs alfo upon the lord Mac- 
Guire, and fo they fate up all that night in 
confultation, having far (Ironger penump- 
tions upon this latter examination taken, 
than any ways at firft they could entertain. 
The lords juftices upon a further confident- 
tion (there being come unto them early next 
morning feveral other of the privy council) 
fent before day, and feized upon Mac-Mahon, 
then with his fervant in his own lodging ; JJ^'J^ 
they at firft ma(ie fome little refiftance with' 
their drawn fwords, but finding themfelves 
over-maftered, prefently yielded, and fo they 
were brought before tne lords juftices and 
council ftiU fitting at the lord Borlace^s 
houfe : where upon examination he did 
without much difficulty confefs the plot re- 
folutely, telling them, that on that very day ^^0.''^^'^^^ 
all the forts and ftrong places in Ireland 
would be taken. That he with the lord Mac- 
Guire, Hugh Bim, capt, Brian O Neal, and 
feveral other Irifh gentlemen, were come 
up exprefly to furprize the cafile of Dublin. 
TTiat twenty men out of each county in the 
Idngdom were to be here to join with them. 
That all the lords and gentlemen in the king- 
dom that were papifis were engaged in this 
plot That what was that day to be done in 
other parts of the country, was fo far ad- 
vanced by that time, as it was impoffible for 
the wit of man to prevent it ; and withal 
told them, that it was true, they had him 
in their power, and might ufe him how they 
pleafed, but he was fure he fhould be re- 
venged.

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itf4i- By this time the noife of the confpiraqr 
^"^^^^"^ began to be confiifedly fpread abroad about 
the town^ and advertifement was brought 
unto the lords juftices then in council^ mat 
great numbers of ftrangers had been obferved 
to come the laft evenings and in the morning 
early unto the town* and moft of them to fet 
M^-G!!?rc ttp their borfes in the fuburbs : whereupon 
with fcvc- the lords having in the firft place taken order 
SL^^i^pU for the apprehenfion of the lord Mac-Guire, 
raton fciz- removed themfelves for their better fecurity 
unto the caftky where the body of the coun* 
cil then in town attended them at the ordi* 
fi^uy place of their meeting tHere. In the firft 
place they caufkd a prcfent fearch to be made 
for all fuch horfes tn^longing to ftrangers as 
were brought into any inns, and by that means 
they difcovered fome of the owners» who 
were prefently feized upon and committed to 
the caftlc of Dublin, having already delivered 
over to the cuftody of the conftable there^ 
the lord Mac-Guire, and Hugh Mac-Mahon. 
Hugh Birn, and Roger Moor, chief of the con* 
fpirajtors, efcaped over the river in the night; 
colond Himket, captain Fox, with feveral 
others found means likewife to pafs away un- 
. difcerned; and of the great numbers which 
xamc up out of feveral counties to be aftors 
in taking of the cafile and city of Dublin, 
there were not, through the flack purfuit and 
great negligence of the inhabitants, above 
SiiFty feized upon, moft of them fervants and 
inconiiderable perfons, thofe of quality hav- 
ing fo nftany good friends within the town, 
as they had very ill luck if apprehoided. The 
fame day before the lords rcrfe from council# 
they took order for this proclamation which 
here followcth to be made and publilhed.

THESE are to make known and publifli 
tof all his majefty's good fubjecls in this 
kingdom of Ireland, that there is a difcovery 
made by us the lords juftices and council, of 
a moft diiloyal and deteftable confpiracy in- 
tended by fome evil-affefted Irifli papifts, a- 
gainft the lives of us the lords juftices and 
council, and many other of his majefty's faith- 
ful fubjefe, univerfally tliroughout tliis king- 
dom, and for the feizing not only of his 
majefty's caftle of Dublin, his majefty's prin- 
cipal fort here, but alfo of the other fortifica- 
tions in the kingdom. And feeing by the 
great goodnefs and abundant mercy of al- 
mighty God to his majefty, and this ftate 
and kingdom, thoie wicked confpiracies are 
brought -to light, and fomc of the confpira- 
tors committed to the caftle of Dublin, by us> 
by his majefty's authority, fo as thofe wicked 
and damnable plots are now difappointed in 
the chief parts thereof ; we therefore have 
thought fit hereby not only to make it pub- 
lickly known, for the comfort of his majefty's 
eood and loyal fubjeds in all parts of the king- 
dom, but alfo hereby to require them, that 
they do with all confidence and chearfulnefs^ 
betake themfelves to their own defence, and 
ftand upon their guard, fo to render the more 
firfety to themfelves, and all the kingdom be- 
fides, and that they advertife us with all pof- 
fiblc Q>eed of all occurrents, which may con- 
.ccm tile peace and fafety of the kingdom, 
and now to fliew fully that faith and loyalty, 
which they have always Ihewn for the publick 
D 3 ferviccs 
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i«4i. fcrviccs of the crown and kingdom, which 
^^^^^^^^ we will value to his majefty accordingly, and 
a fpecial memory thereof will be retained fbr 
their advantage in due time. And we require 
that great care be taken that no levies of men 
be made for foreign fervice, nor any men fuf- 
fered to march upon any fuch pretence. Given 
at his majefty's caftle of Dublin, the 2 3d of 
Oftober, 1641.

This proclamation was prefendy printed, 

and fevcral copies fent down by exprefs mef- 

fengers unto the principal noblemen and gen- 

tiemen in feveral parts of the country, where 

they caufed them to be divers ways difperfed, 

hoping that when the timely difcovery of this 

confpiracy, and the happy prevention in a 

great part, ihould fiiUy appear abroad, it 

would prove fo great a difcouragement to 

fuch of the confpirators as had not yet openly 

declared themfelves, as that they would (here- 

by be contained within the bounds of their 

duty and obedience to his majefty. The fame 

night the lord Blaney arrived with the news 

rif ^btt^ ^^ ^^^ furprifal of his houfe, his wife, and his 

Sic pro-" children, by the rebels of the county of 

u^^^ d ^^^^5^^^ • ^^^^ ^^y came advertifements 

theie bum, from fir Arthur Tyringham, of the taking of

tngiiJ. ^ ing, fpoiling, and horrible murders committed 

within 
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within the province of Ulftcr, began to mul- »«4«' 
tiply, and feveral perfons every day, and al- *'^^^"*^ 
moft every hour in . every day, for a good 
while after,, anived like Joh^s meffengers, 
telling the ftory of their own fufferings, and 
the fearful maffacres of the poor Engliih in 
thofe parts from whence they came. Thefc 
things wrought' fuch a general conftemation 
and aftonifhment in the minds of all theEng* 
lifli, and other inhabitants well-affefted with- 
in the city, as they were much afirighted 
therewith, expecting every hour when the 
Irifti, already crept into the town, joining 
with the Papifts there, Ihould make the city 
a theatre whereon to aft the fecond part oi 
that tragedy moft bloodily begun in the 
northern parts by them. 

And it added moft extremely to thefe pre- Faife m- 
fcnt fears, that feveral unhappy rumours (the SJJ!^ of 
great 'tormenters of the weaker fex) were »ercbcis 
vainly fpread abroad of the fudden approach J?th?city 
of great numbers of rebels out of the adja- of Dublin, 
cent Iriih counties unto the city: fome would 
make us believe that they were difcerned at 
feme diftance already marching down from 
the mountain fide within view of the town ; 
a report fo credibly delivered by thofe who 
pretended to be eye-witneffes, that it drew 
feme of the ftate up to the plat-form of the 
caftle to behold thofe who were yet invifible, 
though there were there that would not be 
perfuaded but that they faw the very motions 
of the men ^s they marched down the moun- 
tains. It was at the fame time alfo generally 
noifed abroad, that there were loooo of the 
rebels gotten together in a body at the hill of 
Tarah, a place not above fixteen miles diftant 
from the town, and that they intended, with- 
D 4 out 
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«*j»- out any further delay, to march on and pre* 
^^""^^^ fcntly furprife the fame. Thefe fialfe rumours 
being unluckily fpread, and by fome fomented 
out of evil ends, exceedingly increafed the 
prefent diftradtions of the people, and raifed 
fiach a panick fear amone them, as about feven 
of the clock at night, the lords juftices, and 
ibme of the council, being then in the coun** 
cil^chamber within the caftle, there came in 
to them a gentleman of good quality, who 
liaying, not without mudi difficulty, as he 
pretended, recovered the gate, of the caftle, 
qiufe4 the warders then attending to draw 
up the bridge, afiuring them that die rebels 
gathered t(^ether in great numbers, had al- 
ready poffeifed themfelves of a good part of 
the town, and came now vdth great fury 
marching down the ftreet that leads direfUy 
towards the caftle-gate. But this fear was 
quickly removed by fir Francis Willoughby, 
who being that day made governor of the 
caftle, caufed the draw-bridge to be let dowii, 
and fo found this to be a falfe alarm, occa* 
£oned by fome miftake fallen among the pecH 
pie, who continued waving up and down thd 
ftreets, prepofiefled with ftrange fears, aad 
fome of them upon fome flender accident 
drawing tlieir fwords; others, that knew not 
the caufe, thought fit to follow the example, 
and fo came to appear to this gentleman, who 
was none of their company, as fo many rebels 
The lords comiug up to enter the caftle. 
JjjJ^j**^ Thefe were the firft beginnings of our for* 
confttit rows, ill fymptoms, and fad preparatives to 
^^^^ the enfuing evils : therefore the lords finding 
th«fup. '*by feveral intelligences, though fome pnr- 
S^'^lei- P^^^^y frsuned, that the power o£ the rebels 
«^r * was luddenly fwoUen up to fo great a bulk, 

and 
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and likely fo f^A to multiply and increafe 
upon them, thought it high time to coniider 
of the remedies, and in what condition they 
were to oppofe, fince they could not prevent, 
fb imminent a danger. The rebellion now ap* 
peared, without all manner of quefiion, to be 
generally raifed in all parts of the North, and 
^c a torrent to come down moft impetu- 
oufly upon them: beiides, it was no ways 
improbable that all other parts of the king- 
dom would take fire and follow their ex- 
ample; they had the teftimony of Mac*Mahon 
pofitive therein. The firft thing tlierefore 
\(rhich they took into confidcratiop, was, how 
they were provided of money, arms, and 
munition ; then, what companies of foot, and 
troops of horfe of the old army they were 
able to draw prefently together; as alfo what 
numbers of new men they could luddenly 
r^fe. For the firft, they had this fliort ac- 
count from the vice-treafurer, that there was Kd,wji,ef 
no money in the Exchequer. And certainly inthciiE- 
it was a main policy in the firft contrivers of *""" 
this rebellion, to plot the breaking of it out 
at fuch a time when the Exchequer ihould be 
empty, and all the king's revenues, both cer- 
tain and cafual, due for that half year, as well 
as the rents of all the Britiih throughput the 
kingdom, Ihould bte found ready either in the 
tenants or coUeftors hands in the country, 
and fo neceflarily fall under their power, as 
they did to their great advantage. For arms 
and munition, the ftorcs were indifferently 
well fumiihed at this tirne: befides fcveral 
pieces of artillery of divers forts, moft of 
them fitted for prefent fervice; there were 
arms* for near loooo men, 1500 barrels of 
powder, with match and lead proportionable,

laid in by the earl of Strafford, late lord lieu- 
tenant, not long before, and defigned ana- 
ther way, but fo opportunely referved for 
this fervice, as the good providence of God 
did exceedingly appear therein, but princi- 
pally in the miraculous prefervation of them 
out of the hands of the rebels, who made 
the furprifal of thefe provifions, then all with- 
in the caftle of Dublin (the common ftore- 
houfe of them) a main part of their defini. 
The old {landing army, as appears by this 
lift, confifted only of 41 companies of foot, 
and 14 troops of horfe.

Thefe were fo flrangly difperfed, nnoft of 
them into the remote parts of the kingdom^ 
for the euard of feveral forts and other places, 
as it feU out to be in a manner moft impoffi* 
ble to draw a coniiderable number of them 
together in any time, either for tke defence 
of the city, or the making head againft tht 
rebels in the north : and befides it was much 
to be fufpefted, the companies lying feverally 
fo remote, and ill-fumilhed with munition, 
could with little fafety march to Dublin. Yet 
the lords fent patents prefently away to re- 
quire feveral companies of foot, and fome 
Ro^^ troops of horfe prefently to rife and march 
ix^s juf- up from their feveral garrifons towards the 
c^widTto ^^*y ^^ Dublin. And now it was held high 
the Lbrd ' time to give an account unto his majefiy, then 
^'-«^**^«*»^ at Edinburgh, in his kingdom X)f Scotland^ 

and 
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and to the lord lieutenant continuing fiill at 
X.ondpn (the parliament ftill fitting there) of 
the breaUng out of the rebellion^ uis ill con* 
dition of the kingdom) the wsmts of the ftate^ 
and the (upplies abfolutely neceffary for their 
prefent defence and'prefervation. And bp» 
caufe the letter to the lord lieutenant doth 
moft clearly reprefent feveral particulars which 
may much conduce to the knowledge of the 
affairs, I have thought fit to infert a true co- 
py of it, which here followeth« 

May it pleafe your lordihip, 

ON Friday the two and twentieth of this 
month, after nine of the clock at night, 
this bearer, Owen Conally, fervant to fir John 
Qotworthy, knight, came to me the lord juf- 
tice Parfons to my houfe, and in great fecrecy 
(as indeed the caufe did require) difcovered 
unto me a moft wicked and damnable confpi- 
racy, plotted, contrived, and intended to be 
alfo aided by fome evil-affefted Irifli papifts 
here. The plot was on the then next morn- 
ing, Saturday the 2 3d of October, being St. 
Ignatius's day, about nine of the clock,' tb 
furprife his majeft/s caftle of Dublin, his ma- 
jeft/s chief ftrength of this kingdom, where- 
in aJfo is the principal magazine of his majes- 
ty's ai^ns and munition ; and it was agreed it 
feems among them> that at the fame hour all 
other his maj^£^y-9 forts and magazines of 
arms and munition in this kingdom, fhould 
be furprifed by others of thofe confpirators ; 
and further, that all the proteftants and Eng- 
liih throughout the whole kingdom, that 
would not join with them, fiiould be cut off", 
and fo dioic papifts Ihould then become pof- 
^ feffcd 
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^4»^ fefled of the government and kingdom at the 
* fame inftant. 

As foon as I had that intelligence, I then 
immediately repaired to the lord juftice Bor- 
lace, and diereupon we inftantly affembled 
the council, and having fat all that night, as 
alfo all the next day, the 2 3d of Oftober, in 
regard of the fliort time left us for the conful- 
tatiott of fo great and weighty a matter, al- 
though it was not poffible tor us upon fo few 
hours warning, to prevent thofe other great 
mifchiefs which were to be afted, even at that 
fame hour, and fo great a diftance as in all the 
other parts of the kingdom. Yet fuch was 
our induftry therein, having caufed the caftle 
to be that night ftrengihned with armed men, 
and the city guarded, as the wicked councils 
of thofe evil perfons, by the great mercy of 
God to us, became defeated, lo as they were 
not able to aft that part of their treachery, 
which indeed was principal, and which, if 
they could have eftefted, would have rendered 
the reft of their purpofes the more eaiy. 

Having fo fecured the caftle, we forthwith 
laid about for the apprehenfion of as many of 
the offenders as we could, many of them hav- 
ing come to this city but that night, intend- 
ing it feems the next morning to act their 
parts in thofe treacherous and bloody crimes. 

The firft man apprehended was one Hugh 
Mac-Mahon, efq; (grandfon to the traitor 
Tyron) a gentleman of good fortune in the 
county of Monaghan, who with others, was 
taken that mominff in Dublin, having at the 
time of their apprenenfion offered a little re- 
ftftance with their fwords drawn, but finding 
thofe we employed againft them more in num- 
ber, and better armed, yielded* He upon his 

examination 
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examination before us at firft denied all, but ^u^ 
in the end, when he faw we laid it home to ^^^^ 
him, he confeffed enough to dcftroy himfelf, 
and impeach fome others, as by a copy of his 
examination herewith fent, may appear to 
your lordlhip. We then committed him un- 
til we might have further time to examine 
him again, our time being come more need- 
ful to be employed in action for fecuring this 
place, than in examining. This Mac-Mahon ; 
had been abroad, and ferved the king of Spain 
as a lieutenant colonel. 

Upon conference with him and others, and 
calling to mind a letter we received the week 
before from fir William Cole, a copy whereof 
we fend your lordfhip here inclofed, we ga- 
thered that the lord Mac-Guire was to be an 
aftor in furprizing the caftle of Dublin, where* 
fore we held it neceflary to fecure him imme- 
diately, thereby alfo to ftartle and deter the 
reft, when they found him laid faft. His lord- 
fliip obferving what we had done, and the * 
city in arms, fled from his lodging early be- 
fore day, it feems difguifed; for we had laid 
a watch about his lodging, fo as we think he 
could not pafs without difguifing himfelf, yet 
he could not get forth of the -city, fo furcly 
guarded were all thei gates. 

There were found at his lodging hidden 
fome hatchfets, with the helves newly cut off 
clofe to the hatchets, and many Ikeans, and 
fome hammers. 

In the end the fheriffs of the city, whom we 
employed in ftrift fearch of his lordfhip, found 
him hidden in a cockloft, in an obfcure houfe 
far from his lodging, where they apprehended 
him, and brought him before us. 

He 
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'^41- He denied all^ yet fo» as he could not de- 
ny but he heard of Jl in the country, though 
he would not teU us when, or from whom ; 
and confefled that he had not adverti&d us 
thereof, as in duty he ought to have done. But. 
we werefo well fatisficd of his guiltinefs t>y 
all circumfiances, as we doubted not upon 
further examination, when we could be able 
to fparc time for it, to find it apparent : where- 
fore we held it of abfolutc neceflity to com- 
mit him clofe prifoner, as we had formerly 
done MaC-Mahon, and others ; where we left 
him on the three and twentieth of this month 
in the nK>rning, about the fame hour they in- 
tended to have been mailers c^ that place, 
and this city* 

That morning alfo we laid wait for all thofe 
ih^angers that came the night before to town, 
and fo many were apprehended whom we 
find reafon to believe to have hands in this 
.confpiracy, as we were forced to difperfe them 
into feveral goals : and we fince found that 
there came many horfe-men into the fuburbs 
that night, who finding the plot difcoveredi 
difperfed themfelves immediately. 

When tlie hour approached, which was de- . 
, figned for furprifing the caftle, great numbers 
of ftrangers were obfervcd to come to town 
in great parties feveral ways; who not finding 
admittance at the gates,, ftaid in the fuburbs, 
and there grew numerous, to the terror of 
tlie inhabitants. We therefore to help that, 
drew up inftantly and figned a proclamation, 
commanding all men, not dwellers in the city 
and fuburbs, to depart within an hour, upon 
pain of death, and^ made it a-like penal to 
thofe that fhould harbour them; which pro- 
clamation the IherifFs immediately proclaimed 
in all the fuburbs by our commandment: 

which 
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which bdAg accompanied with the Example 
and terrour of the comiiiittal of thdfe two t- 
minent txien^ and others, cfccafioned the de- 
parture of thofe multitudes : and in this cafe, 
all our lives and fortunes, and above all/ his 
majefly*s regal power and authority being ftill 
at the fiake, we ntoft vary from ordinary pro- 
ceedings, not only in executing martial law 
as we fee cauie, but alio in putting fome to 
the rack to find out the bottom of thii9 treafon, 
and all the contrivers thereof, which we. fof- 
fe^ will npt otherwife be done. 

On that twenty third' day of this month, 
we concaving that as foon* as it Ihould be 
known that the plot for feizing Dublin caftle 
was disappointed, all theconfpirators in the 
remote parts might be fomewhat diiheartned, 
as on the other fide the good fubjecis would 
be comforted, and would then with the moi^ 
confidence (land on their guard, did prepare 
to fend abroad . to all parts of the kingdom 
this proclamation which we fend you here in- 
clofed : and fo having provided that the city 
and caftle ihould be io guarded as upon the 
fudden we could promi^, we concluded that 
long continued cOnfultation. 

Oia Saturday at twelve of the dock at niglit 
the lord Blany came to town and brought us 
the ill news of the rebels feizing with two 
hundred men his houfe at Caftle-Blany in the 
county of Monaghan, and his wife, children, 
and fervants ; a# alfo a houfe of the earl of 
Eflex, called Caxrickmacrofs with two hun- 
dred men, and a houfe of fir Henry Spotf- 
wood in the fame county, with two hundred 
men ; wlia:« there being a little plantation of 
Britilh, they plundred the town and burnt 
divers houfes ; and it fince appears that they 

E * burnt 
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'^- burnt divers other yiUages, and robbed and 
^^^^^^^^ . fpoiled many Engliihy and none but pro- 
teftants ; leaving the Engliihpapifis untouched 
as well as the Inih. 

; Qn Sunday morning at three of the clocks 
we had intelligence from fir Arthur Tyring- 
ham^ that the bifli in the town had that day 
aUb broken up the king's ftore of arms and 
munition at the J^ewry, where the ftore of 
arms had lien ever fince the peace^ and where 
they found fourfcoF^ and ten barrels of pow- 
der, and armed themfelveS) and put them un- 
,der the cdmmand.pf fir Con Magennis^ 
knight, and one Creely a monk, and plundred 
the £ogUfli there and difarmed the garrifon. 
And this, though too much, is all that we yet 
hear is done by them. 

However, we ihall ftand on our guard the 
beft we, may to . defend the caftle and city 
principally, thofe being the places of moft im- 
portance. But if the confpiracy be fo univcr- 
ikl as Mac-Mahon faith in his examination it 
is, namely, that all the counties in the king- 
dom have conipired in it, which we admire 
ihoi4d fo fall out in this time of univerfal 
peace, and carried with that fecrecy, that 
none of the Englifli could Jiiave any friend 
among them to difclofe it, then indeed we 
fhall be in high extremity, and the kingdom 
in the greateft danger that ever it underwent, 
confidering our want of men, money and 
arms, tp enable us to encounter fo great mul- 
titudes as they can make, if all mould join 
againft us, the rather, becaufe we have preg- 
j^ nant caufe to doubt that the combination 

hath taken force by the incitement of jefuits, 
priefts and iryars. 

All 
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All the hope we have here, is, the old Engi ^^*^v^ 
iifli of the pale, and fome other parts, will ^"^^^ 
continue conftant to the king in their fidelity, 
as they did in former rebellionsi 

And now in thefe ftraits, we muft tinder 
God, depend on aid forth of England for our 
preient fupply with all fpeed, efpecially 
money, we having none, and arms, which we 
Ihall exceedingly want ; without which, we 
are very doubtful what account we Ihall give 
to the king of his kingdom^ 

But if the confpiracy be only of Mac-Guire 

and fome otherlriihof the kindred and friends 

of the rebel Tyrone and other Irifli in the 

counties of Down, Monaghan, Cavan^ Fer« 

managh, and Armagh, and no general revolt 

following thereupon^ we hope then to make 

head againfl them in a reafonable meafur^, if 

We be enabled with money from thence^ with* 

ont which we can raife no forces, fo great is 

our want of money, as we have formerly writ-*- 

ten, and our debt fo great to the army : nor it 

money to be borrowed here ; and if it were, 

wc would engage all our eflates for it : neither 

have we any hope to get in his majefty*s 

rents and fubfidies in thefe difturbances^ 

which add extreamly to our neceffities* 

On Sunday morning the twenty fourth^ - 

we met again in council, and fent to all part» 

of the kingdom, the enclofed proclamation, 

and iflued patents to draw hither feven horfe- 

troops as a farther flrength to this place, and 

to be with us in cafe Uie rebels fhall make 

kead and march hitherward, fo as we may be 

neccffitated to give them battle. We alfo then 

fent away our Tetters to the prefident of both 

the provinces of Munfter and Conaught : and 

we Ukewife then fent letters to the meriffii of 

£ a the 
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^ '^^' ^ tft five counties of the pale, to confult of the 
^^'^^ bcft way and means of their own prefervatioh. 
That day the lord vice com. Gormanftoun, the 
lord vice com* Nittcrville, the lord vice com- 
Fitz-WiUiams, and the lord of Houth, and 
fince the earls of Kildai^e and Fingal, and the 
lords of Dunfany and Slane, all noblemen of 
the Engliih pale came unto us, declaring that 
they then and not before heard of the matter, 
and profeffed loyalty to his majcfty, and con-* 
currence with the ftate, but faia they wanted 
arms, whereof they defired to be fupplied by 
us, which we told them we would willingly 
do, as relying much on their faithfulne& td 
the crown : but we were not yet certain 
whether or no we had enough to arm our 
firength for the guard of the city and caftle ; 
yet we fupplied fuch of them as lay in moft 
danger, with a fmall proportion of arms and 
munition for their houfes, left they fliould 
conceive we apprehended any jealoufy of 
tbeno. . And we commanded them to be very 
• diligent in fending out watches, and making 
all me difcoveries they could, and thereof to 
advertife us, which they readily promifed to 
do. 

And if it fall out that the Irifh generally 
rife, which we have caufe to fufpecl, then wc 
anuft of neceflity put arms into the hands at 
the Engliih pale in prefent, and to others as 
faft as we can, to fight for defence of the 
ftate and themfehres. 

Your lordfhip now fees the condition 
wherein we ftand, and how neccflary it is, 
firft, that we enjoy your prefence fpeedily 
for the better gliding of thofe and other the 
publick afiairs of the king and kingdom. 
And iecondly, that the parliament there, be 

moved 
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moved immediately to advance to us a good 
ium of money, which being now fpeedily 
fent hither, may prevent the expence of very 
much treafure and blood in a long continued 
vt^ar. And if your lordihip fliall happen to 
ftay on that fide any longer time ; we muft 
then deiire your lordihip to appoint a lieute* 
nant general to difchar^ge the great and 
weighty burtheii of commanding the forces 
Wre* ' 

Amidft thefe confufions and difcorids hXlch 
upon us, we bethought us of the parliament, 
which was formerly adjourned to November 
next, and the term now alfo at hand, which 
will draw fuch a concourfe of people hither^ 
and give opportunity under that pretence of 
aiTembling and taking new councils, feeing 
the former feems to be in fome part difap- 
pointed, and of contriving further danger to 
this flate and people : we have therefore 
found it of unavoidable neceffity to prorogue 
it accordingly, and to direft the term to be 
adjourned to the firft of hillary term, ex- 
cepting only the court of exchequer for 
hailening m the king^s money if it be poflible. 
We deiire upon this occafion your lordihip 
will be pleafed to view our letters concermng 
.the plantation of Conaught, dated the twenty 
fourth of April laft, direftcd to Mr. fccretary 
Vane in that part thereof, which concerns 
the county of Monaghan, where now thefc 
fires do fim break out. 

In the laft place we muft make known to 
your lordihip, that the army we have, con^ 
lifting but of 2000 foot and 1000 horfe, are (o 
difperfcd in ganifons in feveral parts, as coni- 
tinually they have been lince they were fo r^ 
duccd, as if they be all fent for to be drawn 
E 3 ' together 
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together, not only the places whence they arer 
to be drawn (and for whofe fafety they lie 
there), muft be byabfence diftreffed ; but alfo 
the companies themfelves coming in fo fmall 
numbers may be in danger to be cut off in 
their march ; nor indeed haVe we any money 
to pay the foldicrs to enable them to march. 
And fo we take leave and remain, from his 
majefty^s caftle of Dublin, 25th of Ocloberi 
1641.

vered of ill affected perfons of the old Irifli, Snf'paS'*" 
and that thereupon a proclamation was pub- 
lifhed by us; wherein, among other things, 
it is declared that the faid confpiracy was per- 
|>etrated by Iriih papifts without diftin Aioh of 
any; J(nd they doubting that by thofe gene- 
ral words of Irijb Pafijls^ they might feem 
to be involved, though they declare them- 
felves confident that we did not intend to con- 
clude them therein, in regard they are none 
of the old Irilh, nor of their fadion, or con- 
federacy; but are altogether averie and c^po- 

, fitc 
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iite to all thdr defi^ns, and all others of like 
condition; wc do therefore to give them full 
latisfacbion, hereby declare and publifli to all 
his majefty's good fubjefts in this kingdom^ 
that by the words, Irifli papifts, we intended 
only fiich of the old meer Irifh in the province 
of Ulfter, as have plotted, contrived, and 
been adors in this treafon, and others who 
adhere to them ; and that we did not any way 
intend, or mean thereby any of theold Eng-r 
lifli of the pale, nor of any other parts of this 
kingdom, we being well aflured of their fide-^ 
lities to the crown, and having experience of 
the good afieftions and fervices of their ancef- 
tors in former times of danger and rebellion^ 
And we further require all nis majefty^s lov- 
ing fubjeds, whether protefiants or p^pifts to 
forbear upbraidipg matter of religion, one 
againft the other, and that upon pain of his 
majefty's indication.

But to return now to the northern rebels, 
who fo clofely purfued on their firft plot, as 
they beeinning to put it in execution in moil 
of the chief places of ftrength there, upon the 
twenty third of Oftober, the day appointed 
for the furprifal of the caftle of Dublin, had 
by the latter end of the fame month gotten 
into their poffeffion all the towns, forts, caftles, 
and gentlemens houfes within the counties

which were for the prefent gsUlantly defended |J^^° '^ 
by the Britifli undcitakers, though afterward^ 
for want of relief, furrendred into their hands. 
The chief of the northern rebels that firft ap- 
peared in the execution of this plot within the 
province of Uifter, where Sir Phelim O Neal, The namet

Mac-Brian, Mac-Mahan ; thefe bav- 
in? clofely combined together, with feveral ' 
other of their accomplices, the chief of the fe- 
veral feptsin the feveral counties, divided their 
forces into feveral parties ; and according to 
a general affignation made among themfeives 
at one and the fame time, furprifed by trea- sewai 
chery the town and Caftle of the Newry, the o°h^ pu- 
fort of Dungannon, fort Montjoy, Charlc- ccs fuddcn- 
mont, Tonrages, Carrick-Mac-Roffe, Clough- aLj^'w dus 
cuter, CafUe Blany, caftle of Monaghan; be- «^i»' 
ing all of them places of confiderable ftrength, 
and in feveral of them companies of foot, or 
troops of horfe belonging to the ftanding ar- 
my. Befides thefe, they took x multitude 
of other caftles, houfes of ftrength, towns 
and villages, all abundantly peopled with 
Britifli inhabitants, who had exceedingly 
enriched the country as well as themfeives, 
by their painful labours. They had made 
for their more comfortable fubfiftance, hand- 
foihe and pleafant habitations, abounding 
^th com, cattle, and all other commodities 
that an indufirious people could draw out

"^ of a good inland foil. They lived in great 
^^'"^^'^ plenty, and fome of them very well ftored 
with plate and ready money. They lived 
likewife in as great fecurity, being quiet and 
cardefs, as the people of haaS^^ little fufpecl- 
ing any treachery ftoiH their Irilh neighbours. 
The £ngH£b well knew they had given them 
no manner of provocation ; they had enter- 
tained them with great demonftration» of 
love andafiecdon* No fiory can ever ihew 
that in any age Qnce their intelrmiised cohabi- 
tation, they rofe up fo fecretly to do them 
mifichef. And now of late they lived fo peace-- 
ably and lovingly together as they had juft 
reafon moft confidently to believey that the I- 
rifh would never upon any occafion generally 
The ^rtac rife up again to their deftruction. 1 ms I take 
*^T*^fi ^^ ^ ^^^ main and principal reafon that the 
dlencc^of EngUflb wcrc fo cafily over-run within the nor-

«j*"/« ^f ance in the very firft beginnings of this rebel- 
d^Ac lion» For moft of the Englifli having either 
^^'^"^^'^ Irifli tenants, fcrvants, or landlords, and all of 
them Irifli neighbours their familiar friends : 
as foon as the fire brake out, and the whole 
country began to rife about them, fome made 
their recource prefently to their friends for 
pioteftlon, fome relying upon their neigh- 
bours, others upon their landlords, others up- 
on their tenants and fcrvants for prefervation^ 
or at leaft, prefent fafety ; and with great con- 
T^Eng- fidence put their lives, their wives, tneir chil- 
^ and *^' dren, and all they had into their powcn But 
murdered thcfc generally either betrayed them into the 
TiLftendll ^^^^^ ^f other rebels, or moft perfidioufly 
fcrvants deftroycd them with their own hands. The 
and taunts p^efts had now charmed the Irifli, and laid 

fuch 
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fiich bloody impreffions in them, as it was Jfjj;;. 
heidy according to the maxims tliey ha4 Te* 
ceivedy a mortal fin to givt any manner of 
relief or protedion to any of the Englifli. All 
bonds and tijes of faith and friendihip were 
noiir broken ; the Irifh landlords made a prey 
of their Englifh tenants; Iriih tenants and fer« 
vants a facrifice of their Englifh landloi;ds 
and mafters ; one neighbour cruelly murder- 
ed by another; the very Iriih chilcbren in the 
very beginning fell to ftrip and kill Englifli 
children : all other relations were quite can- 
celled and laid afide, and it was now efteem- 
ed a moft meretorious work in any of them 
that could by any means or ways whatfoevcr, 
bring an Engliih man to the flaughter. A 
work not very difficult to be compared as ^j^*^ 
things then ftood For they living promifcu- the Engiini 
oufly among the Britifli, in all. parts having J|X\^^ 
froio their priefts received the watch-word main caufc 
both for time and place, rofc up, as it were Jcn^^ef'*^* 
aduated by one and tie fame fpirit, in all ftruaioo, 
I^ces of thofe counties before-mentioned at 
one and the fame point of time ; and fo in a 
moment fell upon them, murdering fome, 
ftripping only or expelling others out of their 
habitations. This bred fuch a general terrour 
and aftonifhment among the Engliih, as they 
knew not what to think, much lefs what to 
do, or which way to turn themfelvcs. Their 
fervants were killed as they were ploughing 
in the fields, hufbands cut to pieces in the 
pre&nce erf their wives ; their children's brains 
daflied out before their faces ; orfltrs had all 
their goods and cattel feized and carried a- 
way ; their houfes burnt; their habitations 
laid wafte, and all as it were at an inftant be- 
fore they could fufped the Iriih for their ene- 

mies.

Thus were the poor Englifh treated, 

who had fliut themfelves up in the great ca* 

thcdral church at Armagh, by fir Phelim O 

Neal, and his brother Turlogh. Thus were 

fuch of the. Englilh ufed by Phillip O -Rely, 

who had retired themfelves to Belterbet, the 

beft planted town in the county of Cavan^ 

And after the fame barbarous manner were 

fuch of the Engliih drawn^ out to the flaugh- 

ter,. as had gotten into the caflle of Longford, 

the caftle of Tullogh in the county of Ferma*- 

nagh, or the church of Newtown in the fame 

county, and feveral other places ; as appears 

by feveral examinations taken upon oath, 

from perfons that hardly efcaped thence with 

their lives. And beiides thefe other policeis 

they ufed, feme to diftracl and difcourage 

them. 
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them, others to difinable them to ftahd out to 
make any defence. As in feveral places the ^y„'J^ 
Iriih came under divers pretences, and bor- licies uf^d 
rowed fuch weapons and arms as the Englifh J^" 'prc^'^i 
had in their houfes ; and no fooner got them the Kn^nai 
into their hands, but they turned them out' ^'^"^^^s 
of their own doors, as they did at Glaflough them or the 
in the county of Monaghan : and by the fame i^°|^c?r i!i 
means they very gently and fairly got into ftncc. 
their pofleffion all the Englilh arms in the 
county of Cavan : the high-lheriff there being \ 

an hi& man and a papift, pretending that he 
took their arms to fecure them only againft 
the violence of fuch of the Irilh as he under- 
fiood to be in arms in the next county. And 
that they might the more eafily effect the de- 
ilruAion of the Englifh, and keep off the 
Scots from giving them any affiftance ; they 
openly profeffed to fpare, as really they did 
at the firft, all of the Scotilh natioa ; and pre- 
tended they would fuffer thi^m, as likewife 
all Englifli papifts, to live quietly among 
them ; hoping thereby to contain all of that . 
nation from taking up arms, till they had 
mafiered all the Englifli, and that then they 
ihould be well enough enabled to deal with 
them. Thus were the poor En^lifr prepared 
for the flaughter, and fo excee'dmgly dittraci:- 
cd with the tumultous riling of tne Irifli on 
all fides about thena^ as they could never put 
themfelves into any pofture of defence. And 
although in many places they made fmall 
parties, and betook themfelves into feveral 
churches and caftles, fdme of which were 
moft gallantly long defended by them, yet 
did they not draw togetlier in any fuch con- 
iiderable body, as would enable them to 
make good their party in the field) againft 

the 
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,Jf^ the nwnerotts farces of the rebels. The truth 
The Ear. is, they did ngt very readily eodcavour, or 
lift iUnd dexterpufly attempt it in any part of that pro- 
^^f^ vince^ as I could hear of; every man betaking 
their pri- hiflafelf the beft he could to the care of his 
^ihoSt^ own houfe, and feeking how to fave his own 
joining to- family, Ijis goods within, and his cattle with- 
OTc^S)^, out* And fo while they kept fingiy apart, 
whereby and fiugly ftood up for their own private prc- 
^t^ fervation, not joining their forces together 
'»gto for the common iafety, they gave the rebels a 
" ' fair oppoHunity, and a Angular advantage, 
to work out with great facility their common 
deftrudion. Whereas if they had deferted 
their boufes upon the firil notice of the rifing 
up of the Irifli, and in the feveral counties 
put themfelves into feveral bodies^ under the 
commands of the chief Engliih gentlemen 
round about them^ they had undoubtedly j 
(how ill foeyer they were provided of arms and ! 
munition) been aWfc to have encountered the 
Iriih, and to have beat them out of niany 
parts of the country, or at leaft, to have put ! 
them^ to fome fiand in their enterprife. 
Whereas, by the courfe they took, they moft 
readily, without almoft any rcfiftance,expofed 
themfelves to the mercilefs cruelty of the Irifb, 
who at the very firft (for fome few days after 
their breaking out) did not in moil places 
murder many of them : but the courfe they 
took, was to feize upon all th^ir goods and 
cattle, to ftrip them, their wives and children 
* naked ; and in that miferable plight^ the wea- i 
ther being moft bitter cold and frofty, to turn 
them out of their houfes, to drive them to the 
mountains, to wander through the woods and 
bogs ; and if they by any means procured any 
Other cloaths, or but even ordmarjf rags to 

cover 
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cover their nakcdneft, they were prefently »^4i» 
taken from them again, and i^one fuffercd to ^^"""^^^ 
give them any kind of ihelter by the way, re- 
lief, or entertainment, witliout incurring the 
heavy difpleafurc of their piiefts and chief 
commanders. And fo they drove fuch of the 
Englifh, whofe lives they thought fit at that 
time to fpare, clear out of the country. Some 
of them took their journey towards Caiick- 
fcrgus, others towards Colerain, Derry, and 
other of the northern ports. Many who had 
gotten together and ftood upon their guard, 
came to compofition with their bloody alTail-' 
ants, and gave them their goods, plate and 
money, for leave to come up to the city of 
Dublin. And having bought their licence at 
fo dear a rate, had paScs and convoys affigned 
them by the chief captains of the rebels, and 
fo came on their way in great troops of men, 
women and children. Out of the country of 
Cavan; as Mr. Creighton (who by his charita- 
ble relief of great numbers of them, preferved 
them from perilhing) teftifies in his examina- 
tion, there pafled by his houfe in one compa- 
ny, one thoufand four hundred perfons, in 
another five hundred, from Newtown in the 
county of Fermanagh, in others lefier num- 
bers ; all without any weapons, or any thing 
dfe but the very cloaths on their backs, which 
they fuffcred them not to carry away with- 
them ; but many were moft barbaroufly ftrip- 
ped of them, by thofe who undertook to give 
them, fafe conduft, or perfidioufly betrayed 
by them into the hands of other rebels, by 
whom fome were killed, others wounded, 
and all in a manner, whatfoever they had to 
cover their nakednefs, taken from moft of 
them ; as may appear by the examination of 
F Adam 
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i«4t- Adam Clover of Slonofy in the county of 
^ ' ' Cavan, who being duly fworn, depofeth, infer^ 
vtt's ci2r alia^ that this deponent and his company that 
Kuutum. -^^cre robbed, obferved, that thirty perfons or 
* thereabouts, were then moft -barbaroufly 
murdered and flain outright, and about one 
hundred and fifty more perfons cruelly wound- 
ed; fo that traces of blood iflujng from their 
wounds, lay upon the high-way for twelve 
miles together, and many very young chil- 
. dren, were left and perilhcd by the way, to the 
number of fixty or thereabouts ; becaufc the 
cruel purfuit ot the rebels was fuch, that their 
parents and friends c^ould not carry them fur- 
ther. And further faith, that fome of the re- 
bels vowed, that if any digged graves where- 
in to bury the dead childen, they ihould be 
buried therein themfelves : fo the poor people 
left the moft of them unburied, expofed to 
ravenous beafts and fowls, and fome few their 
parents carried a great way to bury them. 
And this deponent further faith, that he faw 
upon the way a woman, left by the rebels, 
ftripped to her fmock, fet upon by three wo- 
men and fome Irifli children, who niiferably 
rent and tore the faid poor Englilh-woman, 
and ftripped her of her fmock in a bitter froft 
and fnow, fo that flie fell in labour under their 
hands, and both flie and her child died there. 
Thus did their mercy in fparing thofe mifera- 
ble fouls in this manner prove by mucK a far 
greater cruelty, than if they had fuddenly cut 
them off, as they did afterwards many thou- 
fand of Britifli that fell into their hands. For 
y now they ftarved and periftied in multitudes 

upon the ways as they travelled along j and 
to thofe that out-lived the mifery of their 
journey, their limbs only fer\'ed to drag up 

tneir 
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iimiT bodies to thriftian burial, there denied »tf4»- 
unto them. For many of the men, and moft '^^-^ 
of tlie women and children that thus efcaped, 
either' to p&blin, or other places of fafety in 
the i20i*ho*ifot long out-lived the bitternefe , 
of their paffage ; but either overwhelmed with 
griefj or outwearied with travel, contrafted 
thofe difeafes:%which furthered by hunger^ 
coId,.nakedDef$, ill-lodgings, and want of 
odier neceffaries, ftruck deeply into bodies 
that had lived long ^t eafe with much plenty, 
and foon brought them with forrow to their 
graves. 

Thefe were the firft fruits of this rebellion, 
which now began to dilate itfelf into the 
other provinces, having covered over the nor- 
thern parts of the kingdom with fearful difo- 
lations. The firft plotters were yet undifco- 
vcred, but the great active inftruments ap- 
pointed for the execution of this horrid de- 
fign fully appeared, and had already deeply 
^ imbrued their hands in the bloody maflacres 

of the Englifh. Sir Phelim O Neal being the g,^ p^jj^ 
I chief of that fept, and now the perfbn remain- o Ncars 
ing of neareft alliance to the late earl of P"^" 
Tyron, afiumed to himfelf the chief power "*^* 
among the rebels in Ulfter ; and by his direc- 
tions guided the reft of his complices on, in 
I the deftruction of all the Englifh there. He 
t was one of very mean parts without courage 
I or cbnducl: ; his education for a great part of 
his youth was in England ; he was admitted 
a ftudent of Lincolns-Inn, and there trained • 
4 up in the proteftant religion, which he foon 
changed after, if not before his return into 
Ireland, lived loofly, and having no confidera- 
ble eftate, by reafon of the great engagement 
upon it, became of very Uttle efteem in all 
F 2 opinions 
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«tf4Jt. opinions. Yet fuch were the over zealous af-» 
^"^''^ fedtions of his country-men in this caufe, their 
fecrecy in attempting, their fuddennefs in exe- 
cuting, as by their forwardnefs to deftroy the 
£ngli£bi and get their goods, he quickly over- 
run that part of the country. He had pre- 
vailed fo far within feven dlys after he firft 
appeared in this rebellion, by feizing moft 
treacheroufly at the very firft upon CJiarle- 
mont, where the lord Caufield lay with his 
foot-company, the forts of Dunganon and 
Monrioy, as that in his letter written to fa- 
ther Patrick O Donnell his confeffor, bearing 
date fr6m Montjoy, the 30th of Oftober, he 
was able to brag of great and many viftories. 
And prefently after he had gotten fuch a 
multitude of rude fellows together, though 
in very ill equipage, as he marched down 
with great numbers of men towards Lifna- 
garvy, near the chief plantation of the Scots; 
(for that part of their plot to fpare (hem, as 
they did in the begining, they found now too 
grofs to take, therefore they refolved to fall 
upon them without mercy) and' yet left fuf- 
ficient forces to come up into the pale, to 
take in Dundalke in the county of Lowth» 
which was a frontier town in the laft wars 
againft Tyron, and fo well defended itfelf, 
as. with all the power he had, he could ne- 
ver recover it into his hands ; there lay 
Dondaikc ^ow z foot-company of the old army, but the- 
taken by Ueutenaut w4io condmanded it, having nei- 
^r^c ther his men in readinefs, nor arms or mu- 
io£ nition, made little or no refiftance, eafily 
giving way to the forward afFeftions of the 
inhabitants, who delivered up the town into 
the pofleffion of the rebels about the begin- 
ing of November, 1641. 

The 
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The rebels prefendy after their taking in of ^2!j!l^ 
Dondaike, marched on further into the coun- ^hc rebels 
ty of Lowth, and pofleiTed themfelves^ofAr- nwrch up 
de^, a little town within feven miks ortre- Trcdagh- 
dagh, anciently called Drohedagb. So as it 
ivas now high time to provide . for the fafety 
of that town, the lord Moore had already 
retired thither from his houfe at Millifont, 
and there remained with his troop of hoi^ 
and two companies of foot. One was under 
the command of fir John Nettervile, eldefl: 
fon to the lord vifcount Nettervile. He dif- 
covered in the very berining much virulency 
in his affedion^y by giving falfe frights and 
raifing falfe rumours, and makin? all manner 
of ill infufions into the minds of the townf- 
men, who as it afterwards appeared, were 
but too forward to take part with the rebels. 
It is verily believed they had in the very be- 
gining fome plot to cut dff the lord Moore 
and feize upon his troop; and that fir John 
Nettervile's part was to begin a mutiny^ 
which he attempted that night he was to be 
upon the watch, by giving ill language, and 
endeavouring to make a quarrel with his 
lordfhip, which he very difcreetly paffed 
over, and fo carefully looked to the guard 
of the town, as they could take no advan- 
tage to put on their defign. Howfoever the 
townfinen were extremely frighted with the 
thoughts of their prefeht danger, and the 
greater part of them being papifts^ were rea- 
dy to declare themfelves for the catholic 
caufe ; only their defires were, things might 
be fo ordered, as would adminifter unto them 
fpeciotis pretences of necefiity for the fame. 
The lord Moore gave prefent advertifement 
imto the .lords jufuces and council, of the ill 
F 3 condition 
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'«4». condition and moft imminent danger he 
^i^TuT found the town to be then in, that it 
condition was not poffiblc to prcfervc it out of the 
^^fim^ hands of the rebels^ without further ftrength 
i?y the L. both of horfe and foot. That in cafe the 
^Tiotdt enemy fhould make any fudden approaches, 
jufticci. or attempt to furprize the town, he found 
niiJS*^^ fuch podr preparitives for defence ^dthin, 
the loiA fuch apparent figns of difloyalty in the townf- 
^bS,*' men, and all things in fuch a defperate coa- 
and rent fufiou, as they ihould not be able by the 
dtt^c"" t)eft endeavours they could ufe to give any 
conunamd good accouut of . that placc. Hereupon their 
^c^^bOT^^* iord£hips prefently refolved, to levy in the 
for thfc dft. city of Dublin a regiment of foot, a;id to 
^^ed^h, place them under the command of fir Henry 
Novem. 3 Tichbom for the defence of Tredagh. And 
for this purpofe there was very opportunely 
,in the hands of the vice-treafurcr 3000L in a 
readinefs to be at that time fent over into 
England, for the fatisfaction of a publick en- 
gagement there. This the lords thought fit 
to , make ufe of, for the levying and letting 
out of thofe men which fir Henry Tichbom 
got together in very few days, and having a 
commiffion of government for the town, 
with fome other private inftru^iions, he 
marched away with great alacrity and dilli- 
gence the 3d of November, and happily ar- 
rived next day It Tredagh. 
A rfgimcnt The lords granted another commiffion to fir 
focoSie. C^^^^^* Coote to levy a thoufand men more, 
which he mofl: carefully endeavoured, and 
within a very fliort time made up his regi- 
ment, wherein very many of the Englifli, who 
came up ftrippcd and defpoiled out of the 
North lifted themfelves; for moft of the men 
which efcaped from thence with their lives, 

Ueing 
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being better able to fufFer than the women and J^*l\ 
chUdren, out-lived the miferies of their jour- 
ney, and putting thcmfelves into feveral com- 
panies, feme of them had the contentment to 
revenge the barbarous cruelty ufed by the re- 
bels towards them. 

Upon the fifth of November, tjie lords Thefccond 
made their fecond difpatch unto his Majefty, ^^^ 
ilill at Edenburgh in Scotland: at the fame the imL 
time they fent feveral letters into England, to j.^'^^fij^j^ 
the lord keeper, fpeaker of the houfe of peers, iSigulii 
to the fpeaker of the houfe of commons, to no^«»- .^ 
the lords of his majefty's moft honourable 
privy council, and to the lord lieutenant of 
Ireland ; in all which they did with much ear- 
neftnefs declare their prefent dangers, toge- 
ther with the neceflity of fending fudden re- 
lief. In their letter to the lords of the cbuncil 
they did more particularly fet down the mi- 
ferable eftate of the whole kingdom^ and the 
large progrefs that the rebellion had in few 
days made fince it broke out. They repre- 
fented unto their lordfliips the great outrages 
the rebels had committed upon the Britifli 
inhabitants in Ulfter, that they hadfeized up- 
on all their eftates and houfes in five counties 
of that province, poffeffed their arms, detain- 
ed many of the principal gentlemen prifoners ; 
that they had already flain many, moft bar«. 
baroufly hewed fome to pieces, that they have 
expofed thoufands to want and beggary, who 
had good eftates and lived plentifully: that 
the rebellion began then to diffufc itfelf into 
the counties of Longford and Letrim, 2^nd to 
threaten the Englifh plantations in the kings 
and queens counties : that the inhabitants of 
the counties of Meath and Lowth began t6 
fall upon the Englifh near aTjout them : that 
F 4 they 
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they conceived there could not be lefs then 
30000 who had already openly declare'd them- 
felves in this rebellion, and were aflemblcd 
together in feveral great parties ; that they un- 
derftood their defign was, having got Dun- 
dalke, to take in Tredagh, and foine to come 
up immediately to befiege the city and caftle 
of Dublin: That they gave out publickly, 
their purpofe was to extirpate the Englilh and 
Proteftants, and not to lay down arms until 
the Romifli religion were eftabliflied, the go- 
vernment fettled in the hands of the natives, 
and the old Irifli reftored to the lands of their 
fuppofed anceftors. That they held it their 
duty to acquaint their lordfhips with the la- 
mentable eftate wherein the kingdom ftood, 
that his majefty and the parliament might un- 
derftand it, and fo fpeedily provide for fend- 
ing over to their relief 1 0000 foot, 1 000 horfe, 
together with fome able commanders, 1 00000 1. 
in money, and further provifions of arms : 
that unlefs thefe were prefently font to them 
(they craved leave to repeat it again and again) 
the kingdom would be utterly loft, all the 
Englifli and Proteftants in Ireland deftroyed^ 
the peace of the kingdom of England difturb- 
ed by the Irilh from thence, and fo England 
enforced to make a new conqueft of it, for 
that a politick reformation would then be im- 
boffible. 
^diiS^ But now before I pafs fiu-ther, I fliall here 
of the give an accompt of the arrival of thefe and the 
S^E^Sd fonncr letters of the 25 th of Oftober, ad- 
upon the drcfled by the lords juftices and council to the 
^cm^ntt^ lord lieutenant of Ireland. Owen OConally^ 
brought the happy difco verer of the firft plot (who car- 
of Ac*^ ried the firft letters over) arrived at London 
bciHon the laft day of Oftober, and late in the even- 
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ing delivered thofe letters to his lordflup, who i^4t. 
having read them over, and received from ^"^' "^ 
him full information of all other particulars , 
within his knowledge, repaired the next 
mpming to the council-board, and having 
there acquainted the lords of his majefty's pn- 
vy-council with them, he was required by their 
lordfhips to communicate them unto the lords 
of the upper houfe of parliament, which he 
did accordingly the very fame morning: and 
they confidering the high importance of them, 
as foon as they had perufed them, ordered 
that they fliould be prefently fent down to the 
houfe of commons, by the lord keeper, the 
lord privy-feal, lord high-chamberlain, lord 
admiral, lord marflial, lord chamberlain, earl 
of Bath, earl of Dorfet, earl of Leicefter, earl 
of Holland, earl of Berks, earl bf Briftol, lord 
vifcount Say, earl of Mandevile, lord Goring, 
lord Wilmot, all of them being of his ma- 
jetty's moft honourable privy council. There 
were chairs provided for thefe lords in the 
houfe of commons, and they fat down there 
till the letters were read,* and then having in- 
formed the houfe of fuch other particulars as 
they had received concerning the general re- 
bellion, in Ireland, they departed without any 
further conference or other debate upon them, 
leaving the houfe of commons to confider fur- 
ther of them : who prefently ordered. 

That the houfe forthwith fliould be refolv- . 
cd* into a committee, to take into confide- 
ration the matter offered concerning the re- 
bellion in Ireland, as likewife to provide for 
the iafety of the kingdom of England. 

This being done, they fell into a moft fe- 
rious debate of this great buiinefs then before 
them, they fully conlidered what means were 

fitteft 
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itf4i. fittcft to be ufed at prefent for the prcventi- 
^■*^''**-^ on of the further fpreading of that hideous 
rebellion in Ireland, as well as ftopping of the 
ill influence it might make upon their af- 
fairs in England, where great troubles even 
then began to appear within view. And af- 
ter much time fpent in this debate, they came 
to thefe feveral conclufions, which being put 
to the queftion, were aflented unto by the 
committee, and fo refolved as foUoweth, 

1. That 50000 1. be forthwith provided. 

2. That a conference be defired with the 
lords, to move them that a feleft committee 
of the members of both houfes may be ap- 
pointed to go to the city of London, and to 
make a declaration unto them of the ftate 
of the bufinefs in Ireland, and to acquaint 
them that the lending of monies at this time 
wdll be an acceptable fervice to the common- 
wealth. And that they propofe unto them 
the loan of 50000 1. and to affure them that 
they fliall be fecured both of the principal 
and intereft, by a,cl of parliament. 

3. That a felect committee may be named 
by both houfes to confidcr of the affairs of 
Ireland. 

4.. That Owen OConaHy, who difcovered 
this great treafon, fhall have 500 1. prefently 
paid him, and 200 1. per annum penfion, un- 
til provifion of land of inheritance of a greater 
value be made for him. 

5. That the perfons of papifts of quality 
within this kingdom, toay be fecured within 
the feveral counties where they refide. 

6. That no perfon whatfocvcr, except thole 
who are merchants, fliall be admitted to go 
over into Ireland, without certificates from 

the 
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the committee of both houfes appointed to ^ »<J4«- 
confider the affairs of Ireland, «^— v^ 

Thefe tvith feveral other particulars con- 
cerning Ireland, and tending in order to the 
fafety of the kingdom of England, were re- 
folved upon the queftion, andMr. Whitlock 
appointed to , report them to the houfe as 
heads of a conference defired with the lords 
concerning the affairs of Ireland, which was 
accordingly had with their lordfhips the fame 
day; at which conference the lord keeper 
did exprefe the very great fenfe the lords had 
of the exceeding great care taken by the 
houfe of commons for the prevention of the 
further fpreading of the rebellion in Ireland. 
And his lordihip by command of the lords 
did further let them know, that their lord- 
ihips did think fit to agree with them in 
all thofe particulars prefented iinto them by 
the houfe of commons without any material 
alteration, only adding fuch further things 
as they conceived might ferve to further and 
expedite their defires in .the more fpeedy put- 
ting them in execution. 

The houfe of commons having proceeded 
thus far in the affairs of Ireland, upon the 
two firft days after the difcovery made unto 
them, of the rebellion there raifed, did not- 
withftanding their own prefent diftraftions, 
fet a*part fome portion almoft of every day 
that they fate, during the whole month of 
November, for the confidering of the affairs 
of Ireland; and fo upon the third and fourth 
of the fame, refolved upon the queftion, ^nd 
accordingly ordered thefe particulars follow- 
ing: 

1. That 
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t64i' u That the houfe holds fit that 20,000 1. 
y'^^^'^ be forthwith fuppUed for the prefent occa- 
fions of Ireland. 

2. That a convenient number of fliips ihall 
be provided for the guarding of the fea-coafts 
ofIreland« 

3. That this, houfe holds fit that 6000 foot 
and 2000 horfe {hall be raifed with all con- 
venient Q>eed, for t^e prefent expedition 
Into Ireland. 

4. That the lord lieutenant fliall prefent to 
botJi houies of parliament, fuch officers as 
he ihall think fit to fend into Ireland, to com- 
mand any forces to be tranfported thither. 

5. That magazines of victuals ihall be 
forthwith provided at Weft-Cheiler to be 
fent over to Dublin, as the occafions of that 
kingdom ihall require. 

6. That the magazines of arms, ammuniti- 
on, and powder, now in Carlifle, ihall be forth- 
with fent over to Knockfergus in Ireland. 

7. That it be referred to the king's coun- 
cil, to confider of fome fit way, and to pre- 

•* icnt it to the houfe, for a publication to be 
made of rewards to be given to fuch as ihall 
do fervice in this expedition into Ireland ; 
and for a pardon of fuch of the rebels in Ire- 
land as ihall come in by a time limitted, and 
of a fum of money to be appointed for a re- 
ward to fuch as ihall bring in the heads of 
' iuch principal rebels as ihall be nominated. 

8. That letters ihall be forthwith fent to 
the'Juftices in' Ireland, to acquaint them how 
fenfible this houfe is of the affairs of Ireland* 

9. That the committee of Iriih affairs ihall 
confider how, and in what manner this king- 
dom ihall make ufe of the friendiliH) aiid 

ailmance 
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affiftance of Scotiand in the buim€& of Ire- ^^I\ 
land. 

10. That diretftions ihall be given for the 
drawing of a bill for the pxefling of men for 
this particular fervice for Ireland. 

Thefe particulars, together with fevcral 
others, being refolved upon the queftion, 
they paffed an ordinance of parliament, en* 
abling the earl of Lcicefter, lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, to raife 3500 foot and 600 horfe, for 
the prefent fervice there. And they further 
expreffed their refolution, not to make ufe of 
the affiftance offered unto them by their , 
brethren of Scotland further for the prefent, 
than for the fumifhinff them with 1000 foot^ 
■which they defired might be transported out 
of Scotland into the north of Ireland. And 
on the fame day they ordered, that the ma- 
tter of his majefty's ordnance ihould deliver to 
the lord lieutenant of Ireland the number of 
1000 arms for horfe, and 8000 arms for 
foot, and ten lafts of powder, to be prefently 
fent into Ireland. And that the lord admirsl 
ihould fuddenly provide Clipping for the 
tranfporting of men, arms, and ammunition, 
and other provifions according to the former 
refolutions of the houfe. 

Now while both houfes of parliament were 
taking order for raifing men, money, and 
fending provifions and other neceffaries for 
Ireland, there arrived thofe other letters of 
the 5th of November, formerly mentioned, 
ivhich being addreffed to the lords of his ma- 
jefty's privy council, were communicated to 
botn houfes of parliament ; who, after a con- 
ference upon them, took further refolutions 
for the fpeedy fending away fupplies into Ire- 
land And fuch were the forward affection# 

and 
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»f4«- and zeal of the houfe of commons, to pro- 
^"""^'''^ mote what concerned the fervice of Ireland, 
as they thei^eupon voted 200000I. to be raifed 
for the.fuppreffing the Irifli rebellion, and for 
fecxiring of .the kingdom of England, and 
payment of the publick debts. 

And that they might facilitate this great 
work of railing fuch a fum of money, upon 
credit of an act of parliament, before the 
money could be coUefted throughout the 
kingdom; they thought fit, for the better 
encouragement of the city of London, and 
for the giving them foil fatisfaftioh in point 
pf fecurit}^ for the monies fo formerly lent 
them, to inake this order following. 

The lords and commons in this prefent par- 
liament affembled, having a due regard to the 
good afFecHons of the city of London, ex- 
preffed upon fundry occasions by the advanc- 
ing and lending of great fums of money, for 
the fervice of this common-wealth, and par- 
ticularly the fum of 50000I. lent for the Irifli 
aiffairs ; and the fum of 50000I. more lent by 
the faid city imto the peers attending his ma- 
jefty in the northern parts, before the begin- 
ning of this prefent parliament, which are 
not yet paid, or otherwife fecured, fliall be 
fully fatisfied and repaid unto the faid city of 
London, with intereft of 81. per ct. for one 
year, out. of fuch monies as are or fliall be 
raifed by authority of parliament. And for 
that purpofe an act of parliament to be pafled 
with all expedition. Provided always that 
this prefent ordinance fliall not in any ways 
be prejudicial to any members of the faid 
houfe of Commons, who have formerly lent 
. any fums of money to this parliament ; nor 
to the northern counties, nor to any perfons 

whatfoever. 
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whatfoever> tp whom both houfes of parlia- 
ment, or the faid houfe of commons have 
formerly ordered the payment of any fums of 
money, nor to any fecurity given to them, 
before the making of this ordinance. 

But I flxall now return to the affairs of this 
kingdom, and the ferious confultations and 
means ufed here by the juftices and council 
for the fecuring of the city and cafile of Dub-> 
lin, which by reafon of the prefent con- 
fiifion, weaknefs, and wants, were in very 
great, and moft apparent danger of a fudden 
mrprife. 

And firft for the caftle, fir Francis Wil- 
loughby being made governor, had a com- 
pany of an hundred men well armed, aifigned 
for the conflant guard of that place, befides 
the ordinary warders, who gave their ufual 
attendance there. And becaufe the lords 
conceived it miglit be dangerous in fuch def- 
perate times to admit fuch a multitude of 
fuitors of all forts into the caftle, as had 
daily occafion to attend the council-board, 
they prefently transferred the place of their 
meeting in council to Cork-houfe, where they 
continued to fit a good time after, notwith- 
ftanding the great danger their perfons were 
continually expofed unto, by the confident 
refort in great numbers of feveral lords, gen- 
tlemen and others, who within few days af- 
ter declared themfelves rebels, and fo went 
out among them. It was God's immediate 
providence that preferved them, and fulFered 
not thofe perfons, who foon after became 
fuch bloody rebels, to lay hold on that op- 
portunity. For certainly, they might with 
great eale have taken out of the way the lords 
juftices and council, and fo have left all things 

in 
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''4'. in fiich confufion as would have brought on 
"^""^ their long defired^ ends without any Further 
contefiation or trouble. 
The next care was to provide victuals for 
Atbe cafile in fiich proportions as might enable 
ittf) dndui^ftfiege, in cafe the town, either, 
through treachery within, or by forces from 
without, ihould come to be furprifed by the 
rebels, who now carried all things- fo clearly 
before them in the north, as they moft confi- 
dently gave it out, they would fuddenly come*^ 
dowi^ and make themfelves mafters of it 
How to compafs this, feejmed a, matter of 
great difficuly, in regard there was no money, 
to be had for the performing this work fo ab- 
folutely neceffary in itfelf, and at that time 
fo highly impiorting the fafety and preferva- 
tion, even of the whole kingdom. There- 
ly^ "^ ^. fore the mafter of the rolls, upon whom the 
> : - a- lords were pleafed to impofe this fervice of 
o: i u. ii. ^'iclualling the caftle, took the advantage of 
the ftrange frights, fears, and little fafety, all 
the Englifh and Proteftants, conceived both 
themfelves and their goods to remain in at 
that time. He fent prefently for fome of the 
chief merchants that were proteftants in the 
town, and clearly reprefented unto them, 
the high neceffities of the ftate, the great 
danger of the town, the publick benefit, and 
their own private fecurity, inlaying into the 
caftle fuch of their provifions as they had 
lying by them even in. unfafe places of the 
city. . Thefe impreflions took, and they 
lightly apprehended the common danger, 
ihat tliey could not out-live the ruins of the 
caftle ; partly out of their own good aifections 
to the fervice, partly out of a prudent care to 
iv",:ure their goods, were content to bring in 

great 
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great quantities of beef, herrings, and qorn ^U^- 
upon the mafier of the roll's undertaking to ^""'^^^ 
fee them fatisfied, in cafe ufe were made of 
them, or otherwife certain reftitution in kind 
to the feveral owners. So as there were pre* 
fently laid in by the Engliih and Dutch mer- 
chants, within the verge of the cafile, above 
two thoufand barrels of beef, two thoufand 
barrels of herrings, and a good proportion of 
wheat; proviiions fufficient, not only to vic- 
tual the cafile for many months, but which 
did ferve to maintain the whole army billeted 
in the city a long time after ; and their money 
they peceived within few months after, by 
certificate from heqce upon the chamber of 
London ; according to an order made by both 
honfes of parliament in England, for prefent 
payment to be made to mch as laid in any 
provifions for the army in Ireland. There 
was then further order taken to new diff and 
clear an old well, long fince flopped up, 
within the walls of the caftle ; and to provide 
all other neceflaries fit for a fiege. This was 
the firft ftep to the fafety of this place, and 
gave great comfort and fecurity to all the 
£ngli£ and proteftants. 

The caftle being thus happily provided for, ^ ^o»^ 
the lords took it next into their care how to SprovST 
fecure the city in fome fort, againft any fud- ^ *« 
den attempts. And this proved a work not t^^^^^of 
eafy to be efieded, not only in regaitl of the Dublin. 
crazinefs of the walls, the large fuburbs, an4 
weaknefs of the place ; but much more- in re-* 
fped of the corrupt ill affe Aions of the popifli 
inhabitants within the city : fo ftrangely were 
many of them deluded with the ill infufions 
of their priefts, as they did certainly (as we 
found afterwards by woful experience) do all 
G that 
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i'<^4»- that in them lay, to promote the rebelliotis 
*-*^^^^ defigns then fet on foot (as they believed) 
only for the rc-fettlement of their religion, 
and recovery of their liberties. They were 
the inftruments to convey away privately 
moll of the chief confpirators, who would 
have furprifed the caftle on the 2 3d of Odo- 
ber. They fecretly entertained many of the 
rebels that came out of the country; they 
likewife fent them relief that were abroad, 
by fecret ways, conveying as well annLmuni- 
tiori, as intelligence of all paflages from hence. 
And fuch ftrong averfions had they againft 
all contributions for the maintenance of his 
majefty^s army, as in the very beginning of 
the rebellion, when the lords fent for the 
mayor and aldermen, and laying before them 
the high neceffities of the ftate, together with 
the apparent danger of the whole city and 
kingdom, defired to borrow a confiderable 
fum of money for the prefent, whicih they 
undertook to repay out of the next treafure 
that fliould arrive out of England : the popiih 
party among them was fo prevalent, as that, 
after a molt ferious confultation and very 
folemn debate among themfelves, they re- 
turned this anfwer. That they were not able 
. to furnifli above forty pounds, and part of 
that was to be brought in in cattle.

juft at the very time defign'd for the execu- ^'^^^ 
tion of the great plot. The Pretence was 
fpecious, but certainly their intentions, how 
finely foever covered over, were to have thofe 
men in a readinels together, at the very time 
appointed for the firft breaking out of thefe 
unnatural troubles. And as for thofe men 
which lay within the harbour of Dublin, they 
were fo great a terror to all the proteftant in- 
habitants in the city, as it exceedingly per- 
plexed the lords how to difpofe of them as 
might prevent the mifchief juftly feared, in 
cafe of their landing. " Their commanders 
had fo handfomely ordered the matter, as 
.though they were defigned for a long voyage, 
yet ftay on Ihip-board any longer they could 
not, by reafon they had no viftuals, not even 
enough to carry them out of the harbdur ; 
and no man had. order, in the abfence of cch 
lotfel Barry, who retired himfelf fome few 
miles out of the town, the. very evening be- 
fore the caftle ihould have been taken, tq pro?- 
vide for the further fupplying of them. To 
fuflFer them to land, was to add fo many in- 
ftniments of mifchief to thofe already gather- 
ed within and about the city. Therefore it 
was refolved, that the captain of the king^s 
pinnace, then in the harbour, fliould by force 
keep them from landing; which he did feveral 
days together, till it was apparent they would 
inevitably ftarve, if a courfe were not fud- 
denly taken to afford them fome reUef. 
Whereupon the lords having no means to . 

victual them aboard, gave them leave to land, 
having firft taken order they fhould not come 
into the city-

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itf4». The lords juftices and council thought fit 
^^^^^ within very few days after the landing of 
jrociama- thcfe men, the more to deter them, andfall 
^b^ other ill affected perfons from repairing to the 
S^ds^jufti- city of Dublin, to iffue out a proclamation 
^ ^i for the difcovery and prefent removal of all 
^**^ fuch as did or fliould come and continue there 
without juft or neceffary caufe. But fo carc^ 
fill were diey in this, and all other their ac- 
tions, not to give any diftafte to the Irifli or 
other inhabitants of the country, as they for- 
bore to inflift any punifliment upon any that 
continued in the city contrary to tiieir pro* 
clamation, foaring feveral perfons whom they 
had not only juft caufe to be jealous of, but 
,who were brought before them, and convin- 
ced to have uttered fpeeches clearly difcovcr- 
ing their ill affedions. And having by late 
iproclamations prorogued the paiiiament, and 
adjourned Michaelmas term, that under pre- 
tence of repair to either of them, unneceffary 
concourfe of ftrangers might not be brought 
unto the town, they proceeded on to fomc 
other afts, which as they conceived would 
not only render great fecurity to the city, but 
leffen the difteinpers abroad, bring fafety to 
the pale, arid keep the dangers at diftance, and 
far off from thtm. And for this purpofe they 
being informed, that a multitude of the meaner 
fort of people were i^orantly involved in 
the guilt of this rebelhon, and by the wicked 
feducement of the firft confpirators had been 
drawn on to defpoil their Englifli neighbours, 
they iffued out a proclamation about the bc- 
^nning of the month of November, declar- 
ing unto all fuch as were not freeholders with- 
in the counties of Meath, Weft-Meath; Lowth, 
and Longford; that if they would come in 

and 
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ajid fubmity make reftitution of the goods fo Jf*j:^ 
taken, they fliould be received to his ma- 
jefty*s mercy, and no further profecution held 
a^inft them. * 

Much about the time of the fendine forth a i 
of this proclamation, fome of the chief of the f^^^^ to 
fcpt of the Rely's, and other prime gentlemen ^^J.*®*^ . 
in the county of Civan, fent up a kind of re- ioundi,"' 
monftrance to the lords juftices and counciL *^ *« 
Whereunto they returned them a very fair Sc coSty 
anfv(rer, afluring them of their readhiefs to ^ ^^^ 
give aU juft redrefs of their grievances ex- 
prcffed' therein, fo they woula in the mean 
time retire peaceably to their houfes, reftore, 
as they were able, the Englilh mens goods, 
and forbear all further a^ of rapine and vio- 
Icnce. And they did prefently fend over their 
remonftrance to the lord lieutenant, to be pre- 
fented to his majefty, according to their de- 
iires. But the^ ways of moderation and 
peaceable perfwaiions, proved of very little 
effec):, they had no manner of influence into 
the refolved minds of the leaders, or of ope-? 
ration upon the hardened hearts of the peo- 
ple; they were too deeply engaged, fo flightly 
to retire. They had now drenched thenuelve$ 
into the blood of the Engliih, and were great* 
ly enriched with their fpoils. It w^ i^ot pof- 
fible for th^ to make reftitution, wid they 
hoped to go through with the work, and by • 
the united power of the kingdom to draiw the 
whole management of the affair^ in(o .their 
own hands. 

And now likewife the lords iiiftices, and coomuA 
council, that they might fhew tne great con- ^^artiafuw 
fidence they had in the lords and chief gen- grantedim- 
tlemen of the pale, and giye them both op- ^fo^fj^ 
portunity and means to exprefs their loyalty the lords 
G 3 andl'^'"- 
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i«4f- and affecHons to his majefty's fervice, refolvcd 
'^^'"^'^^ (according as the conftitution of their affairs 
then required) to do fome fuch afts as might 
clearly perfuade them of the great tnift they 
really repofed in them. And therefore firft 
they gave out feveral commifGons of martial 
law, for executing (without attending a pro- 
ceeding according to the ordinary courfe of 
the common law) of fuch traitors and rebels 
as fiiould be apprehended doing mifchief in 
any parts of the country about them. And 
thefe they directed to the moft active gentle- 
men, though all papifis, inhabiting in the fe- 
veral counties; as, to Henry Talbot in the 
county of Dublin, John Bellew, efq; in the 
county of Lowth, Richard Dal ton and James 
Tuit, efqrg; in the county of Weft-Meath, Va- 
lerian Wefley, in the county of Meath, James 
Talbot in the county of Cavan.

ment or afliftance to their rebellious defigns. 
The commifiion direfted to. the lord of Gtor- 
manftone, I have thought fit here to infert. {t 
was found afterwards in his ftudy by fome 
of his majefty's army, when he and all the 
reft of the governors that were of the Romifli 
reKgion, thus chofen, deferted their houfes, 
and openly declared themfclves in a^al re- 
bellion.

In thefe conuniffions it is very obfervabic, 
that there was power given to thefe lords 
and gentlemen to whom they were direftedt 
not only toufefire andfwcMrd, for the de- 

flruftion 
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jfj^^ ftrudion of the rebels and their adherents^ 
but alfo to preferve the lives of any of them^ 
to receive them, or any of them into his ma- 
jefty^s favour or mercy. This plainly ihews 
the very great confidence the lords were pleai^ 
ed to repofe in them ; as alfo their defires to 
make them inftruments, to deliver thofe mul» 
titudes of people that engaged themfelves ia 
this rebellion, from the power, either of his 
majefty's arms, or civil juftice. They in- 
tended nothing but the redudng of a rebel- 
lious nation; and they at the firft applied leni- 
tives, which failing in the cure, they were af- 
terwards then enforced to have recourfe to 
more violent medicines. 
^^ That thefe governors thus conftituted,

council, a certain proportion of arms, to be employ- 
ed for the arming of fome men to be raifed 
in each county for the common fafety, be- 
ilides the arms they gave them, and other 
gentlemen, for the defence of their own pri- 
vate houfes. As to the lord of Gormanftone, 
there were delivered arms for five hundred 
men, for the county of Meath. There were 
alfo delivered arms for three hundred men 
for the county of Kildare. Arms for three 
hundred men for the county of Lewth. 
Arms for three hundred men for the county 
of Weaftmeath. Arms for three hundred 
men for the county of Dublin. And about 
the fame time there were fent down four 
Jiuodred muikets, to the lords of the Ardcs 

and 
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fnd Clandeboys, for the arming of the Scots, 
in the county of Down. All of thefe had 
powder, lead, and match, proportionable to 
their arms, at the fame time delivered unto 
them. 

But now the poifon of this rebellion ^^^^ 
which had hitherto contained itfelf within ^tWn* 'the 
the northern counties, and the confines of F"™«o^ 
them, began to be deffiifed into other parts d«ckrr 
of the kingdom. It had already infefted the then^civea 
counties of Letrim, Longford, Weft-Meath, ws. ^^ 
^nd Lowth, lying contiguous unto them. 
And upon the 12 th of November, the Irifli 
in the county of Wicklow brake out moft 
fiirioufly, defpoiling, robbing and murther- 
ing all the Englilh inhabitants within that 
territory. They burnt all their fair, well built 
houfes, drove away their cattle, and laid fiege 
to fort Carew, wherein was a foot company 
of the old army. The news 'being brought 
to the lords juftices thereof, they well confi- 
dered the importance of the place, and that 
if it were in the hands of the rebels, and 
that whole county in their poffeffion, they 
could expefl: little quietnefs, ' or even fafety 
in the city, by reafon of their near neigh- 
bourhood. Whereupon they were moft de- 
firous to have fent down forces for the relief 
of it But when they came on the other fidd 
to confider their want of means for the per- 
formance of that fervice, that they had no 
money, but few men, and many of them not 
fit to be trufted ; that.it would be very dange- 
rous to divide their fmall forces, and fo to 
leave the city in a manner unguarded, they 
were enforced to lay afide that refolution, and 
^th gi*^at grief to fit ftill and fufFer the poor 
^glim in thofc parts to be expofed to the 

mercilefs 
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merdlefs cruelties of thofe barbarous rebels 
who went on furioufly with the work, and 
quickly dear'd all the county of the Eneliih 
inhabitants. Within few days after^ the uiih 
in the counties of Wexford and Caterlagh be* 
^n to rife likewife, and to follow the Uoody 
examples of their neighbours. There were 
now alfo great appearances of the diiloyalty 
of the county of Kildare, who with large 
proteflations under the pretence of doing fer- 
vice, had got into, their hands the arms and 
munitioA defigned for them by the fiate. And 
fo myfierious and doubtful was the carriage of 
the lords and chief gentlemen of the Englilh 
pale, giving no manner of intelligence to the 
ftate of the proceedings of the rebels, nor 
making any kind of preparatives ag^ainft them, 
as their infections began even then to be jufily 
fufpeded. 
^ ^^ So as the city of Dublin being the rccep- 
conaidon taclc of the whole ftate, the magazine of all 
^ r^i^. ^^^ arms, munition, and other provifions for 
the army, and the chief fanchiary of all the 
Englifh and defpoiled Proteftant^ was now 
reduced to a very fad condition, defperately 
cncorapaffed on every fide, the northern re- 
bels being come down in two feveral parties 
with great forces within twenty miles of it 
on the one fide, and the rebels of the county 
of Wicklow infeftittg it on the other fide : 
which with the great reSfort of ftrangers, and 
the continual rumoiurs of new plots and di- 
If'mJ^- ^^^^^ ^° fuiprife the town, poffcffed the pro- 
iiicn and* tcftants with extraordinaiy fears of their pre- 
lt^6^ of ^^.^f danger. But that which made their con- 
DubUn, in ditiou appear much mortf formidable unto 
ftrTbk Jt ^^^^.^ w^ ^e daily repair of multitudes of 
ftuic. Engliih. that came up in troops, ftripped and 

miferably 
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tniferably dcfpoiled, out of the North. Many «*4«. 
pcrfons of good rank and quality, covcr'd 
over with old rags, and fome without-«iy 
other covering than a little twified ftraw to 
hide their nakednefs, fome reverend minifters 
and others that had efcaped with their lives, 
forely wounded. Wives came bitterly lament- 
ing the murders of their hufbands; mothers of 
their children, barbaroufly deftroyed before 
their faces, poOr infants read^to perilh and 
pour out their fouls in their mothers bofoms : 
Jbme over-wearied with long travel, and fo 
furbated, as they came creeping on their 
knees ; others frozen up with cold, ready 
to give up the ghoft in the fbeets : others 
over-whelmed with grief, diilraded with their 
lofles, loft alfo their fenfes. 

Thus was the town, within the compafs 

of a few days after the breaking out of this 

•rebdlion, filled with thefe mou lamentable 

fpedades of forrow, which in great numbers 

wandred up and down in all parts of the 

city, defolate, forfaken, having no place to 

lay their heads on, no cloathing to cover 

their nakednefs, no food to fill their hungry 

bellies. And to add to their miferies, they 

. found all manner of relief very difpr opor 

tionable to their wants, the popim inhabitants 

rHFufing to minifter the leaft comfort unto 

them; fo as thofe fad creatures appeared 

like living ghofis in every ftreet. Many empty 

houfes in the city, were by fpecial direction 

taken up for them ; bams^ ftables, zad out- 

houfes filled with them, yet many lay in the 

open ilreets, a^d others under ftalls, and 

t there mofl miferably periflied. The churches 

were the common receptacles of the meaner 

fort of them, who ftood there in a moft d<Je- 

ful 
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fill pofture, as objcfls of charity, in fo great 
multitudes, as there was fcarce any paflage 
into them. But thofe of better qusjity, who 
could not frame themfelves to be conunon 
beggars, crept into private places ; and fome 
of them, that had not private friends to re- 
lieve them, even wafted filently away, and 
fo died without noife. And fo bitter was the 
remembrance of their former Condition, and 
fo infupportable the burthen of their prefent 
calamity to many of them, as they even re- 
fufed to be comforted. I have known of 
fome that lay almoft naked, and having 
cloathes fent, laid them by, refufing to put 
:them on. Others that would not ftir to fetch 
themfelves food, though they knew where 
it ftood ready for them. But they continued 
to lie naftily in their filthy rags, and even 
their own dung, not taking care to have any 
thing clean, handfome or comfortable about 
them. And fo even worn out with the mi* 
fery of the joiimey and cruel ufage, having 
their fpirits fpent, their bodies wafted, and 
their fenfes failing, lay here pitifully languifli- 
ing ; and foon after they had recovered this 
town, very many of them died, leaving their 
bodies as monuments of the moft inhuman 
cruelties ufed towards them. The greateft 
part of the women and children -thus bar- 
baroufly expelled out of their habitations, pe- 
riflied in the city of Dublin : and fo great 
numbers of them were brought to their 
graves, as all the church-yards within the 
whole town were of too narrow a compafs 
to contain them. So as the lords took order 
to have two large pieces of new ground, one 
on each fide the river, taken in upon the 
out-greens, and fet a-part for burying-places. 

Thefe 
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Thefe were the memoiable fpechides of mer- "41. 
cyi and of the great commiferation the rebels ^^'^^ 
ufed to thofe Engliihy to whom they gave 
their lives for a prey. But what their mflfe- 
rings were, before they could get out of the 
hands cf thofe bloody villains, what ftrange 
horrid inventions they ufed towards them, 
torturing and maflacring thofe they there 
murdered, is referved to be more fiilly relat- 
ed in its proper place. They are left upon 
record to pofterity, under the oaths of many 
that efcaped, and mentioned here to no other 
purpofe, than to Ihew the ftrange horror and 
amazement the beholding of them bred in all 
the Englifh and proteftant inhabitants of the 
city. They feeing the rebels prevail fo migh- 
tily, expected if they continued here to be 
undoubtedly expofed to the fame cruelties. 
And they now underftood by thofe who were 
come up from among them, that their defign 
was, as foon as they had taken in Tredagh, 
to come and feizeupon the city and caftle of 
Dublin, and fo make a general extirpation of 
all the Engliih, root and branch, not to leave 
them name or pofterity throughout th« whole 
kingdom. 

It is eafy to conjechire what a fad con- Thenars 
fufed countenance the city then had. What dom tuhl 
fears, terrour, and aftonifliment the mifera- >« the city 
ble fpccbcles within, and the approaches of ^^ ^^*'"- 
the rebels without, raifed in the minds of an 
affrighted, diftracled people. The Englifh in- 
habitants looked upon 2dl the horrid cruel- 
ties exercifed abroad, all the calamities and 
defblations fallen upon their country-men in 
other parts of the kingdom, as arrived at 
thefe gates, and now ready to enter : the 
avenues all open, neither hope nor means, 

neither 
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««4x. neither rampiers nor trenches to keep thtSSi 
^^"^'^^ out Notwithftanding the cardul travels and 
endeavours ufed by the lords juftices and 
coundi to make provifion for the common 
fifety, no money could be raifed^ few men 
gotten together ; the papifts well furniihed 
with arms dofely concealed, and defperately 
animated by their priefts to all manner ol 
mifchief : no fortifications about the iuburbs, 
nor any manner of defence for the city, but 
an old ruinous wall, part whereof fell down 
in the very height of thefe difh:adions. And 
fo carelefs were the xitizens, and fo flowly 
went they about the making up that breach, 
• as under pretence of want o? money, they let 
it lie open till the lords fent unto them 40 1. 
towards the reparation. All things tended to 
a fudden confufion ; the face of uae very city 
was now changed, and had fuch a gnsdUy 
afpeA, as feemed to portend her near ap» 
proaching ruin : the means of fafety appear* 
in^ very flender and inconiiderable : the ap- 
plications, by reafon of the fhrange Avcrfions 
of the popiih party, of a very flow and weak 
operation. Every man began to confider 
himjfelf, and his own private prcfervation. 
Thofe that lived in the fuburbs removed, 
with their families, into the city. The privy 
counfello^s and perfons of quality, into the 
caftle, which became a common repofitory of 
all things of value* The rolls were by fpedal 
order removed thither : the records of feveral 
other offices were likewife brought in. But 
upon the rebels advance fomewhat nearer, 
and their frequent alarms, many of thofe 
w* who had there taken fanftuary, began to fut 

peft the ftrength of thofe old crazy walls, and 
therefore to make fure, refolved to quit the 

kingdom. 
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kittgdaiKit^ imbarqnifig tiieiiifcivies and tfaeSr ^J^ 
good^ with all poffll^e ^ecL Some who ^ ^ 
were detained with coatnoy winds in tht 
harbottr, chofe rather to endure all extttmi- 
ties on fhipboard, then to hazard themMv^ 
a^ihoar agaki. The Scottiih fiihermen, wiio 
lay with their boats in great numbers within 
the bay, £fhing for herrrngs, having, with 
sauch forwardneis, made an offer to thefiate^ 
to bring five hundred of. their men a-dBioar to 
be put in artiwand do prefent.fervice (a piT>- . 
pofidon at that feafon moft acceptable) were 
io firangely affrighted one evening widt a falie 
aJamit as that in the night, on a mdden, they 
fmt to fea« and quite difappeared on thefe 
coafls till the year following. The papifts on 
the other fide being moft confident' that the 
city would be taken and fack'd by the re- 
bels, and fearing left haply they might be 
miftaken in the tumult and fierce execution, 
removed themfelves and their goods with 
the fame fpeed into the country. And that 
which heightned the calamity of the poor 
Endiifh, was their flight in the winter, in- 
fuch a difinal, ftormy, tempeftuous feafon, as 
in the memory of man had never been ob- 
ferved formerly to continue fo long together. 
Yet the terrour of the rebels incomparably 
prevailing beyond the rage of the fea, moft 
of thofe who could provide themfelves of 
dipping, though at never fo exceflive rates, 
deferted the city: and fuch was the, violence 
of the winds, fuch continuing impetuous 
ftorms, as feveral barques were caft away ; 
feme in three months after their going from 
hence could recover no port in England ; and 
almoft all that then put to fea, were in great 
danger of perilhing. The iniquities of the

»**«•* Englifh nation, whidi were very great in this 
^"""^''^ kingdom, were now full : heaven and earth 
feemed to confpire together for the puniih- 
ment of them. God certainly declared his 
high indignation againft them for their great 
iins wherewith they had long continued to 
provoke him in this land, and fufTered thefe 
.barbarous rebels to be the inihnnients of mif- 
chief, and cruel executioners of his fierce 
1^^^ *5. wrath upon them. . But « becaufe they have 
-taken vengeance with a*defpiteful heart, to 
dcftroy them for the old hatred ;" he will 
certainly iti his own time « execute great 
vengeance upon them with furious rebukes:" 
as he thrcatned the Philiitians in the like 
cafe.

THUS wc fee what a great hdgfat this i*4i- 
rebellion was grown up unto, within ^^^"""^^"^ 
the ipace of le& than one month, after the w'^^" 
very firft appearance of it : what horrid mur- ™ p^ ^ 
ders, cruel out-rages, and fearful desolations 2^'*^^" 
it had already wrought in one province, and 
what a powerful operation the cruelties there 
aded had upon other parts. But before I 
pafs ftirther, or come to declare the univerfal 
dilatation of it throughout the whole king- 
dom, and how it pleafed God even mira- 
raculoufly to blefs the painful endeavours of 
the ftate, in the prefervation of the city and 
cafile of Dublin, till the arrival of their long 
expeded fuccours out of England : I hold it 
Hi ■ . ... c??^ 
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itf4>- not amifs to look back, and (as far as the late 
^-"^ '^ -difeoveiws aad dark gUflBmurarings we hav^ 
into the firft plot will admit) to trace it up to 
the firft beginnings we find of it within this 
kingdom of Irdland. 
Who were ^onccxning tliie firft /wiginal of this great 
teif^ cftnfpii:acy, uu likcwife the faft plotters and 
yet clearly contrivcrs of it, I muft ingenuoufly confefs, 
**^'^*^- that I am myfelf imich unfetisfied in the firft 
conceptions of this €ii€»09ou« bkU^ and 
therefore ihiU «ot4V9wlie -s^le-dearly to re- 
folve others therein : I cannot yet determine 
who were the very firft contrivers, where the 
find ifebfites w^c ^entent^ned, or wbo firft 
fate in council about it This, as all <^er 
works of this nature, liad its foundation laid 
i^ ibe ^ferk, an4 -fealed nig, ao <ioub^ wit^ 
many execrable oaths, the great engines of 
thefe times, to bind isp the confciences as 
well as .the toogups of men from difcoveiy r- 
befides, they knew well enough, that tnc 
flat Jaeiog xaaSt abominable ia itfelf, to be 
carried on with fuch deteftable cruelty, fhould 
ht itake and be fuily ^executed '(whidi com- 
jnooSy Rines to dl odier treafons applaufe 
and io^eft xxunmendaition) woidd ceitainly 
mndcr ibe £rft authors, as skoH as the bloody 
' aActfa, jmoft' odious and eKecrafale to all po- 
fifiidty ! ithecefoK it is not much to be woa^ 
dcntd, that Ac Jbft beginnings, fo tnyfterious 
And iift>fcu2iely laid, ffemain as yiet concealed 
Uotfa do gnsatObftinacy : imt yrt I am very 
coBffidnnt, that .mpon view of feveral examinar 
tiona, any reafonaUe jnan will conclude mnA 
me, ithat >tfae verydBuft .prinoifRes of this u- 
humanxonfpiracy^ wece coughly drawn and 
iammered out /of the fXtQlM^ Jf^^^ ^ow^ 
arfiilLy fomented by <tbe Jtseackeiy and vm> 
>•: .., . lent 
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lent animofities of fome of die hiflr. aadvM^ ^^^ 
and fo by degrees, by them< moukledr wM ^ ' ^ 
that u^y ihape wherem it ficff appeaisA: 
tliere certainly it reeeiTed ike Sdk Itfe and 
motion, wlietber at Rom^t wfastker in^indbad, 
or in any other place^ I cannot yet dcitnakxt : 
but my meaning ia^ k was fiiit hatched and 
fet on foot by UBofc mofbTigibiik and inia* 
fiiious cai&aits^ vHba are ftnt cdntiamtSif 
abroad iiy the power of that &e widi: ftw 
commUiion, fer fn & offitf^^ to mahe waqp 
for the re-ettaUtflmudnlr of the Komiiflb reU- 
fpom hi ali parts where it hath been fap* 
prefied. Great numbers of theie i^ikted ift% 
Jbroments (dile laws agsdnil all the^Romidr 
clergy,, being of lafts hod afide, and taciklyr 
iaiQiendcd execution) came o^er into ivefamd.: 
the main groimd^waik, and firft prcvdif^iDfiH 
taons ta a lebdlion in genecai^ weremoft turn* 
doobtediy with great dextstrity and arttifico 
laid by them ; dieur yeneaums kifttiSonlakkn 
&ch detp root in the minds. o£ a blind, ig^ 
moEaat^ fuperftitions poapie^ as meade. theoi 
leady fin* a change; the ^reat coe^ itak(« 
dnevcmily to jitit and cdntnve, Ihe JaferiQe 
fcrt tumuhnoufly torife up and exeente what^ 
ibever they fliould coiamand. 

And if we vnH give credit to fet^eral tlL4. 
annnadons taken, nnny of diem front thcrfh 
of their own, wer Bsuift faeheve diejdot fer a 
lebellion in Ireland^ of a very ancient cfete^ 
as well as^ of a large extent: it had been ksag 
ia contriving, and harfbever, petadventuco 
firft thought on in Ireland, yet leceswd large 
contribntionff towards the confnnmndon out ^jf^^, 
of Engkmd and qther foreign, ports, a icbeiuoii 

I have £een an examination of one, wha ^^*^^. 
affirms he heard £t: confidently avenged by em'datc. * 
H 3 Malone 
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«^«- Malone a prieft, one that ftiled himfdf Chap- 

^"'"''^''^ lain Major within the Pale, that he himfelf 

had been fevcn years employed in bringing 

on this plot to perfe<%on, and that he had 

travdled into feveral parts about it. 

Mr. Goldfmith, a minifier in Conaught, 
told me, that he did, a full year before the 
rebellion broke out, receive a letter from a 
brother of his, refiding at Bruflels, wherein he 
gave him notice thereof, though fo obfcurcly^ 
as he well underftood it not till afterwards. 
Patrick • Patrick O Bryan, of the pariih of Galloom^ 
^J^^J in the coiinty of Fermanagh, affirmeth upon 
turn. oath, that all the nobles in the kingdom that 
were papifts, had a hand in this plot, as well 
as the lord Mac-Gwire, Hugh Oge, and Mac- 
Mahown ; that they exped^d aid out of Spain 
by Owen Roe O Neal j and that colonel Plun- 
ket, one of thofe that was to be an ador in 
the. furprife of the caftle of Dublin, told him, 
that he knew of this plot eight years fince, 
and that within thcfe three years he hath 
i^Mids sa- been more fully acquainted with it. Francis 
efq; his ei- Sachevcril, efq; hath depofed, that at feveral 
amixution. times fiiortly after the beginning of this re- 
bellion, he hath heard four feveral popifii 
Eriefts, viz. Hugh Rely of the county of 
town, Edmund O Tuniiah of the county of 
Armagh, Morice Mac-Credan of the coimty 
of Tyrone, and James Hallegan of thecounty 
of Armagh, fay. That the priefls, jcfuits and 
inars of England, Ireland, Spain, and other 
countries beyond the feas, were the plotters, 
projeftors and contrivers of this rebellion 
and infurre&ion, and that they have been 
thefe fix years in agitation and preparation of 
the fame; and that the faid priefts did then 
exprefs a kind of joy that the fame was 

brought 
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brought to fo good clFccl : he alio further 
depofeth, that at feveral times Ever Boy 
Mat-Gennis in the county of Down, gent, 
and Hugh O Haganin the county of Armagh, 
gent did brag and fay, that they doubted not 
but that they fliould Ihortly conquer the En-* 
glifh in the kingdom, and enjoy the fame qui- 
etJy to themfelves, and that they would not 
reft fo content, but they would raifc ftrong 
armies to invade and conquer England.' 
Roger Moore, one of the prime confpirators, 
told Mr. Colely, then prifoner with him, tha.t 
the plot had been in. framing feveral years^ 
and ihould have been executed feveral times,^ 
but they were ftill hindred. By letters fent 
from Rome to fir Hielim O Ncal, and the 
lord Mac-Gwire, which were intercepted and' 
brought to the lord Paribus, though the 
fryar that writ them doth not exprefs any 
certain knowledge of this very plot ; yet 
thus much appears by them, that they had 
long defired to hear of the rifing of the Irifli; 
that the news of fir Phelim O NeaPs taking 
arms was very acceptable to the pope and 
and his two cardinal nephews, alTuring him- 
of all affiftance from thence; and further, 
defiring him to fend an agent to Rome, and 
to employ feveral perfons of his own nation,' 
whom he there named, then refiding at Ma- 
drid, Paris, and with the emperour, they 
being fit infiruments, and fuch as he might 
make ufe of for the procuring fuccours from 
thofe princes whom he affured him would 
join to give him all affiftance in this aftion. The infli 
Befides thefe, we have very many other ^»^«^*^'« 
prefumptions that the Irifli^ fince they found (T^^ to * 
their own ftrerlgth, and that they were ^'^^^°^ 
able tp draw together, fo great numbers of {jf^ g^ 

H 4 men, vcrnmcnL 
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^^ tlplied during the late peace, csm now af-^ 
fordy. h^ve long had it in deiign to fhake off 
the Engliflx government, to fettle the ik4)oI& 
power of the fiate. in the hands of the na^ 
tiy^, and to re-pgifefs f hem of all the landsi 
npw enjoyed by the Britifh throughout the 
kingdom : and that in this plot they did but 
go about to actuate thofe confuted general. 
ik)tions, and to put them in a way of execu^ 
tion. Now they fuppofed there could never 
be offered unto, them a fairer of^octunity 
than this, mofi unhappy conjundure of tho 
afiairs of Great-Britain^ when Scotland late** 
ly in, arms, had by their own power and 
wHk management drawn his majefly to coor* 
(iefcend to their entire latisfadion^ as well 
in their chujrch-diicipline, as the Ubecties of 
that kingdom. And in England,, the Difbrac-^ 
lions being grown to fbme height, through 
tjbie great mifunderilanding betwixt the king, 
aoid his parliament^ Ireland was at this time 
left nakqd and unregarded, the government 
in the handi ojF jumces, the old army di£> 
perfcd in places of io great diflance, as. it 
could be of little advantage, the common. 
ibldiers mofi o£ them^ Irsfh, and all* the okl, 
coroiyuipders an^ caf>tains, except fome fe w^ 
wom out and gone :. this, as the fir&pIotterSr 
thought,. W2^ the tia^e to work out their own 
ends. ; and masking their perfidious deiigns 
under the public pretences of religion, and 
the defei^ce of liis msyefty's prerogative, they 
let loofe the xew& of their own vindidive 
humour and irreconcileabk hatred to their 
Britilh neighbours. 

I will noc prefurae to fay, they knew what 
would fall out in.

diviae, of the difinal breach and feavAd 
diftempers which afterwards foUqwed ta the 
di&Uiag oi th« kingdom of £nglaii<l from 
applying resaedios towards the sedueement 
c^ Ir^nd« For the atteftatioft of this truths 
1 could pvoduce the g^oeiral eoaci^OTence of 
fevers^ ekcumAatKes, many privaite ddfcour- 
&& and advertifeifiemts^ as aJfo a particiaJar 
letter which I had long by me, written a» it 
ieeaiSy ham a very inteUigent papift^ a great 
zcriot in the caA^fe,; unto a nephew of fir 
Toby Matthew&y then m Dublin^ who thcf 
laitely coiwerted, retained yet a greal: friendV 
ihjf among thsem. He tells hdm in the be^ 
gioniag of hifr letter ; ^ That he was d&- 
fired &om ibfiobe well wiihing friends^ to ad^ 
irife him, as he tendred hi» fafety and fecu^ 
nty, upon tb^ fight of tho^ inftantly to for- 
ihke andabajadon tha£ troublefdnie and naoft 
UofoFtunate kingdom, f^r God and man had 
^edily refolved to ^flift and punifii the o» 
ver-gFown ii&pieties of thefe prophane times, 
all hearts and haada h^tppily confpiring to it ; 
and that he ftould be as fpeedy in his paf- 
iage a» was poffibk, and rather, as the cafe 
fiood, hazard all dangers by fea, than the 
leail at land, to be fure not to flop in £ng- 
land^, efpecially at London, that fink of fin 
(as he calla it) aod center of d^orders, for

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»*4». by that time he arrived there, he fkotdd be 
'^"^~"-^. furc to find nothing but troubles, fadions and 
defparate diftempers ; that he ihould difpatch 
.therefore for Paris, or rather Bruffels, where

This letter was written about the beginning 
of November 1 64 1, which was fome few days 
after the breaking out of this rebellion, and 
fill] fix months before the taking up of arms 
in England. 
fo!^trew- Now for the very time when this great 
Hon in Ire- plot received its firft form, though I conceive 
difiS^d i^ ^f fomcwhat a more antient date, yet by 
to the lord all the examinations I have hitherto feen, I

about the January, 1640, and that it was about that 
john^^BdJ^' time communicated to fome of the chief gen- 
iew*s return tlemen of Ulftcr, the lord Mac-Guire doth 
Zd!^S^ Sufficiently tcftify as well in the relation writ- 
commiffion ten With his own hand in the tower, and de- 
!hc'plriul^ Hvered by him to fir John Coniers, then lieu- 
ment in Ire- tenant, to be prefented to the lords in parlia- 
wM^inTja^ tnent, as alfo in his examination taken before 
i<54«« the lord Lambert and fir Robert Meredith^ 
knight, in Ireland, March 26th; 1642. In 
both thefe he acknowledgeth, that he beings 
in Dublin in Candlemas term, about the time 
when Mr. John Bellew came out of England 
with the commiflton for the continuance of 
the parliament in Ireland j Roger Moore ac- 
quainted him, that if the Irifli would rife, they 
might make their own conditions-for the re- 
gaining of their lands, and freedom of their 
religion ; and further faith, that he had fpok- 
en with fundry of Leinfter to that purpofe, , 
who would be ready to join with them, as 
likewife a good part of Conaught, and that 

he 
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he found all of them willing thereto, if fo be 
they could draw to them the gentlemen of 
Ulften 

Now for the manner of putting this plot 
in execution, the faid lord Mac-guire, doth 
further teftify in his relation aforefaid, that 
the fold Roger Moore having the next day 
acquainted rhilip O Rely, Turlash O Neal, 
brother to fir Phelim O Neal, Matter Cofl6e, 
and Mac-Mahon herewith, did propofe, that 
firft, every one ihould endeavour to draw his 
own friends into that aft, at leaft thofe that 
did live in one country with them ; and that 
when they had fo done, they Ibould fend for 
the Irifh in the Low-countries and in Spain, 
to let them know of the day and refolution^ 
fo that they might be over with them by that 
day,or foon after, with fupply of arms and mu- 
nition ; that there Ihould be a fet day appoint- 
ed, and every one in his own quarters fliould 
life out that day, and fetze upon all the arms 
he could get in his own county, and this day 
to be near winter, fo that PIngland cQuld not 
be able to fend forces into Ireland before- 
May, and by that time there was no doubt to^ 
be made, but that they themfelves would be 
fupplied by the Irifh from beyond the feas. 
Then he told them further, that there was no 
doubt to be made of the Irilh joining with 
them, and that all the doubt ^^asin the gen- 
tlemen of the pale ; but he faid, for his own 
part, he was really afTured, that when they 
had rifen out, the pale gentlemen would not 
flay long after, at leaft they would not op- 
pole any thing; and that in cafe they did, 
that they had men enough in the kingdom 
without them : moreover; that he had fpoken 
to a great man (who then fhould be namelefs)

^ »^4»>^ vrh^ would not £ul at the day appointed, to 
^ " ^ appear and to be feen in the ad^ but that 
till theii he was fwom not to reveal him^ 
but yet that upon their importunity, he af- 
terwards told them, it was the lord of Mayo> 
who was very powerful in the command of 
meft in thofe parts of Conaught where he 
Jived : he fiother faith, that in Lent follow- 
jskgf Kfr. Moore, accoiding to his promife^ 
came into Ulfter, but that nothing was done 
tlnere, bot all matters put off till Mrjr foUow-* 
ing, when they met at Dublin, it being both 
parfiament and term time, and that from 
thence thev difpatched one Tooly Conley 
pariih prieft to Mr. Moore, to Colonel ONeal^ 
in the Low-comtries, who within few months* 
after arrived with this anfwer from the faid 
Cohmel^ defiring them not to delay any time 
in rifing out, but to let him know of the day 
when they inbended it, and that he would: 
not fail to be with them within fourteen days 
of that day, with good aid; alfa defiring thenr 
by any means to leize on the caftle of DuUinr 
if they could. And further he faith, that dur- 
ing the time of thefe their private meetingSy 
them landed at Dublin, Colonel Bime, Ccuo- 
nd Phinket, captain Brian O Neal and others^ 
wha came with dzredions to carry men away> 
aaid that thefe were acquainted wilth the plot, 
and did offer l^eir fervice to bring it on, that 
they would raife their men under colour ta 
C2urry tbenr into Spain, and then feize oh the 
caftle of Dutdin, and with the arms found 
there, arm their fitMiers, and have them rea- 
dy for any adion that ihould be command- 
ed them. He further aMb feith, that they had 
divert private confuhations aboUt the carry- 

ipg 
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.ing on of this confpiracf , ns^t only at Dub- J^J^ 
lin, but in fibveral ether fhc€» in the pre- ^"^'^ 
vince of UUker, and that they had fet down 
feveral days for die putting of k in execu- 
tion, but meeting with fome ohftades did 
not come to conclude of the certain time taU 
about the begpuining of September; and that 
then they peremptorily Fcfolved on the 034 
of Odober^ fox the day to ei;;6cute this loJBg 
deimaed plot in; and that they had re- 
Jfped unto the day of the weiek, which did 
^U on Saturday, being the market-day, on 
-whidi there wocdd be the lefs notice taken 
of people up and down the fireets; that they 
then ietJjed what numbers of men &ould be 
brought up out of the feveral provinces for 
the &iprifle of the caftle, aod. what comman- 
ckrs ihould lead them on ; that ieeing the 
cafUe had two gates, that the Leinfter men 
ihould undertake to feize upon the little gate, 
^which lay iieareft to the place where the anns 
aiid munition was placed; and that die gjreat 
^te ihould be undertaken by thofe of Ulft^r, 
»Bd that iir Phdim O Neal fliould be there in 
.perfon; but that he excus'd himfeLfy becauib 
jhe refohred at the fame time to feize upon 
Jjondon-derry, and thftt thereupon by the 
importunity of t^ uoikdertakers, it was im- 
^os'd upon him the faid lord Mac-Guire, to 
be there in p^rfon at the taking of the c^Ue 
lof Dublin. That it was furth^ reiblved, 
ArJhat number of forces flipuld be brought up 
out of the other provuioes, to make good 
thofe ^ces if poffcfiad by them, and thatik 
Jamfis DSlon did undertake to be there with 
^ thou&nd men within ff>ur days after the 
taking of the ]«ftle; as aKb that it was rdlolv^ 
cd tfat sevKry one privy to thi^ matter in 

every 
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t^4u every part of the kingdom, &ouhl rife oiit 
^^"^^"^ that day and feize on aJl the forts and amw 
in the feveral counties; as likewife on all the 
gentry, and make then;i prifoners, the more 
to affure themfclves againft any adverfe for- 
tune, and not to kill any, but where of nc- 
ceffity they fhould be forced thereunto by 
c^po^tion. Thefe particulars, together with 
many other circumftances very confiderable, 
are fet down in the relation given in by the 
lord Mac-Guirc, while he remained prifoner 
in the tower of London; but I have thought 
fit to forbear to relate them at large, becaufe 
I find that relation publiihed by authority, 
and fo prefented to the common view. We 
fliall find alfo, that Mac-Mahon in his exami- 
nation taken when he was firft apprehended 
by the lords jufiices and council here, doth 
teftify that all the chief of the nobility and 
gentry in this kingdom were acquainted with 
the firft plot, and particularly, that all the 

}>opi{h party in the committee fent into Eng- 
and, as .likewife in both houfes of parliament 
knew of it : in the examination of William 
Fitz-Gerald, it is there affirmed, thatiir Phc- 
lim O Neal fending for him five days after his 
rifing in arms, told him, what he did was by 
directions and confent of the prime nobility 
and gentry of the whole kingdom ; and that 
what he had done in the northern parts, the 
fame was executed at Dublin, and in all other 
forts and towns throughout Ireland: as being 
a courfe refolved upon among the lords and 
gentry, for the prefervation of his majefty*^ 
prerogative, their own religion and liberties, 
againft the puritan fadion in England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland. And that the lord of Gor- 
manftone knew of this plot while he was in 

England,

England, is teftified by lieutenant colonel J^^ 
Kead in his examination, as alfo by the lord 
Mac^nire in his relation; who faith that co- 
lonel Plunket told him, that he being at Lon* 
don^ had acquainted fome of the Inih' com- 
mittee, and particularly the lord of Gorman- 
fione, with this plot, and that they approved 
it well: colonel Plunket in his letter to father 
Patrick Barnwal, lord Abbot of MelUfont ^as 
he ililes him) doth feem much to glory in tJie 
means he had ufed to incite the lords and gen- 
try of the pale to appear in that blefled caufe 
(as he terms it) and aflures him that the lord 
of Gormanflone, whom he there calls lord- 
general, wiU go bravely on. 

And now it will be no difficult matter to The Mt 
refolve what were the fecondary fleps and ""^^^^^ 
motions of this great plot, as well as by what beiuon did 
perfons it was wrought out in Ireland, and oM^^tp- 
carried on to the very point of execution, pear in it. 
And firft it is to be obferved, that howfoever 
fir Phelim O Neal, the lord Mac-Guire, Philip 
O Rely, colonel Mac-Brian, Hu^h Mac-Ma- 
hon and their adherents, chief of the Irifh fepts 
in Ulfler, and other counties near adjacent, 
did firfl appear upon the ftage, and by the 
bloody execution, notorioufly declare them- 
felves chief adors in this homd tragedy : yet 
this rebellion was either altogether originally 
plotted by them, or moft of them had but 
fubordinate notions of it, and they as other 
of the chief nobility and gentry throughout 
the kingdom, had feveral parts affigned them 
to ad at feveral times, in feveral j^aces, and 
did but move according to the firft refoluti- 
. ons taken, and fuch direftions as they had 
received Ax)m the firfl confpirators: I take it 
to be mofl probable, after the general plot

other three provioces : they agreed iikewi& in 

recalling their commanding all the four pro* 

vinces had their particular emifiarieg abroad: 

thofe of Leinfter brought back colonel Pre* 

fion, a branch cmt of the houfe of Gorman*- 

ftone, who had long lived with good reputa* 

tion in Flanders, and hini they made general 

of their forces them ; but of Uifter they lent 

into^Pbmders likewi& for Owen Roe O Neal, 

Itpon whom they conferred the fame charre

that made ftrerai journies in lienfier, into 
UHleranziConangnt: fundrjr meflBiges were 
inteirhzngeably lent and returned the fum- 
mer before the breaking out of the i-ebellion 
"by hi* means and cntercouife betwecn^them : 
and all things ware €0 ordered for thck . 
agreement, as they were to go hand in hand 
together ; fbme of theprmcipa! gentlemen of 
the Pale, as colonel Plnilket, captain Fox, 
and others, were defigned to join with the 
lord Mac-Gh»dre, Mac-Mahon, Brian O Neal, 
Con O Neal, Hugh Bitnc, for the furprife of 
his majeftVs caftfe of Dublin. Cartan, Major 
Oomi to Owen O Neal in Handers, in his ex- 
amination taken February 1641. tells, among 
many other remarkable paffages, of feveral 
preparatives to this rebellion ; as. thstt Con O 
Neal, brother to Daniel O Neal, was.fent by 
Owen Or Neal into England, and that while 
he refidfcd diere he received letters from the 
prefident Rofle (which was fir Phflem O Heal) 
and that he affured him he went on very well 
in his bufinefej fcr Brabant and Vatenee were 
I joiijcd 
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1^41- joined together^ which, as he afiirms, figni- 
"^'^^-^ fied in thofe cfaaraders Ulfter and Leinfier^ 
and that he expeded the coming of I^ewis 
Lenoy, viz. Daniel O Neal. Befides, as James 
Talbot, efq; teftifies in his letter of the 9th 
of November 1641. written to the lords 
. juftices ont of the county of Cavan, that he 
underftood from Philip Mac-Mulmore O Re- 
ly, that there were certain covenants pafled 
between the lords of the Pale and the nor- 
thern Iriih, for the advancing of the rebel- 
lion; and that the remonfhance from the 
principal Irifh in the county of Cavan, imto the 
lords juftices and council fent by dean Jones, 
and Mr. Waldron, there then prifoner, was 
framed in the Pale and brought unto the iaid 
Iriih by colonel Plunket, one of their own: 
and this was in the very beginning of the rebel- 
lion, long before any jealoufies were enter- 
tained by the fiate of the adherence or con- 
jundion of the old Engliih with the Irifh. 
What thofe covenants or contrads were, I 
cannot fay, but it is moft certain fome thei e 
were, and fome covenants alfo entered into 
between the northern Iriih, and the lords and 
gentlemen of the chief of both the other 
provinces, as well as Leiniler, and thefe were 
iigned with their blood, as dodor Maxwell 
teilifies in his examination, he heard iir 
Fhelim O Neal fay on the 19th of December 
1 64 1, in his own houfe^ and in the hearing 
of Mr. jofeph Travers and others: if the lords 
and gentlemen (meaning the papists of other 
provinces) then not in arms, would not rife, 
but leave him in the lurch for all, he would 
produce his warrant, iigned with their own 
hands and written in their own blood, which 
ihould bring them to the gallows. And cer- 
tainly. 
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tainly, had there not been feme very firange »*♦»• 
and extraordinary engagements^ and more ^"""^^^ 
than I can well imagine, it had not been 
poifible that fo many perfons of quality, hav- 
ing great pofleflions and many children, 
fhonld have declared themfelves, after they 
faw the main part of the plot for the fur- 
prife of the cattle of Dublin to fail, and the 
power of the northern rebels begin to decline, 
that the parliament of England had with 
great alacrity and readinefs undertaken the 
war, and not only engaged themfelves to his 
majefty to fend over powerful fupplies both 
out of England a1ad Scotland, but by their 
publick order of both houfes, fent over to 
the lords jufiices, and printed at Dublin in 
the month of November, fully declared their 
resolutions for the vigorous profecution of 
the war of Ireland 2 Nay, the cities of Galway 
and Limerick, kept their defigns very covert- 
ly, not doing any open afts of hoftility, till 
2dFter the arrival of fome forces at Dublin 
out of England, and that the fie^e of Droghe- 
da or Tredagh was raifed, and thofe bold per- 
fidious tray tors beaten back into the north, 
the lords of the Pale baniihed by force of his 
majefty's arms out of their own habitations* 
which were all fpoiled and laid wafte. 

Now ! that then they {hpuld declare them« 

felves, is more than a miracle to me, and 

.fuch a myftery, as I ihould not know what 

. to think of, but that I find in the lord Mac- 

. Gwire's relation before-mentioned, that they 

were acquainted with the firft beginnings- of 

this great plot, and had a particular ia- 

tereft from time to time in the carriage pf it 

on, fo as I think I fliall not wrong them 

positively to determine, that they were too 

I 2 deeply 
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< >^ deeplcj engaged Sightly ta retire : and that 
^^"^^^^^ howfoever itpon the fai^bng of it in the main 
piece» they at firft ftood at a gaze^ and were 
put lo take up iecond counfels ; yet fkch was 
the ftrength of the confpiracy, and^their great 
confidence in the power of their arm^, as 
niade &ero appear in due time to entertain 
their feveral affignations, and aft their parts 
with great diligence and indnftry. The wife 
of Philip ORdy, in the county of Cavan, 
told James Talbot (as h? openly related it to 
the lords juftices at the council-board) that 
flie won<tered very much the lords and gen- 
tlemen of the Pale did not rife and join with 
them in the very beginning of this rebellion^ 
adding theft words, or to this effed ; ** That 
if they would let us alone, and not fet us on, 
we were fo well at cafe, as we would never 
have begun this troublefome work.** It can- 
not certainly be imagined, that thofe of the 
£n^fli pale (unleft they had been the firft 
prmedors, or deep adventurers) would have 
yielded that the meer Irifli fiiould have feized 
Upon the city and caftle of Dublin, places of 
.refuge for them in all former troubles, and 
which would now have given them proteftion 
and fafety againil the incurfeons of the Irifli. 
But I hold it not neceflary to produce far- 
ZuhdOTY *^^ evidence in this particular j I purpofe 
and the ROW to declare how thofe great inftmments 
g^J,^ of mifchief, that were the fuprcam con- 
neat in- dudors erf this wicked dcfign, moved for- 
in"SS ^^^^ ^^ fuccefsftflly in the beginning, to- 
piotting ward the accomplimment of their long in- 
iMoTSe tended ^tirpation of all the Britifli and«ro- 
rebciuon. tcftauts out of the kingdom. I find two forts 
of perfons who did moft eminently appear hi 
laying thofe main fundamentals whereupcm 

their 
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their bloody fuperftruftures were afterwards »*4i. 
eafily reared up : and thefe \7ere fuch of the ^^'^'"^ 
popiih lawyers as were natives of the king- 
dom, and thofe of th^ Uomifli clergy of 
feveral degrees and ofderS. For the firft, they 
had in regard of fhcir knowled&e of the laws 
of tlie land, very great reputation and tniftf 
tlicy now began to itand up like great patriots 
for the vindication of the liberties of the iut> 
ject, and redrefs of theu* pretended grievances^ 
and ha^^ng by, their bold appearing therein, 
made a great party in the houfe of commons, 
here then fitting, fome of them did there 
magiflerially obtrude, as undoubted maxims 
of Taw, the pernicious fpecuJations of their The irifh 
own brain, which though plainly difceme4 J*^en 
to be full of virulency, and tending to fedition, to« party 
yet fo ftrangely were many of the prbteftantg >« ^^ 
and well meaning men in the houfe blinded S^om 
with an apprehenfion *of eafe and redtefs, and toadhew 
fo ftupified with their bold accuiations of the ^***"* 

fovernment, as moft thought not fit, others 
urft not ftand up to contradi<% their fond 
.aflertions ; fo as what they fpake was received 
with great acclamation, and much applaufe 
by moft oJF the proteftant members of the 
houfe } many of which, under fpecious pre- 
tencp of publick zeal to tliis country, they 
had inveigled into their partjr : and Uien it 
was, that having impeached hr Richard Bol* 
Ion, lord chancellor of Ireland, of high*trea- 
fon, together with other prime officers and 
minifiers ol^ftate that were of Englilh birth, 
fon>e of thoie great matters took upon them 
with much confidence to declare the law, to 
make new expofitions of their own upon the 
text, to frame their queries, challenges fittet 
to be taken to a long,, wilftilly, over-grown 
I 3 mifgcvemment. 
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U4*' miigoveminent, than to be made againfi an 
^ ' ^ authority, that had for many years ftnigglecl 
againft the beloved irregularities oTa ftubbom 
people, and which had prevailed far beyond 
former times, towards the allaying of the 
long continued diftempers of the kingdom : 
the^ difdain'd the n^oderate qualifications of 
the judges, who gpave them modeft aniwers, 
fuch as the law and duty to their fovereign 
would admit. But thole would not ferve 
their turn, they refolved upon an alteratioii 
in the government, and drawing of it wholly 
into the hands of the natives, which they 
knew they could not compafs in a p<u*liamen« 
tary way, and therefore only made prepara-^ 
tives there, and delivered fuch defperatc 
maxims, which being diffufed abroad would 
fit and diljppfe the people to a ch^ge ; as they 
declared it to be law, that being killed in re- 
bellion, though found by matter of record^ 
would give the king no forfeiture of eftates : 
that though many thoufands flood up in arms 
in a kingdom, working all manner of de-» 
ftruftion, yet if they , pfofeffed not to rife 
againft the king, that it was no rebellion ; 
that if a man were out-lawed for treafon, and 
his land thereby v^fted in the crown, or given 
away by the king, his h^ir might come aftei^r 
wards to be admitted to reverie the out- 
lawry, and recover his anceftor's eftate. And 
many other pofitions of a perilous confe- 
quence, tending to fedition and difturbailce, 
did they contijiue to pyblifh during that 
feflion, and by the power and ftrength of 
their party, fo far did they prevail at laft, as 
they prefumed to attempt a fufpenfion of 
Poyning's aft, and indeed intended the utter 
Abrogation of that ftatvte^ which remains a^ 

pne 
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one of the greateft ties and beft monuments ^Jf^ 
the Ettglifli have of their intire dominion 
over the Irifh nation, and. the annexion of 
that kingdom to the imperial crown of 
£ngland. Thej fiirther aflbmed power of . 
judicature to the parliament' in criminal and 
capital offences : a right which no former age 
hath left any precedent for, neither womd 
this admit the example. 

And thus carrying all things before them, 
they continued the fefiion of parliament be- 

fun in May, till about two months before the 
rft breaking out of this rebellion ; it being s 
very ill taken, that even then they were ad- 
journed. And this they have fince aggravated 
as a high crime againft the lords juftices, and 
as one of the chief moving caufes to the 
takinfi^ up of arms generally throughout the 
kingdom. 

But to let thofe things pafs, how finely fo- 
cver thefe proceedings were carried on, and 
being covered over with pretences of zeal 
and publick affection, paffed then currant 
without any nunner of fufpicion ; yet now 
the eyes of all men are opened, and they are 
fuHv refolved that all thefe paffages, together 
with the other high conteftations in parlia- 
ment, not to have the newly raifed Irifh army 
difbanded, the importunate folicitation of 
their agents in Enghind, to have the old army 
in Ireland cafliiered, and the kingdom left to 
l)e defended by trained bands of their own 
nation ; as likewife the commifGons procured 
by feveral of the moft eminent commanders 
now in rebellion, for the raifing men to carry 
into Spain, were all parts of this plot, pro- 
logues to this enfiiing tragedy, preparatives, 
fuch 3S had been long laid, to bring on the

They loft no time, but moft dex.* 
teioufly applied thenpdfelv^ i« aU parts of the 
ONintiy to lay iuch other d^mgerous iov^eEf* 
iions ia the HayUvdss ^ well f^ the meaner fort 
as of the chief gentkiiien, a^ might make 
them iitady to tsve &t€ upon the &rft occar 
£on. And whea thi» pk)t was £6 furely, as 
they thought, laid, as it could not well fail, 
and the day once prefixed for eocecutioi^ 
they did ia their publick devotions long bo- 
fore, recommend by their prayers, the good 
fnccefs of a great defign, much taudiug to 
the profperity of the kingdom, and d^e ad- 
vancement of the catholick cauie. A^ for 
the facilitating of the work, smd ftirring up 
of the people with greater animofity and 
cruelty to put it on at the time prefi^d, they 
loudly in all places declaimed agwift the pror 
teftantS) telling the people that they were ho- 
reticks, and not to be fuffered any longer tp 
live among them ; that it was no n^re fin to 
kill an EngliAmaA, than to hail a dog ; an4 
that it was a moft mortal a^d unpardonable 
fin to relieve or proted any of them. Then 
alfo they reprefented with nmch acrimony 
the fevere courfes takea by the parliament in 
England, for the fuyppreffing of the Rotniih 
religion in all parts of the kingdom, and ut- 
ter extirpation of sdl profefibrs of it They 
told the people^ that in England they had

! T^ey (pake with much fcom and contempt 

1^ ipf fuck as brought little with them into Ire* 

I land, and having there planted themfelves, in 

I a litdc time contrafted great fortunes : they 

I were much troubled, elpecially in th/s Iriik 

I ^ui^ies, tp iiee the Engliih live handfomely, 

I azul to have every thing with much decency 

about them, while th^y lay naftily buried, as 
! ' it 
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1^4'' it were, in mire and filthinefs ; the ordinary 
^^~^ fort of people commonly bringing their cattle 
into their own ftinking creates, and there 
naturally delighting to lie among them. Thefe 
malignant confiderations made them with 
an envious eye impatiently to look upon all 
the Britilh lately come over into the king- 
dom. Nothing lefs than a general extirpa- 
tion will now ferve their turn; they muft 
have reftitution of all the lands to the pro- 
per natives, whom they take to be the anci- 
ent proprietors, and only true owners moft 
unjuftly defpoiled by the Englifh, whom 
they hold to have made undue acquifitions 
of all the land they poffefs by^t from the 
crown, upon the attainder of any of their 
anceftors. 
"^^ «^ And fo impetuous were the defires of the 
K^S'/firft natives to draw the whole government of 
5ie"^m^ the kingdom into their own hands, to en- 
oa! ^ ' joy the publick profeffion of their religion, 
as well as to diflburden the country of all 
the Britiih inhabitants feated therein, as 
they made the whole body of the ftate to 
' be univerfaDy difliked; reprefented the fe- 

veral members as perfons altogether corrupt 
and ill aflFeded ; pretended the ill humours 
and diftempers in the kingdom to be grown 
to that height as required cauteries* deep 
inciiions ; and indeed nothing able to work 
fo great a cure, but an univerfal rebellion. 
This was certainly the difeafe, as appears by 
all the fymptoms, and the joint concurrence 
in opinion of all the great phyficians that 
held tlicmfelves wife enough to propofe re- 
medies, and prefcribe fit applications to fo 
defperate a malady. In thofe inftmclions 
privately fent over into England by the lord 

Dillon 
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Dillon of Cofteloz, prefently after the break- 
ing out of the rebellion, the alteration of 
the fupream power in the government and 
fettling of it in the hands of the earl of 
Ormonde, giving leave to the grand council 
of the kingdom to remove fuch officers of 
fiate, as they thought fit, and to recommend 
natives to their places, were thus pofitively 
laid down to be a more likely means to ap- 
peafe thefe tumults than a confiderable ar- 
my. In the remonftrance of the county of 
Longford, prefented about the fame timo 
ta the lords juftices, by the fame lord Dillon, 
as alfo in the frame of the common-wealthy 
found at fir John Dungar^s houfe, not far 
from Dublin, and fent up thither out of 
Conaught to be communicated to thofe of 
^.einfier ; pieces which publickly appeared 
foon after the breaking out of the rebellion ; 
the points infilled upon in them and feveral 
others, were reftauration of the public pro- 
fefiion of the Romifh religion ; reftitution of 
all the plantation lands unto the natives, ^c$*of 
and fettlement of the prefent government die rebel- 
in their hands. All the remonftrances from ^"^ 
feveral parts, and that came out of the fe- 
veral provinces of the kingdom, do concur 
in thele propofitions, with very little or no 
difference. And therefore that the defires 
with the firft intentions of thofe who are 
now out in rebellion, may more clearly ap- 
pear; I have thought fit here toiiifert them 
as I found them, methodically digefted in- 
to certain propofitions, termed^

134 TH£ IRISH JIEBELLION. 

The means to reduce this kingdom unto 
peace and quietnefs, 

r. rir^IJAT a genera! and free pardon, i^th- 
J[ out any exception, be granted to ail 
his majefty's fubjet5ls of ^Ms kingdom ; and 
that in purfuancc thereof, and for ftrcngthen- 
ing the fame, an aft of abolition may pafs 
in the parliament here. 

2. That all marks of national diftinflions 
betwren Englifli and Irilh may be abolilhcd 
and taken away by aft of parliament 

7. That by feveral afts of paiiiament to bci 
reipcftivcly pafled here and in England, it 
be declared that the parliament pf Ireland 
hath no fubordination with the pariiament 
of England, but ^at the fame hath in itfelf 
fapream jurifdiftion in this kingdom, as 
abfolute as the parliament of England there 
iiath. 

4. That the aft of 12 th Henry the feventh, 
commonly called Poyning's aft, and all other 
aftis expounding or explaining the fame, may^ 
be repealed, 

5. That as in England there paft an aft for 
a triennial parliament, there may pafs in Ire- 
land another for a fexennial parhanient. 

6. That it may be enafted by parliament, 
that the aft of the 2d of queen EKxabeth 
in Ireland ; and all other afts made againft 
catholicks, or the catholic religion, fince tiie 
twentieth year of king Henry l3je eighth^ 
may be repealed. 

7. That the bifliopricks, deaniies, and sA 
other fpiritual promotions of this kingdom^ 
and all frieries and nunneries, may be reftored 
to the catholick owners, and likewife all im- 
propriations 
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propriations of tythcs^ and that the fcits, am- »^4»- 
bits and prccinfts of the reKgious houfes of ^^^^'^^ 
the monks, may be rcftorcd to them ; but as 
to the reft of their temporal poffeffions^ it is 
not defigned to be taken from the prcfent 
proprietors, but to be left to them until God 
Ihall otherwife incline their own hearts. 

8. That fuch as are now entitled catholick 
archbiihops, bifhops, abbots, or other dignita- 
ries in this kingdom by donation of the pope, 
may, during their Kres, enjoy their fpiritual 
promotions ;- with protefiation nevertheleft, 
and other fit claufes to be laid down for prt- 
fenration of his majeftys rights of patronages, 
firft-fruits, and twentieth-parts in manner and 
quantity, as now his highnefs receires benefit 
thereby. 

9. TTut all inquifitions taken fincethe year 
1^34^ to entitle his majefty to Conaught, 
Thomond, Qrmond, Eliogarty, Ejlnemanagh, 
Duheara, *WickIaw and Idvagh, may be vacu- 
ated, and their eftates fecured, according to 
his majefty^s late graces. 

10. ITiat an aft of pariiament may pafs here 
for the fecuring the fubjefts title to their fe- 
Tcral eftates agaittft die crown, upon any title 
accrewed imto it before 60 year^, or under 
colour or pretext of the prelent commotions. 

1 1. That all plantations made fince the year 
1610 may be avoided by parliament, if the 
parliament ihould hold it juft,, and their pof- 
feffions reftored to them or their heirs, from 
wfcom the fame were taken, they nevcrthe- 
lefs aufwering to the crown the rents and 
fervices proportionable, referved upon the 
undertakers. 

12. That the tranfportation of all native 
commodities to all places of the worid, in 

peace 
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»<^4»' peace with his majefty^ may be free and lftW-« 

^""'^'^^ ful, his cuftoms firft paid, and that the fta- 

tutes of 10, 11, and 13, of queen Elizabeth, 

for reftraining the exportation of native cojn- 

modies be repealed. 

1 3. That all preferments ecclefiaftical, civil 
and martial in this kingdom, that lie in his 
majefty's gift, may be confened on nativei of 
this kingdom only, fuch as his majefty fhall 
think meet, without any diflin£tiou for reli- 
gion, provided always that upon the princes 
of his blood in England, he may beftow what 
places he fhall thinS: meet 

14. That a marihal and admiral of this king- 
dom may be elefted in it, to have perpetual 
fuccefllon therein with the fame preheminence, 
authority and jurifdiftion as they refpedively 
have in England, and that the {aid places be 

. " ever conferred upon noblemen, uatives of this 
kingdom. 

15. That there may be. trained bands in all 
cities, towns corporate, and counties of this 
kingdom, armed and provided at the charge 
of the feveral counties, cities and towns, and 
comnianded by the natives of the fame, who 
ihall be named by the counties, cities and 
towns refpectively. 

1 6. That his majefty may t^leafe all tenures 
in capite, and by knight-fervice : in confide- 

.ration whereof, he fliall receive a fettled reve- 
nue of 1 2 cool, per annum, being double the 
fum which he cafually receives by them ; re- 
liefs, feiiins, Ikpnfes for alienations^ efcpage 
and aids nev^Ni|elefs to remain. 

17. That all jb^onopolies may be for ever 
taken away by att^olF parliament. 

18. That fuch new corporations, as have 
not the face of corporate towns, and were 

erected 
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ere^d to give voices in the parliament, may 
be diffolved, and thdr votes taken away, and 
hereafter no fuch to be admitted to voices in 
parliament. 

1 9, That there mdy be agents chofen in 
parliament, or othewife, as thought meet, to 
attend continually his majefly, to reprefent 
the grievances of this nation, that they may 
be removeable by fuch as did elecl them ; and 
in cafe of death or removance, others may be 
for ever fucceffively fubftituted in that place, 
and that fuch agents may enjoy the freedom 
of their confcience in court, and every where 
elie. 

Thcfe are the means propofed by thefe ca- 
tholick remonftrants, for reducing of the 
kingdom to peace ; thefe the great obftrufti- 
ons they would have removed, and the con- 
flant counfel they would have followed, in 
fettling the tranquility and prefent govern- 
ment of this land ; fo as we need feek no fur- 
ther evidence, nor make any more curious 
enquiries into the fccret caufes of their firft 
rifing : we have here enough out of their own 
mouths, to refolve the moft fcrupulous un- 
believer of their firft motives to this t^belli- 
on. And now for the matter of religion, ^.j^^ 
howfoever I am very confident they ever real- cftabiiih- 
ly intended the re-eftablifliment of that of Z"^^'^, 
•the church of Rome, with all the rites and iigion,oniy 
ceremonies thereof, together with the utter fof*5!^! 
extirpation of all the reformed prbfeffion : bciuou. 
yet confidering the large indulgence, and free • 
liberty they univerfally enjoyed at that time, 
in the full exercife of that their religicm 
throughout all the parts of the kingdom ; it 
may be moft juftly fufpefted (how zealoufly 

focver 
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*«4'- foevtr ihty now obtnidc it) that this was only 
^-^-^ ^c bare outward covertnre made ufe of by 
tire principal tindertafcert, to draw on a poor 
ignorant fiiperftitious people to facrifice their 
hvcs in this quarrrf. Neither can it by any 
irafonable man be ever prefunicd, that fuch 
pcrfons as made no confcience of committing 
treafon^ fo many cmel murders, and all other 
kind of abominable YiHanics, nOt to be paral^ 
Ickd in any other country, could be drawn 
meerly out of confcience towards God, to aft 
thcfe for the regaining of the free and pnbHck 
profeffion of their religion. 
All the This certainly was no more the true and 
SfS^v^- Biain caufe of their taking up aims, than the 
^^ redrc& of their pretended grievances, wherc^ 
fyn the^ unto his majefty had condefcended^ and out 
«^JJ»o» of his inclinations for their prefent relief, had 
^^* given nauch more fatisfadtion to their agents 
lately in England, than ever they could ezped 
to receive in any other time, or hope to en-^ 
joy* Yet we fee how little efFeft thofc great 
graces brought over, not above two months 
befcHi} this rebellion broke out, took amonj^ 
tbemt for prefently after the return of their 
agents with them, this moft deteftable con^, 
ipiracy, which had been long in hatching, be* 
gan to work, and to be put in executioa* 
And if we Ihall coniider their main defign and 
chief ends therein, as they appear in their firft 
principles, or will give credit to the feveral 
ipeechet and paflages that we meet with 
among the rebels, in the very begisming of 
their breaking out; as alfo to feveral other tef- 
(imonies that have fince privately fallen from 
fome particular perfons among them, we muft 
believe that their defigh clearly was to deftroy 
and root out all the Britifh ^nd protefifants 

planted 
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planted within this kingdom, to cut off the Jl^ 
fovcreignty of the crown oi SUigland, and fo 
to dcKver themfelves from their long conti- 
nued fubje£tiion to the £nglilh nation. 

But to come to one main particular, taken ^ **'°^^^" 

• «, 11 . '' iv«r ^*oxi held, 

mto debate by the pnme movers > and cmer whether it 
incendiaries in this horrid rebellion, they had J^^^J^^ 
a moft ferious confultation what courfe to or only to' 
take with moft fafety to themfelves, for the ^'^^ 
difburthening of the kingdom of thofe mul^ out of iie- 
titudes of Englifli, which were in very ffreat ^^• 
numbers difperfedly planted among mexiL 
Some were of opinion, that they (hould fpare 
their lives, and not render themfdvcs guilty 
of the fpilling ctf fo much innocent blood, but 
that they ihould feize on their goods^ expei 
them their habitations, and after banifhing 
them out of the kingdon^, proceed as the Spa- 
niards did with many hundi^ thoufands of 
tile Moors, whom, as it wei?e in 1 moment, 
they cleared out of their ddminions. Others 
there were w4o much oppofed this kind of 
lenity and moderation, ren^onftratiia^ the 
high inconv^ikncies which would inevitaJjly 
redound to themfelves iJiereby. jFirit, that 
the Britiih Were in fo great numbers, as they 
could not either by difaiiEn];ng, imprifoning, 
or any other meansi p^ffibJe, ever hope to fc- 
<ttre them from mifchief : then, that if they 
only expeUed them OM of the kingdom^ tboy 
^would r^nain ftill as fo siany fit inftruxnents 
to be entertained in England, and from thence 
Kturn back faB of revengeful thoughts to 
recover their loffes; diat by their long expe- 
rience and knowledge in tha country, they 
would be better guides, therefope more deep- 
Iv engaged to profecute d^ war; and having 
tfadr bodies inured to thh' dimaite, would 
K prove 
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prove much more able foldiers than any new- 
men that could be raifed, or any otherways 
brought over. How they . determined this 
particular I fhall not undertake to declare; my 
intelligence fails me, and I am able to deliver 
no more of the refult of this great council 
than appears in the bloody effects and horrid 
executions acted in the firft beginnings of 
their rebellion. It is moft probable they came 
to no pofitive conclufion^ but left the chief ac- 
tors^ in this particular, at large, to do asfhould 
fecm good to themfelves. We find their firft 
proceedings and outrages committed upoi^ 
the Englim very various and much differing 
in feveral places^ feme only ftripping and exr 
pelling of them; others murdering man, woe 
man and child ivithout mercy. .But this i^ 
certain, and of moft unqueftionlble truth, that 
by one means or other, they refolved univer- 
fally to root all the Britifli and proteftants out 
of Ireland, And that thefe weie the firft 
thoughts and bitter fruits of the long preme* 
ditated malicious intentions, fufficiently ap» 
pears by their a^ons, as well as by their vi- 
xulent expreilions uttered upon their firft ri- 
iing, when they thought the kingdom was 
their own. They then faid openly, that they 
•meant to deftroy the Engliih, and that they 
had made a covenant no Engliih man ftiould 
fet footing among them. Some of the Irilh 
would not endure the very found of that lan- 
guage, but would have penalties infliAed 
upon them that fpake Englifti, and all the 
Englifh names of places changed into the old 
Irim denominations: others profeffed that 
they would not leave an Englifti man or 
woman alive in the kingdom, but that all 
ftiould be gone; no, not fo much as an Englifti 

beaft. 
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beaft, or any of the breed of them. * James 
Hallegan the priefk did read an excommuni- 
cation in the church, which as he alledged, 
came from their great Iriih metropolitan; and 
. terrifying bis pariihioners therewith, he told 
them, that from that day forth, whofoever 
did harbour or f relieve any Scot, Englifli, or 
\^elih man, or give them alms at their doors, 
Ihould be excommunicated, whereby, as Mr. 
Sacheveril tefiifies in his examination, many 
were ftarved and died for want in thofe parts. 
We have it from Mr. Creighton, a reverend 
miniiler, one long detained prifoner within 
the county of Cavan, that the fryars exhorted 
the people with tears to fpare none of the En-* 
gliih; that the Iriih wererefolved to deftroy 
them out of the kingdoAi; that they would 
devour (as their vfery word' was) the feed of 
- K 3 the 

• * The Iriih in many places - killed EnglUh cows and 
fteep meerly becaufe tkey were Englifh; in fome places 
thev cut off their legs, or took a piece out of their but- 
tocks, and fo let them remain ftill aliv^. The lord Mont- 
garret, Mr. Edward Butlar, the baron of Logn^outh, 
went with their forces into Munfter about the beginning 
of the rifiog of the Irifli ther^^ md while they remained 
about Callen and Mallow, they confumed no lefs than 
fifty thoufand, others fay an hundred thoufand Englifh 
fheep, befides a great abundance of Englifh cattle ; and 
fech as they comd not cat, yet they killed and left in great 
multitudes (linking, to the great annoyance of the coun- 
try.

t James Shaw, a miniRer depofeth, that after the ceC- 
fation, divers of the rebels con&fled the priefts had given 
them the facrament, upon condition they fkouldnot fpare 
man, woman nor child that were proteftants ; and that 
he heard divers of them fay in a braggfing manner, that 
it did them a gre%t deal of good to vnSh their hands in the 
hlood 4if the prisfeeSants whom they had flain. Jurat,

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*««• the Englilh out of frdatnd ; and when diey 
' had rid them there, they would go over into 
Engliiad^ and not it%vt the memorial of the 
Sngliih name under heaven* 

And fo fond and vain were theb* imaginn^ 
tions, and to fuch a height of madnefs were 
they grown, as they coold not terminate their 
thoughts in the redudion of Ireland under 
the power of their own wttion. But as fooa 
as thsy had begun their rebellion there^ tiiey 
fpalte confidently in all places of tnmfportinff 
thsir aniis inta England, that they would 
lend 30000 men over into that kingdom, and 
thai: they ^^uld draw in foreign auxiliaries 
thither to join with them ; and fo by a hirii 
hand ifiabliih the fi^e exerciie of the Romilh 
td&^axm within that kingdoikiv A defign cer*^ 
taiiuy winch the j^riefts and jefuits had taken 
up in their own thoughts, and by their corref- 
pondencies abroad intended powerfully to 
bring about, as foon as they had fettled their 
affairs in Itdand. And if it had not pleafed 
God in an extraordinary way to bring the 
fird plot to light, and fo. to biefs the weak 
enidea^^nrs of the ftate here, as to enable 
ihcM fey the alfiftance of diolfe finall forces

they conftifccUy gathered togetheri to bol4 ,J^ 
out till the airivsu of the fuccoqrs ient ou(( 
of EngUnd; I leave it to eveiy oAe to con- 
fider with how much advstntage th^y mightf 
liave gone on at that time towards tl^e accom^ 
plifhment of fb de&erate a pr^ed. And fo|^ 
myfel4ImuilprofeisthatIam clearly refolvedi 
that had they at firft over-maftered the unext 
peded difficulties and fatal imp^ment« they 
met withal at home, and pofiefied themielve^ 
of the sums and muoitiQn within the caitk 
of DuUip, and fo Aeiheid and bloqdQd in th« 
ilaughter of many thouiands of t^c &:>gU^ 
pation, had traniported a numerous army of 
Xrilh rebels* and fuddenly landed them iq 
ibme good port within the Ipngdom of £ng« 
land : they would have prevail^ vary far to^ 
Mrards the miferable defpJatiQn and ru^P there^ 
of. It muft be remembered in whatp a pioil un« 
liappy difcompofure the affairs w^re at that 
time .there ; what a dif^afed body the ftate then 
hadt and what high difiempery then ihrongly 
working* foon after brake out, i^hat a ilrong 
party t^y might have found within* and with 
what great reputatipn they would hare march* 
cd on under the glory of their lat? viiJtories 
atcbived in Ireland* ngnalizing the power of 
their arms with fuch horrid cru^ltie^ and 
bloody butcheries* as would have wrought ^ 
ilrange terrour among the people. 

Thus we iee what were the caufes and iiri^ 
motives to this unnatural rebellion ; as likcr 
wife who were the chief adors and the grejit 
inilrmnents deiigned by the firft plotters t9 
pre*difi)ofe the people to a readineis to take 
anus for the rooting out of the Britiili inbsM- 
bitant^^^om among them. The preparitivcs 
being all made* the plot in all point* ripe 
K 3 toy-: 
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'•41. for e:tecutioii> it was carried on to the evening 

^-^^'^-^ before the day appointed for the taking of 

the caftle of BNiblin without difcovery. And 

tho' it pleafed God to bring it then to K^ht 

(as hath been declared) and lo happily to diP 

appoint it in the main piece, yet it took in 

the northern parts, being that very day folly 

executed in moft of the chief places of ftrength 

within the province of Ulfter. And whereas 

the priefts did long before in their publick 

devotions at mafs pray for a bleffing upon a 

great defign they had then in hand ;• fo now, 

as I have heard, they did in many places, the 

very day before the breaking out of this re* 

beHion, give the people a difmifs at mafs with 

free liberty to go out, and take pofleffion of 

all their lands, which they pretended, were 

unjuftly detained from them by the Englifh; 

The £n^ ^s alfo to ftrip, rob, and defpoil them of all 

^%^d *^^^^ goods and cattle. They had, without 

tTthc doubt, by one means or other, either private 

iri& ai a or publick inftruftions, not to leave to the 

means to SUglifh any thing that might afford the leaft 

raife them comfort or hopc of lougcr fubfiftence among 

them. them. This was the mam bait ufed to draw 

on the common people ; and this wrought 

far more powerfolly tiian all other perfuafions, 

fi^ons, or wild chimeras that they infofed 

into them. It is ijioft apparent, that the 

prime gentlemen in all parts, as well as their 

clergy, preffed them on to defpoil the Engliih 

of all their goods and cattle, well knowing 

their avaricious humour and greedy defires 

to get them into their pofleffion, and that 

they could not poflibly find out any other 

thing that would engage them more readily 

to undertake, or more defperately to execute 

all manner of villanies, than the hopes of 

, ;:• • :.. : : , enjoying 
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enjoying fo rich a prey now prefented unto «^4'- 
them, *— v--^ 

The people being now fet at liberty, and 
prepoflcffed by their priefts with a belief that 
it was lawful for them to rife up, and ^ de- 
ftroy all the proteftants, who, they told them, , 
were worfe than dogs ; that they were devils, 
and ferved the devil ; affuring them the kil- 
ling of fuch was a meritorious aft, and a rare Ti^peopi* 
prefervative againft the pains of purgatory, SHiAThr 
gathered themfelves together in great num- j^.P"**** 
bers, aiTembling in feveral companies through a nL^t^- 
the feveral parts of the northern countieSt ^^^ 
-with ftaves, fithes, and pitch-forks, for at EngUih. 
firft they had not many better weapons : and 
fo in a moft confufed manner, they began rheirmi 
tumultuoufly to drive awa/ at the firft, only ^^^^ 
the cattle belonging to the Englifli, and then aU Ae*cit. 
to break into their houfes, and feize upon j^^J®^* 
their goods. It is true, there were fome afgiSh* 
murders committed the very firft day of their 
rifing, and fome hotifes fet on fire, but thefe 
as I conceive, wefe forthe moft part out of 
private fpleen, or where they had particular 
inftructions fo to do, as they had from the 
lord Mac-Ciuire, to kill mafter Arthur Cham- 
pion, a juftice of peace in the county of Fer- 
managh, who with feveral others, his neigh- 

K 4 hours, 

♦ John Barry of Drucrmofti, in the county of Ar- 
magh, depofeth, that O Cullan a prieft, told his audi* 
tors at mafsy that the bodies of fuch as died in this quar- 
rel, fhould not be cold before their fouls ftiould afcend up 
into heaven, and that they (hould be free from the pains 
of purgatory. 

Marearet Bromley in her examination depofeth, that 
ibmc of the rebels would fay, after thdur crud butchei*ics, 
that they knew if themfelves fliould now die, their fouls 
ihould go to heaven, and that they were' glad of the 
revenge they had taken of the Engliih. 
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hours, were murdered at his own houfe^ 
upon the , 2 jd of Oftober in the mornings 
But certainly that which they mainly intend- 
ed at flrft, and which they moft bufily emp- 
ployed themfelves about, was the driving a* 
way the Engliih-mens cattle, and pofleifing 
^nticm^ their goods : wherein the common people 
poficis were not the only a^rs, but even the chief 
Ujtmfcivcs g^i^iena^jj Qf ^^ irifh in many places, moft 
s;po^t>e* notorioufly appeared, and under plaufifale 
^?igiiOi. pretences of fecuring their goods from the 
uBdcrprt- rapine and fpoil of the common fort, got 
fceuri^ much peaceably into their hands : and fo con-* 
them. fident were the EngUfh of their good dealing at 
firil, as many delivered their goods by retail 
unto them, gave them particular inventories 
of all they had, nay digged up fuch of their 
befi things as they had hidden under ground* 
to depoiite in their cuftody. Much ukewiib 
they got by fair promifes and deep engage^ 
xnents to do them no further nufchi^, to 
fuftcr them, their wives and children quietly 
The next to retire and leave the country : but others* 
fhiThe*° and efpecially the meaner fort of people, fell 
tn^iiflf, more rudely to work, at the very firft, break* 
"^'n* ^T ^^ ^P ^^ their houfes, and ufing all manner 
^tidftLrk of force and violence, to ipake themfelves 
naked, and piafters of thcir goods, 

thcm™ut And having thus feized upon all their 
owrI**d^rs S^^^^ ^^^ cattle, ranfack'd their houfes, 
Airma^CT gotten their p^rfons under their power ; the 
forbldd^ next thing they did, was to ftrip man, wo* 
to\he ^. man and child, many of them uark naked, 
^a^rid***^ and fo to turn them out of their own doors, 
on thc"^ not permitting them in fome places fo much 
nif**^^ as to fliclter diemfelves under buflies, or in 
and*d^ the woods, and ftricUy prohibiting all thcr 
iu'a'^^ Irijli under great penalties, to give them en-r 
^4* ^ . tcFtginm^nt^ 
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tertainment, or aoy kind of relief, as they j^ 
paffed on upon the high-ways. And certain-* 
ly their defign in this, moft notocioufly ap* 
pears to hare been no other than tJiat all fuch 
as they would not lay their hands upon, and 
cruelly murder in cold blood, might miferably 
perifli of themfelves through cold, nakednefi 
and want; and therefore as h& as any of The 1 
them fo ftripped got old rags to cover their ^^^^^ 
Aakednefs, they endeavoured* to ftrip them EasiUh. 
again, and again : as may appear by the ex- 
amination ot John Gourly, who depofeth« 
that fome were ftripped twice, fome thrice : 
as faft as they could get any old rags to Cover 
their nakednefs, the next Iriih woman, or 
even the children that n^et them would take 
them off: and he and his wife further depofe, 
that when their houfe, together with the 
town of Armagh were fet on fire by the rebels, 
jhe was ftripped of her clothes feven feveral 
times after ftie got other clothes; and at 
length, they left her not fo much as her 
fmock or , hair-lace ; and that ftie got to a 
place and hid herfelf in a hutch for three or 
four days, and after went to find out her 
children, tWQ of which had the fmaUrppx 
vifibly upon them.

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James Redfem, of the county of London- 
derry, dcpofeth, That in the town of Cole- 
rain, fince the rebellion began, there died of 
robbed and ftripped people that fled thither 
for fuccour, many hundreds, befides thofe 
of the town who had anciently dwelt there, 
and that the mortality there was fuch, and 
fo great, as many thoufands died there in 
two days, and that the living, though fcarce 
able to do it, laid the carcafes of tliofe dead 
perfons in great ranks, into vaft and wide 
holes, laying them fo clofe and thick, as if *^j 

they had packed up herrings together. \ 

Magdalen Redman, late of the Downs, in | 

the King's-County, widow, being (worn and ' 

examined, depofeth and faith. That flie, this 
deponent, and divers others proteftants, her 
neighbours, and amongft the reft, twenty-two 
widows, after they were all robbed, were 
alfo ftrip'd ftark naked, and then they cover- 
ing themfelves in a houfe with ftraw, the ' 
rebels then and there lighted the ftraw v^ith 
fire, and threw it amon^ them, on purpofe to 
burn them ; where they had been burned or ^ 
fmothered, but that fome of the rebels, more 
pitiful than the reft, commanded thefe cruel 
rebels to forbear, fo as they efcaped : ypt the 
rebels kept and drove them naked into the 
wild woods, from Tuefday until Saturday in 
froft and fnow, fo as the fnow unmelted, 
lay long upon fome of their fkins, and fome 
of their children died in their arms : and i 
when, as the deponent and the, reft endea- j 
voured to have gone away for reiFuge to the 
Burre, the ciniel rebels turned them again, 
faying, they (hould go towards Dublin ; and 
when they endeavoured to go towards Dub* 
lin, they hindered them again, and faid, they 

fiiould 
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fiiould go to the Burre; and fo toffed them 
to and fro: yet, at length, fuch of thofe 
poor ftrippcd people as died not before they 
got away out of the hands of the rebels, 
efcaped to the Burre, where they were har- 
boured and relieved by one William Parfons, 
cfq; and yet there died at the Burre of thofe 
ftrip'd perfons, about forty men, women and 
children. And this deponent, and thofe 
other ftripM people that furvived, lived 
miferably at the Burre aforefaid, until they, 
with the reft, had quarter to come from 
thence to Dublin.

The 
l^fli ^ m^cies of the jwicked are crael : how bitter 
temfiedup- was their companion to all thofe Brit^ that 
aod^taSon ^^^ fuflfered ? how horrid, barbarous, and in- 
oatof ieve- fupportablc wjts the commiferation they thus 
Sftio^""' expreffed towards them? yet thefe were, as 
which are they told them at firft, but the beginnings of 
'i^'SLt **^^ forrows : for when the norUiem rebels 
began to find thei|!* own ftrength, and that 

• paurtly by treachery, partly by force, they 
had poffefied themfelves of all the chief places 
o£ ftrength in Uliler, difarmed -the £nffliih» 
robbed 3iem of their goods and cattle, urip-, 
ped them of their clothes, and had their per- 
fons now under their power, and all this 

• without any confiderable refiftance made by 
them ; then they could contain themfelves no 
longer, but in a moft fierce outragious man- 
ner, furioufly broke out, adin^ in all places 
of that province, with moft abominable 
cruelty, thofe horrid maflacres and execrable 
murders, as would make any chrifiian ear to 
tingle at the fad commemoration of them : 
then they began to appear in their own co- 
lours, and with great delight to fatiate their 
ancient implacable malice, in their long wiih- 

ed 
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<d and often plotted deftradtion of all th6 >^<- 
Britiih inbabiunts. Within the county of -^"'^''^ 
Fermanagh, multitndei were prefendy hailed ^J}^'?^ 
in cold blood, fi»ie taken at the plough^ coidhkxNi, 
others as they iate peaceably in their own 
houfes, others trayeUing iipon the ways, all 
without any manner of provocation by them 
given, fuddenly furpriied and uncxpededly 
cut oiF. At the caftle of ^ Li%ool, within 
that county, above one hundred and ifty 
men, women and children almofb all con- 
fumed by fiiTe. At the calUe of f Moneah, near 
one hundred BkitUh there flain all ijpnthert 
and the fame Uoody company of rebds were 
tio fooner adnitted into the caftle of | Tul- 
lah, which was delivered up into the hands 
of Romy Mac^Guire, upon compofition, and 
faithful promifes of 1^ quarter, but that 
within the very court they began to ftrip the 
people, and moft cruelly put them to the 

fwordt

X Richard Bourk, batchelor in divinity, of the county 
-of Fermanaigfa, depoifeth, That he heard and verily 

lielkveth the burning and killing^of Qpe hundred at ksA 

in the caftle of Tnllah, and that th^ fame \^as done after 

fair quarter promifed. Jurat. July 12, 1643. 
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>^4«- (word, murdering them all without meny. 
^ ^ ^ * At liflenikeah they hanged, or otherwife 
killed, above one hundred perfons, moft of 
them of the Scotiih nation; for after once 
they had the Engliih in their power, thev 
ipared none of them, but ufed all the Scots with 
as much cruelty as they did the Englifli. Thb 
county was very well planted by the Britifh 
undertakers^ and all of them and their tenants 
in a very fliort fpace after, were, i;i a moft hor- 
rible manner quite deftroycd, or utterly ba* 
niflied £com their habitations. In the counties 
of Armagh and Tyrone, where theBritifli were 
much more numerous^ andSir PhelimONeal^ 
and his brother Turlagh ONeal, the principal 
aclors, the murders or the Britiih,.'^'ere much 
more multiplied and committed with greater 
cruelty, if it were poflible, than in any other 
places.. 

There were f one thou&nd men, women 
and children, carried out at feveral times in 

feveral 

♦ RourJ' Mac-Gwirc, upon the 24th of O^bcr 1641, 
came with his company unto Liflenikeah, and deftred, in 
a friendly manner, to fpeak ^ith Mr. Midleton, who had 
the keeping of the caftle. The firft thing ho did, as foon 
as he was entered therein, was tQ burn the records of the 
county, whereof Mr. Midleton was the keeper, being 
clerk of the peace, which he forced him to deliver unta 
him; as like wife one thottfand pounds he had in his 
hands of fir William Balfour *s ; which, as foon as he 
had, he compelled the faid MidletdU to hear mafs, fwear 
never to alter from it, and immediately after caufed him, 
his wife and his children-to be hanged tip, and hanged 
and murdered one hutidped ^rfons befides, at Icaft, in 
that town. Thcfe particulate,) . and feveral other, fet 
down at large in a relation fcStmc by fir John Dunbar» 
knight, one of the juftices of peace within the county 
of Fermanagh. 

t One thoufand men, women and children were 
drowned in one place. This number is depofed in 
Dr. Marwell's examination, taken the a2<i of Augu((^ 
1642, 
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feveral troops, and all unmercifully drowned j^»- 
at the bridge of Portnedown, which was ^ 
broken down in the midft, and fo driving 
and forcing them on, threw them into the 
river. And as other relations give it in, 
* four thoufand perfons were drowned with* 
in the feveral parts of that county, f The re- 
bels in a moil barbarous manner di^ove on 
many of thofe miferable ftripped chriftiins 
unto the place of their bufferings like fwine ; 
and if any were flack in their pace, they 
fometimes pricked them forwards -with their 
fwords and pikes, often haftning on the reft 
cither by killing or wounding fome of their 
fellows iji the way. .

• This number of fo many perfons drowned within 
tlic connty of Armagh, is depofed by Thomas Green, 
and Elizabeth his wife, as appears by their examinati- 
ons, taken November to, 1643. 

+ William Clerk, of the county of Armagh, tanner, 
faith, that he with one hundred men, women and 
children, or thereabout, were by the rebels driven like 
hogs about fix miles, to a river called the Band : in 
which fpace the forefaid chriftians were moft barba- 
roufly ufcd, by forcing them to go faft by fwords an4 
pikes, thmfting them into their fides, and they murder- 
ed three by the Ivay, and the reft they drove to the 
river aforefaid, and tJiere forced them to go upon the 
bridge, which was cut down, and with their pikes and 
iwords, and other weapons, thruft them down head- 
long into the faid river, and immediately they perilhed ;

pafsy Until they came at fome place fit for 
their execution. * And if they drowned 
them> then they had fome prepared to Ihoot 
or knock down with poks any fuch as could 
fwim^ or ufed any other means to efcape 
out of the water, f Amongft many others^ 
a gentlewoitean^ Whofe name was CambeH^ 
bein^ forcibly brought by them to the river» 
and mt finding no means to efcape their fury^ 
fuddenly dafped her arms about one of the 
chief rebeh that was moft forward to thruft 
her into the water ; and, as I find it credibly 
related upon oath, carried him to the bottx>m 

with 

diildreiiy together vrith one hundred and ten other pro- 
teftants, out of the parifhes of Armagh, Lauehal, and 
other places, were icnt away with paflee from £r Phdim 
O Neal, with promiiie to be fafely conveyed oyer to their 
friends in England : that their oondudor was captain 
Manus O Cane and his foldiers', who haying brought^ 
or rather driven them like ibeep or beafts to .the bridge 
of Porfnedown, there forced or threw aU thofe poor 
pfifoners into the water, together with the deponent's 
five childrenj and then and there drowned moft of 
them.

Ibrty proteftants one time at Fortnedown-bndge, after 
they had thrown them in, ibme of them fwimjqjijii^ to 
the fhoar, the rebels with their mu&ets kaocbd out 
dicii- hrams. . Jurat. July t j> 1642. 

t James Shaw, of Market-HiH in the county of Ar- 
magh, depofeth the manner dT miftrefs Cambell's pul- 
liaff the rebel mto the water* and how he was drovtaed 
^th her. Jurat. Aug. 14, 164a. 
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with her, and fo they were both drowned iff4t. 
together. * The cathedra) church and town 
of Armagh wire hfurnt, many towns laid 
ixriafte, all the fair plantations made by the' 
Britifli left defolate ; in fome parijBies f two 
hundred families murdered and deftrowd, 
the whole country, as it were a common out- 
cheryj and thorouffh all parts of it very many 
tfaoufands perilhed in a fliort time by fword, 
famine, £re, water, and all other manner o( 
cruel deaths, diat rage and malice could in* 
vent

* Captam Pafkm depofeth, that fir Phelfei 6 N^al 
flying from Dtmdalk, went to Armagh, where he be- 
gan his Uoody maflacres, caufuig Manns O Gane to 
get together all the proteftanti which were left there- 
abouts, to condnd: diem to Colerain ; 1>ut btfdre the/ 
were ftaree a day's jonmcy from him, they were all 
murdered ; and fo were feyeral others by fpecial drrefH« 
on from fir Phelhn O Ned,* and his brother Turlagh, 
notwithftandmg they were protedled by them. All the 
med people m Armagh wertf By the fame diredtions car- 
ried away, but murdered alfo at Charlemotmt. And 
pTcfentiy after, his brother and he, with' their adherents, 
coalicionfty let on fire the goodly* cathedral church' of 
Armagh, and town of Armagh, and murdered and 
drowned there five hundred jperfons, young and old.

Eilmore, in the county of Armagh, depofeth, that ^here 
were two and twenty EngKlh protseftants burned m one 
houfe, within two .miles of Kilmore ; and that the re* 
bels dripped, Inlled, or murthered all, or moft of thtf 
' Enriiih of .that pari(h, which confifted of two hundred 
faimfies. That they fet many in the ftocks *until they 
conkffkd then* moxiey, and when they could get no more^ 
diftt thtn they murdered tbtrn* 
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ons (taken here upon oath, which I havepe- 
rufed) prefent a brief coUe^on of fome other 
horrid inhuman cruelties, which I find were 
ufed in the murdering of many poor inno- 
cent fouls. To many, thefe bloody villains 
ihewed fomuch favour, as fuddenly to dif- 
patch them out of their pain, by no means 
allowing them leave, or } time to fay their 
prayers ; for others, they held a fudden death 
too-eafy a puniihment ; therefore they impri- 
ibned * fome in moft beaftly Dungeons, full 
of dirt and mire, and there clapping bolts on 
their heels, fuffered them to penih at leifure; 
others they barbarqully f mangled, and left 
, languiihing 

• J Edward Saldnglsfi, of the county of Armagh, 
gent^ dq>ofet]i, and Mith, that George Lawlis, a rebel, 
of the faid county, refolving to kill John Covder, told 
Jhim he would kill him, but bid him firft fay his prayers ; 
whereupon the faid 'Cowder kneeling down to pray, the 
faid Lawlis inllantly cut off his head as he was upon his 
knees. Jurat. June i, 1642. 

Elizabeth Price depofeth, that when as divers of the 
Engliih were about to be murdered, and defired the re- 
bels on their knees firft to admit them to make their 
prayers to God ; the rebels have often, in her, the depo- 
nent's hearine, b IrifK, anfwered and faid, *< bequeath 
your foul to &e devil ;" and at other times the rebels 
would fay, " why ihould you pray, your foul is with the 
devil already ?" And with thofe words in their mouths 
would flaughterand put them to death. Jurat, ut fiipra. 

* Edward Banks of Caihel, in the county of Tippe- 
rary, clerk» depofeth, that the rebels thertp, on the firft 
day of January, killed fifteen men and women, all En- 
glifh^roteftants, at Caflid, and that they entered and 
took the town ; and having the fame, that they took 
this deponent, and other clergymen, and then and there 
forthwith cauied them to be put in the dugeon, where 
they continued twelve weeks in moft miferable flavery.

cye-witneHes, a blodBy murder was committed near Kiifeal * 
in the queen's county, upon an Englifhman, his wife, 
ibnr or five children, and a maid, all which wer^ 
hanged, by the command of fir Moi*gah Cavanagh and 
Robert Harpool, and afterwards put all in one hole, th* . 
youngeft child being Uot fully dead, put out the head and 
cried manuny, mammy, when without mercy they buried 
him alive. Jurat. Feb. 11, 1642* 

Elizabeth Price depofeth, that Thomas Mafon, an 
Englifh proteftant of Langal, being extreamly beaten 
and wounded, was carried away by his wife and fom6 
others ; for revenge of which, the rebels moft cruelly hack« 
ed, flaihed and wounded them ; and that done, dragged 
the fald Mafon unto a hole, and then and there threw 
tarth, flones and rubbifh upon him, and with the weight 
thereof kept him under, fo as the fald Mafott's wife told 
this deponent, he cried otit afid languiflied, till his own 
wife, to put him out of his pain, rather than hear hini 
cry ftill, tied her handkerchief over his mouth, and therei- 
with ftopped his breath, fo as he died. jUrat, June

put a rope about his neck, and threw him into the Blick- . 
water at Charlemount, and drew him up and down the 
water to make him confefs his money, who thereupon 
gave them twenty-one pounds, yet within three weeks 
after, he, his wife, andfeven cliildren were drowned by 
the rebels. And further faith, that Samuel LawciF 
Grenan, in the parifli of Armagh, was by the (aid Neil 
Oge O Neil and others, brought to a wood, and that 
then, they there put a withe about his neck, and io drew 
him up and down by the neck, until he was glad to pro- 
mife them ten pounds.

Margaret Fermeny, in die county of Fermanagh, de- 
pofeth, that the rebels bound her and her hufi>and's hands 
behind them, to make them confefs their money, and 
dragged them up and down in a rope, and cut his throat 
in her own fi^ht with a (kein, having firft knocked him 
down, and ftripped him, and that bemg an aged woman 
fcventy-five years old, asfhe came up afterwards to Dub* 
lin, fhe was ftripped by the Irifh feven timei in one day. 
the rebels bidding them go and look for tlu^ God, ana 
bid him give them cloths. Jurat. 
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they had told> they then difpatched them out . <<m* 
of the way. * Others were hanged up by the 
arms, and with many flaihes and cuts they 
made the experiment with their fwords how 
many blows an Engliibmun would endure 
before he died* Some had their f bellies ript 
up9 and fo left with their guts runnine^ about 
their heels.

of Kilkenny, gent, fwom and examined, depofeth, that 
iome of the rebels in Kilkenny, aforefaid, ftruck and 
beat a poor Engliih-wcMnan until fhe was forced into a 
ditch, where fhe died, thofe barbarous rebels having firft 
ripped up her child, of about fix years of age, and let;

James Geare of the county of Monaghan, depofeth, 
that the rebels at Clownis murdered one James Netter- 
ville, prpdor to the minifter there, who although he was 
dlyerfly wounded, his belly ripp'd up, and his entrails 
taken out and laid above a yard from him, yet he bled 
not at all, untill they lifted him up and carried him 
away ; at which this deponent being an eye-wltnefs, 
mudi wondered ; and thus barbarouuy they ufed him 
after they had drawn him to go to mafs with them. 
Jurat. April 6, 1642. 

% Owen Frankland of the city of Dublin, depofcth, 
that. Michael Garray told this deponent, that there was 
a Scotchman, who being driven by the rebels out of the 
Newry, and knocked on the head by the Irifh, recovered 
himielf, and came again into the town naked : whereup- 
on tile; rebels carried him and his wife out of the town, 
cut him all to pieces, and with a fkein ripp'd hi^ wife's 
belly, fo as a child dropp'd out of her womb.

child of two diildren, ai^d threw her and her children 
into a ditch, and that he this deponent drove away Swine 
from eating one qf h^r children. Jurat. 

§ John Montgomery of the county of Monaghanj^ 
fyrom an4 exammeth, faith, that one Brian Mac-£rony, 
ringleader, of tie rebels in the county of Fermanagh, 
killed Enfigij Floyd, Robert Worcnum, and four of their 
fervants, oqe of which they having wounded, though not 
to death, they buried quick. As alfo, that he was 
credibly informed, that the daughter-in-law of one Foard 
in the pa^ri^h of Clownifti, being delivered of a child in 
the fields^ the rebels, w^o had formerly killed her hnf- 
band and father, killed her and two of her children, and 
differed the dogs to eat up and deyour her new-born 
child. Jurat. June 26, 1642. 

t Katherme, the rclift of William Coke, of the conn- 
ty of Armagh, carpenter, depofeth, tjiat the rebels of- 
the faid county rqbbed, {^ipp^d and murdered a great 
cpmpapy of proteftants, fome by burning, fome by the 
fyordy {qmt by hanging, and the reft by ftarving, and 
other deaths. And this, deponent to fhun their rage, and 
faye Jier poor life, hid'hcrfelf in a ditch of water, and fat 
there among high ruflies fo long, as that fhe was almoft 
frozen and ftarved to death, and then crawled away fe- 
cretly.

child by the heels, and run and beat the brains of it out 
againft a tree.

f Anne Hill, wife of Arthur Hill, in the county of 
Catherlaugh, depofeth, that as fhe paiTed through the 
county of Wicldow, William the plaifterer, with nine or 
ten rebels more, pulled off her back a young child of one 
year and a quarter old, threw it on the ground, trod on 
it that it died, (Iripped herfelf and four fmall children, 
who by the cold they thereby got, fince died. Jurat. 

i John Stubs of the county, of Longford, gent, de- 

e>feth, that he heard by fcvne of the fherifFs men, that 
enry Mead and his wife, John Bigel, William Stell, 
and Daniel Stubs the deponent's brother, were put to 
death by Lifaeh Farrob, and Oli.

ced ads, which no doubt were performed 
out of hopes and ajQTurance to have their own 
lives faved, always murdered. And fuch 
was the malice and moft deteftable hatred 
borti to the EngUfli by the Irifli, as they 
taught their f cml4ren to kill Englifh chil- 
dren,

If we ihall take a furvey of the primitive times, 
and look into the fufferings of the firft chrif- 
tians that fuffered under the tyranny and cruel 
perfecutions of thofe heatheniih emperors, 
we fhall not certainly find any one kingdom, 
though of a far larger continent, where there 
were more chriftians fuffered, or more unpa* 
riJlePd cruelties were aded in many years up- 
on them, than were in Ireland, within the 

fpace 

Henry Fifhcr, of Powcrfconrt, m the county of Widt- 
low, depofethy that the rebels entered the pariih-church 
at Powerfcourt, and burnt up the pews, pulpit, chefis 
and bibles belongine to the faid church, with extream 
violence and triumph, and expreffing of hatred to reli- 
gion. Jurat. Jan. 25, 1641. 

Adam Clover, of Slonofy, in the county of Cavan, 
dulyfwom, depofeth, that James O Rely, Hugh Brady, 
and other rebels, did often take into their hands the pro- 
teftant bibles, and wetting them in the dirty water, did 
five or fix times dafh the lame on the face of this depo- 
nent, and other proteftants, faying, come, I know you 
love a good lefTon, here is an excellent one for you ; come 
to morrow, and you fhall have as good a fermon as this ; 
and ufed other fcof nful and difgracefiil words unto them : 
and fbrther faith, that drag«ng divers prQteftants by 
the hair of the hes[d, and in omer cruel maimer, into the 
church, there ftripped, robbed, whipped, andmoft cm- 
cUy ufed them, faying, if you come to merrow, yoafhaU 
hear the like fermon; Jurat. Jan. 4, 1641. 

Edward Slack, of Gufteen, in the county of Ferma- 
nagh, clerk, depofeth, that the rebels there took his bi- 
ble, opened it, and laying the open iide in a puddle of 
water, leaped and trampled upon it, faying, a plague on 
it, this bible hath bred all the quarrel ; and that they ho- 
ped within few ^'eeb all the bibles in Ireland fhould be 
ufed as that was, or worfe, and that none fliould bclefB 
in the kingdom. Jurat. Jan. 4» 1641, 
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(pace of the firft two months after the break- '*4<- 
ing out of this rebellion.. And howfoevcr ^ ^"^^^^^ 
ibme by outward infiidions and tortures were 
drawn to profefs the change of their religion, 
and had prefently theiy reward: for many of 
thofe they fuddenly difpatched with great 
fcom, faying, it was fit to fend them out of. 
the world in that good mood; f yet I dare fay 
we fhall find many thus cruelly put to death, 
equal to fome of thofe ancient worthies for 
their patience, conftancy, courage, magnani- 
mity in their fufferings, not accepting delive- 
rance, but triumphing and infulting with 
their laft breath, over the infolency, rage and 
* malice of their moft inhumane and cruel per- 
secutors* 

We fliall find in the roman ftory, during 
the feveral cruel conteftations betwixt Marius 
and Sylla, when their fadious followers filled 
the whole city of Rome with dreams of blood, 
ftrange and moft incomparable paifages of 

nicndihips; 

• Alexander Creiehton of Glaflough in the county of 
Monaghan, gent, depofeth, that he heard it credibly 
reported among the rebels aforefaid at Glauflough» that 
Hugh Mac O IJegan, a prieft, had done a mod merito- 
rious ad in drawing betwixt forty and fifty Englifh and 
Scottiih in the parim of Ganally, m the county of Fer- 
managh, to reconciliation with the church of Rome, and 
after giving them the facrament', demanded of them whe- 
ther chrift's body was really in the facramentor no ; and 
they faid, yea» and that he demanded further, whether 
they held the pope to be fuprcam head of the church ; 
they like wife anfwered, he was : and that thereupon he 
prdently told them, they were in good faith, and for 
fear they ihould fall from it, and turn hereticks, he and 
the reft that were with him cut all their throats. Jurat.

f John Glais of Montwrath in the queen's county, 
fwom and examined, faith, that Florence Fitx-Patrick

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j^ fnendihips ; one expofing himfelf to all man* 
' ncrof dangers for the prelcrvation of hi» friend 
,0f a contrary fadion ; fervants willingly facri- 
ficing themfelves to fave the lives of their 
beloved mafters. But here on the contrary^ 
what open violation of all bands of humani- 
ty and friendfliipf^ no contraAs^ no promifes 
obferved ; quarter given in the moft folemn 
manner, with the greateft oaths and fcvereft 
execrations, under nsind and feal, fuddenly 
broken. The Iriih landlords making a prey 
of their Engliih tenants ; the Iriih fervants 
betraying their Engliih mafters ; and every 
one efteeming an act wherein they could de- 
clare their hatred and malice moft againft any 
of the Britiih nation, as gallant and truly 
meritorious. 

It is not to be denied, but that the firft and 
moft bloody executions were made in the 
province of Ulfter, and there they continued 

longeft 
• 

of the faid county^ tfq; havine receiTcd Mr. John Ni- 
cholfon and his wife Ann Nicnolfon, under his protec- 
tion, did endeavour all he could to turn them to mafs» or 
^eprefent rebellion; but thcTy both profeiTed, that ra* 
ther than they would cither forfake their religion, or 
fight againft their countrymen, they would die the death, 
the hmband profeifing how mudh they abhorred it, and 
his wife even ihewing greater rcfolution : they would 
have had her bum her bible ; but her anfwer was, be- 
fore (he would either bum her bible, or turn againft her 
countrymen, (he would die upon the point of the fword ; 
which was made good by them ; for on a fabbath-day in 
the momine before mafs, they were cruelly butchered 
and murdered by the command of the faid Florence Fitz* 
Patrick : the inftrument that aded the villany, was one 
John Harding, who fmce hath been beyond all etprtP- 
fion tormented m his confcience, and with continued ap- 
jparitions of them (as he conceived) in fuch manner as he 
mnrdered them ; fo as he is even now coniumed away with 
the horror of it, as is moft frequently reported among 
the rebels. Jurat. April 8, 1642. 
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longeft to execute thdr rage and cruelty ; »«4«- 
yet muft it alfo be acknowledged, that all ^"^"^^"^ 
the other three provinces did concur with 
them, as it were with one common confent 
to deftroy and pluck up by the roots all the 
Britifh planted throughout the kingdom. 
And for this purpofe they went on, not only 
murdering, dripping and driving out all of ' 
them, men, women, and children,'^but they laid 
wafte their habitations, burnt their evidences, 
defaced in many places all the monuments of 
civility and devotion, the courts and places 
of the Englifii government ; nay, as fome of 
thcmfelves exprefs it, they refolved not to 
leave them cither name or pofterity in Ire- 
land. 

How they proceeded on in this work, or 
how far they co-operated each with other, 
vull be a talk of a large fize, and more pro- 
per for another place in this ftory. 

I fhall here conclude this difcourfe concern- 
ing the cruelties exercifed upon the Britiih 
and proteftants, with' thefc following exami- 
nations. They are eight in number, two 
witneiTes, as it were taken out of each pro- 
vince, to declare their bloody proceedings: J 
ihall begin with Munfter, from whence we 
have yet very few examinations brought up, 
the chiefeft of them having been moft un- 
haj^ly carried another way. Therefore I 
have thought fit, for the more full e^pi^ng 
their miferies, to infert their general remon- 
ftrance, made upon the conclunon of the late 
ceflation, in the year 1643. The two next 
enfuing arc concerning the province of Co- 
nanght ; then thofe of the province of Ulfter; 
land lafUy, two examinations taken of fome 
afts of cruelty committeid within t^e pro-^ 

vmce 
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1 641. vince of Leinfter. I have made choice, for 
the moft part of them, of fuch as have been 
put in by perfons of good quality, of kno-wn 
integrity and credit. They are aU upon oath» 
as all the other examinations concerning^ 
cruelties before-mentioned likewife are. I 
Ihall leave the feveral particulars to the con- 
iideration of fuch as fliall pleafe to take the 
pains to read them over. ' And I may well, 
fay of them, in refped of the former cruelties 
inferted, as was faid to the prophet Ezekiel 
Esck. II. in another cafe, ^ Turn thee yet again, and 
"• thou fhalt fee greater abominations than 
thcfe.^' 

A general remonftrance of the diftreffed pro- 
teftants in the province of Munfter. 

HcKfoUow OEtting forth, from the gafping condition

takSi up^n whereas the province of Munfter, through 
vCTai° ho^ ^^^ ^^ expeiice of Englifli treafure and 
rid murd^ blood, was reduced from the height of bar- 
awSabte ^^^^^ ^^ ^^^^ ^ degree of civility, that the 
crueitia powcr and dignity of the Englifli crown, was 
^^^ ^^^ much advanced and extended by the furefi 
four pro- and nobleft bonds of a flourifliing people : 
vince*. thofe of religion, civility and profit : of reli- 
gion, witnefled, by the enlarged congregations 
both in cathedral and parochial churches : 
civility, by the many coftly plantations, fair 
and ftrong buildings, plentiful markets, and 
bountiful hofpitality : and profit by the free 
trade and commerce throughout Chriften- 
dom. Lands fully improved, abounding with 
'hcr^s and flocks of all forts of the beft Eng- 
lifli cattel, which enabled us to advance p^at . 
fum9 to his majefty's cuftoms, contnbute . 

laigc 
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large fubfides, and to fupply the weft of Eng- «tf4«- 
land with fiich a confiderable proportion of ^— v*^ 
wool and cattle, that a great part of the 
trade of thofe parts fubfifted thereby. And 
this begun at the great charge of the Englifli 
undertakers, in the time of queen Elizabeth, 
of £imous memory ; fince when few parts of 
Chriftendoin from their beginning (in fo fliort 
fp^ce) had fuch a rife and growth j which was 
not alone to ourfelves, but the vciy natives 
muft confefs, that their cftates were hugely 
augmented by our improveinents. And 
therefore let it not be wondred at, that when 
we confider from what we are fallen, to what 
we are fallen ; if the pain of lofs, ftrive to 
equal that of fenfe ; and if the depth of our 
miferies have not funk our fouls to ftupidity, 
we may compare our woes to the faddeft 
parallel of any ftory. Our temples demolifh- 
ed, or worfe, prophaned by facrifices to idols; 
our houfes and caftles become ruinous heaps, 
our nation extiroated, deftroyed : no quality, 
age, fex, priviledged from maflacres and 
.lingring death ; by being robbed and ftripped 
naked, through cold or famine, paflages of a 
notable piece of clemency and mercy. The 
famiflied infeints of murdered parents fwarm 
in our ftreets, and for want of bread perifli be- 
fore our fices ; and many of our yet miferable 
remnant, which lived plentifully, and re- 
lieved others, are forced to afk relief, and 
thofe they alk of, conftrained by want to re- 
fufe them; fo as undoubtedly our prefent 
miferies are not far diftant of thofe of Sa- 
maria's liege ; and all thofe caft upon us by 
this unparalleled rebellion, at a time when we 
were moft confident and fecure, more and 
greater immunities and bounties being gran- 
ted 
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ted by his majefty that now is, than erer wsft 
by his royal progenitors ; for what caufe, 
offence, or lead teeming provocation, our 
fouls never imagine (fin excepted) fave that 
we were proteftants, and his maiefty's loyal 
fobjeAs, and could not endure tneir poyfon- 
ous breaths to belch out fuch prophanenefs, 
as in a deep meafure pierced and wounded the 
facred fame of our king ; and to colour this, 
we muft go under the notorious names of, 
firft, Puritans, and later, of Round-Heads; 
for particular inftances, time would fail, and 
leneth weary the reader. But we are alto- 
gether confident to make it manifeft, by 
abundant inftances, that the depopulations in 
this province of Munfter, do- well near equal 
thofe of the whole kingdom. The particu- 
lars whereof, as of the multitude of inhuman 
cruelties, were colleded and reduced to feve- 
jalinftances, with ample proof, by the many- 
months endeavours of a reverend divine, one 
arch-deacon Bif^, thereunto authorized by 
verti^e of a commiflion under the broad-fed 
of this kingdom ; who was moft barbaroufiy 
murdered by the Irifh, exprcffing that to be 
die caufe. And becaufe it may be thought 
requifite to touch fomething of the de- 
meanom^ of the Irifh iince the cefiation, as 
well as before 5' many Englifhhave been mur- 
dered as they travelled, with other expref- 
fions of that utter deteftation of the Eaglifh, 
that if any remain (which few do) nor furely \ 

will do, that can but breathe elfewhere; then 
muft they be in a degree wprfe than any 
known flavery : and likewife for other parts ' 
of the cefiation, they have been totally 
broken, and our quarters, being of large ex- 
tent, univerfally taken from us, even to the 

walls 
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vhlls of ow garrifoAs; whema we have J^J^Jj 
often called to the chief of them for juftic^; ^-^v-w 
which being denied (or which is worfe) de^* 
layed, want of means to juftify 6urfelve9» 
leaves us without remedy. All which we 
pour forth our griefs and fuppUcationSf above» 
to God alone; and here on earthy to our 
dread fovereign.

rebel, together with a great multitudp o( biih 
rebellious foldiers, then and there fiercely 
aflaulted and fet upon her hufband, and upon 
erne William Brock, William Laughlin, Thq- 
mas Collop9 and eight more Englim proteftant 
men, and about ten women, and upon fome 
children in their company, and then and 
there ftrip'd them of their dothes, and then 
with fliones, pole-axes, fkeins, fwords, pikes^ 
darts, and other weapons, moft barboroufly 
maflacred and murdered her hufband, and 
all thofe proteftant men, women and chil- 
dren : in the time of which maflacre, a moft 
loud and fearful noife and ftorm of thunder, 
lightning, wind, hail-ftones and rain began : 
the time being on a fabbath-dayi^ about an 

' ^ hour 
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i<4». hour before night, the former part of the 
^^"^^^^ day being all very fair, but that thunder, 
lightning, and tempeft, happening fuddenly 
after the maflacre was begun, much afiiightcd 
and terrified this deponent and many others, 
infomuch as thofe murderers themfelves con- 
fefled it to be a fign of God's anger and 
threatning of them for fuch their then cruel- 
ty ; yet it deterred them not, but they per- 
fified in their bloody aft, until they had 
murdered thofe faid En^lifh proteftants, and 
, had hack'd, hew'd, flam'd, ftabbed, and fo 
mailacred them, that many of thtra were 
cut all to pieces ; and her huiband, for his 
part, had thirty grievous wounds then and 
there given him, viz. fomc through 'Ot near 
his heart, ten mortal wounds in his head, 
three in his belly, and in either arm four, and 
the reft in his thighs, legs, back and neck : 
and that murder done, thofe barbarous re- 
bels tied wyths about their necks, and drew 
them out of the refining-mill (where indeed 
they flew them) and threw them, or moft of 
them, into a deep hole (formeriy made) one 
upon another, fo that none of thofe twenty- 
three men, women, or c;hildren, did efcape 
death. Howbeit, one Tho. Ladell, a Scottilh 
man, and one George Kclfey, who then and 
there endured, and had many grievous 
wounds, and being left on the ground for 
dead, crawled up, (after the rebels were 
gone away) and w ith much difficulty efcaped 
with their lives : and further faith, that fuch 
was God's judgment upon the faid Hugh 
Kenedy, for that bloody faft, that he pre^ 
fently fell into a moft ddperate madnefs and 
diftraction, and could not reft day nor night ; 
yet coveting to do more mifchief upon the 

Englilh, 
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EnglUh^ but being prevented, and denied to •^4ii* 
do it, he about a ^^eek after drowned himfelf ^"'"^'^ 
in the next river to the filver works, but his 
barbarous and wicked foldiers went on in 
their wickednefs, and afterwards bragged 
how they had killed a minifter and his wife 
and four children near the city of Limerick ; 
and this deponent is too well aflured, that 
thoie, and other Irifh rebels in that part of 
the country, exercifed and committed a great 
number of bloody murders, robberies, and 
outrages upon the perfons and goods of the * 

proteSants, fo as very few efcaped with their 
lives, and none at all faved their goods. And 
further £iith, that all the popifh gentry in 
the country thereabouts, efpecially all thofe 
of the Septs, and names of the O Brians, and 
^he Ck>ghlun8, the Kenedies, were all adtors 
in the preient rebellion againft his majefty; 
and either afted, affifted, incited or contented 
to all the murders, robberies, cruelties, and } 

rebellious ads aforefaid. And ihe fiurther 
iaith, that by means of the faid rebellion, her 
laid hufband and fhe w^re at Werinwood 
about Candlemas, 1641, robbed and deprived 
of their cattle, houfiiold^fluff, com, malt, 
proviiion, ready money, debts, the benefit of 
their leaib, and other their goods and chatties^ 
of the value^ and to their lofs,.of one hun- 
dred and threefcore pounds at the leaft^ and 
that the faid John Kenedy,, cfq; their land- 
lord, was the man that fo deprived and rob- 
bed them thereof; and the other rebels ftrip'd 
her Jbrk naked Jurat. Feb. id, 1643.

which day, the titulary archbiihq> and the 

lord of Mayo meeting with their whcde num<^ 

ber, went on their journey to Shreul; at 

which place the lord of Mayo left them in the 

cuftody of the faid laft named Edmund 

Bourk : but a» one f/br. Bringhurft told the 

deponent, the lord of Mayo was hot gone far 

from them^ but the faid Edmund Bouik 

di^w out his fwCNrd, diredbig. the reft what 

they fliould do, aiid b^an to naafiaore diofe 

proteilants ; and accordingly fonve w«re ihot 

to death, feme ftabl/d witti fkeins, fome ma 

tio^u^h with pSsief, fome caft into the water 

and drowned, and the women that wen 

ftripped naked, lying upon their hulhands to 

fave them, were run through wcth pikea; and 

very few of thofe £ngli£ then and there 

efcaped alive, butVthe moft part; were mur* 

dered in the place: amongftthe nrft, the 

bifl^op of Killalla efcaped with his life, but* 

was 
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was thctt w4 thew 5irounde4 ia his lieaids ,J!tl: 
^od one Hbr. Crowd, ft ibinifter, wm iheA and 
there fo beaten with €%id^h qu his feet^ chaX 
he died jQbu^tly aftcr^ ^A^d tJus deponent 
ftirther iiiti, th^ in tlje tow« of Sligo, forty 
perfoM of £ogiift andScottiih, wiere by tbie 
Febek firiped and locked up in -a (cdbr, and 
about midnight a butcher, which was ^nt 
vnto fhem oft purpofe, with hii axe knocked 
Aem on the head, and id then and thw$ 
murdered them : which butdier coooin^ after^ 
wards to CaiUe^Burre, (tid there corned iuJ 
Uoody faa. 

In Tirawly, within the county of --—-r^ 
about thirty or forty Engjiih (fonneriy tpracd- 
p2pi&) had their choice given them, whether 
they woi^ xlic by the fword, or drown 
themfelvcs : (hey making choice of drownings 
were brought to the fea-fide by the rebels, 
who had their ikein; drawn in their hands, 
and forced them to wade into the fea : the 
mothers, with their children in their arm^ 
(crying for drink) having waded to the cfiin, 
atfengCheaft or dived themfidves and chil- 
dren into the fea, yielding themfelves to the 
maftery of the waves, and fo perifiied/ 

The torments the rebel* would ufe to the 
proteftants to make them confefs their monies, 
were thefe, viz. fome they would take and 
writh wryths about their heads, till the blood 
fprang out of the crown of their heads ; 
otllers they would hang until they were half 
dead, then they would let them down ; and 
do the fame fo often over, until they confef- 
fed their monies. 

And this deponent further faith, that a 

young youth of about fifteen years of age, 

the ton of Mr. Montgomery, the minifter, 

N 2 meeting 
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i^L^j **^^^^g ^^ ^ bloody rebel who had been 
^^ ^ his fthool-mafter; this rebel <ircw. his fkein, 
and began furioufly to flaih and cut him 
therewith ; the boy cried unto him, « Good 
mafier, do not kill me, but whip me as mttch 
as you will :^ nevcrthelcfs the then mercileis 
and cruel rebel there moft barbaroufly mur« 
dered him< 

A Scotch man travelling in the highway^ 
with his wife and children, near -— — were 
befet by the rebels, who wounded and ilabed 
him with their pikes, put him alive upon a 
car, brought him to a ditch, and biuied him 
alive, as the pooi; wife afterwards (with great 
grief) told him, this deponent. 

The vicar of Urras turned papifi, and be- 
came drummer td captain Bourk, and was 
afterwards murdered for his pains by the 
rebels. 

Another Scotch man, near Ballehen, was 
hanged by the rebels.

had done in very good eftate and condition; 
and having continually furniihed the inj^abir 
tants of that part thereabouts with all forts 
of wares and merchandife ; and by that courf^ 
Jiaving acquired and gained to himfe^lf an 
eftate of good value : He, the iaid Thomas 
Stewart, and ^e, this Deponent, then pof^ 
feifing that eftate, were then at Sligo afore- 
iaid, by Andrew Crean, of Sligo, cfq; then 
high-iheriff' of that county, Neil O Haxt, of 
Donelly, in the ^d county, gentleman; Roger 
O Conner, of Skarden, in tiie lame county, 
gentleman ; Donnel O Conner, of -^r — -, geur 
tleman, brother-in-law to Teige O Conner of 
Sligo ; Richard O Crean, of Tirrcragh, gen^ 
tleman; John O Crean, efq; and a juftice olF 
peace, fon to the faid Andrew Crean ; Antho* 
ny Sorean, of -t — •-.— , near Ballvfliany, gen* 
tleman,forcibly deprived^ robbed and defpoil* 
cd of their houihold-goods, wares, merchant 
dife, fpecialties, cattle, horfes, plate, money, 
and other goods and catUes, of the value of 
one thoufand two hundred pounds fterlingt 
or thereabouts. Which robbery and outrage

itf4»- December aforefaicU at the very time of the 

*— '^-^^ rtheh fiiiTf>rifinff, robbing 4nd piBiging of aH 
the Eiigliih and Scotcli of the town 6t Sligo. 
Ill the doing whereof, not only the perfotis, 
rebeb before-named, but alfo Teige O Con- 
licf Sligo, now 6fthccaft!e of Slig6, general 
of the rebels in thofe parts ; James French, of 
Sligo, aforefaid, efquire, aiuftice of the peace 
(a notorious and crual rebel) Briiia O Con^ 
nef, of Drumcleer, gentlenaafi ; captain Char- 
les O Conner, a frjrar, ind captain Hugh 
b Conner, all thr^e captains, and brother* 
to the faid^ Teige O Conner Sligo ; captain 
Patrici Hunket, near KiHoony, in th^ fame 
Comnty, ajnftice of the peace; captain Phe*- 
Km O Conner; captain Teige O Conner, of 
the Glan ; captain Con O Conner, of the fame; 
and divers others, whofe nam^s 6kt cannot 
for the prcfcnt remember, were tnoft foiward 
and cruel aftors ; and thofe rebels having al-. 
togfcther deprived and ftripped all the Bri» 
tim of all their efiates they had, fhe, this 
deponent, and. her hufband, and many other 
Britiih, were left in that town; -and among 
the reft, there were left there, which flie 
can well remember, viz. WilliaAi Braxton, 
the deponent and her hufband and fix chil- 
^Iflren; Ja^es Scot and his fon, of the age of 
four or five years^ Sampfon Pbrt ^d his wife, 
Mary Port and her father (of the age of feven. 
ty years, or thereabouts) John Littie, Arthur 
Martin, William Dowlittle, and his wife and 
children, William Carter, and JcAn Lewes, 
and Elizabeth his wife, Robert Bcyens, Eliza^r 
beth Harlow, and one woman that was gi^eat 
with child, and within a month of her time, 
Ifabel Beard, who was great with child, and 
very near her time, and others whom flie 

4^annot 
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cannot naaie ; vrhich Britiih people (altho* fM^^ 
they were prmnifed fair quarter, and tfeken ' 
into the protedion of the faid Ticgc O Con- 
ner SligOyXvfao promi&d.them a coUciGtion) 
yet they were daily threatned to be muFder* 
ed, if they would not turn papift$ in one 
month the then next after; which, for faying 
of their liveg, they were chfisrced to db. Not- 
withftanding which, about the £icth orif Janu^ 
ary, then next following^ the iaid O Conner 
SUgo (having before called a meeting of fai3 
followers and kindred, in the counties of 
Sligo and Letrim, and confidered with thcnit 
and with a conrent of fryars of the abby 
of Sligo for three days together, whete they 
£it in council) all the men women, and chil- 
dren of the Britiih that then could be found 
within the fame town (iaving this deponent, 
who was fo fick that ihe could not llir) were 
fommoned to go into the goal, and as many 
as could be met withal, were carried and put 
into the goal of Sligo, where about twelve 
a clock in the night they were firippcd ftark 
naked, and after moil of them were moft cru- 
elly and barbaroufly miu-dered with fwords, 
axes, and ikeins, and particularly by two 
butchers, named James Buts and Robert 
Buts of Sligo, who murdered many of them ; 
wharein alfo wereadors, Charles O Conner, 
the Flyar, and Hugh O Conner aforenamed, 
brother to the faid Teige O Connor Sligo, and 
Teiee O Sheile, Kedagh O Hart, labourer, 
Richwd WaUh and Thomas Walfli, the one 
the jaylor, the other a butcher, and divers 
others whomflie cannot name : andiaith, that 
above thirty of the Britiih which were fo put 
into the goal, were then and there murdered ; 
befides Biabcrt Qumble, then provoil of the

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"JJJ- £ud town of SligOy Edward Newfiiam aad Ed- 
ward Mercer, who were wounded and left for 
dead amongft the reft, and Jo. Stewart, this de- 
ponent's fon, which .four being the next day- 
found alive, yet all befmeared with blood, were 
fpared to live. Ail which particulars the depo- 
nent was credibly told by thofe that fo efcaped, 
zttfd by her Irilh fervants, and othe^ of the tQwn; 
and faith, that fome of the women fo mur- 
dered being big with child (by their wounds 
received) the very arms and legs of the chil- 
dren in their wombs appeared, and were thruft 
out ; and one woman, viz. liabel Beard, being 
in the houfe pf the friars, and hearing the la- 
mentable cry that was made, ran into the 
ilreet, and was piufued by one of the friar's 
men unto the river, where ihe was barbarous- 
ly murdered, and found the next day with 
the child's feet appearing, and thruft out of 
her wounds in her fides. And further faith, 
that on the faid fixth. day of January, there 
were murdered in the ftreets of the town of 
Sligo, thefe Britiih proteftants following, viz. 
William Sheiles and John Shells, his fon, 
William Mapwel and Robert Akin. And the 
deponent further faith, (as fbe was credibly 
informed by the perfons before named) that 
the inhuman rebels, after their murders com- 
mitted in the faid goal, laid and placed fome 
of the dead bodies of the naked mxirdered 
men upon the naked bodies of the womei;, 
in a moft immodeft pofture, not fit for chaftc 
cars to hear: in which pofture they continued 
to be feen the next morning by thofe Irifh of 
the town that came into the faid goal, who 
were delighted and rejoiced in thofe bloody 
murders and uncivil aftions : and that they 
of the Irifh that came to bury them, ftood up 

to 
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to the mid*leg in the blood and brains of >^>* 
ihofe that were fo murdered, who were car- ^"'"^^ 
ried out, ai^d cail into a pit digged for that 
purpofe, in the garden of Mr. Ricrofts, inoi* 
nifter of Sligo. And ihe further faith, that 
whereas the river of Sligo was before very 
plentiful of fifh, it did not for a long time 
after thofe murders, afford any filh at all : 
and this deponent faw the friars in their white 
habits, in great companies in proceflion, going 
to fanftify the water, calling therein holy 
water : ihe faith alfo, that the prior of the 
convent of Sligo, after the murder of the faid 
women in the river, fell frantick, and ran fo 
about the ftreets, and continued in that fren- 
zy for three or four weeks ; and faith, that of 
her fix children, three were ilarved and died, . 
after her releafe out of imprifonment, which 
had been for eighteen months amongft the 
rebels, ^

Captain Anthony Stratford, of Charlemount, 
in the county of Armagh, Efq; aged three- 
fcorce years, or thereabouts, fworn and ex- 
amined before his majefly's commiffioners, 
by virtue of a commiilion in that behalf, 
direded under the great feal of Ireland, 
depofeth and faith, 

THAT thefe proteftant minifters fol- 
lowing, about the beginning of the pre- ^[^JJ^^ 
lent rebellion, were murdered in the counties 

of 
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«*4i- of Tyrone and Alrnagh^ vie. Mr, John Mat- 
^ * "^ thcw, Mr. Blyth, Mr. Haftings, Vk. Smith, 
Mr. Durragh, Mr. Birge, and eight more, 
trhofe names this deponent hath forgotten, 
by the rebeb, none of which would the re- 
bels pennit to be buried ; the names of fuch 
as murdered, this examinant knoweth not ; 
his caufe of knowledge of the &kl murders 
is, that fome'of his, this deponent's fervants, 
who were among tlie rebels, did give him the 
relation, and he verily believeth them ; and 
befides, this deponent heard the fame con- 
f effed apd averred by many of the rebels them* 
fclves, and by fome of thofe proteftants that 
had efcaped ; and that he, this deponent, was 
a prifoner among the rebels at Caftle-Oiufield, 

' near the place of thofe murderers, where he 
continued fourteen months. And further 

. faith, that in Dungannon, in the county of 
Tyrone, or near thereunto, the rebels murdered 
three hundred and fixteen proteftants ; and 
between Charlemount and DunganHon, above 
four hundred that there were miu-dered and 
drowned at and in the river by Benburb, the 
black-water, between the coupties of Armagh 
and Tyrone, two hundred and fix proteftants; 
and Patrick Mac-Crew of Dungannon. afore- 
faid, murdered thirty-one in one morning ; 
and two young rebels, viz. John Begbrian and 
Hary, murdered in the faid county of Tyrone, 
one hundred and forty poor women and chil- 
dren that could naake no refiftance ; and that 
the wife of Brian Kelly of Loghgal,in the coun- 
ty of Armagh (one of the rebels captains) did 
with her own hands mm-der forty-five. And 
this deponent further faith, that one Thomas 
King, fomedmes ferieant to the late lord Cau-- 
fiejcrs company (which this deponent com* 

manded 
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mended) h« being iufdrced to ftarve under the j«4«^ 
rebels, and was one of the provoft-marfhals, 
gave tht dtpcment a lift of eveiy honftoldePft 
name fo murdered, and the number of the 
perfons fo murdered ; which lift this deponent 
durft not keep: at P^Mtadowne there were 
drowned at feveral times abont thrde hun« 
dred and eig^t, who were fent away by about 
forty, or fuch like numbers at oncci with con« 
voys, and there drowned^ there was a lough 
near LoghgaU aforeiaid, where were drowned 
above two hundred, of which this deponent 
was informed by feveral perfons, and parti- 
cularly by th« wife of Dr. Hodges, and two 
of her ftms, who were prefent and defigned 
for the like end, but by god's mercy that gave 
them favour in the eyes of fome of the rebels, 
they efcaped; and the faid Mrs. Hodges and 
her fons gave the deponent a lift of the names 
of many of thofe that were fo drowned, which 
the deponent durft not keep; and faith, that 
the faid Dr. Hodges was Imployed by fir Phe* 
lim O Neil to make powder; but he failing 
of his undertaking, was firft half-hanged, then 
cut down, and kept prifoner three months, 
and then murdered with forty-four more 
within a quarter of a mile of Charl^mount a- 
forefaid, they being by Tirlogh O Neil, bro- 
ther to fir Phelim, fent to Dungannon prifo- 
ners, and in the way murdered. This depo- 
nent was fliewed the pit where they were all 
caft in. 

At a mill-pond in the parifli of Killamen in 
the county of Tyrone, there were drowned 
in one day 300 ; and in the fame parifh there 
were murdered of Englifli and Scottifli 1200, 
as this deponent was informed by Mr. Birge, 
the late minifter of the laid parifh, who cer- 
tified 
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* J^l^*. tificd the fame under his hand^ which note 
the deponent durft not keep: the £iid Mr. 
Birge was ^nurdered three months after: All 
which murders were in the firft breaking out 
of the rebellion, but the particular times this 
deponent cannot remember, neither the per- 
fons by whom they were conunitted^ This 
deponent was credibly infonqed by the faid 
ferjeant, and others of this dopqnept's ier-r 
vants (who kept company ynth the rebels, and 
faw the fame) that many young childrei;! were 
cut into qviarters and gobbets by the rebels^ 
and ths^t eighteen Scottiih inf^lts were hang-^ 
ed on a clothier's tenterhook, and that they 
murdered a young fat Scottiih man, and made 
candles of his greiafe ; they took another ScotT 
tifh man and ripped up his belly, that they 
might come to his finaU guts, the one end 
whereof they tied to a tree, and made him go 
:round until he had drawn them all out of hU 
body; they then faying, that they would try 
whether a dog's or a Scotch n^an's guts were 
the longer*

*rhe examination of Robert Maxwell, clerk, 
arch-dcacon of Down, fworn and examin- 
ed^ depofeth and faith, inter alia. 

THAT by command from fir Phelirtl O Thcpw- 
Neil, the rebels dragged the deponent's "^^^""^ 
brother, lieutenant James Maxwell, out' of 
bis bed, in the rage and height of a burning 
fever; and left any of his acquaintance or 
friends ihould bury him, they carried him two 
miles from any church, and there cruelly but- 
chered him, when he neither knew what he 
did or faid; and thus fir Phelim paid him two 
hundred and fixty pound which he owed 
him : and his wife Griffel Maxwell being in 
child-birth, the child half bom and half un* 
bom, they ftript ftark naked, drove her about 
an arrows flight to the Black-water, and 
drowned her: the like they did to another 
Englifh woman in the fame pariih, in the be- 
«nning of the rebellion, which was little in«* 
feriour, if not more unnatural and barbarous, 
than the roafting of Mr. Watfon alive, after 
they had cut a coUop out of either buttockj 
And farther faith, that a Scottifli woman was 
found in the Glinwood lying dead, her belly 
ripped up, and a living child crawling in her 
womb cut out of the cawl; and that Mr. Star- 
key, fchool-mafter at Armagh, he u gentleman 
of good parentage and parts, being upwards 
of an hundred years of age, they ftripped na- 
ked, caufed two of his daughters, virgins, 
being likewfe naked, to fupport him under 
each arm, he being not able to go of himfclf ; 
and in that pofture carried them all three a 
^quarter of a mile, to a turf-pit, and drowned 
them, feeding the lufts of their eyes and the 

cruelty 
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cruelty of their hearts with the felf-fame 
ofaje^ at the fame time* At tb^ fiege oi 
Augher, they would not kill any E^Ufh 
bealt, and thea eat itt but they <ut <;oUQps out 
of them being alive, letting them there roar 
till they had no more flefii upon (heir backs^ 
{6 that (bmetimeft a bc^ would live two or 
three days together in that t<Min€Dt; tbe liJie 
they did at Armagh, when they murdered 
Hugh Echlin, efq; they haiskged and murdered 
all his Iriih fervantc which had aJay tray pro* 
ved fiuthful or ufeful to him during this re* 
bellion. And as touching exemplatry con^ 
itancy in religion, this deponent Oiit^ that 
Henry Cowel, efq; a gallant ami w^ bred 
gentleman, was murderod becaufe he would 
not confent to marry abealUy trull, Mary Ny 
Neil, a near Idnfwoman of fir PhcUm's : ht 
was proffered his life without the bloufe, if he 
would have gone to mafi, but he choCe rather 
to die, than to do either. There wan made 
the like proffer of lijbe for going to sEiaia, to 
Robert Ecklin, a child of eleven or twelve 
years of age, but he alfo nefufed it, fayi&£^ 
^ he faw nothing in their religion for whi^ 
he would change his own." And this depo- 
nent further faith, that very many of the 
Britiih protefiants the rebels buried alive^ 
and took great pleafure to hear them ^ak 
unto them, as they digged down aid ditches 
upon them; excq)t thofe whom they thus 
buried, they buned none of the protefianta^ 
neither would permit any that furvived to 
perform that duty for them : and further faith, 
that the rebels would fend their children a* 
broad in great ti^oops, efpecially near unto 
Kinnard, armed with long wattles and whip% 
who would therewith beat dead men's bodies 

about 
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about their privy members, until thej beat^ /^^* 
or rather tralhed them off, and then would 
return in great joy to their parents, who re- 
ceived them for fuch fervice as it were in 
triumph. And further faith, that if any wo» 
men were found dead lying with their faces 
downward, they would turn them upon their 
backs, and in great flocks refort unto them^ 
cenfuring all parts of their bodies, but efpe# 
daily foch as are not fit to be named, which 
afterwards they abufed^fo many ways, an4 
fo filthily, as chafte .ears would not endure 
the very namiag thereof. 

Many of the proteftants the rebels would 
not kill out-right, but being half dead, would 
fo leave them, entreating for no better 
favour at their hands two or three days after, 
but to kill them out-right, which fometimeg 
Was granted fometimes denied. 

▲ young youth havine his back-bone bro^ 
ken, was found in a field, having like a beaft 
eaten all the grafs round about mm ; the de- 
ponent could not learn that they killed him 
out, but that they removed him to a place of 
better paihire ; fo that in thofe moft bloodv 
and execrable wretches, that of the holy jg^hoil 
is verified, ^ the very mercy of the wicked 
is crueky:'' and further faith, that the rebels 
theoDifelves told him, this deponent, that they 
murdered nine hundred aqd fift^ four in one 
morning in the county of Antrim ; and that 
faefides them, they fuppofed that they killedf 
above eleven or twelve hundred more, iu 
that county: they told him likewifc, that co* 
lond Bryan O Neil.kiUed about a thoufand 
in the county ^of Down, befides three hundred 
killed near KiUcleigh, and many hundreds 

both 
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itf4» both before and after in both thofe coun« 
ties. 

At fir Phelim'^ return fix>m lifnegarvy, 
fonie of the foldiers forced about twenty-four 
Britifh into a houfe, where they burned them 
alive, whofe terrible out-cries they defired 
very much to imitate and exprefe unto 
others ; and faith, that he heard fir Pheilki 
likewife report, that he killed fix hundred 
Engliih at Garvagh in the county of Deny ; 
and that he had left neither man, woman, or 
child alive in the barony of Munterlong in 
the county of Tyrone, and betwixt Armagh 
and the Newry, in the feveral plantations 
and lands of Sir Archibald Atdiefon, John 
Hamilton, Efq; the lord Caufield, and the 
lord Mount Norris : and faith alfo, that there 
were above 2000 of the Britifli murdered for 
the moft part in their own houfes, whereof 
he was informed by a Scots-man, who was 
in thofe parts with fir Phelim, and faw 
their houfes filled with their dead bodies. 
In the Glin wood towards Dromore, there 
were flaughter^d, as the rebels told the de- 
ponent, upwards of twelve thoufand in all, 
who were all killed in their flight to the 
county of Down : the number of the people 
drowned at the bridge of Portadown, arc 
diverfly reported according as men ftaid a- 
mong the rebels; this deponent who ftaid as 
long as any, and had better intelligence than 
molt of tbs Englifii amongft them, and had 
beft reafon to know the truth, faith, there 
were (by their own report) one hunched and 
ninety drowned with Mr. FuUerton : at ano« 
ther time they threw one hundred and forty 
over the faid bridge ; at another time thirty- 
fix, or thirty-fcven, and fo continued drown- 
ing 
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ing more or fewer, for feven or eight wetks, 
£o as the feweft which can be fuppofed there 
to have periflied, muft needs be above one 
thoufand, beiides as many more drowned be* 
twixt that bridge and the great Lough of 
Montjoy, befides thofe who perifhed by the 
fword, fire and famine, in CoubrafHl, and 
the Englifh plantations adjacent : which, in 
reg^d there efcaped not three hundred'out of 
all thofe quarters, muft needs amount to 
many thoufands. 

Near unto the deponent's houfe thirty fix 
perfons were carried to the Cure-bridge at 
one time, and drowned. At another time 
fix aiid fifty, men, women, and children ; all 
of them being taken out* of the deponent's 
houfe ; and at feveral other times feveral 
other numbers; befides thofe that were 
drowned in the black-water at Kinnard. In 
i^^hich town and the parifh of Tinon (where- 
of the deponent was reclor) there was 
drowned, flaughtered and died of famine, 
and for want of clothes, about fix hundred. 
The deponent might add to thefe many 
thoufands more ; but the diary which he 
this deponent wrote amongft the rebels being 
burned, with his houfe, books and all his 
papers ; he referrcth himfelf to the number 
in grofs, which the rebels themfelves have 

upon inquiry, found out and acknowledged; rhc 

-which notwithftanding will come fliort of all bcri of 
that have been murder'd in Ireland ; there S^^^***" 
being above one hundred and fifty four within the 
thoufand now wanting of the Britilh within ^uS». 
the very prednft of Ulfter. 

And this deponent further faith, that it 

was common table-talk amongft the rebels, 

that the ghoft of Mr. William FuUerton, 

O Tipaothy 
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^^ ^ "fimothy Jeplies, and tht moft of thofe who 
wfer4 thrown over Portadown-bridge, wcra 
daily and nightly fedn to walk upon the 
river ^ fometimes finging ^f pfalms, fometimeg 
Idrandi&ing of. naked fwords^ fometimes 
fcreechingm a mbft hideous and fearful man« 
tkCTi The deponent did not believe the fame 
at firft, neither doth he yet know whedier to 
believe it or no; but faith that divers of the 
rebds aflured him that they themfelves did 
dwell near to the fame river, and being daily 
a&ighted with thofe apparitions^ but efpeci- 
ally with their horrible fcreeching, were in 
condafion inforced to remove further into 
the country : their own priefts and friers could 
Hot deny the truth thereof. But as it wa^. 
by the deponent objected unto them; they 
fiiid it was but a cunning flight of the devil 
fio hindtf this great work of propagating the 
catholick Faith, and killing c^ heretidcs ; or 
tiiat it was wrought by witchcraft The de- 
ponent hinffelf hved within thirteen miles of 
the bridge, and never heard any man fo 
much as doubt of the truth thereof. Howfo- 
cfver, he obligeth no man's faith, in regard 
he faw it not with his own eyes ; otherwife 
be had as much certainty as morally could be 
riequired of fuch a matter. 

And this deponent further faith ; that the 
degenerate Pale-Englifh, were mofl cruel a- 
' mongft the Britifl jproteflants, being beaten 
from their own lands; and were never fatis* 
fied with their blood, until they had in a 
manner feen the laft drop thereof; af&ight« 
ing fir Phelim ONeil every day with their « 
numbers, and perfuading him, that whxlft 
they (meaning the proteftants) lived, there 
would neither be room for them, nor fafety 

for 
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for him. It was eafie to fpur on the cowardly Jjj^ 
ftnd bloody rebel; yet no fooner were thti 
proteftants cut ofi^ but contrary to their*cx- 
peAation, the meer Irifli took prefent poffef- 
fion, of their lands and houfes ; whereat the 
Pale Englifh much grumbled ; and faid, fir 
Pheiimliad not kept promife with them{ 
howfoever, they were forced to fwallow 
thofe and many othor injuries. 

And further faith, that he knew one boy^ 
that dwelt near unto himfelf, and not ex- 
ceeding fourteen years of age, who killed at 
Kinnard, in one night, fifteen able firong 
men with his Ikein, they being difarmed 
and moft of their feet in the ftocks. 

Another not above twelve years of age^ 
Idlled two women at the fiege of Augher. 

Another that was a woman and tenant to 
this deponent, killed feven men and wo« 
men, of her fellow Engliih tenants, in one 
morning. And it was very ufual in all parts» 
fw the rebels children to murder the pro- 
teftants children; and fometimes with lath-^ 
fwords, heavy, and well iharpened, they 
"vrould venture upon people of riper years; 
cruelties not to be believed, if there were not 
€0 many eye^witnefles of them.

w^ rrl HAT after Walter Bagnal, of Dunlick- 
rSiSter. X ^J^ ^ ^^ county of Cati^erlagh, Efij; 
and Walter Butler^ with a great number of 
men, had in a violent manner entered this 
deponent's houfe, they not abl6 to refift, they 
fet ftricl guard over this deponent, her hus- 
band and famSy, and brought them, fipm their 
fettled dwelling unto Loghlin-bridge, where 
they kept herfelf, her huiband, and childreii 
in reftraint for two weeks, and from thence 
conveyed them with a fhid guard to Kilken- 
ny ; and there they were brought before the 
lord Mount Garrot; where Walter Bagnal 
and James Butler, brother to the lord Mouot 
Garrot, did ufe aJl means poffible to move 
the faid lord to put this deponent, her huf- 
band and family, to death and torture ; al- 
ledging, that they were rank puritan pro- 
teftants ; and defperately provcddag, ufed 
thefe words, faying ^ there's but one way, 
we or they," meaning papifts and proteftanta^ 
«* muft perifli.'^ To which malicious provo- 
cation the faid lord did not hearken. And 
this deponent further depofeth, that Walter 
Bagnal, with his rebellious company, appre* 
hended Richard Lake In Englifli proteftant, 
and his fervant, with his wife and four chil- 
dren, and one Richard Taylor, of Loghlin- 
bridge, his wife a^d children, Samuel Hatter 
of the fame, Jiis wife and children, an En- 
glifli woman called Jone, and her daughter, 
* and was credibly informed by Dorothy Re- 

I nals, . 
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nals, who had been fcver^l times ati cyc- 
witnefs of thefe lamentable fpedacles, that 
flie had fecn to the number of five and thirty 
EngliOi going to execution ; and that ihe had 
fcen them when they w^re executed, their 
bodies expofed to devouring ravens^ amd not 
afforded fo much as burial. Another Engliih 
woman, who was newly delivered of two 
children in one birth, they violently com- 
pelled her in her great pain and ficknefs, to 
rife from her childrbed, and took the infant 
that was left alive, and dafhed his brains 
againft the ftones, and after threw him into 
the river of the Barrow : and having a piece 
of ialmon to dinner, Mr. Brian Cavanagh's 
wife being with her, ihe, the laid Mrs. Ca- 
vanagh, rmifed to eat any part of the £al- 
mon; and being demanded the reafon, flie 
faid ihe would never eat any fifli that came 
Qut of the Barrow, becaufe ^e had feen fe* 
veral infants bodies, and other carkafes of the 
Engliih taken up in the wear. 

And this deponent faith, that fir Edward 
Butler did crediblv inform her, that James 
Butler of Finyhinch had hanged and put to 
death all the Engliih that were at Goran and 
Wells, and all thei'eabouts. And further de« 
poiieth, that ihe being in Kilkenny a prifoner 
in reibaint, and having intelligence that fome 
of her own cattle were brought thither by 
Walter Bagnal, ihe petitioned (being in great 
extremity) to the lord of Mount Carrot, to 
procure her fome of her own cattle for her 
relief; whereupon he recommended her fuit 
to the mayor and corporation of Kilkenny; 
"who concluded, because ihe and her family 
i^ere proteftants, and would not turn to mafs, 
they fliould have no relief. Jane Jones, ferr 

O 3 vant 
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vant to the deponent, did fee the Englifli £br« 
merly i|>ecified, ^ing to their execution; 
and, as (he conceivec^ they were about the 
aumber of thirty^five ; and wm told by Elizar 
beth Homes, that there were forty gone to 
execution.

tiently and refolutely, in the maintenance of

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the proteftant faith; bM one of th^m, be^ *^4t* 
caiife he was an IriOi m^n, was ofiered his 
life if he would turn paf^^ bnt. he chofe 
rather deaths which he Quickly had with 
the ether five. And further faith, that a 
Kttle before Chriftmas 16^^. Mf. 'William 
Hill of the Abby of — --— ^ in the Queeii^i 
County, and the faid lieutenant Hiomas M ilH 
his fon, coming toKilkMny, tO fttch hoAt 
MaryHiU, the wife of him the ftidWilliaiA 
Hill, and the fatd Rebecea ; drery one of ibiSt- 
deponents were then and there fetit ibr by 
the Lord Mount Garrot, and by l^m €ofli«^ 
mitted prifoners to the ^oal of Kilkenny^ 
where they continued in a d^k dungeon 
bolted for two months^ but were offered me- 
dom if they would join . wi(ih the rebels^ 
and become papifts ; Imt they refuied : an<t 
after the £d4 Lord Moi^t Garrot was gone 
into Munfier with his forces, (which Was an 
example to all the reft of the wicked friik ther^ 
to rife into rebellion) oneflorence Pit:^nttricfe 
of Caftletownc in the Q^en's County, ef<); 
a captain of the rebels, and his Ibldiers came 
to Kilkenny, and then and thefe (without 
rcfiftan^e of any) broke open the goal there, 
.and fOTcibly took ind canie^il away with 
them into Oflbry. the faid William and 
Thomas Hill, where they kept them in 
miferable durance for fome time^ and then 
hanged them both ; and a poor voun^ girl 
being fent frotn the town of Baillnekill to 
fee what was become of them^ and the faid 
Florence Fitz-F^tiick meeting her, c&ufed he# 
to be half hanged, then kt down, and afteif 
to be buried quick. And by report of ontf 
Jone Grace (that faid ihe was an eye-witneft) 
the rebels threw the dead bodies <tf the faid 
O 4 William 
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1641. William and Thomas Hill, into a faw-pit^ 
^'^'^ leaving them fo far unburied, that their heads 
and legs lay bare, untill fhe came and covered 
them with earth, about a week after : And 
further faith, that they have credibly heaid 
and believed, t hat the faid Florence Fitz-Pa- 
trick having enticed a rich merchant of Mont* 
wrath to his the faid Fitz-Patrick's houfe, to 
brin^ thither his goods which he promifed 
jhomd be fafely proteded, and fafely re- 
delivered ; he, the faid Florence Fitz-Patrick^ 
pofTefling thofe goods, afterwards caufed the 
iaid meorchant and his wife to be hanged ; and . 
they have credibly heard, that the faid Flo- 
rence Fitz-Patrick alfo hanged lieutenant Keis 
and his fon, one Hughes a fchool-n;iafi:er, and 
divers other proteftants. 'And thefe depo- 
nents further fay, that Mr. Edmond Buder, 
eldeft fon to the lord Mount Garrot, Edward 
Butler his fecond fon, captain Garret Blank- 
field, and divers other rebellious comman-. 
ders and foldiers, to the number of fix or 
feven hundred hprfe and foot a little before 
. Michaelmas .1642, marched from Balliragget 
near to the iron forge of Ballinekill, and 
there met with lieutenant Gilbert aforenamed 
enfign, William Alfred the younger, Mr. 
' Thomas Bingham the minifter, Robert Graves, 
Richard Bently, and about fixty more of the 
Engliih foldiers, both the fame parties Joined 
in battle, but the Engliih foldiers, tnough 
fighting valiandy, and killing many rebels 
\ (and one Walter Buder a captain, among 

the reft) were at the laft fo overcome with . 
multitudes of the rebels, that then and there 
thejr, the faid lieutenant Gilbert, William 
Alfry, Thomas Bingham, Robert Graves, 
{Uchard Bendy,, and two other Engliih folT 
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diers were abfolutely fla^i^ and the head^ 1641. 
of thofe feven carried to Kilkenny bythofe *— v^ 
rebels (their pipes for joy playing before them 
on horfe-back) and on a market-day which 
happened to be on the next day following, 
thofe heads as triumphs of their vidories, 
there brought out and fet upon the market- 
crois, where the rebels^ but efpecially the 
iKTomen there, and amongft the reft Elice But- 
ler, a reputed mother of feveral baftards, yet 
the daughter of the faid Mount Garrot, ftabed, 
cut and flalht thofe heads ; the faid Elice But- 
ler drawing her fkein, flaflit at the face of the; 
faid William Alfiy, and hit him on the nofe, 
and thofe that could but get a blow or ftab 
at thofe heads, feemed to account themfelves 
happy: and the rebels then and there put a 

fag in the mouth of the faid Thomas Bing- 
am the minifter, and laying a leaf of the 
bible before him, bade him preach, faying 
his mouth was open and wide enough, and 
one of thofe leud viragoes that had no wea- 
pons, ftruck one of the heads fo with her 
hand, that the fame, night her hand grew 
black and blue, rankled, and Ihe was extreme- 
ly lame with it a quarter of a year after, and 
that lamenefs and the fwelling thereof grow- 
ing to an iflue, is like to continue tul Ihe 
die : and another of thofe women that with 
great rejoicing went and faw thofe heads, did 
quickly after the fight thereof fall into fuch 
an aftpniihment and diftra<5tion, that for three 
or'four days after fhe could not fleep nor reft» 
but cried out that ftill Ihe faw thofe heads be- 
fore her eyes, which heads being (aid by the 
rebels to be the heads of hereticks, were not 
afforded chriftian burial, but buried without 
the city in a crois high-way altogether in ^ 

hole; 
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Ikcde^d bBTkn ckopping and catting the heads 
with their i^iades as they threw mold upon 
them. And to make the manner of their borial^ 
and the heads themfelves yet more contempti- 
ble; the rebeb (o^er the hole where the heads 
were had) iet^np a Icmg ftick, whereto they 
fixed papers, that dl may take notice of the 
.place : and after, and from that time^ the re^ 
bdOioiis rogmih boys, took up, and Sequent* 
ly ufed the oath, * by the crofs of the feven 
eerils heads buried on St James's-Green.' 
And ferthcr fay, that upon the teftimony of 
a roraifh boy, that an Englifliman that was a 
malfier to one Richard Shaw of Kilkennyf 
had (aid, he would believe the devil, as foon 
as the pope ; the crud rebel, the provoft mar- 
flial Cantwell aforementioned, fuddenly.took 
and hanged him up in an apple-tree till he 
died: and further faith, that one Undl Grace, 
and divers other rebels in Kilkenny, broke 
open the doors <tf the cathedral charch there, 
and robbed the fame church of the chalicea, 
iurplices, ornaments, books, records and writ- 
ings there being; and made gunpowder in St. 
Patrick's church, and digged the tombs and 
graves in the churches in Kilkenny, under co- 
lour of getting up molds whereon to make 
gunpowder : and thefe deponents have credi- 
bly heard, and verily believe, that the rebpla 
at Gonn took twenty-five protefiants, men^ 
women and children, pretending and promifs 
ing to them a convoy to Dungannon, handed 
them dead in the way, in a wood near Ncw- 
rofs, and that the rebels half hanged five more 
proteftants at Balliragget, by the c<»nmand 
of the faid captain Edward Butler, and the 
iaid Thomas CantfweU the marihal, and lettinj^ 
them down again before they were dead, fiiP* 

fercd 
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fered them fomewhat to recover, andl t^en' 
buried tkem quick : and thefe depoaentt 
Thomas Lewis, Patrick Maxwell, fatdier iay^ 
that, as they have been credibly told by Wal^ 
ter Archer of Kilkenny a rd)el, a poor ISAg^ 
Ufhman's wife that went out to gadier ftickft^- 
at a place about two miles from Kilkenny^ 
was taken and handed np by therd>el8 : and 
the deponents Ehzabeth Gilbert, Patrick 
MaxweU, farther &y, that a poor woman and 
two children, ihe bein^ the wife of one HV'* 
vey of BaUnekill, coming to Kilki^ny about 
Candlemas was twelve mondi, were then and 
diere aflaulted and fet upon by the rebelUoiis in^ 
habitants of that city, and hnnted, baited, aad 
drawn with dogs^ cruelly ftabbdd with ikeins^ 
and fb mifen^ly u£ed, that one of the chii- 
dr^ii died prefently (having the guts plucked 
out^ and the deponent Patrick Maj^i^eU further 
£iitn, that there were taken out of Graige by 
the rebels, and hanged to death, one Johnr 
Stone and his wife and his ion, William Va- 
lentine, Robert Pym and his wife, one of their 
chfldren of a year and half old, and Thomas 
White a merchant and his wife (who being 
great with child, had her belly ripped up 
after ihe was hanged, £> as the cluld fdl out 
of the cawl alive) Walter Sherly, Mrs. Joaa 
Salter an ancient widow, one John a fenrant 
tx> Stone aforenamed ; the rebels that hanged 
them were Garpet Forreilal of Knockive, and 
Gibbon Forreihl of Tynyhinch, and the eldeft 
fon of Richard Barron, alias Fits&-6eraldin of 
Knockeen aforefaid, and divers others whom 
flie cannot name, all of the county of Cater- 
lagh ; which faid Robert Pym after he wu 
hanged up twice, proved alive in his grave, 
and Uruck his hand upon his breail, iaying, 

• Chrill 
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^^^ * Chrift receive my fouV and with thofe 
words in his mouth was then and there bmied 
quick ; and one of thofe poor proteftants at 
Goran, by nameTriftrum Robinfon, the rebels 
hanged him twice, thruft him through with 
darts, but he ftill continuing alive, and 4>eak- 
ing, they buried him quick : and this depo- 
nent Jonas Wheeler fau*ther faith, that one 
Engliih proteftant, who was a ihepherd, and 
his wife going from Kilkenny towards Balli- 
downell, the rebels hanged up the poor old 
man, and going a little oiF, his wife perceiv* 
ing breath m her hufband, faid unto him, 
* oh joy you are alive yet;* which when 
ibme of the rebels over*hearing, hanged him 
outright, and tlragged him up and down un- 
til his bowels fell out,^then his wife defired 
them to han^ her too, but they refufed. And 
£dth, that this deponent aiking the rebels.of 
Kilkenny, how they durftdo what they did, 
confidering the king was againft them ? they 
anfwered, that if the king would not hold 
with them, they could have forty thoufand 
to come to aflifl them out of France and Spain, 
and brin^ ammunition and arms enough, 
and all things neceffary, and fight againft the 
king and the Engliih : and the deponent 
Elizabeth Gilbert further faith, that fhe heard 
one James Euftace, a fervant to the rebels 
colonel Cullen, fay publickly in Mr. Jofeph 
Wheelei^s houfe in Kilkenny, * let the kin^ 
take heed, for if they (meaning the Mih) had 
not their own defires, thev would bring in 
a foreign king ;' and one Triftram Dyer, a pro- 
teftant, was (as his wife told this deponent) 
murdered in a wood with his own hatchet^ 
and covered with leaves and mofs.

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Examinations touching the apparitions at .^^"^^^^ 
PortQedown-bridgey within the province of 
Ulfter., 

JAMES SHAW of Market-hiU in the 
county of Armagh, inn-keeper, depofeth, 
that many of the Inih rebels, in the time of 
this deponent's reftraint, and ftaying among 
them, told him very often, and that it was a 
common report that all thofe that lived about 
the bridge of Portnedown, were fo afirighted 
with the cries and noife made there of fome 
Ipirits or vifions for revenge, as that they durft 
not ftay but fled away thence, (fo as they pro- 
tefted,) affrighted to Market-hill, faying, they 
durft not ftay nor return thither for fear of 
thofe cries and fpirits, but took grounds and 
made creates in or near the pariih of MuUa** 
brack. Jurat. Aug. 14, 1642. 

Joan, the relicfc of Gabriel Conftable, late 
of Drumard in the county of Armagh, gen- 
tleman, depofeth and faith^ that j(he iiath of- 
ten heard the rebels, Owen O Farren, Patrick 
O Condlan, and divers others of the rebels at 
Drumard, earneftly fay, proteft and tell one 
another, that the blood of fome of thofe that 
were knocks in the heads, and afterwards 
drowned at Portnedown-bridge, ftill remain- 
ed on the bridge, and would not be waflied 
away; and that often there appeared vifions 
or apparitions, fometimes of men, fometimes 
of women, breaft-high above the water, at or 
near Portnedown, which did moft extreamly^ 
and fearfully fcreech and cry out for ven- 
geance againft the Irifli that had murdered 
their bodies there; and that their crys and 
fcreeches did fo terrify the Irifii thereabouts, 

that 
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^^^ that none durft ftay, nor live longer therc^ 
' tmt Aed and remcnrcd further into the ccnm* 
try, and that this ivas a common rq>ort a-* 
mongft the rebels there, and that it padfs'd for 
a truth amongft them, for any thinff ihe could 
rvcr obferve to the contrary. Jui^t. Jan, i, 

Katherine, the rdiA of William Coke, jgte 
ttf the comrtv of Ar^ough, carpeiKlcr, fwom 
and examined, iaith, tihat about the twentieth 
of December, 1 641, a great number of rebels 
In that county, did moft barbaroufly drown 
at that time one hundred and eighty pra;ttf- 
tants, men, vromen and children m tlie Tiyer^ 
at die bridge of Portnedown ; .and that ahrnil^ 
nine days afterwards, fkt faw a vxfion or fpf« 
rk in the (hape of a man, as ihe apprehended, 
tiiat appeared in that river, in the place c^ the 
<lrowninr, bolt upright breaft-high, with 
hands lilted up, and ftood in that poftu^ 
there, until the latter end of lent next fol- 
lowing : about which time fome of the Eji- 
-glifli arany marching in thofe parts, whereof 
her hi^and was one (as he and fhey confi- 
dently affirmed to this deponent) law thefpi<- 
rit or vifion ftanding upright, and indie pof- 
ture aforementioned; but after that time, the 
faid i^irit or vifion vanilhed, and appeared no 
more that flie knoweth. And ihe heard, hut 
faw not, that there were other vifions and 
apparitions, and much fcreeching and ftrange 
Aoife heard in that river at times afterward 
Jurat. Feb, 24, 1643, 

Elizabeth, the wtfe of captain Rice IVice, 
•of Armagh, depofcth and faith, that fee and 
other women, whofe hufbands were mtkAler- 
cd, hearing of divers apparitions and vifions 
which WOTc feen near Portnedown«bridge> 

fince 
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fifice the dronmiiig <rf her chiklreiii and the j^ 
reft of the protefiants there, went unto th« 
Inidge afdre&Kl about twU^ht in the even- 
ing f theA and there upon a iudden appeared 
unto them a viiion or fpirit» afluming the {hape 
of a woman, wafte-high upright in the water^ 
naked, with elevated and clofed hands^ her 
hair hsui^g^own, very white, her eyes fecm* 
ed to twinkle, and her ikin as .white as ihow| 
which fptrit feemed ^o ftand ftraaght up in the 
water, often repeating the. utrord, revenge I 
revenge! revwigcl wjhiereat this deponent and 
the rm being put into a ftrange atmazement 
an<t afiright, walked from the place. Jurat 
Jan. 29, 1642. 

* Arthur Culm, of Clowoughter, in the coun« 
ty of Cavan, eiq;^ depoftth, that he was credi* 
hly informed by fomp that were prefent there^ 
that there were thirty women and young 
children, and feven men flung into the river 
of Belterbert; and when fome of them ofiered 
to fwim for their lives, they were by the re- 
bels followed .in cots, and knocked on the 
head with poles; the fame. day they hanged 
two women at Turbert; and this deponent 
doth verily belieVe» that Mulmore O Rely, the 
then ihenff, had a hand in the commanding 
the murder of thofe iaid perfons, for that he 
few him write two notes which he fent to 
Turbert by Bryan O Rely, upon whofe com- 
ing thefe murders were committed : and thofe 
p^ons who were prefent alfo affirmed, that 
the bodies of thofe thirty perfons drowned 
did not appear upon the water till about fix 
weeks after paft ; as the feid Rely came to the 
town, all the bodies came floating up to the 
very bridge; thofe perfons were all fornierly 
ftayed in the town by his protection, when 

the 
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^iLi '^^ '^ ^^ their neighbours in the town went 
away, 

Elizabeth Price,- wife of Michad Price, of 
the Newiy, depofeth, tiiat,^r Con Mac-Gen* 
nis fuffered his foldiers, tlie rebels, to kill- 
Mr, Turge, Minifter of t^e Newry, and fc- 
veral other proteftants ^and he, the faid fir 
Con Mac-Oennis, oahis death-bed, was fo 
much affrighted witK apprehenfion that the 
faid Mr. «Turge fo flain, was fiill in his pre- 
fence, as that he commanded no protefiant 
from that time fhould be flain, but what 
fliould be killed in battle ; and after his death, 
fir Con Mac-Gennis, his brother, would have 
obferved his directions, but one John Mac- 
Gennis, the young lord of Evah and Monk 
Crely, were eatneft toTiave all the reft of the 
proteftants put to death. 

Mr. George Creighton, minifter of Virgi- 
ginia, in the county of Cavan, depofeth, a- 
mong other particulars in his examination, 
that divers women brought into his houfe a 
young woman almoft naked, to whom a 
rogue came upon the way, thcfe women be- 
ing prefent, and required her to give him her 
money or clfe he would kill her, and fo drew 
his fword ; her anfwer was, ** you cannot 
kill me unlefs God give you leave, and his 
will be done:'* whereupon the rogue truft 
three times at her naked body with his drawn 
fword, and yet never pierced her fldn; 
whereat he being, as it feems, much con- 
founded, went away and left her ; and that 
he faw this woman, and heard this particu- 
lar related by divers women, who were by 
and faw what they reported. 

Upon the view of thefe examinations, all 
taken upon oath, it may eafily be conjectur- 
ed 
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td how fatally the firft plot tppk^ how furi* 

oufly the rebels throughout all parts of the 
' taogdom proceeded oa ia their barbarous 

l^loody executioi^9 and what were the coiu** 

4^€s they held to bitng^about fo fiiddenly the 

' univerfdl deflxuK^on of all the Britiih and 

proteiknts there (rfanted. It is moft true 

that in Munfter and I^nfUr (and yet one 

would fcarce believe it that confident the 

honid particulars selated in the ftre-redted 

examinations of thofe two* provinces) they 

were not generally £b bloody^ neither did 

they begin their work fo early as in the pro* 

vi«ces of Ulfter and Conaueht The iU fuc- 

cefs of the enteiprife upon the cafUe of I>ub« 

Un did cool them for a time, put them to a 

ftandt «Ad caufed them to take up new con« 

fels : but when they had once declared them« 

felv^e^ they did in a very few days ftrip 

and de^U all the Englim fettled among 

them^ and drove g^eat numbers pf them even 

ftark naked to feveral ports on the fea-fide, 

there to provide themfelves paflage for Eng- 
land, or otherways mofi miferably to fiarve 

and pmfh, as many of them did, being in* 

iHimanly denied any kind of relief in thofe 

towns under the command of the rebels. 

And here I muft not forget to inteipofe thiit 

certain truth, that in all the four provinces 

the horrid cruelti^ ufed towards the Britiih^ 

either in their bloody maifacres, or mercilefs 

ddfpoiling, (hipping, and extirpation of them, 

were generally a£ted in moft parts of the 

kingdom before they could gather themfelves 

together, to make any confiderable refiftance 

a«dnft their fiiry ; and before the fiate had 

afiembled their forces, or were enabled by the 

power ot his nia^efty's arms to make any in* 

P roads 
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^j/J[4» roads into the counties poffeffed by the rebels r 
a circumftance which totally deftroyeth all 
thofc vain pretences and fond recriminations, 
which they have fince moft falfly taken up to 
palliate this their moft abominable rebellion. 
Afid this is not to be denied, though it be 
alfo true, that thofe Britifli whom they fuf- 
fered to live among them, either upon condi- 
The cmci- tiou of change of their religion, out of pri- 
Siflf kT ^^^^ intereft, or fuch as they kept in prifon, 
murdering wcrc not put to thfc fword, until the rebels, 
fhinte^kh *^ *^^ feveral Encounters they had with his 
rcmaincda- majcfty's forccs, fuflfcred lofs of their men, 
wtcnauT ^°^ ^^ being enraged therewith at their rc- 
timethcy tum homc after any difafter, they fell furi- 
any 'bft b ^^^7 ^^ ^^^^ revcngc upon fuch Britilh, whe- 
thc Engiiih ther men, women, or children, as they held 
Forces. i,j jj^Qfj miferable captivity with them. How 
far their madnefs, fury, and moft implacable 
malice, did, after the manner of brute beafts, 
tranfport theni towards the deftru6tion of 
thofe miferable harmlefs fouls they detained 
among them, doth clearly appear by feveral 
particulars expreffed in feveral examinations. 
I fliall here infert fome of them taken upon 
truft from perfons of good quality and cre- 
dit, who were long pnfoners among them. 

I find in one part of Dr. MaxweU's exami- 
nation (which I thought not fit wholy to in- 
fert, becaufe it is of great length, and many 
particulars in it, nothing tending to that pur* 
pofe for which it is formerly mentioned)*that 
about May 1642, when the Scotiih army un- 
der the command of general major Monro, 
had marched down from Carickfergus, taken 
in the Newry, beaten the Irifli out of thofc 
parts with the flaughter of many of them j 
fir Phelim O Neal caufcd fiye thouland Bri- 
tifli, 
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tifti, whom he. detained in Armagh, Tyrone, »^4«- 
and other parts of the north, to be moft mi- "^"^^ "^ 
fcrably murdered in the fpace of three days : 
James Shaw, of Market-hill in the county of 
Armagh, depofeth and faith, that during the 
time this deponent was in reftraint, and ftay- 
' ed among the rebels, he obferved and well 
knew, that the greateft part of the rebels in the 
county of Armagh went to befiege the cafUe 
of Augher, where they were rcpulfed; and 
divers of the rebels of the Sept of O Neals 
flain : in revenge whereof, the grand rebel 
fir Phelim O Neal gave direction and wairant 
to one Mulmory Mac-Donel, a moft cruel and 
mercilefs rebel, to kill all the Englifii and 
Scotifli within jthe parilhes of MuUebrack, 
Logilly and Kilcluny ; whereupon the faid re- 
bel did murder twenty-feven Scotifli and 
Englifh proteftants within mulket-ihot of this 
deponent's own boufe : and further faith, that 
in thofe three paiifhes there have been before 
that and fince, by killing, drowning, and 
ftrayihg, put to death above one thoufand 
five hundred proteftants witlxin the faid three 
pariihes. 

William Fitz-Gerald a clerk, of Irifli birth, 
dwelling near Armagh, and there refiding 
when this rebellion brake out, depofeth and 
faith, that all places of the north where fir 
Phelim O Neal, under the name of general 
of the catholick army, commanded, were -fil- 
led with murders of the proteftants : and that 
when at Augher, lifnagarvy, or any othcfr 
places the rebels received lofs of their men> 
thofe that efcaped, ex^rcifed their cruelty up- 
on the proteftants every where at their return : 
and that about the firft of May 1642 when fir 
. Phelim O Neal had notice of the taking of the 

P 2 '-Newry 
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itf4«- Ncwry by his majefty's forces, he retired that 
^"'"■^ night in all hafie to the town of Armagh, and 
the next day as well the town of Armagh as 
the cathedral church there, and all the villa- 
ges and houfes in the country round about, 
together with all provifions were fired by the 
rebels f and many men, women and children 
murdered as well in the town as in the coun-i 
try round about 

There is much more to be faid on this fub- 

jeft, but I fliall forbear to rake further into 

many other foul circumftances, which would 

make this rebellion appear far more odious 

and deteftable. I fhall now return to take up 

the publick affairs of Aate, where I left them 

in the hands of the lords juftices and council, 

who finding the city to grow daily more and 

more impeftered with ftrangers, by rcafon of 

. the refort of great numbers of ill affected 

perfons that daily made repair thereunto; 

they iffued out feveral other proclamations 

to prohibit the accefs of all ftrangers to the 

town, and to require fuch as remained in the 

city without calling or fettled habitation, to 

. depart 

Some Sir Henry Tichbom being difpatched with 

SSrtc*^ his regiment of foot to Tredagh as is former- 

rcgimcBts ly mentioned, the lords juftices took further 

fcd^AT^rder for the prefent raifing of other foot 

icwdsjoQi. companies ; as likewife fome troops of horfe 

^1^ which might ferve for the defence of the pity 

of Dublin, now in moft imminent daslger, 

by rcafon of the approaches made by the 

forces of the rebels. Sir Charles Coote had a 

commiilion for a regiment, which he quickly 

made up out of the poor ftript Englifli, who 

had repaired from divers parts even naked to 

the town, and upon the engagements of the 

ftatc 
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ftatc procured cloaths for them. The lord 
Lambert to whom a commiffion alfo was 
granted for the raifing of another regiment, 
began alfo to get fomc men together. The 
carl of Ormonde was now arrived in Dublin, 
and brought up vrith him his troc^ confifting 
of one hundred curaflters compleatly armed : 
fir Thomas Lucas who had long commanded 
a troop of horfe in the Low-Countries, and 
captain Armftrong, fometime after, yet very 
feafonably, came thither : both of them had 
money imprefted, fir Thomas Lucas to cpm- 
pleat his troc^ already brought out of Eng- 
land, captain Armftrong to raife a new troop j 
captain Tamer alfo arrived foon after at Dub- 
lin, he was fent out of England by the lord . 
lieutenant to raife and command his troop, 
which in a very ihort time he made up about 
loo horfe, many perfons then living in the 
town being defirous to put themfelvcs and 
their horfes into that troop : not long after 
colonel Crawford came over alfo, ancibring- 
ing with him letters of recommendation 
from the Prince Eleftor then attending his 
majefty in Scotland, under whom he had 
fornierly the command of a regiment of dra- 
goons in Germany : the lords juftices thought 
St to give him a regiment which they were 
then taking order to raife and arm out of 
fuch townimen as were fit to bear arms with- 
in the city of Dublin ; none were to be ad- 
mitted into it but proteftants, and out of 
tlicm they made choice not only of the fol- 
diers, but of all the officers belonging to the 
fame. And further for the repreffing of the 
diforders daily appearine within the city, and 
reftraining the iU affeaions of the papifi^ 
there inhabiting, they made fir Charles Cootc 
P 3 . governor 
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»^4f. governor of the city, and gave him an allow- 
fo Oaiict ^^^^ of fort}' fhillings per diem for the pre- 
Coottm adc fent Now whilc thefe colonels and captains 
Sdbcd^ ^"^ bcftirring themfelves in getting their men 
of DpbiiA. together under their fevcral commands, and 
in training them up to the ufe of their arms : 
and the governor of the 'town taking ftrict 
order for confiant watches within, and 
guards without, to rcftrain the repair of all 
nifpicions and iU-aflPefted perfons : I fliall in 
the mean time give an account of the ad- 
journment of the parliament according to 
the late prorogation made by the lords 
juftices, which fomc of the ill-affcfted mem- 
bers of both houfes endeavoured to make ufe 
of for the raifing of further troubles. 
The ad- In the month of Auguft before the rebcl- 
Irf^^thTpSI. ^^^^ brake out, the parliament was adjoiirn- 
lUmmu cd to the 1 7th of November next enfuing : 
now upon the difcovery of the late confpira- 
cy for the ftirprizfe of his majefty's caftic of 
Dublin, the ordinary place of meeting for 
both houfes of parliament ; tlie lords finding 
that the. fire was begun in the north, and fear- 
ing a general revplt of all other parts of the 
kingdom, refolved as a matter highly tending 
to the fafety and fecurity of the city and 
caftle, to proro^e the parliament, which 
they did by proclamation then fet out, until 
the 24th of February. But two or three 
days before fuch of the lords arid commons 
then in the town were to meet itrf.courfe in 
their feveral houfes for declaring the faid 
prorogation, it was generally pqSfed abroad 
that the putting off the parliament was ex- 
tremely ill taken by the jpopifli members of 
both houfes. Mr. Burk who was one of the 
pomxnittee lately employed into England; 

C4mc 
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came to the l©rd DiUon of Kilkenny W)sft| 
and highly complaining of the injury which, 
he faid was done taereby to the whole 
nation, himiCTng them from expreifing their 
loyal afiedions to his majefty, and Ihewing 
their defires to quell .thi$ dangerous rebellion, 
and that they had reafon torefent it fo-far^ 
as to tx^mpiain to the kiag thereof, a$ a point 
of high ii^ufiice; his lordihip havii;ig ac- 
quainted the board hciiewith, Mr. Bjurk was 
prefentLy Cent fox, and he ufqd the fame lan- 
guage in efibfii therc;^ thovgh with my^h 
modefty^ 

Hereupon Ae lords feH into debate what Thepopim 
was fit to he done, and how far it might be S^^ 
thought reafenable in th^m to condefcend to ted at it. 
their defires : Jbme were of opinion, that it 
was fit to difamil the prorogation, and tp 
give them leave to continue the parliament 
according to the firft .adjournment made th^ 
beginning of Augufl. They urged the very 
lU condition of the whole kingdom in regard 
of ^ northern rebellion, and that thofe qf 
the counties , of WickloV and Wexford, as 
well as ibme other counties inXonaght, had 
already joined themfelves to them 'r that'thisr 
prorogation might pieradventure fo irritate 
the Pale, and have iuchan influence into 
Munfler, za might raife thei9 into arms, and 
fo put the whole kingdom into a general 
combuftion. Othe]:s of the board voted 
ftrongly ipr the holding of the prorogation 
according to the time prefixed^ by the pro- 
clamation, grounding their opinion upon' 
thefe Teafons ; firftj that it would highly 
trench upon the gravity and wifdom of the 
board to alter a refolutioi^ fo folemnly taken 
xip,a£ter a,mofi ferioua debate, and publickly 
P 4 ^ made 
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ts^ nade known thrMjgiiout the ^wiiok 
^"''^''^ lyyr proclamation; tMt it wouM be of mofl: 
dangerouft confeqo^ice to bnbg^. f6 gnat a 
multitu'de of people to tke city is fdch cUm* 
g^^rons times ; that the proteAants zad wett- 
^Ct&ed members of both hotifes were for the 
noft p2fft either 4eftroyed, difpefftd^ or fe 
ihut up as they could not repais toi liie pre- 
fent meeting, and that theixfbrs the irUk. 
would be fuperior in t^umtter and voices^ a3id> 
fi> wholly carry all th^gs according to their 
own hqmour, Chae confidetmg the (inall 
forces then in the city, fuch great nambec$i 
36 might take^ occs^on under colour of eom* 
ing to the parliament, to vef^ tfaith«r,.ciciYdi^ 
not be admitted without appareat dasxgjcraadi 
difturbance, and that peradv^nture they midit: 
there find as> ill aiffj^dionsi as^ t^ey bmupit^ 
asid fo both joining toge/ther^ the^ m^l^ 
eafily deftroy the ftate with the pooc w< 
maiflders of theSngKih nation m thefepwei^s 
whereupon the lords thought fit to bddta 
&eir prorofl;ation> yet to efldarour £> to afr* 
ten^)er and fweeten it, as. thofe wbo watt 
moft averfe^ might in fomoE meafiixe n& i^ 
l^fied therewith. And therefore, after ^^oml§ 
debate of 73X pvticular cincuniftiiiCB^ tfaoy 
caxpe at length to this ^olhififOM, that tbe 
eart of Ormonde^ the mafter of ttosrisiiav^attd 
$r HerceOofby, three SMmbeis of tbe botrd^ 
fhould hains a meeting with Mr-Dnscy, Mq 
Burk, and fome others o£ dier moft a^vre 
po*^eHul members of the houft of oemmons^ 
and that they £hdnld let them kaow^&on the 
lords, thq^ tiiey have underftood dff tbnif 
Mod afledions and dcsfires to do fiuMwtet in 
me faoufo that might trad towartis the inp^ 
jpreifion of this prefent rebelfioo^ theitx the^ 
. ^ approved 
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3fprov€d ei(tr«me wcU thereof: and tbak 
howibever they could by n6 xaean3 reaiove 
abfoliitely the prorogatioB, yet that they 
would defc^id io £ar to thieir fetisfactioxi a3, 
to liaiit it to a ihortcF time, and that at pre« 
ieat thoy woutd g^ve thera leave to fit one 
whole day, ia caib they would immediately 
lall ufOft the work of making a clear pro^ 
teftadon ag^ft the rebek : as aUb, that they 
ikoiiiklr haive liberty, if they pleafed, to make 
choice o£ fbrnev members of their owa hoxkCt 
to ftod down to treat with the rebeU about 
laying down of arms : a&d for their £ri&- 
vanees^ that their lordOiips woidd with all 
maditfefsr receive them, and prefendy trandt 
mat them ovtnr to his msnefty for a ^edy 
tedttfi : all th^s was acc(H*dingly perfonned ; 
fbei mMi»g was in the gaUery at Cork-houiec 
thofe of the hpiiife of commons (eemed at firft 
to b» cc&treibely troubled when they found 
there was no foflibility of akerin^ the prefent 
profQgatton : bot upon a further debate^ when 
fhey caoie to uHdei^aAd how ready the lords 
^vMlb Uk yield to thehr fatisfa^on, and that 
the time of the prorogation ihould be Ihos- 
tened, they feemed to reft indi&r^^y con* 
tented, undertook to niake the prote^ation 
in fuch fall and ample manner as was defired, 
and that l^y wovAd faU immediately upon 
it^ and makt it the work of the whole day. 

Upon the 1 7th of Noyembo*^ the lords and, 
commons met in parliament, which was held 
in the uAfal^ -pkce of his majefty^s cafik of 
Bubiiaa aifd for the better fecurity of the 
placev iB i^^ is of the perfons of thofe that 
were to meet, there \^as ^ a guard of muf* 
ketiers appointed to attend during the time 
of their meetings but fuch care taken that 

they 
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»^4»* they fliould canythcmfelves fo fircc from giy- 
'"^ ing any offence, as no manner of umbrage 
might be taken at their attendance there. Thfe 
houfes were both very thin, there were only 
in the houfe of peers fome few Engliih lords, 
three or four lords of the Pale, and fomc 
two or three bifhops. In the houfe of com- 
mons, they took into their confideration 
upon their firft meeting, the framing of the 
proteftation againft the rebels. But thofe 
of the popifh. party fpoke fo ambiguoufly, 
and handled the matter fo tenderly, as they 
could not be drawn to ftile them by the 
name of rebels. So as they fent up unto 
the lords a very meager cold proteftation 
againft them, which being in their houfe ta- 
ken into debate, it was ftrongly contefted 
by the proteftant lords that they ihould 
be ftiled rebels, but that was as ftifly op- 
pofed by the others. They therefore fell 
upon a mean betwixt both, which gave an 
accommodation, faying, " they had rebel- 
^ lioufly and traiteroufly raifed anns ;?* and 
fo both parties being reafonably fatisfied, 
the proteftation was drawn tip and retur- 
ned back to the houfe of comolpns in this 
tenouras followeth. 

The proteftation and declaration of the 
lords fpiritual and temporal, and com* 
mons in parliament affembled. 

TT 7 HERE AS the happy and peaceable 
YY eftate of this realm hath been of 
late, and is ftill interrupted by ftindry per- 
fons ill-affeAed to the peace and tranqui- 
lity thereof, who, contrary to their duty 
and loyalty to his majefty, and againft the 

laws 
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laws of God, and the fundam^tal laws ^^4^ 
of the realm, have traiteroufly and rebel- ^ 
lioufly raifed arms, have feizedupon fome 
of his majefty's forts and caftles, and dif- 
poiTefTed many of his majefty's faithful fub- 
je£ts of their houfes, lands and goods, and 
have flain many of them, and committed 
other croel and inhumane outrages, and 
afts of hoftility within this realm. 

The laid lords and commons, in Par- 
liament affembled, being juftly moved with 
a right fenfe of the faid difloyal rebel- 
Uous proceedings and a<Etions of the per- 
fcns sdforefaid, do hereby proteft ^nd de- 
clare, that they the faid lords and com- 
mons, firom their hearts, do detcft s^nd 
abhor the faid abominable actions, and that 
they Ihall and will to their 'utmoft power 
maintain the rights of his majefiy^s crown, 
and government of this reahn, and peace 
and lafety thereof, as well againft the per- 
fons aforeiaid, their abettors, adherents, as 
alfo againft all foreign princes, potentates, 
and other perfons, and attempts whatfoever ; 
and in cafe the perfons aforefaid do not 
repent of their aforeiaid actons, and lay 
doWn arms, and become humble fuitors to 
his majefty for grace and mercy ,> in fuch 
convement time, and in fuch manner and 
form as by his majefty, or the chief gover- 
nour or governours, and council of this 
realm ihafi be fet down. The faid lords 
and commons do further proteft and de- 
clare, that they will take up arms, and will, 
with their lives and fortunes, fupprefs them,

Both hotifes of pirKament fat two days, 
and the time o^ the prorogation being 
fliortned unto the nth of January, the 
lords made choice of th« lord i?ifcount 
Caftek) to go into England, to cany over 
their defires to his majefty, concerning tlie

And bc- 
des thofe inilnii^ons formerly mentioned, 
he had, as I heard, from the popifli lords 
fome, more private, which were to negoti- 
ate the ilaying fnch forces as were intend- 
ed to be fent out of England fcwr that end. 
Thehoufcs Both houfcs joincd together to appoint 
of pariia- Certain lords and fome members of the houfc

^^"' in arms: and referred them to the lords 
juftices for their inftniftions, which accord- 
ingly they received, together, with a com- 
miffion under the great feah But the rebel- 
lion having a far deeper root than was at that 
time difcovered, this commiflion was of litde 
operation, and the intended treaty foon vanifli- 
cd. The northern rebels were then fo puffed 
up with their late viftories over the poor fur* 

prifcd 
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prifed, unrelifting Engliih in thofe parts^ and jj^j^^ 
had fo deeply drenched their hands in the ^"""'''^ 
blood of thofe innocents, as they thought to 
carry the whole kingdom before them^ and 
therefore would yield to no treaties, but in a 
moft barbarous manner tore the order of par- 
liament, together with the letter fcnt unto 
them, and returned a moft fcomiul ahfwer, 
folly exprefflng thereby how hr they were 
from any thought of laying down arms, ot . 
entertaing any overtures towards an accom* 
modation* 

Within a few days after the adjournment 
of the parliament, the lord DUlon of Caftelo, 
accompanied with the lord Taffe, embarked 
for England, but by a moft impetuous ftorm 
were driven into Scotland, where they landed 
and went up to London^ At the town of 
Ware, their papers were feized upon by di- 
rections from the parliament of England, and 
their perfons ^ committed unto fafc cuftody. 
Mr. Thomas Burk went over much about the 
fame time, and certainly upon the fame errand: 
when the unhappy breach began firft betwixt 
the king and the parliament of England, 
and that his majefty thought fit to retire to 
York, thofe two lords found means to make 
an efcape, and all three conftantly followed 
the court, where, in thofe high diftempers 
that iftcrwards happened in England, they 
ealily found means to ingratiate themfelves, 
and had the opportunity to do thofe good 
offices for their countrymen which brought 
on the ceflation of arms uith them in due 
time. 

The lords juftices and council by letters L«tm 
bearing date about the 20th of November, th^'i^a^ 
gave unto the lord lieutenant a more certain lieutenant 

and 
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««4i. and full account of the ftate of the kingdon^ 
"^ ' ^ than they could any ways do at the firft breaks 
ing out of the rebellion, and thereby making 
known the very ill condition of their prefent 
affairs, they moved that the fupplies of men, 
money, commanders, and arms, mentioned in 
their former letters, migh^be with all fpeedfent 
over unto them, and that his lordfhip would 
prcfently repair hither in his own perfon to 
undertake the management of the war. About 
the loth of the month of November, their 
lordihips received an anfwer from the lord 
lieutenant to their former letters of the 25 th 
of OAober ; whereby he gave them to under- 
fland, that he had communicated their letters 
to the lords of his majeft/s moft honourable 
privy council, and that by order from their 
lordihips, he had acquainted both houfes of par- 
liament with them ; that he had alfo fent to 
his majefty, ftill continuing at Edinburj^h, ia 
Scotland, to reprefent the condition of their 
afi'airs, and that he underftopd his majefty had 
received fome advertifements out of the north 
of Ireland, of the prefent rebellion there : his 
lordiliip alfo farther let them know, that his 
majefly had referred the whole bufinefs of Ire- 
land to the parliament of England ; that they 
had imdertaken the charge and management 
of the war ; that they had declared they ihould 
be fpeedily and vigoroufly affifted, and had 
deiigned for their prefent fupplies the fum of 
50000I. and had taken order for making of 
all further provifions neceffary for the fcrvice 
as may appear by the order of parliament 
made there at that time, and tranfmitted over 
by the lord lieutenant, together with his faid 
letters unto the lords juftices, by whofe com- 
mand 
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mand it was re-printed at DubUn, November 144s* 
12, i6^if2S here foUoweth, being intitled^ 

An order of the lords and commons in this 
prefent parliament of England, concerning 
Ireland 

TH E lords and commons in this pre&nt 
parliament, being advertifed of the dan- 
gerous confpiracy and rebellion in Ireland, by 
the treacherous and wicked inftigation of 
Komifii priefts and jefuits, for'^he bloody 
maflacre and deftru&ion of all proteflants liv- 
ing there, and other his majefty's loyal fub- 
jeccs of Engliih blood, though of the Romiih 
religion, being antient inhabitants within fe- 
veral counties, and parts of that realm, who 
have always, in former rebellions, given tefti- 
mony of their fidelity to this crown : and for 
the utter depriving of his royal majefty, and 
the crown of England, from the government 
of that kingdom (under pretence of fetting 
up the popim religion) have thereupon taken 
into their ferious confideration, how thofe 
mifchievous attempts might be moft fpeedily, 
and effedually prevented, wherein the ho* 
nour, £tfety, andintereft of this kingdom, 
are moft nearly and fizlly concerned. Where- 
fore they do hereby declare, that they do 
intend to fcrvc his majefty with their lives 
and fortunes, for the fupprefllng of this^

.dom, with ftore of vtdual$, and othtf nccd^ 
Varies, as there ihall be occafion, and that thefe 
pcQviiions may more conveniaatly bp- tra^i^ 
ported thitho:, they have appointed three fe* 
Veral ports of this kingdom, that is^tOCay^ 
Briftd, Weft-Chefler, and one other in Cumi* 
berland, where the m^asines, and ftore^u? 
fcs ihall be kept for the fupply of the ftvend 
parts of Ireland. They have hkewife xeGAVed 
to be humble mediators to his moft e3Li;eIlent

About the fame time the lord lieutenant commiA 
finding that he could not procure fo fpeedy ^^^°^ s'V'*- 
a diipatch of all things neceflary for the fer- eari of c^- 
vice of Ireland, as would enable him prefently ^°lf;^|^ 
to repair thither in his own perfon ; made the nam-gene- 
carl of Ormonde lieutenant general of the for- J.^J^^^* ^^ 
ces there, and fent him oVer a commiifion for irehnd. 
the fame. And the £ud earl did within few . 
days after receive a letter from his majefty out 
of Scotland, wherein he was gracioufly plea- 
fcd to let him know it was his pleafure to 
confer upon him that charge. There was then 
likewife brought over the fum of 20 cool. 
from the parliament; the coin which arrived 
here w^s all in Spanijfh pieces of eight which 
went for four pence in. x piece here more than

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ifl England; and this gain the parliament wa^ 
content the merchants that undertook the 
tranfportations ihould make at that time in

The commiffioiiars above nominated, did 
very feriouily addreft tKemfelves to this v^ork, 
employing their patn3 therem with great dili* 
gence andfiuthfulnefs; and hare fo well per* 
formed the charge impoied upon them as that 
by feveral ^examinations, many principal gen* 
tlemen of 'good eftatcs were difcovered to be 
the chief adors in the depredations of the 
Britiihf and to have committed many moft 
horrid murders and other notorious crueltitf 
which through their induftry will now re- 
main upon record, but had otherways been 
concealed from poiUrity, and wrapt up in 
oblivion. The Uke cotnmiilions were in a 
ihort time after fent into Munfter smd Ulfter: 
in the province of Munfter, the commiflloners 
took great care in the ei^ecution of it, many 
examinations of high concernment were taken 
by virtue thereof, thoi}gh they remain as yet 
concealed,, andnotretuniedup according asia 
ttquired by the faid commiffiom. 
A weekly Towards the latter end of November, the 
^nr!S' ^^^^ juftices and council confidering the mift* 
"^"' rabledefolations brought upon the ^ole king- 
dom, and the further calamities threatened by 
war and famine, did by a proclamation fet 
forth in print, give ftrift charge and com* 
mand, that upon every Friday a public and 
religious fiift Ihould be devoutly and pioufly 
obierved, in and through the whole city and 

fuburbs 
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foburbs of Dublin, by all faisi Majefiy's f^eople 
therein, and that divine fervice and fernfoiifi 
be celebrated and heard upon the faid day 
weekly, in every cathedral, and other church 
and chappel in the ikid city and fub wbs there- 
of : and this to be perfonoded as is exprefled 
in the fidd proclamation, to the end that the 
ievere wrath and indignation of alintghty 
God may be averted from this kingdoca, his 
tlivine aid and affifiance implored, and thai * 
fome relief in thefe calamitous times, may 
the better be afforded, to fuch miferable per- 
fons as thefe traytors, by their raipine and cru^ 
elty, have deprived of their fortunes, and fent 
naked and almoft familhed up to this city. 

The lords juftices and councii being adver- The ap- 
tifed of the near approaph erf the rebels to Se^Sf 
Trcdagh, prepared to fend down fuppUes both *?^«" 
t)f men and muhitioti, for the reinforcement ^^ 
o£ that garrifon: there were already defigned 
&x htmdred foot and a troop of horie for that 
fervice, and they were almoft in a readine£i to 
inarch, when an exprefs from fir Henry Tich- 
bourn came up to the earl of Ormonde, to 
let him know die rebels had that day, being 
the 2ift of November, appeared within figte 
of the town. He conceived they would pre- 
fently have fetdown before it, but they advan- 
ced no further that day, only while their foiv 
ces made a fhind there, they fent down a party 
of thirteen hundred foot to Millifond, the 
lord Moore's houie, which their defi^n waiB 
fuddenly to furprife; but contrary t6 their ex- 
pedatioii, they found there twenty four mi> 
iketiers and fifteen horfemen, who very ftout- 
ly defended the houfe as long as their powder 
lafted. The horfemen when they faw then>- 
fclves befet fo as they could be no further fer- 
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viceable to the place, opened the gate, ifiued 

out and made their paflage thorough the midft 

of the rebels, and fo, notwithfianding the op- 

pofition they made, efcaped fafe to Tredagh. 

The foot having refufed to accept of die 

quarter at the fim offered, refolved to make 

good the place to the laft man; they endured 

fcveral aflaults, flew a hundred and forty of 

the rebels, before their powder failed them : 

and at laft they gave up the place upon pro- 

mifc of quarter, which was not kept, for 

fome of them were killed in cold blood, all 

were ftripped, and two old decriped ncien flain, 

• the houfe ranfacked, and all the goods carried 

away. 

Supplies Upon the receipt of fir Henry Tichboum's 

both of letter, the lords prefcntly took order for 

fy^&tit^t ^^ marching away of the fix hundred men, 

Che rcUcf of together with a troop of horfe towards Tre- 

November, and fuch was the negligence of 
the captains and diforders of the foldiers, as 
notwithfianding they had been three days in 
readinefs to march, they went no forther that 
night than Swords, a village fix miles diftant 
from Dublin : the command of the foot was 
committed to ferjeant major Roper, and of the 
horfe to fir Patrick Weames, who was ap- 
pointed with fifty of the earl of Ormonde's 
troop to march with thofe fix companies to 
Tredagh. The very day of their departure 
from Dublin, there was an adverttfemcnt 
brought unto the lords, that fome forces of 
the rebels were drawn on this fide the river 
of the Boynej and attended with defign to 
intercept their paflage : whereupon the earl of 
Ormonde by direction from the lords, difpatch- 

ed 
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ed an exprefs to give them pow upon their 
march notice thereof, and after to pais on to 
fir Henry Tichbourn, to let him know as 
much ; and that the recruits deiigned for the 
re-inforcement of his garifon being now upon 
their march, it highly imported him to take 
fpecial care for the fecuring of their paflage. 
And next day his lordfhip received an anfwer 
from him of that letter, with aflurance 
that he would not fail to march <)ut with 
competent forces to meet them upon the 
way, which he did that very day accordingly 
perform, but they marching no further than 
Balrudry, ^nd fo lying that night eight 
miles fliort of Tredagh, he miffed of them, 
and ib went not out (by what accident or 
upon what reafon I know not) the day fol- 
lowing till the news of the defeat met him 
at the very gate of the town where he flood 
with his men in a readinefs to march towards 
them : the men being altogether untrained 
and unaccuflomed to travel, and failing of 
provifions by the way, which for theif money 
they could not by any means procure from 
the country people as they marched along, 
were very much difcontented, and being 
fomewhat tired with their Journey, went on 
next day, but in much diforder, fo carelefs, 
and fo little apprehenfive of any danger, as 
fome had arms, but no munition about them ; 
others for their own eafe committed the car- 
riage of both to the carts. As they pafTed 
through Gormanflone, the major went in to 
give a vijlit to the lord of Gormanflone, who 
told him that there were fohie numbers of 
men lay in the way with an intent to inter- 
rupt their paflage. And this his lordfhip 
knew very well, for the very night before (*s 
0^4 Mr, 
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J^^ Mr, Creightoa affinns in his exaimaation) ofie 
of his grooms went, to Slaine where the rebds 
were Uiea lodged, and called them out of 
their beds to be in a readinefs to come an4 
encounter the Englifli. forces now upon thdr 
march* The major had likewife other adverr 
l^ifements to the fame purpofe» which he ne« 
gleded, not fo much as acquainting . his 
captains therewith^ as fome of them after- 
wards affirmed ; he only caufed three fceuts 
' out of the troop to be fent abroad to make 
difcovery whether the paflages were clear ; two 
of them returned b^ck a little before he 
came to the bridge of Julian's town, ailuring 
him all was dear ;'the other went on to a 
,j^ j^ houfe within one quarter of a mile of the place 
feat of tie whcrc the rebels lay, and while he attended 
Z'^T. ^^^ ^^r ^ breakfaft, a boy belonging to 
Uef of Tre- the houfe> tO€^ his horfc, and riding to the 
^^ rebels gave them notice of the near approach 
of our forces : the horfe paifed the bridge, 
and the foot following, turned up into a field 
on the left-hand of the lane, where, by reafoa 
of a great mift that fuddenly fell, they dif^ 
covered not the rebels, till they were almoft 
within muiket-fliot of them. The major 
drew his men prefently into battalia, but the 
horfe (as fome of the foot that efcaped affinn^ 
wheeled about without charging any part <^ 
the rebels forces, who now rarioufly ap* 
proached with a great fliout ; and a lieutenant 
giving out the unhappy word of coiintert 
mal-ch, all the men pofiefled as it were with 
Z pannirk fear, began fomewhat confufedly 
(o march back, but were fo much amazed 
with a fecond ihout given by the rebels (who 
» feeing them in diforder followed clofe on) as . 
i^otwithilanding they ^ad gotten into a 
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ercnnd of great advantage, they could not 
be perfuaded to ftand a charee, but betook 
themfelves to their heels, and fo the rebels 
fell iharply on, as thdr manner is upon Uie 
execution. 

Sir Patrick Weanies, without the lofs of 
one hoife, pafled on fafely unto Tredagh:. 
the major with two of the c^tains and 
about « hundred of their men, made an 
cfcape thither likewife : the other three 
captains, with all the reft of the foldiers 
that were Eneliih, were there cut off; they 
feared very tew or none that fell into their 
hands, but fuch as were Irifli, whofe lives ' 
they prefcrved : the arms of the whole fix 
hundred they poffeffed themfelves of, as like- 
wife of all their munition and carriages : and 
fo highly were the rebels encouraged with 
this defeat given to his majefty's forces, as 
the whole rale began prefently to waver; 
they thought the kingdom their own, and 
that the Engliih would in all parts fall before 
them, as thofe poor ill condudied fiieep had 
unhappily done. And this is a true relation 
(as near as I could coUeA it from the mouths 
of thofe that were prefent) of that famous 
victory fo much boafied of by the Iriih» 
whereupon the inexperience of .the Engliih 
commanders, and the diforders of the comi- 
m6n foldiprs, who were then but newly 
taken up, and had never feen any fervice, 
contributed far more than any ikill or 
courage ihewed by the rebels, which they 
had only opportunity at that time to exprefs 
by a loud Ihout Befides, they were treble 
their number, and had for their leader^ 
Roger Moore, Hugh Bime, and Philip O Rely; 
the two laft perfons, iif ho had been trained in 

the 
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jUfj^ ^ Che wars abroad under the Spaniih difdpline^ 
^'^^^''^ and were of greatcft experience among them ; 
they brought down a great part of thofe 
forces out of the ccainties of Cavan and 
Monaghan ; and as foon as they came within 
the river of Boyne, great numbers of die 
ordinary churles of the Pale adjoyned them* 
felves unto their men, and fo made up i 
body fufficient to perform that fervice. 

llie news of this unhappy defeat was 
brought the very fame day, being Monday 
the 29th of November at evening, to the 
lords juftices as they fate in council : it 
troubled them very much ; and, as it was a 
matter of great rejoicing among the popiilk 
inhabitants of the city, fo it bred a general 
forrow and confternation among the Engliih 
and proteftants : it happened irf a very ill fea- 
fon, the late made colonels were but then in 
railing of their men*: and fuch companies as 
were complcated, were by the lords the fame 
day of the marching of the fix hundred men 
sif Charles to Tredagh, commanded out under Sir Charles 
pcdirioV" Coote, into the county of Wicklow, for the 
iDto the repreffing of the infolencies of the Bims and 
^^3Si>^. the Tools towards the poor Englifh, whom 
they began to fall upon moft farioufly, ftrip- 
ping, murdering, and driving them all out 
of that territory as foon as they had taken in 
the king^s fort, in that county, called Carew*s 
fort, and poffeffed themfelves of the chief 
places of ftrength belonging to the Engliih 
gentlemen there : he marched to the town of 
Wicklow, where he caufed fome few* men 
and one woman to be executed, they being 
found, upon examination, guilty of the late 
fpoils committed moft barbaroufly upon the 
Englifli there ; and the very <Jothes of an 

Engliih 
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Ilnglifh woman that was ftripped, bdn^ found 
itpon the back of that Iriih woman that was 
there hanged. In his return, Luke Toole, 
with near a thoufand Irifli under his com* 
mand, encountered Mm, but he quickly 
made them fly, and take to the next bog^ 
with the lofs of fome few ef their men : and 
fo he returned with all poifible fpeed to Dub- 
lin, the lords having fent him notice of the 
late defeat given to the forces fent toTrcdagh : 
^s foon as he arrived, he applied himfelf very 
carefully lo the fecuring of the town, whicn 
now began to be more aefperately threatened 
than ever, by the near approaches of thfe re- 
bels : and fo great were the diforders then in 
the city, fo inconfiderable the forces raifed, 
theEnglifh Inhabitants fo firangely difmayed, 
the papifts fo highly raifed in fpirit and 
courage^ as had the commanders of the rebels 
ibrawn thofe forces together as they had in 
res^linefs on both fides the river of Boyne for 
the fiege of Tredagh, and fo marching up to - 
Dublin, had taken the advantage of die pre- 
fent diftra6tions, and forward affeftions which 
they would have undoubtedly found there to 
aflift them, they had in all human probability 
made ^themfelves mailers of ^the city, and 
niiight fo ftraitly have tegirt the caule, as 
would within a very fhort time have endan- 
gered the furrcnder of it ; but it pleafed God 
to infatuate their counfds : the ftrong opinion 
they had that they Ihould prefently carry 
Tredagh, Ind fo pofiefs themfelves of all the 
arms and munition they had in that town, 
caufed them to fix their refolutions there, and 
to fet up their reft upon the obtaining that 
place. In this, as in many other wonderful 
afts of Divine Providence which I then ob- 

fervcd 
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ftrved with great admiratioiiy it pleafed God 
to appear even miraculoufly in the preferva«» 
tion of the city and cafile of Dublin, with 
the poor remainders of Engliih and pro* 
teftantS) who had there taken £uiduary. 
2^^^ And now the lords and gentlemen of the 
Joids and Pale^ thought it high time to difcover them-- 
^^' fidves and their affcdtions to the caufe : they 
within the Certainly had not only long entertained a de« 
gg^ feftion in their thoughts, but were, as the 
feveral forementioned examinations teidfy, 
the firft contrivers and bringers in cf the 
northern rebds into this execrable plot; they 
had now likewife drawn them into the Fale^ 
and therefore they could not now hope much 
longer to walk under a maik, and entertain 
the ihite with further profdfions of their 
loyalty: they had gotten a competent pro* 
pcHlion of arms and munition out of his ma« 
jefty's ftore into their own poffdSion : Acy 
iaw now the northern rebels advanced within 
the river of Boyne, with very confiderable 
forces to firengthen their party, anS by the 
late encounter and fuccefiml viAory<they had 
therein, they pleafed their fendes with con* 
fident conceits of certain prevailing, if they 
trould now declare themfehres by a publick 
conjundtion in the common caufe, and raifing 
fuch numbers of men and quantities of pro- 
vifion, as the plentiful circuit of the Pde did 
^fibrd, would pro&cute the war fo happily 
begun, and fo fucce&Ailly miatnaged hitherto. 
ThdTe, and feveral other confiderations, 
working very powerfully among the lords 
iuttd chief gentlemen of the Pale, they did, 
within very few days after the late defeat, 
folemnly proceed on to iht tt6hial confumma* 
tion of th/tir long meditated revolt for the 

manner^' 
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jnanner, place, time, and all other cdrcum*- >^* 
fiances, I maU refer the reader to this enfuing 
relation, given in upon oath, March 1 641, bet- 
fore fir Robert Meredith, koight, chancellor 
of the exchequer, in the examination of £4* 
vrard DowdaU, efq; a gentleman of the Pale, 
one very well efieemed among them, one that 
was prefent at all their meetings, and deeply 
engaged in all their counfels and adion& * 

He depofeth, that (bme four or five days rhei 
after *thc defeat of the Englifli fijldicrs at ^.^^ 
the faiidge of Gellianftown, there iflued a ^^^ac 
warrant from the lord of Gormanftone, to ^^^^ 
the iheriflf of the county, for a general meet-^ n^ttT^ 
ing of all the cpunty at DulidL But the f^^^^^ 
place of meeting was afterwards changed to ti^ nor- 
tlie hill of Crofty, where all the lords and |^^ 

f entry of the country met, viz. the earl of ptcffJdm 
ingale, the lord vifcoimt Gormanftone, the ^^^^^ 
lord of Slaine, the lord of Lowth, the lord of £d^ 
of Dunfany, the lord of Trimbleftonc, the ^^''^ 
lord Netterville« And of the gentry, fir Pa- ^* 
trick Bamwall, Sir Chriftopher Bellow, Pa*- 
trick Barhwall of ELilbrew, Nicholas Darcy 
of Flattin, James Bath of Acharn, Garret 
Ailmer the lawyer, Cufake of Gormanftone, 
William Malone of Lefioiullin, Sedgrave of 
Kileglan, Linch of the Knos, Lynam of 
Adamftown, Laurence Dowdal of Athlum* 
ney, Nicholas Dowdal of Brownfton, this 
examinate^s brother, and him this exami* 
nate, with a multitude of others, to the 
number of a thouian^ perfons at the leaft, 
who& names he, this examinate, cannot 
for the prefent call to mind. And after 
about two or three hours fpentupon. the faid 
hill qf Crofty, by the lords and gentry afore- 
faid, there came . towards them, colonel

J^,^^ parties drew near unto the faid hill, the 
nordMsn lords and gentry of the Pale rode towards 
^^^ them, and the lord of Gormanftonc, being 
thofe of one of the firft, fpake unto them, and de- 
^ ^*^ manded of them, why, and for whart: rea- 
ibn, they came armed into the Pale ? unto 
which Roger Moore made prefcnt anfwer, 
that the ground of their coming thither, and 
taking up arms, was for the freedom and 
liberty of their confciences, the maintenance 
of his majefty's prerogative, in which they 
miderftood he was abridged, and the making 
the fubje^ in this kingdom as free as thote 
in England were ; whereupon the faid lord 
of Gormanftone defired to underiland from 
them truly and faithfully, whether thofe 
were not pretences, and not the true grounds 
indeed of their fo doing ; and likewife whe- 
ther they had not fome other private ends 
of their own ? which being by all denied, 
upon profeilion of their lincerity, his lord* 
ftiip, the lord of Gormonftone then told them: 
feeing thefe be your true ends, we will 
likewife join with you therein ; unto which 
courfe all agreed. And thereupon it was 
publickly and generally declared, that who- 
foever fhould deny to join with them, or 
refiife to affifl them therein, they would ac» 
count him as an enemy, and to the utmoft 
of their power labour his deftniftion. And 
this examinate faith, that after the agree* 
ment fo made as aforefaid, there iffued ano* 
ther warrant to the flieriflP of the county of 
Meathy to fummon all the lords and gentry 
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of the connty^ of Meath, to be at the hill 
of Taragh, about a week after ; and accord* 
ingly there met at the fame place the earl 
of Fingale, the lord of Gormanftone, and 
the reft of the lords and gentlemen afore- 
named, together with fir Thomas Nugent, 
and Nicholas Plunket the lawyer, Biidford 
the lawyer, and a iomltitude of others i and 
the work of that day was firft to make an- 
fwer to a fummons made by the ftate for cal- 
ling of the lords unto Dublin ; .which an- 
iwcr was brought ready drawn by the lord 
of Gormanftone, and prefented by hislord* 
ihip, and being perufed by the iaid coun* 
cil at law, was figned bv the lords. 

In this manner was this great tranfadtion 
moft folemnly confunmiated betwixt Lein- * 
fter, and Ulfter ; Valence and Brabant, as fir 
Phelim O Neale ftiles them in his charade- 
riftical letter before mentioned, fent to Owen 
Roe O Neale in Flanders, were now* pub- 
lickly united together in that neat aflem- 
bly. The lord vifcount Gormanftone, on the 
one fide, and Roger Moore on the other, had 
both been long tampering about the draw* 
ing of this moft important work to the form 
it now received, they had at length brought 
it unto perfeftion, they two had the glory 
of it, and appeared the great public inftru- 
ments of this powerful union. 

The lords and chief gentlemen of the Pale^ Theendea- 
having thus far declared themfelves, became Jhofeof Ac 
ib hi^ and prefuming, as they little valued Pak to 
what was done or commanded by the ftate JhlS^^lmy 
at Dublin. They now wholly applyed their againftAc 
endeavours to make fuch preparatives to- ^^z^ 
ward^ the war, as might ftrengthen their 
party, which as it now ftood in conjunftion 

with 
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^45-^ ivith the northern rebels, they bc^Mdd as m^ 
Tmcible, and their power not (o be refifted 
by the inconfiderable forces <kawn together 
by the lords jufiices and council at Dublin : 
feveral gentlemen who in the fbveial counties 
of the Kde were made captains, and had re* 
ceived arms from thefbtefor their compa* 
nies, departed from their obedience, and ad* 
drefled themfdves and their companies whol** 
ly to the fervice of the rebels. Nicholas Whit^ 
£fq; fon and heir to fir Nicholas White, of Le« 
ilip, was the firft that eave the example about 
the 2d of December : but he carried the mzt^ 
ter fb handfomely, as his company Van away 
to the rebels, as he pretended, without his C(xi« 
fent, or even his knowledge, any longer time 
before their departure, than to give him qp- 
portunitv to come and acqtuunt the ihte 
therewith, and his own difabiUty to hinder 
the fame : but before it was .pbffible to ufe 
any means of prevention, the men were all 
gone with their arms and munition to the 
rebels ; many of the other captains deiired 
no fuch fine cover for their intentions, but 
delivered themfelves and their arms up to be 
difpofed as they fhould direA without any 
further fcruple or compliment to the ilate : 
wheupon the lords finding how notorioufly 
they were abufed by the very great confi- 
dence repofed in fuch gentlemen of the pale, 
as being made captains, had received arms 
from them, and perceiving what coinrfe they 
began now to fteer, and how they were rc- 
folved to employ their own arms agsiinf): them, 
they took fuch order, and with fuch celerity 
and deligence made ftay of feveral of thofe 
arms, which were delivered out for the ufe 
of the pale, as of the one thou£md feven hun- 
dred 
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tics thereof, they recovered again into the^ ^--v-^ 
hands liine hundred and fifty* 

And now fey rcjilbn the northern rebels had The «». ' 
fettled their cMap within the river of Boyne, ^°Jj;J^ 
and fi> lay betwixt Tredagh and the city of fiimmoocd 
I^blin, ail intercourfe in the pale wajs inter- ^^^ 
rupted, the paffages ftopt Hp, and the lords aiitheiord» 
juftices and council ilnderftood very little or ^^^J^* 
QOthing of any proceedings held there. They thim in the 
therefore finding thdr dangers daily to in- gS^"*^^^ 
creaie through the near approach of the re* 
bds unto the city of Dublin, the continual 
:^&onts, smd iiewftorns die ftate daily receiv- 
ed from them, their own want .of ftrength 
to reprefs thdr bold ,atfempts, or to preferve 
the poor fagUjb round about them out of 
th^ Moody haads^rdblved now in l^efetheyr 
high extremities, to try the effefts of thofe 
large protefiati^ns and great profeflions o^ 
loyalty the lords of the pile had lately made 
unto thecGb Mid. to give them a fair opportu- 
nity of rendering a moft acceptable jfervice 
to his maje^y and the fiate here. For this 
.end there^e they determined to call a grand 
council of all the lords wJiich refided within 
any convenient diftance of the city of Dul> 
tin : •dearly and freiely to reprefbit unto them 
the ill condition 5xfdieir afiairs,^ and how high^ 
ly it imported them in refpeft of their own 
{^iotitulu* iafety, aft well as for the preierva- 
tion of the whole kingdon), not only to con- 
tribute tiMUr beft advice and council, but even 
all the forces they xould. any ways raiie, to^ 
wards the beating of the noFthem rebels out 
of the pak. Several lettei^ of fummons were 
accordinriy writ and fent away to the earl 
qf Fingade, the lord Vifcount Gormanftone^

, ' an anfwer unto the lords, which as Mr.Dow- 

^ dall teftifies, was brought thither by the lord 

of Gormanftone ready drawn up, and there 

only figned and fo fent away. The copy of

and fo conclude with fome profeflions of their 
loyalty and readinefs to give their advices for 
the advancement of his majefly's fervice, and 
the common peace of the kingdom.

They had forebom 
the doing fome afts of hoftility for a time 
upon fome rebels among them, becaufe they' 
would not give them any the leaft caufe of 
complaint And however it appeared by the

for die fefety of their fiveji; that they were, 
out in fo greaLt a terrour by the rifing out of 
tome horie troops an4 root companies at 
Dublin, who killed four p^tholicks for no 
other reafon, than that they bore the name 
of that religion, as they durft not,'^ as Aey 
pretended, «* ftay in Aeir houfes, vA there-;' 
Jbrc refohred to contiuue together, till they 
were affurcd by their lordflups of Ae fafcty 
of Aeir Kves before they run the hazard 
thereof, by tnanifefting their obedience due 
unto their lordfliips.'* ITiofe were the very 
•words and cxpremons ufed by thofc gentk- 
men in their anfwcr : and accordingly they 
ftifl continued together, encncafing their nunpt- 
ber of men and threatning to come down 
and encamp themfdves at Clantatfe, a little 
village (landing upon the very hax3>our of 

BuUin; 
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«tf4»- Dublin; whcic fome of their followers had 
^"'"^^^^ already at low water feized upon a bark 
lying there, and carried away all tlie com- 
modities they found in her ; a great part 
whereof they had put into the then dwelling 
houfe of the faid King, to whom that village 
did belong. This was an ad of fo high a 
ftrain, and fo eminently tending to the pre- 
fent ruin of the city, as it required a fudden 
remedy ; delays were dangerous in a matter 
of fuch perilous confequence ; and the lords 
juftices and council, plainly perceived that if 
the rebels ^ere fuffered to conoie down and 
lodge there, that they might without much 
dilEculty make themfelves mailers of thefe 
few barks then in the harbour (the fiate 
having at that time no fhips of force to guard 
them) and fo put themfelves in a fair way, 
if they could bring the Wexford Ihips about 
to join with them, to block up the karbour, 
and fiop the coming in to their relief all fuch 
fuccours as fhould be defigned in England to 
land at that port Whereupon the lords find- 
ing that the faid King continued ftill with 
Luke Ncttervile and diofe other gentlemen 
at Swords, that they carried ^emfelves 
with fuch high contumacy,, as that difdain- 
ing to render any obedience to their warrant, 
they neither made their departure from that 
place, diibanded their men, nor fo much as 
pretended to repair to them according to 
their commands at the time perfixed therein: 
it was thought high time to take fome other 
courfe with them ; and therefore about four 
days after, the day firft fet down by the 
lords for their appearing before them, and 
the very next day after another pro(:lamation 
publiihed for their immediate feparation, the

declared themfelves rebels, and having rob- fticcs and 
bed and fpoiled fome of his majefty's good ^"Tu^^ 
lubjefts, are now affembled thereabouts in prcffingof 
arms in great numbers, nnuftering and train- ^^tJ^^lje, 
ing of their rebellious multitudes, to the ter- 
rour and danger of his majefty's good fub- 

. jefts, as well at land as at fea ; which their 
boldnefs is acted in fuch manner as to put 
fcorns and affronts upon this ftate and govern- 
ment, they acHng fuch depredations even 
before our faces, ai)d in our own vie^ as it 
were in defpight ^f us : it is therefore order- 
ed, that our very good lord the earl of Or- 
monde and Offory, lieutenant general of the 
army, do forthwith fend out a party of fol- 
diers of horfe and foot, to fall upon thofe 
rebels at Clantarfe and thereabouts, who in 
fuch difdainful manner, ftand to outface and 
dare us, and to endeavour to cut them off, 
as well for puniihment as terrour to others, 
and to bum and fpoil the rebels houfes and

iMffaCTc at ^^^^ of the pale, and obtruded oji the world, 
s^try. as a iuft pretence to deter them 6*om waiting 
on the lords at Dublin, it was no x>thef th^ 
this : inforxjnation was given to foq^e of the 
officers of the army, that there had been a 
robbery newly committed by certjun rebels 
at the houfe of one Smith, called tlie Bniks^, 
within five miles of the city : and that if a 
party of foldiera might be fcnt forth, the in- 
former offered to bring them upon t^ofe re- 
bels, as alfo upon other rebels, who had lately 
murdered one Mr. Derick Hubart a Dutch 
ipnerchant at the Skep*ies; whcjrpupon two 

officers 
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<)fficcrs with forty foot, were fcnt out with JJJi^ 
tfireftion to fell upon thofc tebels : they weiit 
dire6By to Santry, attd there finding fome 
Arangert with weapons lodged in fu§idous 
places, they fle*W four of them ; who as was 
conceived were criminal offenders, and one of 
them after, upon furthei: enquiry, found to 
be a proteftant. 

But how fairiy fo&ver this mattet was car- The pro- 
tied, yet they rdfolved to make ufe of it for JSa b^

difloyalty: and having fo far pubUckly de- ^^^^^ 
trlared themfelves, they held it not fit to Gt of tiwrEng. 
idle any fonder, but began to put the vdiolc i^^th^ 
circuit of the ftde into a poftufe of war, and had jomd 
to moke aH fuch preparatives as might enable ^^^ 
them, by the jpowerful aiCftance Aey had out rcbds. 
of the north, prefetitly to take in Tredagh, 
aw^ afterwards to march up to Dublin, and 
ihere make themfelves matters of that city 
and caffle : a vroA as now it ftood reprefented 
unto them, not likely to prove lefs glorious 
than fucc^Sfal, and cafy to be atdiicycd: ^ 

Ihey had for this end many publick meetings 
ftmong themfelves, as alfo with the chief 
commanders of the northern rebels. 

In the firft place, they declared the lord 
viftount Gortnariftone, general of the forces 
to be nyifed in the Pale, Hugh Bhme, lieu- 
tenant general : the earl of Tmgale, general 
of the horfe : then they gave power to thofe 
lords to nominate captains in feveral baronies 
to bcrefpeftively appointed out of them, and 
likewife to raife foldiers in every fuch barony, 
viz. eight foldiers out of a plow-land (which 
contains, according to the ancient eftimation, 
one hundred and twenty acres) and every 
plowJand to Inaintain the foldiers to be fat 

out 
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out by tliem : the barony of Duleek was af- 
figned to the lord of Gonnanfione; the 
barony of Screene and Deffe, to the earl of 
Fingale j the barony of Slaine, to the lord of 
Slaine ; tlve barony of the Navan, to the lord 
of Trimblcftone ; Kells, to the lord Dunfany ; 
Ratogh and Dunboine, to Sir Richard Barne- 
wall of Crickeftown, baronet, and Patrick 
Bamewell of Cilbrcw ; and by thefe perfons, 
feveral captains were appointed, and numbers 
of foldiers raifed according to the orders fct 
down at the general meeting: there were alfo 
warrants iffued out by lord Gormanftone, 
whereby thofe perfons appointed to raife the 
men,, and to furnilh them with provifions for 
their entertainment, were required upon pain 
of death to fend them out : other warrants 
were likewife fent out to other perfons who 
were appointed overfeers for the thrcfhing 
out of all the proteftants com, which was at 
iigned generally through the Pale to be ap- 
plied towards the maintenance of their army 
The next work was to make a conftant pro- 
vifion of all manner of neceffaries for the en- 
tertainment of fuch forces as were already 
brought down out of the north, as well as 
thofe raifed in the Pale, and fet down at the 
fie^e of Tredagh. And for this fervice they 
feiied the whole country thereabouts,. and o^ 
dered what proportions of. com ancf numbers 
of cattle fliould be brought down out of 
every part for the vichialling of thofe that lay 
encamped about the town : there was allotted 
to every company, coniifting of a hundred 
men, for their daily allowance, one beef, and 
half a banel of corn : and that they might 
with the more facility bring in the country 
people to furaifli their army with thefe pro- 
portions. 
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poitioosy they made, not only prohibitions J^Jij 
that no corn mould be carried to Dublin^ but ^""^ 
fo blocked up the ways as the poor chiurles 
that lived fomewhat diftant from the city, 
could not carry their corn thither without 
apparent danger; whereby the market began 
to be very ill provided^ and great want and 
fcarcity was much feared by reaibn of the 
large acceflion of people come from fevcral 
parts of the kingdom up unto, the ^ity for 
iafety. Whereupon the lords juftices and 
council made, proclamation to.be publiflied, 
that all fuch as had corn remaining within . 
fome few miles diflance, fhould, as their ufual 
manner was, bring it to the maiket atDuhliri^ 
and they ihould receive ready money for the 
iame; in cafe they did not that, they would 
prefently fend out parties and burn their corn 
as it flood in the haggards, and fo prevent 
the ufe the rebels intended to make of it for 
the viiEhialling of their army. By this means 
the city was indifferently well fupplied all that 
winter with com, the country people, though 
otherways very malicious againft the Engliffi 
and proteftants, being content, though with 
much hazard, to adventure the bringing their 
corn, where they fold it at a good rate for 
ready money, rather than to fuffer it to be 
threflied out by warrants from the lord of 
Gormanftone for the ufe of the Irifli army 
then lying before Tredagh. 

But while they continue their fruitlefs and The m 
unprofitable attempts there, having neither of"^'**^. 
fldll, courage, experience, nor any means to uck a^n 
bring about their impetuous defircs and fond o^«^«ft*««. 
endeavours for the taking in of that town, I 
fhall briefly reprefent a view of the fad eftate 
of our affairs in Dublin : it was now almoft

body of die Infhy as it then began to ap^ 
pear unto them, fimdy united witJi ahnoft 
all the old £ngliih that were of die Romifli 
j^rofiefficm incorporate into their party 
throughout Irekuid, they did widi much more 
cameltncfs by their frequent letters atid fc- 
veral agents, reprefent unto his majefty and 
the parliament of England, the very ifl, eren 
delperate condidon tfiey were in j and there- 
fore defircd that fupplics both of men, money, 
and aH kind of wariifce provisions, might be 
fent away with all fbeed unto them, dedaring 
that unlefe they received theitt prefendy, 
and that in great proportions, they wicfe not 
able longer to lubfift as they flood now en- 
vironed on all ^des with muldtudes d£ the 
rebels, hut had juft irafon to apprehend their 
own prefent rain, and the inevitable lofs 
^f the whole kingdom: and becaufc they 
conceived the levies in England coulil not be 
fo fuddenly made nor the men fo eaffly tranf- 
ported from thence into die north of Ireland, 
^where the rebels appeared in gAT at e ft frnm^- 
bers, and had by their moft unparalleled 
cruelty towards tlie Englifli done moft mif* 
dufif) as Out of Scotland, they made a pro*-

climate, endure more hardihip, and with lefs 
diftemper undergo the toils and miferies of 
an Iriffi war; that the tranfportation would be 
made with much more facility and lefs charce, 
it being not above three or four hours uil 
from fome parts of Scotland into the north 
of Ireland ; that the kingdom of Scotland 
had been lately in arms, and fo had all pro*' 
vifions neceffary for the furniihing of their 
men for this expedition in readinefs : and 
laftlyj they having fo good a foundation in 
the multitude of their own countrymen fo 
advantageoufly fettled there already, would 
no doubt undertake the work with all ala- 
crity, and vigoroufly profecute the war with 
fuch fliarpnefs, as might teftifie their deep 
refentment of the horrid cruelties cxercifed 
upon fo many thoufands of their own na- 
tion by that barbarous people. 

Thefe letters arrived very opportunely, 
about the time of the king s return from commir- 
Edinburgh to the parliament of England, fio^cw fcnc 
then fitting at Weftminfter : and there be- Zf^^ 
ing even then two Scotilh lords come out t«at ^;*» 
of the kingdom of Scotland, to treat with the ^n^f *" 
parliament of England concerning the fend- England 
ing forces from thence for the relief oif Ire- J^" rd^?^ 
land ; his majefty fent to the lords and com- of Ireland.

and withal defired, that certain commiffio-

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of parliament, might be prefently named 
to treat with them, and from time to time, 
give an account of their proceedings to his^ 
majefty and both houfes. This motion was 
with very great readinefs yielded unto, and 
it was ordered, that the earl of Bedford, the 
earl of Lcicefter lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
the lord Howard of Eftrick; nominated by 
the houfe of peers: and Nathaniel Fiennes, 
cfq; iir William Ermin, baronet, lir Philip 
Stapleton, knight, John Hamden, efq; nomi- 
nated by the houfe of commons, ihould treat 
with the Scotifli commiflloners concerning 
the affairs of Ireland, and that there ihould 
be a commifiion granted unto them to this 
effecl:, under the great feal of England,, to- 
gether with particular inftruclions to regu- 
late the manner of their proceedings.

fcmeSTo ' commiflloners, they did in the firft place 
thcpariia- niakc offcr of ten thoufand men in the name 
S^iand, of the kingdom of Scotland : and that they 
for the re- Hiight be cnablcd to fend them fpeedily a- 
uld.^^^' way, they defired an advance of 30000 L 
of the brotljerly afliilance afforded unto 
them by the kingdom of England, and that 
what arms and munition they fent into 
Ireland, might in the fame proportions be 
returne/insnto. them with all expedition. 

Ne^zt they defired that fome fhips of war 
might be appointed to guard the feas be- 
twixt Scotland and Ireland, to waft over 
their foldiers which they defigned to tranf- 
port in fmall veffels. 

And, then, that upon landing of their men 
in Ireland, there ihould be 100 horfe ready 
to joyn with every 1000 foot that they Ihould 
leim tiiither : and that they ihould receive 

inftru^ons 
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inilru^tions and orders, and in every thing 
obey the Scotiih general. 

Thcfe proportions being taken into con- 
fideration in the houfe of commons, after 
they had duly confidered of them, and weigh- 
ed the high neceflities of this kingdom, that 
the Scots had 2500 men ready^ raifed, and 
that they could not fo fuddenly make pro- 
viiion any other way for the faving Ireland, 
as by fending thefe forces out of Scotland, 
they readily condefbended unto them ; and 
having voted them feverally, they fent them 
up to the houie of peers, with their deiires 
for a fpeedy concurrence in them. 

Thefe beginnings gave great hopes of the 
fudden relief of Ireland; and it was now 
generally believed, that coniiderable forces 
would be tranfported within a very fhort 
time out of Scotland for the defence of the 
northren parts of this kingdom ; efpecially 
confidering with how much eameftnefs his 
majefty in his fpeech made to the lords and 
commons in parliament on the 14th of De- 
cember, in this prefeut. year, had prefled 
them to take to heart the bufinefs of Ire- 
land, and offered unto them whatfoever his 
power, pains or induftry could contribute 
to the good and necefl'ary work of redu- 
cing the Irifli nation to their true and wont- 
ed obedience. 

But, alas, thefe great expectations were 
foon daihed, and the forces defigned for Ire- J^^ ^^' 
land, as well out of England as Scodand, forireUnd, 
firangely retarded by ^ wveral obftruc):ion8 ^^^^'^^*^' 
which dailv arofe in the tranfaction of the 
Engliih affairs. 

lor firft, his majefty in the fame fpeech, 

wherein he conjured them, by all that was

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M64 ' dear to him cr them, to go on chearfdUy and 
*— V-— ^ fpeedily for the reducing of irdand, did take 
notice of a bill for prefling fokliers for Ireland, 
depending in the houle of peers, and dedar- 
ing his dSlike of putting it in that way, told 
them he would pais it, fo there wzs\zfaho 
Jure put into it both for the king and people 
but withal, told diem that he thought himielf 
little bdiolding unto him, wfaoibever it was, 
. that began this difpi^e fo far trenching upoa 
the bounds of his antient and undoubted pre- 
rogative. 

lliefe pafiages in his majeflys fpeech were 
deeply refented, not only by the Ic^ds wbo 
were more particularly concerned in them, 
but by the houfe of commons : and therefive 
hismajefty had no fooner ended his fpeech and 
left their houfe, but the lords &11 into con- 
fideration of the iame, and refblved tbat 
the king by taking notice of the debate ia 
their houfe of the bill, concerning prefling 
of foldiers, had broken the fundamental pri- 
vileges of parliament And prefently a mef- 
^fage was brought unto them likewife by Mi. 
HoUis from the houfe of commons, to defiit 
a conference with their lprdfhip« by commit- 
tees of both houfes' touching the privileges 
of parliament: at the conference they ftuiy 
expreiled the deep fenfe they had of the high 
injury offered unto them, by his m^efty's in- 
raiding their priviledges ; and proceeded fo 
far as to come not only to petition his ma- 
jefly, and to defire that he would he pleafed 
to make known that perfon who had given 
him information fo unduly of what had paffed 
in their houfe : but alfo to make a proteftati- 
on concerning their privileges : this took up 
fome time, a;id the gi^at mifiinderftanding 

even 
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even which then began to appear betwixt his '^4^- 
majefty and the parliament, had fo firong an ^^'"'^^^ 
inmieiice into the buiinefs of Ireland, as not- 
withftanding the high neceflities of this king- 
dom, and the great afiedions exprefled by the 
kingdom of England for our fudden relief 
here, the refolutions were flow, and the pre« 
parations went fo heavily on, as it was long, 
before the houfe of commons could find means 
to enable the lord lieutenant to fend fo much 
as one regiment away out of England, for the 
defence of the caftle and city of Dublin, then 
much diftreiled by die near approach of the 
rebels. 

And now for the forces to be fent out of Thedeiwte 
Scotland into the northern parts of this king- of the pro- 
dom, they meet with fevcral obftruftions like- pSfa^ 
wife. For firft, the commiilioners of Scotland by the sco- 
had not power given them from the ftate USu^, 
there, to treat for the fending over a lefler inthchoufc 
number than ten thoufand men, which the ^^p*"** 
lords here were very unwilling to condefcend 
unto. But this obfiacle was foon removed by 
the zealous affections of the hoi;fe of com- 
mons, who^as foop as the propoiitions brought 
in by the Scodfli commiiUoners for the relief 
of Ireland, were prefentedunto them, voted 
their aflent to treat for the fending of the 
number often thoufand men out of ocotland, 
according to the inftrudions given to the com- 
mifiioners by that kingdom ; and fent up a 
meflage to the houfe of peers by fir Philip Sta- 
pleton, knt. to lay before their lordfliips, the 
miferable eftate of the kingdom of Ireland, 
and to let them know that the houfe. of com- 
mons conceived the beft way for the prefer- 
vation of it out of the hands of the rebels, was 
fpeedily to difpatch the Scots into t^e pro- 
S 3 "'" vmce 
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itf4r yince of Ulfter, and therefore defircd that 
they would join with them in the propofiti* 
ons received from the Scotifli commiffioners^ 

Upon the i:eceipt of this meffage, the houfe 
of peers fell upon the faid propofition, and 
after a long debate, it was at length agreed, 
that ten thoufand Scots fliould be fent into 
Ireland, if the houfe of commons wonld con- 
defcend that at the fame time there might ten 
thoufand Englifli men be as fpeedily fent like- 
wife thither ; and thereupon defired ^ confe- 
i^nce with the houfe of commons, that they 
might fully underftand their refolution there- 
in, which being yielded unto them by the 
houfe of commons, the lords at the conference 
preffcd with much earneftncfs, that they might 
be affur^d of the fending over of ten thoufand 
Englifli at the fame time that the Scots were 
to be fent away : whereunto the houfe of 
commons replied, that they were not to be 
capitulated withal; that theu- a6tions were 
free as well without conditions as capitula- 
tions ; that they thought they had given fuffi- 
cient certainty already of their refolution to 
fend that number of Englifli into Ireland ; 
and therefore defired that their lordfliips 
would vote the fending away often thoufand 
Scots by themfelvcs without any relation to 
the Englifli fpoken of by them. 

This took up a large debate in the houfe of 
peers, and was one main caufe of the flow pro- 
ceeding on of the treaty with the Scotifli 
commiflioners, I fliall not undertake to de-. 
tcrmine at fo great a diftance from whence 
thefe obftruftionsgrew, but I am very fure 
we could here eafily find, that there were fome 
fuch fecret workings underhand againft th* 
good affections expi-cffed by the houfe of com? 

mons. 
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mons, and by the lords who were well af- *^4«- . 
fecled to the fervice of Ireland, as that this ''"^^"^ 
treaty was very much retarded thereby, and 
w-as not brought on to any conclufion in many 
months after. So as in the mean time, all 
the Britifli planted throughout this kingdom, 
were defpoiled, driven out of their habitati- 
ons, or mpft cinielly murdered within their 
own doors : and the Irifli ftrengthencd them- 
fclves in all parts of the country, and prevail- 
ing every where, drew many to join with 
them, that had hitherto kept themfelves in a 
kind of neutrality, as fuppofing that the ftate 
here would be altogether deferted, and no 
forces at all fent out of England for the fup- ' 
prefBng of the Irifli that had taken up arms 
in this quarrel. . 

The whole province of Munfter about the The «- 
midft of this month of December, began to i^liitnthc 
declare themfelves in open rebellion. The Fo^incc of 
lord prefident there had ufed his utmofl: en- ^^^^* 
deavours to fupprefs their very beginnings,, 
but by reafon of his want of ftreneth was now 
able to contain them no longer : he did with 
all diligence and carefulnefs labour to prevent 
the joining together of any numbers of the 
Irifh in any of thofe ^arts : and when he un- 
derftood how they began in fome places of the 
province to defpoil the Englifli, and that they 
had near Waterford gotten away many of 
tTie Englifh mens cattle, and were carrying 
them out of the limits of his government, he 
thought it not fit longer to fit ftill, but gal- 
lantly purfued thofe rebels in his own perfon, 
being accompanied only with his own troop 
of horfe, and fome few gentlemen of the coun- 
try, who joined with tnem, and after a long 
^d tedious march came upon them unawares, 
S 4 flew 
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i«4t. flew 200 of thofc rebels, reftored the cattle 
^'^"^^'^ to the EnglUh that were owners of them, and 
took feveral prifoners whom he hanged for a 
greater terrour to all fuch as flxould adventure 
afterwards to follow their example : as foon 
as he had done this fervice, his lordihip re* 
tired back to Cork, having neither forces nor 
means to make any further profecution, which 
the Irifli well enough underftood, and there- 
fore drew together in feveral places 4)f that 
province; and tho* they did not in that bar- 
barous manner, as they in XJlfter, hew down, 
^^^^^ cut in pieces, hane, drown or prefently mur-r 
the Engi^ der all the Englim ampng them; yet many 
inMunftcr. honid murders they committed, ufed fevcn4 
kinds of cruelty to many particular perfons, 
and for all the reft that fell into their hands, 
they robbed and violently deprived them of 
all their goods and cattle, moft miferably 
ftripped them out of their cloaths; andleav? 
• ing them quite naked, fuflFered moft of them 
in that lamentable pofture to pafs to Cork, 
Youghall, Kinfale, and other ports there to 
embark their miferable carcafles for England, 
where few arrived fafely, and lam fure I may 
well fay few, in refped of thofe multitudes 
who perifhed through want, cold and famine, 
before they could get to thofe towns, or other- 
ways died after their arrival in them, or were 
by ftorms at fea caft away. And for the En: 
glilh who ftood upon their guard and immu- 
red themfelves up in ftveral caftles of good 
ftrength in thofe parts, they endured many 
months liege, fuflfered much want and mifery, 
and having bravely refifted all the afiaults and 
attempts that the Irifli made with great mul- 
titudes upon them, and in many places caufed 
them to raife their fieges with great lofs and 

flaughter 
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ilaughter of their men, yet they were after- ^^f^ 
ivards, finding themfelves without ,all hope ' 
or poflibility of relief, enforced to deliver 
thofe places together with the multitudes of 
the Eaglifh they had received, into the hands 
of the rebels, upon feir quarter folemnly pro- 
mifed by them : and in many places no tooner 
had they by that means ratten entrance into 
them, but that they moS perfidioufly broke 
the quarter given, defpoiled them of that lit- 
tle remainder of their fubfiance they had then 
left, and fent them away in neat want and 
mifery to find relief among omer Engliih gar- 
rifons* But the whole country being waued 
and defiroyed, and the poor Engliih that liv- 
ed in it defpoiled of all their fubftance^ 
were become fo miferable and poor, as that 
they were able to aflford them very little relief 
or comfort, befides pity and compaffion, which 
could not fupport or keep alive thofe languilh- 
ing gafUy creatures, fo as multitudes dyed, 
fome in ditches, fome travelling on the high- 
ways, fome under hedges, and fo left their 
carcafles as fearful fpedacles to the beholders, 
and fad monuments of the inhumane cruelties 
exercifed on them by thofe bloody rebels, 
who yet under pretence of mercy fpared their 
lives, but took up a refolution as they were 
not afhamed to declare, to put them to a more 
lingring death; and therefore left them in 
fucn a condition, as inevitably brought on their 
miferable ends with much more difcomfort 
and forrow. 

But this fliall fiiffice to Ihew the beginning 
of the rifing of the Irilh in Munfter; the par- 
ticulars whereof fliall be clearly and at large 
fet down in the following relations of their 
firft proceedings within that province, where 

it 
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»^4r. it fliall be declared likewife, how all the great 
"^'^'^ towns in Leinfter, except Dublin and Tre- 
dagh, did about the fame time begin to ftrip 
and expel all the Britifli and proteftants, that 
cither inhabited in them, or fled out of the 
country near about to flicker themfelvcs 
there, from the barbarous cruelties of their 
Irifli neighbours. 
. As for the city of Dublin, it began now to 
ftrdftd. ' ^ much more ftraitly encompalfed by the 
forces of the rebels, much encreafed through 
their late conjundion with the Englifli pale. 
And in cafe of their want of power' to force 
it, yet thev having made their approaches fo 
near, and }la^'^ng fo abfolutely fl:opped up all 
the avenues, as we had gi'eat rcafon to ap- 
prehend their keeping back of provifions 
would drive the city irito high neceffities, and 
quickly occafion great want there. And here 
I cannot without much grief of heart call to 
itiind the lamentable complaints and bitter 
out^crys, which until this time, were conti- 
nually fent up unto the lords juft:ces and 
council, while they remained in this pofture,^ 
out of feveral ^arts of the country, where 
the Englifli inhabitants being by the Irifli dri- 
ven out of their habitations, had for their 
prefent fafeguard put themfelves into houfes 
or caftles of fome ftrength : they there endur- 
ing much want and mifery, made fliift, 
though not without great difficulty, by fe- 
veral meflhgcs and letters to make known 
theii' condition to the fiate, as alfo that they 
were refolved, as many of them did, to fuf- 
fcr the utmoft extremities out of hope of re- 
lief, and a confident expcftation of fuccours 
from them. 

But 
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But alas ! all was in vain, they were able 
to afford them no other comfort than what 
their pitiful commiferation of their forrowful 
condition would.adminifter; they werethcm- 
felves reduced fo low, as with the greateft 
power they could raife, they durft riot ad- 
venture to fend any ways five miles out of 
the city, their fupplies out of England were 
not arrived, they had neither place nor means 
to raife men, but only within the verge of 
the city ; and fuch as they ordinarly took up 
there, were either Irifli, whereof many ran 
prefently away with their arms to the rebels, 
6r poor ftripped Englilh, and inhabitants of 
the city, who were raw itien, and though 
they afterwards being well exercifed and 
trained to the ufe of their arms, proved 
very good foldici-s, yet for the prefent 
they were very unfit for fervice ; as appear- 
ed in that little expedition colond Craford 
made out with his men to Finglafs, a little 
town two miles diftant from the city, at the ^"^"S 
fame tiipe, when fir Charles Coote marched encounter 
forth to beat Luke Nettervile with his undif- ^hoi^^Ji 
ciplined reginiqnt out of his quarters at San- '^'^^^ . 
try, who having timely notice of his coming ^'^duSuo! 
faved him the labour, for he prefently upon 
the rumour thereof, diflodged, and fled in 
fo much hafte, as he left fome of his beft. 
equipage and all his provifions behind him : 
but that party of rebels colonel Craford 
found at Finglsifs, having placed themfelvcs 
with good advantage behind great ditches, 
flood better to their work, and carried them- - 
felves fo ftoutly, as our new raifed med began 
to ihrink, and had not. the colonel and feme 
other of his officers behaved therafelves very 
well that day, their men had piade a moft > 

dangerous 
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^J^*^ dangerous and fhameful retreat. This was 
the greateft expedition the forces in DubUn 
were able to undertake at that time ; which 
no man will wonder at, if he doth confider 
it hath been related how the town was in a 
manner furroun'ded on every fide by fevcral 
nmndedo^ parties of the rebels gathered together; all 
«|«^fi^ commerce was ^ interrupted, all provifions 
2k, ^' brought out of the country for the fiipply of 
it intercepted, as alfo, that all the chief of 
the Englilb inhabitants had tranfported them- 
felves, their goods, and their fanulies into 
England, many of the papifts had upon. other 
reaaons retired themfelves, and what belonged 
imto them, into the country, and there taken 
up their habitations within the rebels qu2u^ 
tcrs; no mantier of intercourfe with -any 
perfons whatfoever that made their abode 
without the diftance of two miles from any 
part of the city; no intelligence to be had 
upon any terms from among the rebels, all 
courfes taken for it difappointed, feveral 
meflengers handed up; and yet on the other-' 
fide, all our deugns difclofed, our weaknefs 
difcovered, and themoft private refolutionsby 
one means or other communicated unto th^n. 
The parties of the rebels that lay near about the 
dty, were thcfe following, Luke Netervile be- 
ing beaten from Santry, lay with near two 
thoufand men at Swords, a town fix mfles di- 
fiant, and poflefied himfelf of the cafile of 
. Artaine, ami fome other places within two 
miles of the city : on the weft-fide of the city, 
at Taflagard, Rath-coole, Caftle-Lyons, and 
other little villgiges within the compais of fix 
miles, there lay two thoufand more of the 
rebels who were come down out of the coun- 
ties of Caterlagh, Kin^s cQunty, Eildare, and 

other 
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ctiier parts u&der the command of Kog^r /^ 
Moor, and'Sutton^ Euftace of CafUe Martin, *^^ 
and others. The ClandoneQsy Kmes and 
Tooles, were alfo come. down io great num* 
bers out of the county of Wlddow, and had 
lodged themfelves in fome cafUcs towards the 
fea^fide, and in fome villages at the foot of 
the mountain,^ hot above three or four miles 
diftant from the town on the fouth-fide: how 
defperately thefe forces threatened our mine 
and fiidden defirudion will appear by this 
enfiiing letter bearing date about the midft of 
December, written from the lords jufiices and 
councilyunto the lord lieutenant then attend^ 
ing £3r his difpatclu 

A letter from th^ lords juftices and council, 
to the lord lieutenant 

May it pleafe your Iprdfliip, 

)Y our letters of the third of December, 
_ * we made, known to. your iordfhip, 
lat Mr. Hawtrige was then newly ajrrived 
^ with the treafure fent us from thence, 

> which came but to fixtecn thoufand five 
^ hundred fourfcore and ten pounds, a fup- 
« pl^: of treafure far Ihort of that which is 

> now become neceflary to perform any cob- 

> iiderable fervice here againft the rebels, 

* whofe numbers are increafed wonderfully, 

* infomuch as the forces they have about 

* Drogheda on all fides of it, and between 

* Drogheda and this place, reaching even 
^ within four miles of^this city, are upon 

* very credible report, conceived to be above 

* twenty thoufand men, and befides thofe 

* numbers who are fo united between this 

« and 
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and Drogheda and thereabouts, there arc 
many thoufands of them difperfed the 
whole kingdom over ; for the meaner fort 
of people firft rife generally, and then thofc 
of better quality follow after, and the fire 
which was firft kindled in Ulfter, and lay a 
while fmothered in other parts, begins now 
to break out fo generally, as the dcfedion 
now appears to be univcrfal throughout 
the whole four provinces; fo ftrangely 
rooted was the combination, and that 
ftrengthened under the fpecious fliew of a 
war for religion ; for aldiough before and 
iince the caution we. had 'from yourlord- 
fliip, we have on our part endeavoured not 
to give any apprehenfion to the Iriih, that 
England doth intend to make it a war of 
religion, yet as we formerly made kno^n 
to your lordfliip, the rebels labour mainly 
to have it fo underftood. Nay, they now 

§o fo'far as they call themfelves generally 
le cathoHck army, a title which hatil 
drawn many thoufands to their party, and 
yet mfiny joined with them for no other 
reafon than becaufe they (aw our fuccourt 
expefted forth of England and Scotland de- 
ferred ; they rightly judging, that without 
thofe fuccours, we are not able to defend 
them ourfelves ; and indeed until thofe fuc- 
cours come, they muft and will ftill en- 
creafe ; but if out men and arms were once 
arrived the very countenance of their 
coming would draw many from them to 
us, and give fome flop to the fury, with 
which mey yet carry all before them 
whitherfoever they come. 
* They continue their rage and malignity 
againft the Englifh and proteftants, who if 

* they 
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they leave their goods or cattle for more >*4»- 
fafety with any papifts, thofe are called out ^^^^ 
by the rebels, and the papifts goods and 
cattle left behind ; and now upon fome new 
councils taken by them, they have . added 
to their former, a farther degree of cruelty, 
even of the higheft nature, which is to pro- 
claim, that if any Irifh Ihall harbour or re- 
lieve any Englifh, that be fufFered to efcape 
them with his life, that it £hall be penal 
even to death to fuch Irifli ; and fo they ' 
will be fure though they put not thofe En- 
glifli actually to the fword, yet they do as 
certainly and with more cruelty cut them 
off that way, than if they had done it by 
the fword; and they profefe they will never 
give over until they leave not any feed of an 
Englifh man in Ireland, 

* Nor is their malice towards the Engliih* 
expreffed only fo, but further even to the 
beafts of their fields, and improvements of 
their hands, for they deftroy all cattle of En- 
glifli breed, and declare openly, that their 
reafon is, becaufe they are Engliih ; fo 
great is their hatred, not only to the perfons 
of the Englifh, but alf6 to every fpecies of 
that nation ; and they deftroy all improve- 
ments made by the Englifh, and lay wafte 
their habitations. 

* We formerly fignificd to your lordihip, 
that to take away all jealoufie from the 
papifts of the Englifli Pale, we would fur- 
nifli them with fome arms, and the rather 
becaufe we well know that in the laft great 
rebellion in Ireland, the Engliih Pale uood 
firm to the crown of England ; and that the 
rebel Tyrone in the height of his power and 
grcatncfs, was never able to get into the 

* Pale 
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Pale with his forces whilft he was in rdel- 
lion ; and upon this occafion» the noblemen 
and gentlemen of the Pale, making deep 
profeffions of their loyalty to his mijefty, 
in imitation of their anceftors, and with 
expref&ohs feeming to abhor the contrivers 
of this rebellion here, againft whom they 
offered their power and ftrength, fo as they 
might have arms ; and we being well affm-ed 
that if we could gain their concurrence with 
us, it would much facilitate our work; we 
did at their earneft fuit iffue for them arms 
for one thoufand feven hundred men, 
wherewith divers companies were armed by 
them, and fome of themfelves were appoint* 
ed governors of the forces of the counties, 
and captains of their companies ; but fo ma- 
ny of thofe companies revolted to the re- 
bels, and carried away their arms with 
them, as we have recovered back but nine 
hundred and fifty arms ; fo as thofe whofc 
loyalty we. had reafon to expect would help 
us, are now through their difloyalty turn- 
ed againft us, and are ftrengthencd with 
our own arms ; and without all queftion, if 
thofe of the Engliih Pale had done their 
parts as became good fubjefts with the 
arms they had from us, and thofe they 
might gather amongft themfelves, they 
might with our help not only have defend- 
ed the Pale againft the rebels, but might al- 
fo have prevented the ruin and deftruction 
wrought by their tenants and neighbours 
on the poor Englifli and proteftants amongft 
them ; for the noblemen and gentry fate 
ftill and looked on, whilft the Engliih and 
proteftants were ruined bfefore their faces ; 
the papifts in the mean time remaining fe- 

« cure. 
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cure, without the lofs of goods, or any ^H^ 
thing elfe. 

« When we faw the power and ftrength of 
the rebels ftill growing upon us more and 
more, and approaching by degrees more 
near to us, and the Engliih and proteftants 
robbed and fpoiled even within two miles 
of this city, in difdain and affront of this 
ftate, which are fcoms of fo high a nature, 
as we could not endure, if we had ftrength 1 
fufficient to reprefs their infolencies; and 
when we obferved the retarding of our fuc- 
cours of men and arms from I^gland or 
Scotland, neither of both fuccours being 
yet come, nor as we heard fo much as in 
view there or in Scotland ; and when we 
found apparently that for want of thofe fup- 
plies, we became in a naanner fo contemp- 
tible, as we were in danger to be fet upon ' 
for taking from us this city and caftle be- 
fore our aids fliould come, we bethought 
us of all the means we could of gaining 
time;, being confident that we cannot be fo 
deferted by the ftate of England, but that ^ 
fome fupplies may yet come unto us : and 
therefore on the third of December, we di- 
refted our letters to divers of the nobility 
of the kingdom who were neareft to us, and 
moft of them being of the Englifii Pale, to 
be with us here on the eighUx day of this 
month, that we might confer with them 
concerning the prefent ftate of the king- 
dom ; and we hoped by their help, to handle 
the matter fo as we might ^ain a few days 
time before our furprifal here, by which 
time in all likelihood our fuccours might 
arrive, although it be boldly given out by 
the rebels^ that we fliall have no fuccours 
T • from 
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from thence, which they divulge to embol- 
den their party, and to flxike terrour and dif- 
couragement into the welt^efled, amongft 
whom there are many fo weak, as to appre- 
hend from thence too much fear, whereby 
many are fled the kingdom. 

« On the eiehthdayofthis month, the carl 
of Kildare, the lord yifcount Fitz- Williams, 
and the lord baron of Howth came unto us, 
but the reft of the noblemen not coming de- 
ferred our conference, and on the eleventh 
day of this month we received letters from 
feven of them, namely, the earl of Fingale, 
the lord vifcount Gormanftone, the lord 
vifcount Nettervile, and the lords of Slaine, 
Trimbleftone, Dunfany and Lowth, dated 
the feventh day of this mooth, and iigned 
by them, pretending a fear of a maflacre on 
thofe of their religion, and that therefore 
they are deterred, to wait on us, but do ra- 
ther think it fit to Hand upon their g^ard; 
and how that refolution of theirs may ftand 
with the loyalty they profefs, we Iftimbly 
fubmit to his majefty's excellent judgment, 
for whofe royal view we fend you here in- 
clofed, a copy of their feid letters. 

* When we received thofe letters, we did 
admire whence the fears of coming to us 
fhould arife ; but afterwards we heard that 
they had been in confultation with the re- 
bels, which alfo as to moft of them is con- 
firmed by the enclofed examination of Chrif- 
topher Hampton, and indeed we know no 
caufe of fear they have of us, unlefs their 
own guilts begot in them the fear they pre- 
tend ; and they fpare not though unjulUy to 
charge us with a negleft of their advices; 

« whereas 
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whereas tiot one of them to this hour offer- »<^4t- 
ed to lis any adtice or real affiftance towards ^^"^''"^ 
pacification of thefe troubles/ 
« It bccamif thea poblick (nor could we 
keep fecret that trhich they had publiflied 
to others) that thofe HObleftien fo far flded 
with the rebels as thejr iiow ftood On theif 
guard } we therefore aidjudged it fit for vin- 
dicating the ftate from the afperfion which 
we found fo pilblicfkly endeavoured to be 
laid upon us, to publilh the inclofed pro- 
clamation^ as well to fatisfy to the world 
as thofe noblemen, who certainly are abun- 
dantly fatisfied In their own fecret thoughts^ 
that we never intended to maffacre them 06 
any other ; that being a thing which w^e and 
all good proteftantst do much abhor, what- 
ever the practice of their religion i^, and 
hath been found to be by woful experience 
in other parts, whereof we confefs we ar6 
now in great danger, if our long expefted 
fuccours come not the fooner to us ; ahd it 
may be g^therfed from that unexampled ty- 
ranny which the rebels hav6 already fexer-* 
cifed Cowards thofe of our nation aiid reli- 
gion, who fell into their hands, what we 
tor our parts may expeft from them ; but 
the diihonour and fhame which nniay refleft 
upon the Englilh nation by exp6fing this 
ftate and kingdom to fo apparent ruine, 
and with it tne extirpation of Ood^s true 
religion, afflicts us more than the lofs of 
our own lives and fortunes, when all might 
be faved by fending feafonably thofe fuc- 
cours. 

- • We lately received letters from the lady 

Ofaly, and a lettpr containing moft infofent 

menaces, inclofed therein, fent her from the 

T a - re- 
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rcbeky to which ihe fent them a noble a&* 
fwer, copies whereof we fend here incIofecL 

< One of the rebels ftiling himfelf chap 
laiii major and overfeer of the coafis and 
harbours^ lately fent a fummons in a proud 
and vaunting manner^ to one Edward Leech^ 
that was entrufted to keep the iiland of 
Lambay» requiring the delivery up of that 
iflandtothe rebels, which being done, he 
gave Leech a pafs, wherein he ftiles the 
rebels forces the catholick army, A copy 
of which fummons and pafs we fend your 
lordihip here inclofed ; and Leech told us 
that that mighty chaplain declared openly 
to him, that he was plotter of this rebel- 
lion^; That he had {pent in travel and pro- 
fecution of that dekgn beyond feas, four 
thoufand pound ; and that all the kings in 
chriileadom, excepting the king of Eng* 
landf and the king of Denmark, have han^ 
in this buiinefs. 

• A caftle in the town of Longford, held 
by the Englifh, who flood out a while 
againil the rebels, being in the end through 
want of victuals neceffitated to be rendered 
up to them, upon promife of quarter, a 
pppiih prieft {landing with his fkean in his 
hand, watching for the coming forth of a 
minifter then among the Englifh, did by 
thrufling that fkean into the minifler's 
guts, and ripping up his belly give that as 
a fignal to the rebels, for falling upon the 
refl of the Englifh, which they did accord- 
ingly, as foon as the minifter was murder- 
ed, killing fome and hanging the refl moft 
perfidioufly. 

* On the ninth of this month, we received 
advertifement, that great numbers of men 

* were 
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* were gathere<l together in warlike man« »^4i» 

* ner at Swords in the county of Dublin^ "^"^"^ 

* within fi^c miles of us, thev having the ar- 
^ my of the rebels behind tnem on this fid^ 

* Droghcda; whereupon we then immedi- 

* ately fent out our warrant, commandinff 

* theip to difperfe : a copy whereof wc fend . 

* your lordlhip here inclofed; which was 

* not obeyed ; but a letter fent us from Luke 

* Nettei-ville, fon to the lord vifcount Nefc- 

* tendlle, and others of them: a copy where- 

* of we likewife fend hete inclofed ; where- 

* upon we publifhed the inclofed manifeft^ 

* for vindicating this ftate from their afper- 

* fions alfo : and it is obfervable, that thof^ 

* gentlemen at Swords could even on that 

* very Tuefday night, wherein they alledg^ 

* they were fo affrighted at their houfes, af- 
^ femble twelve hundred men together iix 

* that moment of time, to have in readi- 

* nefs againft any attempt from the ftate^i 

* whereas for many days before, they could 
^ fit ftill and look on, whilft an army of the 

* enemy lay behind them, betwixt them and 

* Dromeda, and whilft fome of them open- 

* ly declared rebels, and many of their 
^ neighbours, who doubdefs hold undcr- 
« hand intelligence with the rebels, robbc4 

* and fpoiled the Englifli on all parts round 

* about them ; and yet thofe gentlemen could 

* not in all that time be either fo affrighted 

* by the rebels, or fo compaflionatc of their 

* poor Engliih neighbours, as to aflemble 

* any men for the defence of themfelves, or 

* thofe their poor Englifli neighbours; and 

* certainly tjhofe gentlemen might have been 

* as believing in this ftate who have always 

* ufed lenity and mildnefs towards them, as

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in the forces of the rebels which lie fo 
near behind them, and who they know 
h?ive murdered many of his. n^aj€}fty*s good 
and innocent fubjeds, and for ougJjt they 
know (if there were not fecret intelligence 
between tliem) might have i;fed thtoi alfq 
in like manner. 

* But the truth is, wp ppnceive thofe gen? 
tlemen had a mind to join with the re^clSf 
and do now take pp pretences to cover 
their difloyalty^ and cail fc?uxdal on this 
government * ' - » 

* The rebels in ^e Pale as in other parts, 
have caufed maffes to be faid openly in th^ 
churclbes, ejcpelled the Minifters from of- 
ficiating in their churches, and forced di* 
vers perfons for faving their lives and gQods 
to become papifts, opeply profeifing that 
no protefiant Ihill be fuflPered to live m 
Irelai^d, and whilli they infult thus ove? 
all the Englifh and piroteftants, deftroying 
them for no otlier Veafon, but ipr that they 
are prbteftants and Englifti, \ye let fall nor 
thipg againft them touching religion, and 
yet; they' feigp things againft us, tending 
that way to giya fprnq colour tp dieir cruel 
proceedings. . 

* The rebel3 of the county of Kildare have 
taken the Naas and Kildare in the county 
of Kildare, The rebeU of Meath have 
taken Triiil, ^ind Afliboy in the county pf 
Meath, and divert other places j the rebels 
of the county of Dubhn have poffeffed 
Swords and Rathcoole, and fpoiled all the 
Englifh and prptcftants even to the gates 
of Dublin; and now about fifteen hundred 
of the rebels of Wickloware in and about 
Poiyerfcomt, and aboyt ten miles from 

|his 
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this city. ; there are aUb between this and 
the Naas within fix ot feven miles of us, a 
thoufand of the rebels of Kildare, and the 
borders of Wicklow and Dublin, fo as we 
are in this city invironed by them on all 
fides by land» and they begin to ftop ac'^ 
cefles to us by fea ; for the fiihermen on 
the fe;a-coafts being all Iriih and papi^s 
inhabitants in the pale, break out alio in* 
to rebellion with the multitude, and have 
robbed, fpoikd and pillaged even within 
the bay of Dublin, feveral barks coming hi* 
thej forth of England. And if to revenge 
this villainy on the fiihermen at Clantarfe 
and thereabouts, fo near us, we fend forth 
a party of foldiers to bum and fpoil thofe 
rebels houfes and com, the gentlemen of 
the pale will immediately take new offence; 
but that we will adventure upon, for i^ow 
there is no dalliance with them, who fo far 
declare themfelves againfl the flate, not car- 
ing what fcorns are put upon the govern- 
ment, wherein is obfervable, that the land- 
lord of Claintarfe is one of thofe gentlemen 
rifcn in arm^'at Swords. 
*/^our lordihip now fees not only the ne- 
ceffity of haflening with all poilible fpeed, 
our fuccours of men and arms, both out of 
England and Scotland, in greater numbers 
than thofe at firft defigned, feeing the breach 
appears to be far greater, and the defection 
more general than at firil was conceived ; 
and yet fo as fuch of them as are ready be 
not forced to flay for the reft, but that thofe 
may be fo ordered as to come after, for no 
flefh can imagine, unlefs they faw it as we 
do, the greatne(s of our danger, who are

« foever they land to march to Dublin if poffi-

* The neccflJty of the defence of the pro- 

* vince of Munfter, required, the immediate 

* raifing of a regiment of foot, confifiing of 

* one thoufand men, and two troops of horfe 

* of threefcore each troop, which thrce-fcore 
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* we a{)pointed the lord prefident to raife, and »^4». 

* for the payment and arming of them, we ^"""^""^ 

* humbly advife, feeing we cannot do it, that 
i • money and arms be fent from thence td 
I * Youghall, with a further fupply of arms and 
f. * munition for the ftores in that province, 

* now much wanting there. 

* And as the rebels which have befet us and 
i « this city on all fides by land, do threaten 
I • to cut off our market at Dublin, which we 
F « begin to feel already : fo they boldly de-

< this city and caftle ; and that done^ that their

* hundred horfe by the pole of the old army, 

* whereof many are Iriih : fo as confidering 

* the fpecionfnefs of this city and fuburbs to 

< be defended, the finallnefs of our number 

* to defend them, and the great numbers of 

* papifts inhabitants in this city and fuburbs ; 
« and laftly, the very great numbers of the re- 

* bels, who are fo ftrong as to approach this 

* city with many thou&nds, and yet leave 

* many thoufands alfo at the fiege of Drog- 

* heda, we cannot expeft to be able to de- 
« fend this city for any long time againft 

* them, without the airival of our cxpcftcd 
f iUccours. * The 
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< The eaA of Cafile-hayen on the teoth of 
this months prefented at this board the in- 
clofed oath tendered unto him by the rebels 
to be fwom by hiniy which he faith he re- 
£D&d to fwear, and we hear they fend it to 
f^ parts to be tendered to the people, pref- 
£ng them to take the iacrament therwpon. 
« We did latdy in hope to gain fome time 
lutljl our fui^ltes might come^ Men to an 
ofier made by fome popiih priefts to go to 
the rebels and treat with them» as you may 
percdye by the indofeil : but, fince, we find 
thereislittlehopeof it» for fome of the priefts 
arc returned, nothing being wnmgfat therer 
by. 

t However it is fit your lordfliip fhonld 
know what we do; we mufi now crare leave 
to declare to your lordihip,. that things ber 
in^ rifen here to this height* threatening not 
omy the fbaking of the government^ but 
the Icis of the kingdom, as the fiippfies of 
men, arms, and more treafure, are of great 
neceffity to be haftened away hither; fo it 
is alfo needfid that we enjoy your lordihip's 
prefence here, for the condud in your own 
perfon of the great and important affairs of 
this &ate, as well in the martial as in the 
civil government, which do necefiarily re- 
quire it in this time of great imminent dan- 
^, wherein fo far as we may be able to 
contribute any affiftance with you, we iball 
be teady to difcharge our duties therein, 
with that loyalty and upriehtnefs of heart 
which we owe to his ma}e£y, and the par* 
ticuhr refped due from us to your lordfhip; 
but we hope you will bring that firength

* By what we have heretofore and now 
humbly r^prefcnted to your lordihipi you 
may in part fee the greatnefs of the publick 
danger wherein this kingdom now ftands, 
and particularly this city and cafUe^ the 
princmal piece thereof, that if thoii? be loOk 
(which we now again aiTure your lordjOhip, 
were never in fo great peril to be loft fince 
the firft conqueft of this kingdom by the 
crown' of Epgland) the whole kingdom 
muft quickly follow ; that the danger which 
muft thereupon arife to the kingdom of 
England, is very great in many rcipefts. 
There is no poffibility to prevent thofe evils 
with honour and fafety to England, but by 
fuccours from thence or Scotland, or both; 
and that if thofe fuccours come not fpeedily, 
it cannot be avoided, b^t the kingdom muft 
be loft. 

• And if notwithftanding all this, fo often 
and truly made known by us to your lord- 
Ihip, we ftiall perifli for want of fupplies, 
we Hiall carry this comfort with us to our 
graves or any other burial we fliall Jhavc, 
that your lordfhip can witnefs for us to the 
rpyal majefty, apd to all the world, that we 
have difcharged our duties to God, to his 
majefty^ to that nation, and to this, in hum* 
bly reprefentifig to his majefty by your lord- 
fliip, the chief govejmour of the kingdom, 
the e:£tremities and dangers wherem his 
kingdom and people ftand, and the neceflity 
of haftening fupplies hither, by all poffiUe 
means for prefcirvation of both; .fo as what-

^"*^'*^' < cannot be juftly ftained with fo wretched a 

« breach of faith and loyalty to the king our 

* matter^ as to forbear reprefenting thither 

* the extremities wherein we are, whether we

, « that we write truth, and moft needfiri truth, 

^ will be found true, when perhaps we fliall 
« perifhj and which is more confiderabic, the

POSTSCRIPT. . 

BY our letters to your lordfliip of the 22d 
of November, we did defire to be in- 
formed from thence, whether the parliament 
here being once prorogued, may not again be 
prorogued by proclamation before they fit, 
or whether it be of neceflity that they mufl 
fit again, and the parKament to be prorogued 
the houfc fitting. And now that this rebel- 
lion hath over-fpread the whole kingdom, 
and that many members of both houfes arc 
involved therein, fo as the parliament cannot 
fit; wc humbly defire to know his maj^ft/s 

pleafur^ 
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pleaftire therein, and if his majefly fhall think 
fit to porogue it, which at prefentwe hold 
expedient, that then we may receive his com- 
mandment for prorogation, and that the doubt 
concerning that be cleared ; for to afTemble at 
that time, cannot be with fafety. 

Our letters of the third of December, have 
been hitherto with-hdd on this fide by con- 
traray winds. 

In this moft*miferabIe condition, the lords 
juftices and council continued ihut up within 
the city of Dublin, firugling with all their 
power for a (hort prefervation from thofc 
difmal calamities which had generally over* 
fpread the whole kingdom : their care, travel, 
and endeavours, had hitherto in fome mea** 
fiire extended to the moft remote parts ; how 
they might affwa^e the fwelling diftempers, 
or yield fome relief to the lamentable com- 
plaints and bitter outcries daily brought up 
unto them. But now the evils abroad were 
grown paft their cure ; and their own dan- 
gers fo multiplyed, as they were enforced to 
(pend their time almoft in a perpetual conful- 
tation, never at reft, fometimes raifed in the 
night by fudden advertifements, always in 
conftant perplexity and trouble, defperately 
threatned on every fide, fo as what through 
treachery within or from without, they had 
juft reafon to apprehend the lofs of the city 
and caftle wherein they had enclofed them- 
felves, and fo confequently the ruin and de- 
ftniftion of all the Briti£h and protcftants 
throughout all other parts of the kinedom. 
And thus they continued until the moft happy ^^"^^JJ 
and welcome arrival of that truly valiant mwmn * 
gentleman and gallant commander fir Simon '^J^*^'^ 

Harcourt, land. 
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. .»*4'* Hsitcbi^rU ^ho b^iiig defined govcmonr of 
^"T^ the city of Dtibliiii tras difp^tched away by 
fpecial order of partt^ment with hisregtmeoe 
•for the pteftavation of that j^l^e^ and land^ 
ed here on the ladi of Decenlb*, 1641, to 
the great joy and conifort of all his majcfty*s 
protefiants, and wdl afibded fubjecb^ and to 
the terrbat of thofe rebels no\^ in arins^ who 
had made themfelves believe that no fiioconrs 
would be fent out of England towards the 
luppreffion of thdir notorious rebeDioni 

And tkOHf my intentions were to hive pro^ 
ceeded further on in fetting down what hath 
faUen out within the next four months^ and 
to have added a brief account of all fetch 
pamenkr pafiages a$ have been a^ed during 
the fpace of thofe fix months within all the 
ieverai counties of* this kingdom, and fo hav- 
ing recolleded and prefented a^ it were at 
one view the publkk calamities and niiierable 
defolationis of all the fdnr provinces there, to 
have fat down and nSade the firft- period of 
this ftory; 

But I muft he*e take up, being unexpefted- 
ly called away ; I refolve therefore paticndy 
to attend the reftoring of this kingdom and 
the refetttement of our affairs; and then if I 
find not this work undertaken and perfedcd 
by fome more fldlful hand, ! IhaU hope to 

Sjet the reft of my tailing together, arid make 
uch furtlier provifibif -of aH other materials as 
may enable me to go through with the 
fame. 

In the mean time it will not be amifs to 
take notice, that the rebels withiri very few 
months after their breaking out, had fo ordcr- 
cd their affairs, as that by their fudden fur- 
prifes, their fharp and bloody* executions, 

their 
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their barbaronft ftripping, and defpoiling of <*f*- 
all forts that fell inta their hands, they had ^^'^ 
cleared the inland counties of all tfie Britiih 
inhabitants : and except fome few caftles and 
other places of ftrength which they held fe*i 
verally befieged, and had moft of them fud- 
denly after furrendered for want of relief^ 
they had in a manner made themfelves abfo^ 
kite mailers in all thofe parts of the kingdom^ 
And for the maritime places, there were only 
fome of the chief cities which were held out 
againft them, befides fome few other forts and 
places of no great importance : as in the pro- 
vince of Lcinfter, the city of Dublin; and in 
the province of Munfter, the cities of Cork; 
Toughall, and Einfale ; in Ulfter, Londott- 
Derry, Colraine and Csuregfergus : and afl 
thefe they held either befieged, much diftre^ 
icd, or they were otherways fo over-pcftered 
with the multitudes of poor ftripped people 
fled to them for lafety, as they were confident 
they could not not long hold out, but that 
either open force, treachery, famine, or fick- 
nefs would within a Ihort time inevitably put 
them into their hands. 

Thus it pleafed God to humble his own 
people in this land, and for their fins to give * 
them up into the power of their cruel ene- 
mies, who began now to ^icrifice to their 
own nets, to celebrate the memory of their 
viftories: and upon the profperity of thdcr 
undertakings and late fuccefs, they were be- 
come fo confident of prevailing even to the 
total extirpation of all the Britiih and prote- 
ftants out of this kingdom, as they proceeded 
to fet down a certain form of government, 
nominated the perfons whom they intended 
to entruft with the management of their af- 
fairs. 
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»«4i- fairs^ what laws they would have revoked^ 
*-^^~^ what fiatutes newly enaded: and in the 
mean time they erected a council, which 
they ftiled the fupreme council, which they 
invefted with abfolute power and authority 
to order and govern the whole kingdom. 

This confifted of certain noblemen, gen- 
tlemen, three or four lawyers, and one phy- 
iician, who being elected unto this charge, 
had the place of their refidence appointed 
imto them at Kilkenny, a city in the province 
of Leinfter, where they fat ordinarily for the 
difpatch of all the great and weighty affairs 
of their ftate : they there erefted feveral courts 
of judicature, they made a new broad feal, 
appointed feveral great officers of ftate, coin- 
ed money, fettled an excife upon all Idnd of 
commodities, and performed many other acts 
of regal power. 

Now how they proceeded on in the order- 
ing thefe their great affairs, what councils 
they took, what means they ufed to enable 
themfelves to make opposition againft the 
forces fent over by the parliament of Eng- 
land' into all the four provinces of Irelandi I 
fliall here forbear to fpeak of. Thefe particu- 
lars muft be referved for thCvenfuing part of 
this ftory, where they will moft, properly fall 
in to be related: and where likewife, we fhall 
find fo ftrange a turn, fuch. a remarkable de- 
clination of their power, theiir hearts failing 
them for fear, their councils infatuated, their 
defigns blafted, their forces routed, tlieir 
fieges raifed, fuch a general defailance and 
inprofperity in all their undertakings, as we 
muft needs give glory to our maker, and ac- 
'knowledge that God hath moft wonderfully 

^ wrought 
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wrought for the deliverance of the poor finall ««4«. 
remaant of his people, which were here fliut ^^^^^ 
up and defigned to the flaughter. 

For after a confiderablc number of horfe as 
well as foot fent over by the parlianaent of 
England arrived at Dublin, and had in fome 
petty encounters thereabouts tried the metal 
of the rebels, and found their fpirits of a 
poor and bafe alley, they began extremely to 
difvalue them, and would be no longer abufed 
with the fabulous reports of their great 
ftrength or numbers, which with much ad- 
vantage they had long niade ufe of : there- 
fore now they began to feek them out in all 
places, and whcrefoever they came to meet 
with them, they always prevailed even with 
fmall numbers very often againft great mul- 
titudes of them, fparing not many times to 
purfue them into the midft of their greateft 
faftneffes, and made the very bogs and woods 
unfafc receptacles for their broken troops. 
And with fo great fuccefs was the war profe- 
cuted by the Englifli from the firft landing of 
their forces out of England until the treaty 
of that moil unhappy ceflation concluded in 
Sept. 1643, as that in all the encounters they 
had with the rebels during that time, they 
never received any fcorn or defeats, but 
went on viftorioufly, beating them down in 
all parts of the kingdom : and fo they car- 
ried on their work before them without any 
ailiftance either from the meer Iriih or the 
Englifli-Iriih: for I cannot myfelf remember 
any gentleman of quality throughout the 
whole kingdom that was there born and bred 
up a papift, that put himfelf into that fervice, 
or deiired to be lifted as a member of the 
Engliih army. It is true, fome of the com- 
U moil 
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j;Jj;^ mon foldiers there/ were of the Englilh-Irili 
that came in ; and though they were not con- 
iiderable for their number, yet they did good 
fervicc, and ftill with much ftiry and iharp^ 
nefs followed oJi upon the execution« 
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My deady beloved, 

T T is not fame, report, nor tefiimony of •«4«« 
1 others, but your own eyes have feen and ^"""^^^ 
beheld the wonderful mercies of God, and in 
yotir felf experimented many deliverances 
from violence, death, and famine: neither 
need I put you in mind, or exhort you to a 
daily thanhiul commemoration of thefe blef* 
£ngs ; for I know your piety, continual prac« 
tice, and fincerity of heart, sg:/^ full ;ind jper-^ 
feft motives to lead you ;Uiito i^. Yet npt 
knowing whether! may have time to breath 
my laft defires and affed^ons in your ears, I 
have Jeft this paper as a witness of them, 
wherein I exhort you to bear all crofles and 
calamities, that may befal you, with prudence, 
conibmcy of ound, and a religious refpe£fc, 
U 3 «ememberinjj 
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lemoabering thaL^^e is ^otlux^ ..befalls iis» 
but that which is predifpofcd by the almigh- 
ty maker of all things^r and that to our ever- 
lafting good and rfory, if we make a right 
ii^c "^nd benefit of ip Be npf fpariAg of Gocf s 
bleffings to communicate' with the needj, 
when God. gives th^mj " for with fuchia- 
crifices God is well pleafed ;'* and you will 
&id'th^t the oyl if C$e cnufe^ and the meal 
in the barrel, will not be wafted until thefe 
days of calathity, are pafikd over, and that 
God hath reftorcd you to your former plenty, 
Th!ere as mvLfii due unto me, . ^iid pferadven- 
ture you and your children may live in calm- 
er and more pfolpcrous feafons to partake 
of it , My papers I hay^ Jeft with you, and 
betiufe you cannot remember, new- 'are privy 
to every circumftance, that may plead for 
fome regard towards you, in relation to my 
carriage and the difdiarge of my duty, in the 
various occurrences of thefe late years; lihall 
in thefe enfuing lines fet you down niany of 
thofe tilings,' wherein God hadi bleffed me 
with wonderfutrdeliverance, and ufed my 
weaknefs as an mftrtiment to manifefi his 
mighty poWer, ;' 

The 23d of October, 1641, (as you may 
remember) I was living at Dontoghly within 
four mile^ of Dublin ; and upon the general 
terrour which' waS in the country, when all 
Englifli and proteftants forfook tl\eir habita- 
tions, and fled from the face of that horrid 
rebellion, I thought it not £afe to remain 
alone behind them ^ but when, in the even- 
ing of the next (iay, I had fcattercd a pjuiy 
of rogues that lay^ lurl^ing about nfy hoiife, 
I retired with you, and my femily the fame 
mght to Dublin; The day fyflowing the 
^ lord 
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lord juftices and council fent for me before 
them, and after fome debate of the conditio 
on of the time, and the^cfuickeft way to pre- 
vent the growing danger, it wiis concluded by 
the board, that I ihould forthwith raife a re* 
giment of one thoufand foldkrs, and miirch 
with all expedition untp .Drogheda ; daily 
news of danger and entiinent peril arriving 
from thence, with the fufpeded faith of thq 
inhabitants, OAober 26 early in the n^orning^ 
J began my levy, and ufing great diligence, 
with continual paina abd tr^vd, I completed^ 
armed, and led my regiment to Drogheda 
within the fpaee of nine days, where I enf ered 
very feafonaUy the fourth of November, 

At Drogheda I met many ftrange rcports^ 
of the rebels number and advance, and thefe 
reports were daily ftf engtheried with falfe in- 
telligence by fome thiat were employed in the 
fervice, being in truth no other than rebela 
in their hearts and affectipus, as afterward 
plainly appeared by their flying from our 
party, and fiding with the rebels: others 
that were new come, and ftrangers in thefe 
|)arts, though trtifty, could make no full dif» 
covery of the rebels ftren^th, approach^ ox 
intention; Twice upon intelligence I feut 
and went forth with a convenient party to 
fall on a quarter of the rebels, but found 
myfelf deluded j and to have left the town 
with the whole forces (as 1 conceive was thq 
aim of my intelligencers) had been in a fort 
to put it into the rebels hands, the malignant 
party being ftrong and powerful in it, and 
difcovering themfelves and their ill intentions 
daily more and more ; which when I had ad- 
vertifed to Dublin, the loirdjj juftices appoint- 
fd fix hundy^d, new levied roe© to come 
V ' U 4 from 
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]^*^\ ' from thence, who fettiog forth about the 
fame time when the northren rebels drew 
near unto Drogheda, through fome mif- 
carriage on the way, though they had fea- 
fonable notice to prevent it, yet were they 
met with by the rebels, totally routed, and 
moft of them loft. . 

This difafter befalling us, the rebels belie- 
ved themfelves matters of the whole coun- 
try, and our bofom enemies did no longer 
difguife themfelves, for the whole Pale that 
feemed to waver, and in a fort to deteft 
the rebellion, declared for them, and imme- 
diately joined with the northern rebds; 
whereupon enfued the fiege of Drogheda, 
which had not continued long, when I view- 
ing the provifion of viduals and the grain 
within the walls, I eafily obfervcd that in 
a fhort time we fhould be diih^ft for want 
of provifions ; and perceiving there was a 
pretty quantity of corn in ftack at Grcen- 
hills, about half a mile without the eaft- 
gate, and that the rebels were quartered a 
-mile from it; on a morning betimes I caufed 
carriages to be prepared, drew the whole 
garrifon into arms, and difpofing two hun- 
dred foot and a troop of horfe under the 
conduct of ferjeant major Lovell, with in- 
ftruftion to iffue forth at one gate ; I took 
the like number of horfe and foot, and went 
fuddenly forth at the gate that led direftly 
Unto the place ; and before 1 was advanced 
a little above half way I met an Irifli wo- 
man that lived without the walls, who told 
me, that part of the Irifli army, at leaft three 
thoufand were marching toward me, a thing 
I little credited, becaufe I had fent forth 
fcouts, and a lieutenant of foot with thirty 

muiketeers 
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mulketeers to poffefs a ground of advantage 
before me. But I was little farther advanced^ 
'when the fcouts returned full of fear, and 
the lilqutenant with his mulketeers in great 
amazement, blowing, fweating, and impru- 
dently, before he came clofe unto me, de- 
clared in the audience of all the foldiers, that 
there were at leaft four thoufand of the ene- 
my hard at hand, and that we were in dan- 
ger to be enclofed of them coming feveral 
ways. * Nothing is more dangerous than 
« reports of this nature, in the hearing of, 

< the foldiers, which of what condition fo- 

< ever, ihould always be privately delivered 
* to the commander.' And thus far I did ex- 
periment it at this time, that the lieutenant's 
timorous report, drove fome, both horfe and 
foot, to forfake me, and feek their fafety 
within the walls, and had almoft wrought 
a general terror. But I told them, confide- 
ring the ground, we were fhrong enough 
to oppofe ten thoufand ; and that they ought 
not to be difmayed, for the lieutenant fur- 
priz'd with fear had augmented the enemies 
number, and blinded him fo much, that he 
could not diftinguifh between the enemy and 
our own forces, thofe being no other than 
our own whom he faw coming behind us 
another way, and were appointed by me to 
be our feconds. With much ado, this per- 
fwafion re-affur'd the foldiers, and caufed 
them to ftand^ an^ for the more fafety I fent 
into the town for fome troops I had left in 
arms on the market place : but before the 
foldiers were confirmed, and fully prepared 
to oppofe the rebels, they qame upon us with 
a ^eat Ihout, and gave fire : at the fecond 
£rmg our men anfwered them in the like 
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imd; and in the midft of the fincak^ I called 
out aioud^*^they run, they run;'* which took 
the defired ^fFeft, was believed by thofe^ 
in the rear, and fecohded by them all \vdcl\ 
the Hke cry : and though it appeared fome« 
thing otherwife u]^on the clearing up of 
the Snoak, and after a diarge, that the rebels 
gave thick fire out of an axnbufht yet our 
mu&eteers on the higher bank fet bravely 
forward, when they few ine alighted from my 
jjiorfe to partake in fuch adventure as Ihcul^ 
betal them ; and the r^jbels, who were ftagn 
gered with the former cry, betook thcmfclve* 
to their heels in general, Our men had the 
execution of them about three quarters of a 
mile, the r^ft of their army looking on us at 
a diftance, as they were drawing together tOr 
make refiftance : and when I perceived all the 
rebels in arms, I retreated in an orderly way, 
and faw all the foldiers in fafety within the 
gates before me. Qf the rebels there were 
about two hundred flain, a prieft and three 
captains, and one of the O'Neals that vwts fer-. 
jeant-major general of their northern army : 
of our men four only hurt^ and two horfes 
fliot in this feryice ; for God fought for us, 
and from this time forth fo difinayed the re- 
bels, that^ afterwards tho-y nerer ftood before 
us. 

On St. Thom^$*5 eve, at oneof the o'clockafc 
night, the rebels came toaflaultthetoV/n, and 
fell on with a great fhout j but we were pre^, 
pared for th/&m, and gave them focheritertain-i 
pient as belonged t(^ unwelcome guefts, whercn 
by they loft many, and toward the morning; 
withdre%;v^ to their quarters.^ On New-year^a 
day, early in the morning, I fent forth a party 
VfWch l;illed fome^of the i?ebelsj{ burnt theif 
» ' quarter 
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quarters, and retreated with the lofs of but 
one man. 

The 7th of January, a little before day, f 
drew forth three ti'oops; confifting of eighty 
good- horfe or thereabouts, ^ith three hun- 
dred choice foot, in two bodies, and a forlorn 
of fifty mulketecrs to fall on the rebels quar- 
ter at RamtiUan without St, John's port; 
where, after a little refiftance, their binica- 
does and breaft-woriks were forced, the^r quar- 
ter entered, and an hundred of them at the 
ieaft flain upon the place, many driven by heaps 
into the river and drowned, and amongft thofc 
tone Art Roe Mac*Mahon. a prime man, and 
much lamented by them ; and whilfb we were 
in puifuit, and firing the quarter, a foil body of 
the reljels (the day being now broken) appear- 
ed from natten and other places, marching 
towards us ; thefe I thought fit to meet and 
-charge with my referve, whilft the foldiers 
were drawing off, and retiring from the for- 
mer chace, and by God's Angular bleffing (to 
•whole glorious working all thefe actions arc 
to be wholly afcribed) ^ve fuddenly routed 
them, and killed above forty on the place^ 
not adventuring to purfue them far, becaufc 
the rebels were numerous, and gotten into 
arms throughout all their quarters. The fol- 
diers brought off many mu&ets and corflets^a 
few cows, and fomc other plunder. 

The rebels failing of other hopes, laboured 
to flop the channel, and hinder our relief by 
water ; but Goddifappointed them, aind open- 
ed the way unto us ; for the i ith of January, 
our fhipping came from the Skerries in 
one tide to the , quay ; a rare matter, arid 
hardly known in the memory of man. That 
night I exhorted the officers to be very vigi- 
lant 
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i«4>* lant on their guards, becaufe the rebels might 
^^'^^^ conceive us joyful and fecure upon our re- 
ceived relief ^ and I could not go that night 
abroad according to my cuftom, in regard I 
had feveral dii^atches to nlake to Dublin; and 
the ihipping were the next day to return in 
cafe the wind favoured them, which I would 
in no fort be a hindrance unto. How my 
orders were obferved or negleded I will not 
mention, but about four of uie dock the next 
morning, as I was bufily writting, I heard 
three ihufkets go off, and foon after two 
others ; and, as I apprehended (notwithfiand- 
ing the ftormy weadker) a kind of muttering 
noife ; whereupon I fbrted from the table, 
fnatched up my piftols, and called to thoie 
about me to foUow me with fpeed, for I be- 
lieved that the rebels were gotten into the 
town : and coming forth of doors, I called 
unto a court of guard that was on the town 
wall near my lodging, and willed them to in- 
creafe the alarm, and give fire athwart the 
river, becaufe I believed the rebels to be en- 
' tered on that fide the quay ; and then run- 
ning with all fpeed towards the bridge, when 
I was about half way, the rebels gave a great 
fhout At the foot of the bridge I found a 
guard of my own company4ettling themfelves 
to their arms; thofe I drew fbit^, and placed 
to maintain the bridge imtil I ihduld inilandy 
return unto them : and then making hafte to 
the main-guard, I found not there Uiat vigi- 
lancy I expeded.; but increafing [ the alarni, 
with fuch fn^ll ftrength as I couj4 fuddenly 
gather, I returned and found my e^fign new- 
ly engaged with the rebels at the encHrf Ac 
bridge ; him I relieved, and God pro^ered us 
fo well, with the concourfe of officers and 

foldiers^ 
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foldiers, that finally we fcattered them, and \^^^ 
had the kHling of many, arid took above fifty 
prifoners. God's working are wonderful, 
and oftentimes, ^ecially in matters of war, 
produce great tSe&s out of finali and con- 
temptible means : this night my nSan follow- 
ing of me haftily with my horfe out of my 
lodging, the horfe being unruly at die beft, 
Suddenly broke loofe, and made fuch a noifc 
in running and galloping madly upon the 
ftones in the dark ftreets, it put the rebels to 
a ftand, believing we were better prepared to 
welcome them than in truth we were, and 
thereby afforded us fomething the more lei- 
fure to entertain them, as by God's blefling 
wc did. 

The 7th of February I made a (ally on the 
north-fide of the town, fir'd two or three of 
their lodgings, and recovered a little forage 
and provifion to refrefli us a few days: the 
rebels drew forth from Bewly their head quar- 
ters, with a body of five hundred or therea- 
bouts, but upon my advance with the like 
number, and Ikirmiihing with them in their 
faftnefs, they retreated with a little lofs, which 
ereatly emboldened ouy foldiers for future 
lervices, who received no lofs at all. That 
night I fent forth a party of mulketeers to fall 
on a court of guard of the rebels, which they 
eflPeded with the flauffhter of the centinels 
^nd forae others. February the nth in the 
afternoon, upon intelligence that the rebels 
had removed from one of their quarters, and 
left it void for the lodging of others that were 
to arrive that day out of the North, I thought 
it a fit opportunity to iffue fuddenly out of 
the town, with intent to recover part of their 
provifigns, and to fiw the refl, that could not 

be 
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/^^ be hraoght away, tofl^ether witk thetr qiuitcT] 
^^ and to uiat end^ I drew forth a party of five 
hundied to confront the rebels Iiuead quarter 
at Bewly, and ient lieutenant Greenham, a 
refolnte commander^ with iixty muiketeciSy 
and thirty horfe under the conduok of comet 
Conflable, to guard thofe that were direded 
to iboil the quarter; whacoming thither, and 
fincnng the place empty, fosEie of the foot, at 
leaft twenty, with part of the horfe,. lading 
themfelves wi^ iheaves of com, aod £ach 
other things as they met with, returned home* 
wards; when fuddenly there appeared before 
the remainder of the horfe and foot a body of 
four hundred rebels, come forth of the Nordi 
to poilefs that quarter; whereupon they re-^ 
treated .a little, and drew themfelves into 
good order. About tiiat inftant.t. had with 
Icven or eight horfe in.my company left the 
body of five himdred confronting Bewly, and 
being on my way towards them, t received 
the news of the rebels approach: forthwith I 
fent diredion for one hundred and fifty fot 
diers to be drawn quietly out of the body, 
and to follow me. The advertifement of this 
being delivered to Heu(;enant Greenham^ with 
my approach, I being then come in fight of 
him, caufed him without delay to fall on the 
rebels; and I commanded comet Confbible tp 
do the like with the horfe, keeping by nie ^ 
referve of ten horfe to fecond him, if occafion 
were: for things beinff come to that pindhif 
admitted no debate, , but a fpeedy hazard. 
The rebels terrifyed and amazed with this fud* 
den andunexpeded affault, were foon routed 
by this party alone, before the others I had 
appointed for their ajfiftance were come up 
to them« There were flain of the rebels fe- 

venty- 
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^enty-threc, with capt Owen, a follower of ■«♦«« 
the carl of Tyrone in queen Elizabeth'^ time» ^^^^^^ 
a lieutenant ajid an enfign. There were taken 
two colours, one enfign, three feijeants, nine 
prifoners^ One of them that appeared a man 
of note, died the fame night ot his wounds. 

Two days after (for now we were ever in 
action) upon notice of a prey that might with 
fome hazard be probably gained, I fent forth 
captain Patrick Trevor on fiinday morning, 
a little before day, and marched after him 
myfelf with another party, to relieve and 
bring him ofiF as occalion fliould £erve; he 
behaved himfelf fo well, that he took the 
prey of eighty cows and about two hundred 
flieep; and though the rebels on both hands 
beftowed many mot and fliouts upon us, yet 
Ve received no lofs or toniiderable hurt, but 
came in time to ferveand praife God in the 
congrention that mornings . 

On mnday the 2 ifir of February, about four . 

t>f the clock in the nooming, ur Fhelim O 

Keal attempted the town with fcaling ladders, 

and had nifed ieveral againft the wall with 

much iilence, hoping to make his entry on 

the back of my lodging, where the wall was 

ioweft: but the centinel difcernin^ one of 

them mounted on the top of the ladder, rea^ 

dy to fusprize him, knockt him down with 

the butt^end of his muiket, and called out to 

the court of guard, * who ifluing fuddenly 

forth, eaiily repelled the reft, infonmch that 

they left thirteen of their fcaiii^ ladders be* 

hind them; and being well plyed with (hot 

from the walls, divers were hurt and flain, as 

a boy reported who was drummer to fir Phe- 

lim O Neal, and had made his efcape from . 

him that morning* About noon the fame 

day. 
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«^*»^ Day, we received another relief of men and 
^^ viduals that arrived wonderfully in one tide, 
as the fonner had done, by (rod's fingular 
providence. 

The 27th of February, defirous to repair 
a finall lofs I had received of boys and wo- 
men that went a foraging to Bewbeck, I 
ifiued forth to the fame place with two new 
companies lately come from Dublin, £fty 
muiketeers of the old garrifon, and one 
hundred and twenty horfe in four troops; 
and poflefs'd this fame ground where the 
party flood that I had fent forth eight days 
before, f(»r the s^ard of the foragers : and 
after I had direaed the foragers that went 
with me, how to demean themfelves on the 
rebels approach, and appointed the pion^rs 
to bury the d^ad, I fpent much of the day 
there before the corn was brought quite away 
into the town. The rebels drew forth into a 
body of five or fix hundred, under five co- 
lours, right againft ntie, at a pretty diflance; 
and another body of two or three hundred 
on my right hand, keeping the fame diftance: 
whofe motion, when I had long attended ia 
vain, and evening growing fdl, I turned oa 
my left hand towards the way that led to 
Dublin, where the rebels held an ufual guard, 
and which I intended to vifit ; but my fcouts 
were fent forth on all fides to oUierve the re- 
bels motions. I had not marched much more 
than a mulket ihot when my fcouts came 
pofting in, and afiuined me, that the rebels 
were advancing toward me in gi:eat hafte, 
and that there was but the ridge of an hill 
between them and us : I prefently ordered my 
men, as I conceived, for the befl advantage; 
fent immediately into the the town for fe- 

condst 
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conds, i£ need Ihould require; And becanfe 
moft of my foot were new-comers, I told 
them briefly as the ihortnefs of die time 
would give me leave, that I was cl^d of this 
o^caiion, wherein they that were lately come 
ihoirld have the experience of fuch adven^ 
tures, as we who were formerly here had of- 
ten tried, and by God's continual blef- 
&ng us, beaten the rebels on greater difad« 
vantages than now appeared, I befought 
them only to be couragious; for if there 
were a fainting among them, I would rather 
endeavour (and I doubted not to do it) to 
draw them from the trial in iafety, than ex« 
pofe them to imminent danger. The fol* 
diers gave'a chearful anfwer of refolution 
and readinefs to meet the rebels, and marched 
fiercely towards them; which taken notice o£ 
by the rebels, by fuch time as we were got- 
ten to the ridge of the hill, they were funk 
down again almoft to the foot of it, where 
were many rows of great furze fit to cover 
an ambuih, and at nrft I apprehended that 
might be their purpofe of retreat, to draw 
me into unexpeded danger : but when I had 
beheld them a little while, and obferyed their 
motion, and difcerned them in fome diforder». 
and that, their officers were beating them 
with their fwords to force them forwards ; 1 
found the time fit for my puipofe, and cal* 
led to haften the charge, for the rebels were 
difmayed, and running before we came at 
them: and to make my words good, they 
made few ihot before they totally difbanded 
and every man flufted for himfisu; I caufed 
a party of horfe to meet them at the bridj^e 
of Gilmnftown, near the place where our Sx 
hundred men^ fent at firft to affift us, were 
X unhappily 
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ff«it. unliapily defeated; and there, irt the fame 
"^"'"^ field ^nd about it, three hundred and ujk 
wards of the rebeLs were flain, and two co- 
lours taken« 

The firft of March, I fent forth fir Jolm 
Borhce with four companies of fix)t, and 
one troop of horfe,* to forage the fouth-fidc 
of the riirer towards C<.Ipe, from whence a 
good quantity of corn was brought into the 
garrifon. And in the afterr.oon I took two 
other compaiiicau of foot, and a troop of 
horfe, acompanied with the lord Moore; and 
bs W6 Were advancing fomething farther to- 
ward the Inche, there came a meffeneer 
haftily nnto me, and told me, that fir Joan 
Borhce met Widi fome refiftance at Colpe, at 
jm old tower, which he attempted to take; 
±nd that many of the rebels ^cre come from 
the Blorth-fide of the river in a fefry-boat, 
and entered into Stamine, whereby k was 
fiippofed thcT would attempt fomething a* 
gainft thofc that were before Colpe. On this 
adrefdfement my lord Moore and myfelf re- 
turned, and finding no appearance of the re- 
t^els intention to do any thing, the etenifig 
Being come cw,.l' prepared to niarcfa home: 
and leaving the Wd Moore, I tircnt towards 
fir Johii Borllce before Colpe, where by the 
liray I was advertiftd that the rebels were fiJ* 
lyed out of Stamine with two hundred foot, 
to ftirprize thofc before Colpe; I inftantly di- 
refled cipitain BBlingfly to tsrke eSghty mu&e« 
teers, and £atB up to the fide of the way, 
tirhere there was the advantage of a ditch ; 
and with fodi horfeas were with me, I made 
direAly to an opener place, though fomewhat 
about ; and by that time I came in fight of the 
rebels^ captain BiiUngfly and they ^ere ex* 

changing 
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changing fome Ihot ; but upon the approach 
of the horfe coming on .with a round charge, 
the rebels fled again into Stamine, and by the 
way there was flain of them a lieutenant, 
thirteen foldiers, and a captain of the O Neals 
wounded and taken prifoner^ and if my horfe 
l^ad not been boged with fome others, being 
ignorant of the ways, I beUeve many more 
had been flain, and the place taken the fanae 
night, with many of their commanders in 
it, who fl:ole away before the next morning 
to the other fide of the river with fir Phelinl 
O Neal, who during the conflicl was fled, 
crept, and hid in a furze-bud, as I was after- 
wards informed : and thus the fouth-fide of 
the river. was whoiy cleared of the rebels, and 
plenty of corn and food began to be amongft 
us. 

The fcveral happy fuccefl'es againft the re- 
bels ilijTjned the lord Moore and other officers 
of qQ2(Iity, to crave that they might have 
competent forces affigned them to fall on the 
rebels quarter atTulIahallen; which I readily 
afiented to, and caufed four hundred foot 
and moft of the- horfe, to be in a readinefe to, 
iflue forth under the lord Moore's command : 
which was no fooner done, but that I immedi- 
ately caufed three hundred foot and fifteen 
borle remaining behind^ to march forth un- 
der my own leading after them ; for I consi- 
dered that the rebels head quarter was at 
Bewly, that they had another quarter at 
Carftown and Carlington ; all which might 
with convenience fall in the rear of the lord 
Moore, and give aiilftance to their partners 
at Tullahallen : and as I fuppofed, by that 
time I was come near unto Kilanu*^, I could 
difcem the rebels all upon their march ; but

they perceiving my ftrength, which were fo 
placed, that at a diftance they appeared 
double the number, ftood ftill at a gaze, and 
went no farther : until within a ftort time, 
news came to me of the profperous fuccels of 
the lord Moore, who with the other officers 
behaved thcmfelves with fuch valour and 
courage, that they forced the rebels from a 
place of advantage which they had betaken 
themfelves unto, and killed four hundred 
upon the place, with feven captains, and Art 
Roe Mac Mahon taken prifoner, whofe head 
'was valued in the proclamation to the taker 
or bringer in of him, at four hundred pound; 
and feveral others comprehended in the pro- 
clamation, were flain or taken by us without 
note or recompence. I finding the work done, 
without need of my affiftance, turned myfelf 
with the party that I led, towards thofe re- 
bels that fliewed themfelves imbodied at a 
diftance, but I found they had no mind to en- 
gage; whereupon,! burnt Newtown and 
other of their lodgings, and fo returned into 
the town. 

The evening after this day's glorious work, 
wherein God, as in former times, fent us 

freat deliverance, the rebels.abandoned their 
ead quarter at Bewly, and the villages ad- 
joining unto it, and marched fecretly away 
to Dundalk, whereof I had fpeedy notice, 
and fent forth a party the fame night to 
poflefs Bewly, and to remain in garrifon in 
it, thereby preventing the rebels, who re* 
penting of their fudden departure, within 
lefs than an hour after nriy men were entered, 
returned thither to repoffefs the place; but 
finding unexpefted oppofition, forfook the 
attempt with the lofs of two of their men. 

The 
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The next morning I rounded the country two 
or three niiles about,- faw many rebels on 
hnis and places afar off, but as I made to- 
Mrards them they always avoided me. The 
country -waa left full of com, and ftored 
ivith cattle, which afforded us plentiful re- 
lief. A few days after I fummoned Flatten, 
a ftrong caftle c^arrifoned by the rebels, with- 
in two miles of Drogheda, but was not lift*^ 
ned unto : yet three days after I returned 
thither ftronger and better prepared to force 
them, then I was at the firil; and finally, I 
received it on compbiition, that the ganifon 
ihould depart unarmed, and carry away fome 
few goods and provifions with them. Before 
the furrender of this place, the marquis of 
Orntionde was marched forth of Dublin, to 
come to our relief; and though he were ad- 
vertifed by the way, of God's bleffings upon 
us, yet he came forwards to rejoice with us 
in our deliverance, and to fee the ftate of 
affairs among us, with intention to prosecute 
the northern rebels until they were utterly 
deftroyed : but the ftate conceiving it too 
hazardous, withcalled him from the enter* 
prize, and fent me likewife^ directions to ad- 
venture no farther abroad than fo as I might 
return the fame day, and lodge in fafety 
• within the walls. My lord returned as he 
was required, and I by my letters, befought 
the council to withdraw their ftricl limitation, 
in cafe they expected adion from me, and 
conceived ipe capable after fo many trials 
and hazards to do them fervice. Upon this 
, I was left again to my own way of proceed* 
ing^ with a grave and found advice to be 
vigilant and careful in all my undertakings. 
The day following, early in the momine, I 
X Q " marched 
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J1*2Lm niarched forth accompanied with the lord 
>f oore, and a competent ftrength of horfe and 
foot, unto Barnwell's of Rahafkers houfe^ 
and found him not dreft, mifdoubting no 
Tifitation of that kind : a little refiftance I 
found, but after a while he was contented to 
fitrrender, on promife that he might be a 
prifoner left unto the law, and not prefently 
put to death ; for this Barnwell 'had ferved 
beyond feas, was a colonel amongft the re- 
bels, and on whofe head was fet four hun- 
dred pound, as a recompence fof any that 
brought him in dead or alive. That day, as 
I returned, I burnt fome villages, took a 
large prey, in cattle and iheep, to the great 
fatisfacKon of the foldiers, who now fed 
plentifully after their long penury and want. 
At this time there was a great rumour that 
the rebels would return .to the fiege of 
Proghieda, and that O Reily with his Cavan 
forces, confifting of two thoufand men, were 
that night to be lodged at Slane within five 
miles of us. This intelligence was delivered 
me about nine of the clock in the morning, 
and whether framed by the rebels to terri^ 
me, or really believed by the reporter, I know 
not ; but I, that I mij^ht not lofe the advan- 
tage of time, caufed five hundred foot, with 
all the horfe, to be infiantly in arms, and ac- 
companied with the lord Moore, I marched 
unto the place, entered the town, took the 
caftle, which the foldiers pillaged, and fired 
the'houfes, that it might remain no future 
fhelter for the rebels. Three days after, 
being ftill alarmed with the rebels forces, 
which were famed to be many, and lodged 
at Atherdee, eight miles from Droeheda ; 
and I, being dcfiroua to underftand Uic cer- 
tainty 
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tainty of their ftrength and condition, which *«4<* 
m regard of the infideUty of diver$ natives ^"^"^ 
which I employed for intelligence (ws^iting 
better) I could not readily obtain, I drew 
forth twelve hundi-ed foot and four troopi 
of horfe, intending to difcover it myiielf; and 
the 2 ift of March, with two days provifion 
of vidu^d, meaning within that fpace to re* 
turn, I marched to Slane, and reduced that 
cafUe, which the rebels had again repofleft^ 
and did fome other things ther^e which were 
formerly left imperfed. The fame night I 
Went two or three miles farther to lodge in an 
place of fome firengtb four or five nules fide- 
ways from Atherdee. The rebels appeared 
in dufters on iisveral hiUs about me, but their 
footmanihip or vigilance failed them, for the 
horfe I &nt forth rarpiized and overtook ma« 
ny'of them, putting them to the fword be« 
fore they could recover a place of fafety. 

The next morning I fet forward on mf 
firft defign, with intention only to difcovet 
the enemies firength, and not to advance my 
body of foot nearer than within two miles of 
Atherdee, that I might fecure my forces upon 
the pafies, and other places of advantage, in 
cafe I found the rebels^ as was reportedt 
(though I could hardly believe it) much too 
ftrong to be dealt with : but my fcout3 gon« 
forth, and alfo a party of horfe with thirty 
mnlketeers to fecure a pafs ; after a march of 
two miles they difcovered the rebels from the 
top of a fieep hill in two divifions, in the 
valley beneath, confifiing, as they fuppafedt 
of two thoufknd five hundred foot, and » 
body of horfe near unto them. Upon thi> . 
advertifianent I ordered one hundred an4 
twenty choice muiketeers to be drawn fort^ 
X4 atnd 
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^'^^'' ^ Stfid to follow me with fpeed, and join with 
"^ ' ^ the thirty mulketeers vrhich were before 
them ; and that the reft of the foot fiiould ad- 
vance after them a moderate pace. I tooJk 
all the horfe with me, and went to the top of 
an hill where I had a full fight of therebels^ 
whofe foot were not lefs than two thoufand, 
as was afterwards confeft by fome of them- 
ftlves. Their horfes appeared in fight to be 
fewer than ours, tho' there was prefisnt fir 
Phcym O Neal, the lord of Louth, and di- 
vers of the nobility and prime gentry of the 
Pale, with many chief commanders of the 
northern rebels. I confidered their number 
and order, and apprehending a fair poffihility 
of routing them, commanded the horfe to 
follow me down the hill 2 the officers at firft 
conceived Tome danger in it, but when Ilhew- 
cd them it was obfervablc that the rebels 
were .irrefolute in their purpofes, and that 
upon the fight of us they h.ad not advanced 
One foot forward, tho* in regard of die ground 
before us, they might have done it with ad- 
vantage to thcmfelves, in cafe that they had re- 
folved meaning to engage us ; and that when 
we were down the hfll we could not be pre- 
judiced by them, except by fome fliot at ran- 
dom ; and if the rebels fhould retire, we had 
fit CTOund and opportunity to charge them ; 
if they abode, I doubted not by God's aflif- 
tance to do it with fafety when the foot were 
come^^up to us. Hereupon we went down 
thehJl, and by this time the one hundred 
and fifty muflceteers I had ordered to follow 
me a fwift pace, were come up to me ; I took 
of them a fmall party, and caufed tfiem to 
give fire upon a hedge and ditch that was 
near a muiket fliot right before one of the 

rebel's 
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rebel's divifions of foot, miftrufting fome am* 
bufli, which upon the fire given immediately 
difcovered itfelf, and began to retire; where- 
upon I perceived their divifions to waver, and 
incline towards a retreat ; and being loth to 
lofe the opportunity, I caufed my other muf- 
keteers to advance, and the horfe to offer a 
charge, which their horfe intending not to 
abide, gained their fecurity by fpeedy flight, 
wd their foot with little difpute followed af- 
ter them. Their horfe abandoned the field 
the fooner, becaufe they could difcern that I 
had fent forth a party of horfe towards the 
other end of the town to intercept their 
flighty the thing it feems they chiefly intend- 
ed, in cafe they met with . any oppofition. 
There were flain of their foot feveral officers 
of note, and at leafl fix hundred private fol- 
diers. 

In profecution of this viftory, which God 
had given us, I .found a flop at the gate, 
which the rebels had clofed at the end or the 
bridge leading into the town, and from 
thence ply^d us with fome fliot ; but as foon 
as I had drawn a party of mulketeers to play 
upon them, I found their {hooting abated, in* 
fomuch, that I adventured over the bridge to 
the gate, and through the chinks I faw it was 
barricaded with ftones ; but upon the right 
hand of the bridge I perceived a ford, which 
I returned unto, and ordering the horfe to 
follow me, I entered, and charge^ thro' the 
town, where, at the end without the gate, 
the enemies horfe appeared to us again, ftand- 
ing in good order, and, as we conceived^ 
near unto us ; but upon the matter, through 
the advantage of a bog, they were at leaft 
half a mile from us ; neither inten4e4 they a 

nearer 
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lUjt-^^ nearer diftance^ for being moft of tbem men 
of quality, and all well mounted, they betook 
themfelves immediately to their fpeed, and 
were purfued by captain Marrow above three 
miles in vain. Some ftragglers were {hatched 
up, and between fixty and feventy flain on 
the bog onthe other fide of the town; and 
many others had run the fame fortune, but 
that moft of my foot were bufie in pillaging 
the town, and could not be gotten together 
in convenient time to profecute the fervice. 

At Atherdee I refied the next day, being 
the 24th of March, and rode only with a 
party of horfe three or four miles faither 
into the country ; and had a fight of many 
rebels afar ofi", but met with no cppofidon 
fix)m any of them. 

That evening I moved the lord Moore and 
other chief officers to give me their advice 
touching a defire I had of profecuting this 
vidory God had given us, as far as Dundalk; 
for it was evident that the rebels were ter- 
rified and amazed through this fudden and 
uncxpcfted overthrow befallen them, and to 
follow them clofe would deprive them of 
prefen^t counfel and aflurance in the way of 
defence. The lord Moore and all the offi- 
cers embraced the motion with much chear- 
fulnefs, and fo the next morning, being Fri* 
day, I marched unto Hagardftown, a village 
ftrongly feated withiii two little mifes of Dun- 
dalk, and lodged there that night 

The next morfiing we fet for^^unds towards 
Dundalk, and fir Fhelim O Neal with his 
horfe, ihewed himfelf without the gate that 
was next unto us ; and I fuppofed he would 
likewife have drawn forth his foot, to meet 
tts in the field, becaufe he could have trebled 

the 
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the ibrength that was with me: but upon 
my nearer approach, fir Phelim perceiving 
I would not forfike my advantage through 
fear of thcN number that were with him, lie 
retired within the gates, and there attended 
my coming, giving fire from the walls, 
which continued thick for a while, until the 
valour of the officers and foldiers brought 
them under the walls of the fuburbs, where 
in fliort time they forced open the gate, 
and entered both horfe and foot: but the 
rebels that had before ihewed great ftands of 
pikes, were almoft wholly retired into the 
inner town, and left a caftle well manned 
in the midfi of the fuburbs, which caftle did 
much annoy us ; and it was the opinion of 
many, that we had proceeded already beyond 
expe6lation, and that we might w:th honour 
forfake the enterprize. But my defirc was 
otherwife, the rather, becaufe it pleafed God 
to fend a fudden firong and favourable wind, 
which, when I had fired the fuburbs, drove 
the fmoak violendy into the town, gready 
annoying the rebels and furthering my defign, 
infomuch that under coverture of the fmoak, 
I made ufe of my pioneers with Icfs danger, 
and by degrees got clofe under the caftle, 
and heaped up much combuftible ftufFagainft 
the door and fired it ; which caufed the de- 
fendants to abandon their arms, and fhift 
for themfelves, but little to the fafety of the 
moft of them. In the caftle I placed fome 
mulketeers to give fire on the enemy in the 
market place ; and the fmoak of the fuburbs 
abadng, I could fee many rebels, for my 
greater encouragement, running forth at the 
north-fide of the town; whereupon I fent 
eaptain Marrow with a party of horfe to- 
wards 
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^^f4j^ wards that place, and followed after him my- 
felf with a few horfe, leaving direction with 
lieutenant colonel Biron to do the like with 
my divifilon of foot When I came to the 
fide, I might fee fir Phelim O Neal with his 
crew on horfeback, on the top of an hill on 
the othej fide the river, too far to be dealt 
withal ; therefore I willed lieutenant-colonel 
Biron to fall on that part of the town where 
the wall was low and decayed, and had little 
other defence .than a graff with water not 
impaflable ; but on the fudden I could hear 
one calling behind me, that Marrow -was 
charged by one hundred and twenty faorfe, 
and difircft : whereupon I caufed the foot to 
make a ftand, and returned to the relief of 
MaiTOW, whom I met foon after coming 
from the chace of the rebels, having met 
with no oppofition. This falfe alarm being 
over, I purfued my former purpofe, and 
willed the foot to proceed ; and taking cap- 
tain Marrow and thofe horfe with me, I 
pafled fuddenly to the north-gate, at which 
the rebels run out : the gate I found open, 
and many unarmed people haftening forth : 
thofe we went regardlefly through, and made 
up to the market-place, where I found no 
refiftance, every one having fliifted forhito- 
felf ; only the mulketeers which I placed in 
the caftle in the. fuburbs did a litde annoy 
us, miftaking us for the enemy, until I 
made them underftand the contrary by figns, 
and alfo fending unto the lord Moore and 
the other officers that I was entered and pof- 
fcfled of the town. 

Afterward I commanded all the horfe and 
foot to march in, and draw up in order in 
the market-place, and I caufed the quarter- 

matters 
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mafters to divide the town into quarters, ««4«» 
proportionable to the companies of horfe and ^^^"^"^ 
foot ; and what booty was in any quarter, 
that I left to the officers and foldiers that 
were Quartered in it, by a proportionable di- 
videna among^ them, whereby the confufi- 
. on and contention about pillaging was taken 
away, and I had the foldiers in a readinefs to 
an(wer the rebels motion and attempts, who 
rumoured great words, and ftill fwarmed 
very thick in thofe parts: the number of the 
flain I looked not after, but there was little 
mercy fliewed in thofe times. 

When the news of this fuccefs came to 
Dublin, the ftate apprehended that I was en- 
gaged into too imminent danger, and partly ' 
fent me advice to abandon the place, which 
town being of importance for the fervice, I 
neither thought it fit nor honourable to do, 
except I received a pofitive command and di- 
re6lion to that piupofe ; for I was confident 
to hold it againft sill the rebels foi^ces that 
durft appear before it : befides, I conceived 
the ten thoufand Scots would not be idle 
when they fhould hear that I was advanced 
fo far north-ward, with an handful of men in 
comparifion of their numbers. The rebels 
were foon gjrown numerous again by the ac- 
<efs of fome northern forces to their aid, and 
lodged in a firong caftle towards the Fews, 
aboiit four miles from Dundalk ; there I faced 
them feveral days, but they never ad- 
ventured beyond their faftnefs more than 
once, and that a little way with a party of 
horfe, which I caufed to be foon met with 
(by God's continual bleffine) to their di&d- 
vantage, and killing a few (for they had a bog 
to friend) took Toby Guinne, a fpecial fa- 
vourite 
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t<|t* Tourite of fir Phdim O NeaU prifoner : this 
man had been bred amongft iis» and married 
to an Englifhaa's dau^ter, but now a dege-^ 
nerated, a£iive^ and notorious rebel; in Vkich 
refpedy notwitfaftanding many promifes of 
large ranfom or exchanges, I caufed him to 
be prefently hanged in the fight of fir Phe« 
Um O Neal and Us battalions. 

About this time I had the news of the Scots 
coming towards Newry ; and the next day I 
^rew my foot upon the ftrand towards Car- 
£ngford, that the rebels fcouts tnigKt difcern 
them marching, though I had no intention to 
leave Dundalk naked, in the view of fir Hie- 
lim O Neal and his rebel companions on th€ 
other fide : but talking the horfe with me^ 
and giving order to the foot to return, as foon 
is i was out of fight, I went fireight to Car^ 
lingford, with intention to fummon the jdace^ 
which r believed upon their fcouts report of 
my foot following after me, would occafion 
them to furrender on eafy conditions ; bnt it 
ippeared thtir terror was too great toibide our 
coming, for drawing near, I faw the town on 
fire, and haftening thither a party of my horfe^ 
they overtook a fea captain and fome of hii 
men intfie ftreet running into the caftle, be* 
lieving ui to be of the xdiels, which when 
they lound otherwife, it was much to thm 
contentment From this captain I underftood 
that lying with his ihip in the harbour to 
attend the Scots motion with neceflaries, that 
that mommg the town andxaftle were hafti* 
ly fired by the inhabitants themfelves, and 
they all fled into the mountains ; and that aa 
£nglifh-woman or two that bad efcaped tht 
general flaughter, were gotten into the caffile, 
had hindred the fire in what they could^ and 

wafted 
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wafted iiim thither, where he camc« and /^ 
foiind the ftate of things to be as I then found 
thenu I wiihed him to make the beft advan- 
tage of what the rebels had left behind^ and 
to fecme the caftle with a guard until I could 
fend a captain of foot to take it into his 
charge, having no other than horfe with me 
at that time. This he undertook to do, and 
performed it accordingly^ 

Upon my return the uune night, I received 
a letter from the lord Conway, inviting mt 
to vifit him amd major-general Monroe at the 
Newry, that we might advife of a farther pro« 
fecution of the rebels* The day following I 
went thither with two troops of horfe and l 
troop of dragoons ; and upon conference I 
conceived theur intention and refolution was^ 
at my parting, to march unto Armagh, til 
chafe tne rebels out of all their faftnefTes, and 
to clear the north : but a few days after Iref 
cdved another letter from the lord Conway; 
that they had deferted that defign* for the 
prefent, and were returning back again, in 
refpe6k their vichials was fpent unto five days. 

A while afterwards the Scots, were eameft 
with me to deliver the caftle of Carlingford 
into their hands ; which had been a great 
weaknefs in me to do, as it was prefumption 
in them to deiire, without the diredion of 
the ftate. 

Sir Phelim O Neal and his partifans grew 
very jolly upon the Scots return, and perfuad- 
cd themfelves of doing great matters againft 
me : but their courage pro^ ed to be only in 
words, for I drew forth fome days together 
into a convenient field near unto them ; but 
finding that they did only put themfelves in 
arms, and would no more now than formerly 

forfake 
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W^ foifake their ftrength to draw into equality of 
' ground, notwithftanding their advantage of 
numbers, t concluded they were in anothei 
fort to be dealt with ; and from thenc^orthi 
for the moft part, I fell every other morning 
into their quarters, and continued thefe vifi- 
tations for feveral weeks together, with the 
ilaughter of very many of them, efpecially 
the new plantation in the county of Mo 
naghan, and at the taking in of Hary ONeal's 
houfe in the Fews ; infomuch, that by this 
courfe, and the like aded often by the garrifon 
at Drogheda, there wa^ neither man nor beaft 
to be found in fixtcen .miles between the two 
towns of Drogheda akidPundalk; nor on the 
other fide of Dundalk^ in the county of Mo- 
naghan, nearer than Garick-mac-Crols, a 
iht>ng pile twelve miles diftant 

Aiid notwithftanding this continual travel 
abroad, I went forwanls at home with the 
help of the officers and foldiers (wherein they 
chearfolly concinrred with me) to raife a para* 
pet on one fide of the town of Dundalk, (that 
was naked of other xlefimce than a large graff 
with water) and .to repair the wsdls on the 
other fide that were greatly broken. I like- 
wife cut off part of the town to make it more 
defenfible with a large ditch and parapet; and 
made a draw-bridge, and raifed two platforms 
to fecure the curtains with three pieces of 
ordnance I had taken from the rebels : and 
all this was done without a penny charge to 
the fiate, or any allowance ever given mc in 
confideration of it. Befides I laid in fixtv 
tuns of coals for the courts of guard againft 
winter, and gave fuch cattle as were due to 
me for my fhare in recompence of them : this 
was never by me accounted for« It may be 

farther 
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£irther remembered^ that for the fpace of fe« itf4t. 
vcn months and upwards^ from the beginning ^'*"^^'"*^ 
of the fi^gc of Drogheda^ I never received 
but five weeks m^eans^ all that were under my 
command living on fuch preys as were forced 
from the rebels^ The country and fields a- 
bout Dundalk were abounding in com, which 
I allotted to the feveral companies, to be reap- ' 
cd by themfelves, towards their prefent relief 
and future fubfiftence* 

About the midft of June I went to DubUn^ 
and after a few days ftay I returned unto my 
charge, profecuting the rebels; as I had for^ 
merly done. In xluguft I went again to Dub<^ 
tin, and flaying a fhort time there I came back 
to Drogheda, where I remained until the lord 
Lifle went forth with part of the army to re- 
move the rebels from about Trim, in which 
expedition I waited on his lordlhip with five, 
hundred choice foot: and that fervice ended 
by the rebels firing the caiUe they poflefl, and 
retreating, and my lord's taking of Clone in 
the county of Weft-meath, burning the houfe 
at Lough Ramor and Virginia; and taking of 
Carrick-mac-Crofs in thex:ounty of Monaghan, 
with great flore of prey, and defhudion of 
the rebels. 

His lordfhip returned, and I attended him 
unto Drogheda, where I remained as in my 
place of fettlement; for about this time the 
lord Moore received a commifiion from his 
majefty for the command of the county of 
Louth, and the barony of Slane ; whereupon * 
I furrendered the garrifon of Dundalk, as 
comprized in that grant, with fuch com, hay, 
and cattle as was provided for my own fpend? 
ing, eighty barrels of herrings, three hundred'> 
twenty four barrels of corn, near.feventy tuns 
Y of 
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^<4< of coals la the (lore for the guards, the works 
'^"'"^'^ about the town repaired and fortifyed as afore^ 
£iid, without one penny charge ta the ikate. 
And from that time I applyed myfehf to the 
neceffities of Drogheda, where the former 
plenty being now coafumed,. and little relief 
to be obtained from Dublin, I had many wants 
to contend with, which I endeavoured to re« 
medy by drawing all the cattle and com I 
pould procure, into the ftore, and buying 
ibme with my ready money. And all this 
while, and to the. concluding of the cefiatioa^ 
\ nevCT fold cow or barrel of bread-cprn fox 
my peculiar ufe, but turned all to the fuither- 
ance of the publick. And of other pillage I 
rarely received any; hut left it for the moft 
part entire to the officers and foldiers, who 
deferved greater recompence, adventuring 
themfelves with much valour, reiblutibn and 
patience in the daily profecution of the fer« 
vice. Many of the irebels were flain at fevers] 
times; but the moft, and mbft remarkable 
during this winter, was at the mill of Kdls« 
which they obftinatdy maintained^ > 

In March the marquis of Ormonde led the 
amiy, "with the flpwer of the garrifoa of 
Drogheda and other adjacent garcifons, tOt 
wards Rofs; and I receiving intdQIgence that 
the rd)els intended to £end of their Northern 
forces, to afiifl their party in thofe quarters 
againft the marquis of Ormonde, I moved the 
lord Moore to draw the beft ftrengtk he.coulcl 
conveniently from Dundalk; and fending for 
thofe that might be ipared from Trim, I met 
them at Kells, the appointed rendezvou^^ 
with a party from Drogheda, where we made 
in all eleven hundred foot and one hundred 
and twenty horfe. At Kella we took a few 
— — . prifoners

prifoners that were not ai^are of their dm* 
ger, and amonRft them one Plunket a popiih 
arch-deacon. Part of their Cavan forces wer^ 
then near us, and fent a drummer pretending 
to treat an exchange or ranfbm ot the arch- 
deacon : the drummer, as is the cuftom of fucE 
fellows, {poke much of th^ ftrength and va- 
lour o£ the Caven men; and I, that I might 
make a little ufe of his errand, which was, as 
I conceived, rather (if he could) to difcover 
our ftref^gdi an4 intention, than to redeem 
the prifoners, told him, that I thought to have 
gone throurh Weftmeath toward the county 
of Longforq: but iince he fpoke fo much of 
the nun^ber and courage of the Cavan forces 
near me, I would turn my courfe that way, 
left I might be diflxonourcd in feeminff to de^ 
cline them, for fear of their power and ability 
to refift rue. The drummer appearing to bp 
perplexed, becaufe his boafiing was like to 
bring inconvenience upon his country, not 
fonHerly intended; wherefore I faid farther 
(for I knew ft would have wings when it came 
amongit them) that I would at leaft (that I 
might not appear to be terrify*d) lodge that 
iiight in the county of Cavan, it not being 
two miles out of my way into the county of 
Longford, And after we were all in a readL- 
ncfs to march I difmiflcd the drummer, chear- 
ful in the apprehenfion that he had difcovered 
fo much of my purpofe. That night we went 
eight iniles into the county of Cavan, faw 
many rebels, but they knew their diftance^ 
yet at Lough Ramor, in an ifl^nd, we lighted 
on the earl of Fingall's two children, uiirty 
cafe of new piftols, with other goods, that 
could not be fuddcnly taken away when he 
fled from thence 

Y 2 That 
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^»f4j*^ • That nighty about one of the clock, the 
' " moon ihiningy we fet forth towards the cavan, 
came thither feafonably the next day, and 
unexpected, the rebels being fecure on their 
drummer's report that 1 intended another 
' way ; the town was foon abandoned, and 
every man fhif ted for himfelf. The next day 
the rebels were gotten together, fought with 
us at Bally hays : afterwards at a bridge within 
three miles of Bdturbet. We routed them 
at both places in one day, took two captams 
and feveral other prifoners, befides many of 
their foldiers and fome remarkable men flain 
by Us. We freed divers Englifli that were in 
reflraint among them, and killed a rebel as 
he was firing a houfe, where there were ten 
Englifhfliut up ready to be burnt; I ftaid two 
days entire in thofe parts, burnt Ballyhays, the 
Cavan, and other places, and then returned 
with a great prey ; which ferved much to the 
relief of our feveral garrifons, in thofe days 
of exceeding wants and opreat extrcmeties. 

About the latter end of April, when I had 
prepared to fall into the county of Longford, 
I was fain to forfakc that defign, and to re- 
pair to Dublin, whether I was called by his 
Majcfty^s letter to be one of his Jufticcs ; a 
charge as far above my expedation or defut, 
as unfuitable to my parts or fortune : yet 
there being a necemty of my obedience, I 
framed my felf to the beft of my capacity to 
advance the public fervice, and finding the 
army in the higheil extremity of want, all 
ways and means already fought and run 
through for their fupport, even to the feiz- 
ing the native commodities of the Kingdom ; 
hides, tallow, and fuch like, taken from Ihip- 
board after the cuftoms paid, and expofcd to ' 

falc. 
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fale. I was wonderfully perplexed, and Sir 
John Borlace, his Majefty^s other juftice, and 
my felf, with the council, daily affcmbled : 
we fpent the whole time in fending com- 
plaint into England, bpth to King and Parli- 
ament; in the mean time borrowing, tak- 
ing up, and engaging the whole board 
for money, and all forts of viifhial and com- 
modities convertible to the foldiers relief. 

Amidft thefe extremeties his Maiefty's let- 
ter came over, fignifying hisMajefty's forrow, 
and difability to relieve us, in regard of the 
troubles in England. All mens eyes were on 
the parliament, but no fuccours in thofe times 
arriving from thence to fupport the forces, 
his Majefty permitted a treaty to be had with 
the Irijh touching a ceflation of arms, in cafe 
all other helps were failing : which was ge- 
nerally fo difa^eeing to the board, that moft 
of them defired to run any fortune and exr 
tremety.of famifiiing, rather than yield unto 
it And truly, I was fo much of that opinion 
that when the Marquis of Ormonde made 
offer that if Ihe might be advanced looooL 
part viAuals, part moes and ftockings, and 
part money, diat he would immediately draw 
towards the rebels, and either compel them 
to run the hazard of the £eld, or to forfake 
their quarters, and leave them to the fooil of 
our foldiers, which might prove to them a 
future fubfiftance. And when Theodore 
Scout and the reft of the merchants of Dub- 
lin had refufed to advance the money upon 
the fecurity of all the lands of the whole 
board, and the cufioms of Dublin, for the 
intcreft of the money ; I moved the board, 
there being at that time one and twenty coun* 
' iellors prdfent, and my felf of meaneft for- 
Y 3 tunc 
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tune amongft theitit that every one for hiM- 
fclf, out of his peculiar means and credit, 
would procure 300 1. which amongft us aO 
would iraifc tf 300 1. F6r even with that fum, 
and fiich means as t!he Marquis of Ormonde 
flioiild procure himfc!f, he offered to un- 
dertake the Work, and that there fhould b? 
no farther mention of a ceffation amongft ns. 
But this motion of mine finding iio pkee, 
the ccl&tion in fliort time began to be treat- 
ed on, and was in finccritjr of heart as much 
hindered and delayed by mCils Wasin my pow- 
er ; for I bdieved it Would be hurtfidl to the 
' pubiic^^and therefore! caft in rubs to lengthen 
the treaty, expecting daily relief and money 
from Enriand, whitner Sir Thoinas Wharton 
was employed with the fad ftories of the pub- 
lic inifmes. Thus was the ceffation laid afide 
for a while. Which was afterwards renewed 
at Grgenftown^ 

At that time (Jwen ONeal fell into our 
qtiarters, and took feveral caiHes, for want 
of competent forces to oppofe him, where- 
iq>on, tmderftauding that Monrbe with a 
ftourifliinK army of Scots was in the county 
of Armarfi, and in €i\tet days march might 
be brougnt to our iffiftaiice; I moved the 
board to Write unto him, to advance hiis for- 
ces, and join with us againft the common 
crtemy. And becayfe the meiSage might be 
the better accepted, eolon^l Crawrord wai em* 
ployed unto hira With the aforefaid letter, 
and particular advice and perfwafion from 
ir yfelf to haften his coming, Hoiv colond 
. Crr wford acquitted himfelf ih the difchargc 
of his truft, will beft appear by Monroc^s an- 
fwer, who had formerly intimated unto the 
Lord Moore his voluntary readinefe to joyn 

with 
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-with us; but now invited, and that ty a «^4«. 
power whereunto he was fubordinate, he re- ^^' ^ 
fofcd to come, becaufe the marquis of Or^ 
xnond had not figned the letter ftnt unto 
him^ though he could not but be informed 
from colonel Crawford, that the marqUis of 
Chmond wars abftnt upon th^ treaty ; atid 
that the letter could not in cohveniencfc of 
time be ti-anfniitted unto hifti, returffed m4 
fent, with expfeftatiott of that fj^eedy tciSktdy 
we were neccffarily to feAp Vf iL 

Now this hope faffing, as a broketl teed 
not to be relyed on, colonel Monk was calkd 
froln good fiiccefs in the coufaty of Wkklo\<r, 
tc^join with the lord Moore for the fuccotir 
of Meath, where the loi-d Moore was un- 
happily flain : yet the expectation of viAual 
and relief from England ftoped the hajfty 
ptogrefi of the ceffation, until the evcnhig, 
as I take it, of the i ith or 12 th of September^ 
when a fleet <!rf flrips was difcavered near the 
harbour^ to the great joy of all honeft hearts ; 
but the next nioming, ohe daptain Dauike, 
that was come in with the fleet of provifions, 
and had landed the night before, returned 
early on Chipboard, hoifted fail, forfook the 
harbchir, rind compelled feventeen barks 
laden with riecefiaries from Liverpool and 
other pilaces, to do the like. On what ground 
or intelligence he did it, is yet unknown} 
but this fo rate and unlooked for accident 
amazed all men, put the foldiers into a mu- 
tiny, and drew on a very vunprofitable, and 
in my appfehenfion, a very difliondurable 
ceffation to be concluded with the rebels, 
with very touch diflike of mclft of thofe that 
were aftors in the treaty. 

" 7 4 Sir 
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itf4r. Sir John Borlace and myfclf continued the 
^"""''^ place of juftices until about Chriflmas fol- 
lowing, and then by his majefty's diredion 
delivered up the fword to the marquis of 
Ormond ; and I retiring myfclf to my fbnner 
charge at Droeheda, laboured to fupport that 
garrSbn) that m due time it might be fervice- 
ahle to the crown of England. And when 
the fummer following the Scotch forces ad- 
vanced into Weftmeath, returned by our 
quarters, and lodged at Atherdee, though 
they profeft themfelves oppofite to our party, 
and had proffered feme ads of hoftility, yet 
did I not forbid nor hinder provifion to be 
fent unto them, as foifie fnarlers at all my 
adions have uijtruly fuggefted : but the truth 
is, they abounded in all proviiions, and ibid 
at Atherdee but one night, infomuch that 
the drink and other neceffaries that fevcral 
perfons of Drogheda had provided, could 
not come timely enough to them, as was de- 
fired. 

About eight or ten days after that the 
Scotch artny was returned into the North, die 
carl of Caftlehaven and Owen Roe O Neal, 
with all the Irifli ftrength, came unto AthCT- 
dee, and remained in thofe parts, as I re- 
member, about fourteen days ; and during 
the time of their abode, they ^required the 
benefit of the market, for the buying of fuch 
provifions as were needfid for them, and 
that the town and garrifon might ipare: 
which demand agreeing with the article of 
ceflation, could not be in reafon abfolutely 
denyed by me, except I would draw their 
united forces on Drogheda, the ganifoa 
being weak, and unable to oppofe them. 
And this was a thing that was propofed a- 

tnosgft 
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xnongft them by Owen Roe O Ncal, as I was ^J^ 
informe4. However, I caft in many robs, ^^'"""^ 
and found fcvcral ways to delay their defirc 
of commerce, until atlaft the earl of Caftle- 
haven fent his lieutenant general to under- 
ftand the reafon of my Backwardnefs, and to 
expofiulate the matter with me at large : and 
then indeed I had direftion from Dublin to 
grant them their deiire ; whereupon I fent 
For Mr. Alderman Geves, the preient mayor 
of the tQwn, and told him in the prefence of 
the lieutenant general, that the articles of 
the cefiation afforded free traffick for cither 
party ; and that a provident care being in the 
firft place taken for the neceffities of the 
town, the benefit of the market might be 
granted unto thofe that were without j and 
the lieutenant general might appoint fome 
one of the inhabitants of the town to buy 
fuch provifions for the ufe of the.Inih army, 
as could conveniently be fpared. Where- 
upon he named one Dardis, who came unto 
me to know whether he might with fafety, 
and without future blame, be employed by 
them : and I told him, he might ; for I was 
not willing that any of theirs Ihould lodge 
in the town, or frequent our markets. The 
provifion that they had, was moft' drink. 
Of 160 barrels of wheat bought for tlieir ufe, 
I caufed the moiety to be ftoped. Some oat- 
meal they had, and courfe bread of beans 
and peafe was carried forth by private per- 
fons to be fold unto them. The whole quan- 
tities are extant in the excife-books of 
Drogheda, not amounting in all to the value 
of 800 1. moft of it being in beer, and of 
little relief to the Irifli army ; though much 
hath been fpoken on this fubjed to traduce 

me, 
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^4f^^ me, ty foul mouths, and pcrfons of unfound 
hearts, which hath caufed me the rather thus 
far toiufift on this particular. 

Frdrtl that time ! continued conftant In my 
circ and charge, without intermeddling in 
other affairs, untH certain overtures of peace 
were. propounded by the Iriih party, in my 
opinion very unequal as deftrticKve to the 
proteftant religion, exceeding htutful to his 
nbajefty's prefent fervice, and to the utter 
ruin or the Englifh intcreft in this kingdom. 

And that his majefty might rightly under- 
fbnd the conditions of the Irifh, and the na- 
ture and duality of their demands, I was fent 
among others untb Oxford, with the whole 
paffages of the treaty, and^did acquit my felf 
iit^ith that freedom in every particular, as be- 
came the loyalty and fidelity I owe unto my 
kin^ and country. And at our return from 
Oxford, all of us that were upon the afore- 
faid employment were taken at fea, between 
Wales :jnd Ireland, and carried prifoners un- 
to London, and committed to the tower: a 
bad recompence of my endeavours. Yet I 
cannot juftry complain, becaufe foul knd falfe 
accufations were exhibited againft me, which 
coming.to be juftified, had not fo much as a 
fliadow of truth. 

Afterwards I was enlarged on exchange, and' 
continued 'my command in Ireland tvith the 
lime duty, zeal and affeftion to the fervice 
of my king and counti^, as I had formerly 
done, and in purfuance thereof, the commif- 
fiohet-s fent over by the parJiamerit being wil- 
ling to continue my employment, I embraced 
it Avith chearfulnefs, and in a few days paffing 
from Dublin to Drogheda, with a fmall con- 
voy of fifteen horie, arid as many more ofH^ 

cers 
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t^rs of quality and valour, 1>efidcs fcm6 tra- 
vellers and merchants, ^rc were way*laid by 
near three hundred rebels, choice horfe, vrtVL 
armed and mounted ; whom liotwitftftaridihg, 
it being a cafe of ncceffity, we bdidljr charg- 
ed, killed the captain that led them; and 
there, in the midft of the rebek, a ydung 
man (to fey no more of him, becawfe he was' 
my fon) of fair hopes was to my contibual 
forrqw unfortunately flain. Aftcn^ards we 
made good our retreat three miles, Ibfiiig in 
it and in the firft place of combat thofe ele- 
ven men ; arid amongft thim lieutenant colonel 
Trevor, a gentleman of fingular vorth and 
valour. 'Neither had the. rebels much to 
vaunt of, for they loft two leaders of quaKty 
and fix troopfers. 'Hiis I relate the more parti- 
cularly, becaufc'tKe oppofition they found iA 
fo flnall a party fenred greatly to abate thcif 
courage, when we met them fbme nitle Or 
ten days after, at the tattle of Duil^n hill. 
At that battle 1 led the rear*guard of the ar- 
my, and acquitted my fdf in that days fcr- 
vice as became me ; wherfco'f the parliament, 
without any motion or exp'eftation of mine, 
were pleafed to take lb far notice as to vote 
me 200I. Awhile after Ifell into the county 
of Cavan,taok.a ^eat prey from tlie rebels, 
burnt much of their com, and returned with- : 
out the loft of one man/ . 

In NoveWbfer following I had notice, and 

gave colonel Jones an advfertifement of Owen 
oeONeal^s preparations and march towards 
our quarters ; and this being Saturday ill the 
evtoihg, I fent immediately dircAions that 
niffht to the horfe at Drogheda and the gar- 
riions in thofe parts, confifting of two regi- 
ments and five troops, to bewithnieatTnm 

on 
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Jfl!^ on Monday morning following: and accor- 
dingly feven troops came to me, as the reft 
mi^t have done to the advantage of the fer- 
vice, but did it not at that time. With thefe 
feven troops I followed the rear-guard o^f O 
Neal, and fometimes on his flank, from Mon- 
day till Thurfday following, taking and kil- 
ling divers of his men that' were left to £re 
our quarters; by which means I preferved 
much of the country from fpoil. On Thurf- 
day. in the afternoon jthe reft of the horfe 
came up to me ; and alfo I received a letter 
from colo^iel Jones, in any cafe to joyn with 
him, near Dublin, if pofliblv I could ; which 
I effeded at Donlin three miles from Dublin, 
between ten and eleven that night The next 
morning we marched after Owen Roe, and 
before night overtook him with his army, 
between Katothe and Garriftown. That we 
then fought not with him, he being on his 
retreat in a kind of flying pofture, was the 
advice and counfel of warier men than qfiy- 
felf; for advantage ought not to be loft 
through the fear of the number of the 
enemy, fince the flight of the bafer fort 
ferves to rout the moft valorous; and we 
had many hopeful reafons . to make a tryal 
of at that time : but colonel Jones, though 
npt ignorant of the occalion, yet would not 
be perfwaded by me ; but delayed the execu- 
tion of it till the next day, which Owen Roe, 
by ilealing away that night utterly pre- . 
vented 

Not long after I entered into the county 
of Weftmeath with a confiderable party of 
horfe and foot, took in the to^vn of Foore 
and another caftle, and burnt them ; with fe- 
veral other places, and abundance of com 

in 
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in ftorc and ftack» as far as Multefarnam, in- /^J^^ 
fomuch that when I was returned with a ^^""^"^ 
great prey, the rebels fent from MuUingar to 
o£Fer themfdves under contribution, m my 
way to Wcftmeath major Cadogan with a 
party of foot took in a ftrong houfe that be- 
fore the rebellion belonged to himfelf with , 
a nefk of fifteen er^fixteen notorious rebels. 
Other fervices were done that journey, which, 
in regard they met with no oppofition, I 
forbear to partictdarize. 

The remainder of that winter 1 often fell 
into the counties of Cavan and Monaghan, 
always with fuccefs, to the deftrudion of ma- 
ny of the rebels, and the gaining of confi- 
derable preys : for the want we fuffered, and 
the necefiity of our condition, required Us 
to run many hazards, thereby to gain fub- 
fiflence. 

In the fpring colonel Monck drew a party 
out of the North, marched through the re- 
bels quarters, drove all before him ; and by 
agreement, I fell in on the other fide, com- 
pafled a great part of the county of Cavan, 
went through the wailed town of Cavan, 
paft by Ballyhays and other places, and met 
colonel Monck on the borders, between the 
counties of Cavan and Monaghan« Between 
us we took a great prey from the rebels, 
diflreft them in all places where they made 
oppofition, which was not confiderable ; in- 
fomuch that though they loft much cattle, 
few were ilain in the defence of them. I af- 
terwards made other roads to the fame pur- 
pofe, and ever with happy returns. 

In July colonel Jones lent me two culve- 
rins with a party of foot from Dublin, to 
ftrengthen thofe I could conveniently draw 

from 
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^'^ frojjk Drogheda 2aid the garrifons about lue^ 
^^ that I might be enabled to go bcfprc Bally- 
Jhoe and other holds andcaflles'of the rebeli^ 
whicti much annoyed our frontiers ; and co- 
lonel Monck drew forth a party out of Duiv* 
ds^k^ and fat down on the oth^ ilde of Bal- 
lyhoe, in the coimty of Monagl>an. The 
next morning after my arrival I fent forth a 
party, and took in a caftle that defended a 
pafs on Logan water, between colonel Monck 
and myfdf. The rebels in Ballyhoe were 
confident of their ftrength, and cofnfo^ed 
with expedition of relief, which made them 
bold and refolute to endure the battery, and 
defend the place : but when the breach ap^ 
peared in fome fort afiaultable, they beat a 
parley ; and though we were at firil refolved 
not to liften to t$^em^ in regard of their ob- 
ftinacy, yet at lafl we condefcended to for- 
bear a little, and hear their demands ; and 
thereupon fome of the officers and foldiers 
appearing more openly than formerly, in 
confidence of the parley, the rebels inftant-^ 
ly gave fire upon us. Colonel Monck and 
mylelf flanding on the battery clofe together, 
a bullet pail through one of the culverin 
ladles, and in the defcent touched my hat, and 
fell on colonel Monck's ftrap of hi^ buff 
hangers and girdle, cut them both through, 
and refted in his buff coat without farther 
hurt ; but colonel Ponfonby was fhpt in the 
leg, a little below the knee : whereupon we 
gave prefent order to fall on, as we were for* 
merly prepared to do j and by God's affiil^ 
ance took it by affault, putting all to the 
fword (for the mofl part) that were found ' 
in it, which were many, in regard moft of 

the 
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tjie rebete that inh^j^te^ thereabouts ver? ^ ^^^ 
retired thither.. , " 

This caftle t^d^en, colonel Monck rf turne^ 
to D^indalk, apd I went forward to t^ N^b^ 
hor a|id Ct^ce's fort, both ftrongpjUces • but 
lipon my advance 4eferted by the rebels, a^ 
feveral pthey cailles were, or delivered with^. 
out a firoke, to the number of iune» whereof 
moft w«re blown up, the reft ^;jirrifoned by 
me. I could have proceeded farther; but I 
had order to retur% a^d did fo aifcordin^ly 
about the beginning of Auguft ; it which 
time there w^s a great fame of the marquis 
o£ Ormoi^de's landing in Munfter, ^i^d feve* 
ral OJ^cers that had feryed under him here* 
tofore 9^nft the rebels (upon no ground 
that ^ver could appear, but the jealouiie of 
the times) were fent prifoners into England, 
others cl^t in prifon in the caftle of Dublin 
a^d at Prodieda. I was informed that the 
like proceeding was intended againft myfel^ 
and th^t I was the firft in the. lift to be fent 
over ipto England ; but having the charge of 
thofe fprce^ abroach the time was not then 
feafonaibje :. whereupon I wrote to colonel 
Jones, that I underfto(?4 I was dra\m into 
iufpicion through feme gialicious reprefenta- 
tionoir WLf inEnglan4; s^^nd therefore that I 
might not be prejudici^ to him and the fer- 
vice of Ireland, nor receive fo bad a recom- 
pence of my many hazards and faithful en- 
deavours againft the rebels in this war, as to 
be made an undeferved prifoner, I craved 
his licence to go over into England, that if 
any crime could be laid unto my charge, I 
would be there ready to clear myfelf, or un* 
dergo the puniftiment proper for it ; which 
colonel Jones granted. 

And 
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^ ^^4'*^ And although at my ccnning to London 
^"^^^"^ I had liberty from the council of ftate to it- 
turn to my conunand, yet becaufe the times 
were full of jealouiies, and that I was not 
alike ground^ in all men's opinions (for 
fome buiineis of mine being debated in the 
houfe, it appeared there were many that had 
a prejudicate opinion of me) I therefore free* 
ly repofed my arms, and foifook my employ- 
ment. 

I have not written this to glorify myfelf, 
but to leave you, my dearly beloved, thefe 
few memorials of my actions, wherein it pleafed 
God to ufe me inftrumentally, that you may 
the better frame your addrels to the lawful 
favour of thofe that have power to aflifi you 
in the recovery of my fevcral difbur&ments 
made for the army, and my perfonal arrears. 
But look not on them, my dear, as a laige and 
precious legacy ; nor do not murmur or re- 
pine, though your fuits and juft defires are re- 
je£led : for God is all fumcient, on whom 
alone I befeech you and your family wholly 
to depend, making that the fole end of your 
bufinefs to fear him, and keep his command- 
ments : fo ihall you be fure, in all conditions 
and efiates, to find content here, and eternal 
felicity hereafter, which God grant us alL

«A declaration of the lords, gentry, and others 
of Leinfter and Munfter, of dieir inten- 
tions towards the Engliih and Scotiih pror 
teftants, inhabitants within this kingdom* 

WHereas we are informed, that it is 
generally conceived and believed by 
the EngUfh and Scotiih proteftants inhabitants 
of this kingdom, that we the lords, gentry, 
and others of the faid kingdom, have taken 
arms, and taken forces, for the extirpation 
and banifhing of them out of this kingdom, 
thereby to acquire to ourfelves their goods 
and eftates : .we therefore defirc to be rightly 
underftood ; for we hereby declare, that we 
never confented, nor intended, nor neither 
will intend, nor condefcend to any fuch act, 
but do utterly difclaim them ; but that each 
man known to be a moderate conformable 
proteftant, may (as well as the romifli ca- 
tholicks) refpeftively live and enjoy the free- 
dom of their own religion, and peaceably and 
quietly poflefs their own eftates, fo far forth 
as they, or any of them, fliall join with us 
in this oath following : 

I A. B. do in the prefence of almighty God, 
and all the angels s^nd faints, and by the 
contents of the bible, promife, vow, fwear

heirs and fucceffors of hjs body begotten, 
and will defend him and them, as far as I

ONeale, PhUip O Relly, Roger Moore, 
efq; Roger Mac-Guire, efq; Toole O Conley 
clerk (bein^ a romifli prieft) Huffh Macma- 
hune, and divers other perfons, falfe traytors, 
unknown, as a falfe-traytor againft the king!s 
majefty, his fupreme leige lord, not having 
the fear of God in his heart, nor confidering 
his duty or allegiance, but being feduced 
by the inftigation of the devil, intending al- 
together to withdraw, blot out, and extin- 
guifli the cordial love and due obedience 
which faithful iubj'eAs owe to their fove*- 
reign; did on the 20th of 0<^ 17. Car. at 
Dublin in Ireland, in the parts beyond the 
feas, and at divers other times, both before 
and after, as well at Dublin as elfewhere, 
falfely, malicioufly, and traiteroiifly confpire, 
imagine, and compafs utterly to deprive and 
difinherit the" king's majefty of his royal 
eftate and kingdom of Ireland \ to bring his 
majefty^s peribn to death ind deftruftion ; to 
A a raife 
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i^aife feditidn» and brted and catife mirera^ 
blc flaughter and deftruftion amongft die 
king's fubje£ts Sroughoiit all the whole 
kingdom: to make an infurredion and re-*'

of Connor Mac-Guire, alias Comdius Mac- 
uuire, dq; (for his plea of peerage was found 
invalid, and fo dedared by the court ; and 
that opinion of the judge was fincc aficnted 
unto, and confirmed by both houfes of par^ 
liament) At his coming to the bar the pri- 
foner fpake as foUoweth. 

MaC'Guire. I do humbly move, that I may 
have time allowed me by this court to fend 
for my witnefles. 

Judge. You have had a long time ; you 
were indided about the beginning of the lafi 
term ; you might have prepared witnefles the 
laft term. 

Mac. I did not expeft a tryaL 

Jiidge. You ihould exped it at your Peril. 

Mac. I was told, when I came into the king- 
dom, that I might have witnefles.

not been for the plea of peerage, that he then 
put in: upon which he knows there was a 
deliberate difpute, and he could not tell but 
that there would be an end before this time;

he hath been arraigned, and indi&cd of high 
treafon, and one jury he challenged^ the other 
is returned, fo as now he is in the way of his 
tryal; we are now to proceed with fuch evi- 
dence as we have, to profequte inftanCly. We 
do not deiire this to be produced again, and 
if it be, we know not how it could be mate* 
rial one way or other. 

After this the lord Mac-Guire farther 
urged the court to the former purpofe : to 
which it was anfwered, that he was then 
brought to his tryal as a prifoner upon the 
kididment, and that both the lords and com- 
mons had approved of the opinion of the 
court therein. 

Mac. Pleafe you fir, one word more : I dc- 
fire to appeal to the lords. 

Sen Whitfield. When one is come here, to 
appeal to the lords, that was never known : 
now you have put yourfelf upon the country. 

Mac. Under favour, I conceive I may, to 
an higher court: 

Jt^g^. It cannot be granted, the lords ap- 
proved 
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proved it : if you fliould have gone to an 
higher court before, you might have taken 
your courfe; now the jury is returned, and 
you are appointed to be tried here. 

After tliis the lord Mac-Guire defired fur- 
ther to appeal, to which the anfwer was : 

Ser.'WbtL Here lies no fuch appeal here, 
you are out of the eccleiiaftical court, there 
•is no fuch plea here; you are now upon the 
noddle of your tryal, we defire you may go 
on, you have challenged 23 of the jury 
already. 

Judge. We have no fuch courfe in the« 
common law ; if a man will appeal from me, 
I cannot let him appeal to any man. 

Upon this, thefe of the jury following 
were named, which he challenged : viz* 

George Hanger, efq; Stephen Bourman gent 
Sir Michael Wharton, George Weaver-BaiTet, ' 
James Hawley, efq; J. Nicolls the younger, 
George Smith, efq; Henry Walker, gent

Upon his challenging of thefe, which being 
added to the reft, make 35 in all, the other 
jury being about to be called, the lord Affcic- 
Guire moved : 

Mac Under favour, I conceive, that my 
lands being fequeftred, thofe men that have 
bought my lands, fiiould not pafs upon my 
trial ; and therefore I defire they may make 
anfwer to it upon oath, whether any of them 
have adventured or no. 

Sen Whitfield. To defire, that a whole jury 
may be demanded fuch a queftion upon their 
oath, is that, that hath not been known. If my 

lord 
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lord Mac-Guird hive caufe now againft znj^ 
he hath tun out the liberty whi<^ the law 

give hitia, to challenge 35 peremptorily, 
ow if he ihould challenge any more, he 
muft make a particular challenge to every 
particular man that comes to be fwom, and 
he muft have fuch a challenge notwithftand- 
ing a^ is warrantable by law ; but this general 
challenge is not warrantable by law, and if 
it were particiilar, it were not warrantable 
neither. 

Sen Roll. If you vnJl challenge any more, 
the law does not debar you to mew caufe. 

Mac. I conceive, that any that have given 
money in Ireland for my deftruftion, ought 
not to pafs againft me. 

Ser. Whit. This is for the king, this is for 
no particular perfon whatfoever. 

Mac. I befeech you hear me in it. 

Judge. You know this, that the king can- 
not grant it without the confent of both hou- 
fes, and in this cafe it may be put to the jury 
to try upon their oath. Thus far I fliall agree, 
that if any of this jury be to have any parti- 
cular benefit in Ireland, of land or goods by 
his attainder, it is goodr; but if his lands 
come to the king, and that the king is no 
way bound to give it to any of them, it is 
no challenge : look the ftatute. 

M.Prynne. Under favour, Mnjuftice Bacon, 
it doth not appear to the court that the pri- 
foner hath any lands or goods in Ireland ; 
and therefore no fuch queftion is to be de- 
manded of the jury. 

Judge. You may make needlels difputcs 
upon it. 

Then the jury being accordingly required 
to anfwer upon oath, whether they had ad- 
ventured.

Judge. You are deceived in that You 
challenged 23, and fo there were 40 more 
added; now you have challenged 12 of this 
40, and out of them there remains fo many 
as will make up a jury of 12,

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Then the colzrt proceeded to his tryal, and 
. the indi^hnent againft him was read. After 
which, the court proceeded, faying :

&er. Whitfield. Who were they ? 

Sir W. Cole. The lord Mac-Guire, fir Phil. . 
O Neale, Roger Moore, &c. 

Ser. Whitfield. Sir Francis Hamilton, upon 
what occahon was it, that the confpiratprs 
got an order to view the magazine ? 

Sir F. Hamilton. I was a member of the 
houfe of coipmons there, and I remember 
very well, there came a naeffage from the 
houfe of lords to the houfe of commons, • to 
let them know, that there was fome plot for 
the blowijiff up of the parliament houfe in 
Ireland, and they fent a meffage, to defire 
that they might fearch under the parliament 
houfe : and there was a fearch made, and (as I 
remember) the lord Mac-Guire was one of the 
committee from the houfe of lords that made 
fearch there ; but what they found, I do not 
]|piow. Afterwards they defired that they 
might fearch the caftle of Dublin, and other 
magazines'. 

Gounfel. What was the caufe ? 

Sir F. flamlton. There was a coachman of 
^y lord of Straflford's that had uttered fome 
big words, (as was given out) that the par- 
liament houfe ihould be blown up, but what 
was tte ground, I am perfwaded in my con- 
fcience, it was to know where the ftore and 
ammunition lay, that they might know wherp 
tofurprize it. 

Sir William Steward's teftimony. 

I was one of the committee that was fent * 

by the parliament, and by order from the 

houfe of lords, to fearch the parliament houfe, 

. and the lord Mac-Guire was one of the lords : 

they made a very ftrid fearch, and then they

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enquired for the king's magazine, and I be* 
lieve my lord Mac-Guire now here was 6Jlc 
of the committee that went to fearch for the 
houfe of lords, and he did fearch very nar* 
rowly, ind they were defirous to know^ 
where the ftore was* 

The lord Blaney^s teftimony. 

Counfel Whether this fearch was moved b/ 
the lord Finghall and what was the end of it? 

L. Blaney. So hriar as I can, I will give you 
the bufinefs, it is fo long ago. This I remem- 
ber, that there was bnd of the lords houfe, 
whether it was my lord Finghall, or my 
lord Macary, moved it, 1 cannot certainly 
depofe, but I am fure it was one of them. The 
bccafion was, one of the carl of Strafford's 
coachmen faid, he hoped to fee fomc of the 
lords bloWn np for it ; it Was about a fort- 
night after the earl of Strafford was behead- 
ed here. ITiereupon they got an order for 
it, and fo they went down, and they did not 
find the powder, but they made as narrow 
a fearch as ever any was. I aiked what die 
meaning was of this, for we had firange cen- 
fures of it our felves. Says of them, the Icnrd 
Clamori-is, they are afraid of a powder-plot 
of the proteftants. I anfwered, that I had 
heard ot a powder-plot of the papifts, but ne- 
ver of th6 proteftants in Hiy life. But if you 
aik the reafon of it, it was to affure themfelves 
' of their firength, for we found by woful ex- 
perience afterwards, it was their end. My 
lord Bolrlace faid, let them not be afraid, for 
upon my honour there is no powdef below. 
It is a great houfe, the houfe of commons lit . 
on one fide, and the lords on the other, and 
the block-hotifc in the middle.

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Counfel What religion ia my lord Fingl^, 
and my lord Chniorris of ? 

L. Blaneyx The lord Finghall is a papift, 
and Clamonis a peftiferous papift i 

&r. Whitfield. All papifts ! wc fliall now 
read the examination of the manner of his 
taldng, and then his own e2:amination. 

The firft wie (hall read, is this of n>r^ 
Woodcock, that was uxeri^ of Dublin; he 
was in town^ but he oduld not ftay^ but he 
wafi examined before this court 

The information of John Woodcock tie 2 7th 
of Odober» 1644. taken upon bath before 
juftice Bacon. 

TH E faid examinate depofeth and faiths 
.that he, being one of tne fheriffs of the 
faid city of Dublin^ in the year 1^41, having 
notice given him in the night ; upon the fid 
of Odober in the fame year^ of fome great 
defign * intended, did by vertue of his office 
"W^alk up and down the city that night ; and 
coming to the houfe'of one NeyiH, a chirur- 
geon in CaiUc-Street, he underflood by the 
iaid Nevill, that the lord Mae-Guire with 
£bme 10 or 12 others were there: this exa- 
minate told him, it was fit for his guefts to 
be in bed at that time of night •; but the faid 
Nevill did bring this examinate word^ that 
tlie lord Mac-Guire and his company were 
then going to bed. The faid examinate de- 
parted^ ibttiiiff a watch near his houfe; by 
which watdi he wa$ ihfofteed, that the faid 
lord Mac-Guiri^ and the reft were gone from 
thehoufe, and were attiiiehoufeof one Kerne, 
a taylor: whereupon he fearched the laid 
boufc, and there found fotae hitchets with. 
^ B b 2 the 
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the helves newly cttt off clofe to the hatchets, 
five petronels, five or fix fwords, three or 
faur finaU piftok, five or fix flteins, with o- 
ther arms of the lordMac-Guire's in an honfe 
of office in the faid honfe; in another place 
divers pole-axes, and alfo behind a hen^rooft 
fome great weapons with &arp pikes of iroB 
in one end of them, the £dd Kerne ai&rming 
that he knew nothing of any of the parti- 
culars before mentioned, nor how they came 
in his houfe. The faid examinate ihewed aB 
the faid inflruments unto the (aid lords ju& 
tices and council of Ireland ; and thereupoii 
the faid lords juftices and council, conrniand* 
ed fearch to be made for* the faid lord Mac- 
Guire. Upon which the (aid examinate, 
ftarching narrowly for him, at laft found 
him in a cock-loft, with a cloak wrapt about 
him, ftanding by a bed, the door lockt upon 
him, there bein? no key to be found ; as al- 
fo the mafiier of the houfe ftyingaway, and 
leaking an ifcape to the enemy. 

After this, the lord Mac-Guir^& own ex* 
slmination was read, taken the 26thof March, 
i6j\2. (for as Sir John Tentple declared to the 
court, the lord Mac-Guire was then brought 
to the council-board, and they could get no- 
thing out of him.) whereupon he was fent 
. ' back to prifon for that time»

John ^Bcllew caii\e 
out of {|ngiand with the commii&on .for the 
continuance of the prefqnt parliament, Roger 
Moore in the £aid Moore's chamber in the 
houfe q( one Peter -d^e Coftres of this city, 
acquainted him, thisexaminate, that if tJ^e 
Irifli would rife, they mi^ht maJke their ovgji 
conditions, . for the regaining of their own 
lands, ..and freedpr^fi of their religion.

Flunket, and capt, 
Fox ; and Ukewifc further acknowledgeth,

C Fergus O Howen, one of the fdlowers 
ofBrian Mac-Guire, e% came to his chamber 
in the cafile of Ennifldllen, and after he had 
endeavoured to bind him to keep fecret a mat- 
ter of great concemnient, which Fergus faid 
he had to difdofe, and particularly to conceal 
it from iir William Cole, and all other Englifli- 
men ; fhis examinate told him^ he would be 
fecret fo fur as it went with his allegbmce and 
confcience. He difcovered unto the uid exami- 
nate, that the lord Mac-6uire and Hugh Oge 
Macmahone, accompanied with feveral Irim- 
' men of the counties ofFermanagh and Monag- 
han,did take their joumies out of thefaid coun- 
ties Upon the 19th and 20th days of Odoberi 

2641, 
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1641^ to the city of Dublin, with refolutioit 
and intent to murder and kill his highnefs^d 
lords juftices and council of the kingdom of 
Ireland, and the reft of the proteftants there ; 
and alfo to poffefs themfelves of the dty of 
Dublin, and to put all the protefiants there 
, likewKe to the fword: and that to that effect 
there were other great men, and others of the 
papifts of that kingdom to repair unto, aii^i 
meet them in Dublin on Saturday, 23 Odc^ 
ber 1 64 1, or thereabouts^ and that all the 
cafiles, forts, fea-ports and holds that were in 
the pc^effion of the proteftants in the feivenj 
counties and provinces in the kingdom of 
Ireland, were then aUb defigned and refolved 
to be furprifed and taken by the Iriih papiib; 
and the proteftants in every of tbofe caftles^ 
forts, fea-ports and holds, to be theaaUb put 
all to the fword by the Jrifh papifts in ^eland 
in thdr own feveral parts and limits, by men 
thereunto chiefly and particularly appointed 
by the contrivers thereof: and that efpecially 
the town and caflie of Ennifkillen, with the 
reft, would be taken, and all the pvoteftants 
in it put to the fword; and thenefore advifed 
the examinate to get himfelf and goods out 
of the town : whereat the examinate ihuUng^ 
Fergus bid him not to flight it, for he could 
alGTure thofe things would come to pa& in fe- 
ven days, or elfe he would be bound to lofe his 
head. Whereupon the faid Fergus O Howen 
departeci, and die examinate acquainting fir 
William Cole with it, there came one Flartagh 
Mac-Hugh, a gentleman and freeholder of 
that county; and affirmed to the fame efied to 
fir William Cole, that the plot for fuiprifing 
of the city and caftle of Dublin, the caftle of 
Ennifkillen, and all the caillcs and ftren^ths 
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in Ireland, was to be put in full execution by 
the papifts October 22 an4 2 3, 164 1, through* 
put the faid kingdom; and that Brian Mac- 
Conaght Mac-Guire, efq; did fend Jnm the 
*faid Flartagh Mac-Hug$ to eive notice and 
warning thereof to the (aid ur William Cole, 
whom he earneftly defired to be upon his 
•guard upon Friday the 2 2d and Saturfay the 
'a^jd'of Oftoberj for the lord Mac-GuirA was 
gone with Macmahone and others that week 
with purpofe tQ poflefs themfelves of the 
caftle and city of Dublin, ^^d the lord Mac- 
Guire had written his letters to Con O 
Bourfce, Owen O Roreicke, Mortagh Oge O 
Fantagon, and others, to go on witn that plot 
in thofe parts ; and had appointed his brother 
Ron Mac-Guire (in his abfence) to command 
the Iriih papifts in the county of Fermanagh, . 
for the furprifing of the caftles and houfes of 
the proteftants. Of all which fir William 
advertifed the lords juftices and council of 
Ireland the fame day.

fore the iaid fir WJUiam Cole, that one hun- 
dred and fifty men were appointed to furprife 
the caflle of EnnifluUen, under the leading 
of Don Mac-Guire, and Ron Mac-Guire, who 
were to murder the faid fir William Cole, and 
his wife, children, and fervants, and throw 
them over the wall into the river, and then 
^o do the like unto the protefia^ts in the town 

and 
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and corporation of Enhifkillen: for wjacb 
fcrvice they were Jiot only to hare the fpoil 
and riches of the faid caftle and town^ but to 
have alfo the bax^ony of Qanawley ^granted 
and confirmed in fee to them and their heji^ 
from the hid lord Mac-*Guire and his hciis» 
The examinajt^ then alfo produced a letter 
written in IrijQi^ from the lord Mac-Guire^ to 
lii» coufin Brian Mac^Guire^ wherein taking 
iiotice, that he was abundantly incUned to 
the jEnglifh) which did very much trouble 
him ; and therefore defired him to.baniih fucb 
thoughts out of his mind, and not to purfoe 
thofe refolutidns which ip the end mi^ht be 
Jiis own deflxudion, as he thoi^t it would 
.be to 4II thofe that did not appear, 

Prefently after, upon the a 9th of Oclober^ 
one captain Eori Mac-Guire.t;ook upon him 
the managing of all bufinefTes .in his abfence; 
Jhe fortifies firfi: the caftle Hafen, the houjfe 
wherein he dwelt himfelf, he took in thp caiUe 
^f one Edward -Aldrith, efq; he put put all 
the Engliih there; he went to the town, burnt 
that, butkill'dnoneofthemen; went thence 
to another place, and hanged one £leas^.N[. 
one that was clerk of the peace of the cptmity; 
and from thence he went to Newtown^' folic 
jniles off from it, took in the town, ihipta&d 
difarmed all the proteftants that were in the 
church, the next day after marched away, 
.and killed and deftroyed moft of the Englim 
in thofe parts; murdered Arthur Champion, 
cfq; and many more. Twenty-two cafiles 
were feized upon, and the church of Monab, 
with eighteen proteftants burnt in it: feven 
hundred and fixty'»four>proteftants were de- 
ftroyed in that county; and I did hear there

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was about 152000, that they had deftroyed in 
that province of Ulftcr, in the firft four 
months of the rebellioa;

Then fir Wimam Steward gave in teftimo- 
ny to this eflFeft: 

That Con Owen O Neale landed in Jiily 
the fame year the rebellion began, brought 
many commanders, much arms and ammu- 
nition; many of his commanders, nine of the 
chief of them, were taken prifonefs at one 
battle. 

Ser. Whitfield. It is his own confeffion, that 
he fent a prieft over to fetch arms to come 
into Lrelahd. 

[Then the lady Caulfield was defired to de- 
clare her knowledge concerning the taking 
of Charlemont caftle. 

Lady Catdfeld. The 2 3d of Oftober, 164T, 
fir Phdim O Neale and others came into the 
caftle, they fbized upoii all, murdered his fer- 
vants; and thofe that were alive, they bound 
them, and put them in prifon ; and at that 
time, fir Phelim O Neale himfelf, and other 
of his companions, told her, that Dublin 
caftle and city, and moft other forts of Ire- 

. land 
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knd were furprifcd by their confederated tW 
I^ipifts; and that he was forry for his coufin 
the lord Mac<<^uire» and that he was afraid 
lie was taken^ 

Scr. Whitfield. What was done with my 
lord Caulfield? 

Lady Caulfield. He was murdered; hebeged 
for his life, and they durft not but do it. 

Sen Whitfield. When fir Phelim 6 iJealc 
had taken my lord Caulfield, then they g6t 
this lady tp write to the lofcls jttftices, that 
my lord Mac-Guire naijrht be exchanged for 
her fon, but that wpiim , hot te; and there- 
upon they niurdered my lord Caulfield, Fran- 
cis Davies, arid others. 

MrsTi Btary Wordrofe's teftimony. 

That he came on Friday night about lo or 
1 1 o'clock, to break into the caftle j^ I hearing 
the noife,^ afked what was the matter ? I i^reht 
to call up fome of our gentlemen; vC'hen I 
came in again, they had taken fonte 6i our 
gentlemen, and bound them. 

She alfo teflified die murdering of the lord 
Caulfield, Francis Davies, and others; and 
the former words concerning tlie lord Mac- 
Guire* 

Sen Whitjield Thefe txvo witnefles prove 
that of Charlemont, how far the rebels own- 
ed the lord Mac-Guire, as to endeavouf his 
exchange. We fliall noiv come to the other 
caftfcs, how long thdy befieged thefli, and 
who was murdered. / 

Walter Gubfon's teftimony. 
They befieged it a quarter of a year before 
they took it ; divers of the chief coftfpira-

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tor% and Powell, and Gofens, took the caille 
by force in an hoilile manner* 

Sir Fraftcis Hamilton's teftimony. 
Philip O Rely came to the caftle, to Kei- 
lagh and Cragan caftles, and they lly before 
it a quarter o( a year^ with 2000 or 3009 
men, fometimes 1500, but never lefs. 

Sir Charles Coot's teftiraony concerning the 
generality of the rebellion. 

Sir Phelim O Neale and Roger Moore were 
the aftors in the miafiacres, and by publick 
dire^ons of feme in place, and of the titu- 
lary bi&ops, for the fending of an exa^ ac- 
count oi what perfons were murdered 
throughout sdl Ulfter, a fourth part of the 
kingdom of Ireland^ to the parifli priefts in 
every pariih; and they fent in a particular 
account of i^ and the account Was^ 104700 
in one province, in the firft three months 
of the rebellion. 

Ser. Whitfield. What fay you concerning 
the general coundl, and the popcfs bull. 

Sir Gharks Coot. The fupreme council they 
took up a new form of government upon 
them of their own ; and by this authority 
it. was granted to the lady Mac-Guire, that 
(he fliould have the rent of fuch lands in re- 
compence of the lofs that he was at in their 
caufes. They have made feveral judges of

tirpate^ and totally root out thofe workers 
of iniquity, who in the kingdom of Ireland 
had infed^d, and are always uriving to infe^ 
the mafs of catholick purity, with the pefti- 
ferous leaven of their heretical contain : 
we therefore being willing to cherifh them 
with the gifts of thofe fpiritual graces, 
whereof by God we are ordained the only

To all and every one of thefe forefaid faith- 
ful chriftians, we grant licenfcy and, give 
power to choofe unto themfelvesf, for thii 
cflfefti any fit cdhfeffor, whether a fecular 
prieil, or a regular, of fome ordef i as like- 
wife any othei- fekfted perfon approved ctf by 
the ordinary of the place : whd, after a dili^ 
gent hearing of their confe&oh^, Ihall have 
power to liberate and abfolve therafi'oin cx^ 
x:ommunicati6n, fufpeniion, and all othc^ ec^ 
clefiaftical fentences and ceniures, by whom- 
focver j or for what cadfe foever ptonbuncedy 
or inflided upon them ; as alfo from sdl fms^, 
trefpafies, tranfereffions, crimes^ and delim 
^uencies, how heinous and atrocious foever 
C G they 
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diejr be» not omitting thofe vety enormides 
in the ttkoSt peculiar cafes which by aay 
. wiiatibeycr former conftitutions of ours, or 
of onrptedeceffor popes (thati which we will 
have diefe tobeno iefs valued in every point) 
Were defigned to be referred to the ordinary, 
or to the apoftolick fee, from all which the 
oonfeflbr ihall hereby have power granted 
him to abfolve the toreiaid cadioUcks at the 
bar of confdence, and in that fenfe only. 
And fiarthermore, we ^ve them power to 
exchange what vow or vows foever thejt 
were formerly 2^ri£):ed to, (tbofe c^ reli^on 
:aid chaftity excepted) into any other pious 
and good work or works, impofed or to be 
impofiui on them, and every one of them to

Therefore, by the tenour of thefe prcfcnt 
letters, andby the vertue of that holy ftrift 
obedience, wherein all chrifiians are bound 
unto us, we charge and command all and 
every one of the reverend brethren, arch- 
bifhops, biihops, and other ecdefiafiical pre- 
lates, and whatfoever ordinaries of places 
now refiding in Ireland, tc^ether with all 
vicars, iubftitutes and officials under them ; 
or thele failing, we command all fuch to 
whom in thole places the care of fouls is in* 
cumbent ; that as foon as they ihall have re* 
ceived the copies of thefe .pur letters, they 
ihall forthwith without any ftop or delay, 
publiih them^ an4 caufe them tb be publiihed 
throughout all tli^ chwches, dioc^es, pro- 
vinces, countries;*^ities; towns, lands, vil* 
bges, and places wftatfo^ret. 

Nevcrthclcfs, 
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Neverthclefs, we do not intend by thefe 
l^i'efent letters, where any publick or fecret 
irregularity is made known, or. any defedio% 
apoftacy, incapacity or inability in any man- 
ner of way contradedy to difpenfe therewith^ 
or grant to any other, any power or faculty 
of difpenfation, rehabiliation, or reftoring 
the delinquent to his former condition, 
though but at the bar of confcience : neither 
can nor ihould thefe our prefent letters avail 
or be fteadable to thofe, who by us and the 
apoftolickfee, or by any prelate or ecckfiaftick 
judge, h^ve been excommunicated, fufpend- 
cd, interdifted, or declared, and publickly 

• denounced to have juftly incurred the fenten- 
ces and cenfures of the church, till firft they 
have fatisfied and agreed with the parties 
therein concerned, notwithftanding all other 
conftitutions and apoftolical ordinations ; 
whereby, neverthclefs, the faculty of abfo- 
lution in thefe, as well as other expreffed 
cafes is fo teferved to his holinefs, the pope, 
for the time being, that no kind of jubilee 
nor power of granting fuch indulgences can 
in any fort avail, unlefs exprefs mention be 
made of the fault or faults in particular, and 
the whole tenour of them fully deduced by 
an individual relation from 'word to word, 
and not by general claufes importing the 
feme .thing. This, or fome other requifite 
form of the like nature being carefully ob- 
ferved, we in that cafe efpecially, exprefly, 
and namely, by the efFeft of thefe prefents, 

. flo totally aboKih and remit .them all and 
every one of them their offences, notwith* 
flanding any thing to the contrary.

force, power, and authority, and have the 
like credit in every rcfpeft given unto them^ 
as would be to thefe our principal letters, 
if they were fliewed and exhibited.

Set. Wbitfeld. We Kave troubled you with 
a long relation of the actions of the confede- 
rates with the lord Mac-Guire, though not 
done in his own perfon, and his own parti- 
cular act J but for this that was done by the 
generality, I heard my lord fey at the bar,^ 
what is that to me ? yes, my lord, this is to 
you ; you were one of the confpirators in the 
firft plot, and ,you contrived the bufinefs. 
And that had been treafon alone, to fend the • 
.prieft to fetch Owen O Neale into Ireland, 
with arms and foldierst but you contrived 
this, and cotlfpired it, and you are as guilty 
in law, of all diefe cruel murders, and burn- . 
ings in every place : for the law of England 
is, in treafon you are all principals, ho ac* 
ceffaries. Your fon was there, your lady is 
rewarded; for thefupreme council they have 
taken care of you : why ! becaufe you were 
one of the firft complotters of it ; and this 
will light upon you, and fall very heavy*

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And for your exchange, it was propounded 
for the lord Caulfield ; but when they could 
not ha,ve that agreed upon> then what be- 
comes of the poor lord Caulfield ? murdered 
too ! and you Cec what «Q€Ouragement you

I (hall defire the gentlemen of the 
houfe of commons, fo many as are here, to 
move the houfe in my bel^alf, that I may have 
a fomtght's time to prepare myfelf, and that 
tben;iannerof my execution may be changedL 

Sir JobnClotworthy. My Iprd^ I have been 
your fchool-fellow heretofore, and have found 
fome ingenuity in you ; and I'have feen fome 
letters of yours, importing fome remorfe of 
conicience in you for this faft; and I ihould 
be glad to difcern the like ingenuity in you 
ftill: and fhall move the houfe, that you may 
have fome minifters appointed tocome to you ; 
and likewife acquaint them with your othe^ 
defires. 

Then the prifoner departing from the barj 
Mr. Prynne advifing him to confer with fome 
Godly minifiers for the good and comfort of 
his foul ; he anfwered^ that he would ha\e

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none at all, unlefs he might have fome romiih 
pxiefts ^f his ^wimligioik 

To which Mr. Prynne replied, my lord, 
thdfe TonMi priefts are the chief. inftrumentS 
•who have advifed you to plot and perpetrate 
thofe execrable treafons for which you are 
now condemned, and have brought upon you 
that fhameful judgment of a tray tor, the exe- 
cution whereof you even now fo eameftly 
deprecated. Since then they have proved 
iuch evil deftru£tive counfellours, to you in 
your life, you have great reafon to diifclaim 
them with their bloody religion, and to feek 
out better advifers for you at your death, left 
you eternally lofe your foul, as well as your 
fife, for the blood of thofe many thoufand in- 
nocents which have been fhed by vour means. 
To which he^ paufing a little, anfwered, that 
he was refolved in his way. Whereupon 
another lawyer faid, my lord, you were beft 
to hear both fides. To which he anfwered, 
in an obftinate manner, I am fettled on one 
fide already, and therefore I defire not to con- 
ifer with any other. And fo departed through 
the hall towards the tower, the people croud- 
ing and running about to behold his perfon. 

• After the fentence pronounced againft the 
lord Mac-Guire, as before faid, he petitioned 
the parliament, as followetlu

'*"'*"***■ 2 0th, he was drawn on a fledge from the 
tower through London, and fo to Tyburn^ 
where being removed into a cart, he kneeled 
and prayed a while: after which flieriff Gibbs • 
fpake to him, reprefenting the heinoufnefs of 
lus crimes, and the vaft number that had been 

murdered 
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murdered by that confpiracy for which he 
-was to fuffer, and therefore exhorted him to 
expreis his forrow for it: in anfwer to which 
he faidy I deiire almighty. God to forgive me 
my fins« 

Sheriff Gibbs. Do you believe you did well • 
in thofe wicked addons? 

Mac^uire. 1 have but a fliort time, do not 
trouble me. 

Sben Sir, it is but juft I fhould trouble you, 
that you may not be troubled for ever?
